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PREFACE. 

To the disadiFantag« and to the discredit of Irel&ud, 
literature has heretofore been but little cultivated or eto 
couraged by her inhabitants. To the disadvantage, because 
mental culture is one of the most effectual agents in the 
civilization and moral regeneration of any people : 

Ingenuaa didicisse fideJiter artes . 

£moIlit mores, nee siuit esee feros. Ovi^. 
To the discredit, because a neglect of the arts, sciences, 
literature, betrays an absence of those noble, intellectual 
aspirations wliich mainly distinguish man from the lower 
orders of creation. Tliese positions are incontrovertible, 
and therefore, any elaborate support of them would bo 
superfluous. 

1 shall now briefly advert to the past and present state 
of that branch of literature to which the following work 
appertains. 

The prospect in this case is far from cheering. While 
in Great Britain, every county, and many baronies, pa- 
rishes, cities, towns, villages, and even private houses,* 
have had their historians and antiquaries, little, indeed, 
has been done in Ireland. With the exception of Smith's 
histories of Cork, Waterford, and Kerry, published in 
the last century, and others " few and far between," the 
local records of the countiy yet remain to be collected, its 
ancient structures are yet to be visited, explored, and 
accurately pourtrayed.f 1 1 is not diiUcult to account for 
the immediate cause of this circumstance: public support 
has not been forthcoming ; and even now, the attendant 
difficulties are such as would, perhaps, deter most persons 
from the pursuit : in fact, no small share of enthusiasm 
is necessary to carry a workon antiquities, (or indeed on any 
other subject), in Ireland, to a successful conclusion. The 
example of our English and Scotch fellow subjects, 
however, was striking ; the deficiency existed ; and the 
author, feeling an interest in his native county, resolved at 
all hazards, to collect its history and survey its antiqui- 
ties. The present volume is the result of his determination. 

Knowing that in too many instances writers have been 
led into gross blunders by improperly attempting to des-

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cribe places and structures which they had never seen,* 
the author resolved on visiting every ancient place^ or 
building, in the district to which his work relates. He 
has, accordingly, traversed the shire from north to south, 
and from east to west; from Rathvilly to St. Mullins, 
and from Old Leighlin to Hacketstown have been atten- 
tively explored ; and if he has failed in obtaining compre- 
hensive information on the present state of the antiquities 
of the county of Carlow, it has not been from deiiciency 
in physical exertion, ^^ike Sir Walter Scott, (in his 
rambles through the border country, when collecting mat- 
ter for his exquisite works), the author adopted the pedes-, 
trian mode in his survey ; by far the best where minute 
inquiry is the, object ; though he cannot say, that he has 
often walked thirty (Scotch) miles a day, as Sir Walter is 
stated by one of his biographers to have frequently per- 
formed.f Such, in short, was the ardour of the author's 
search for information, that the humorous lines applied by 
Burns to the facetious antiquary Captain Grose, might 
with equal justice have been applied to him. A mass of 
matter, however, has by this means been collected, re- 
lating not merely to the ancient structures, but to most of 
the time-honoirred burial-grounds of the county. 

Regarding literary information, the most approved ori- 
ginal works have been consulted ; manuscripts have been 
inspected ; the public records have been searched ; and 
application has been made to every accessible source. As 
relates to one authority, Keating, a word or two is ne- 
cessary. The precise degree of credit dae to him, it is 
difficult to ascertain. O'Reilly styles him neither more nor 
less than the '•' Herodotus of Ireland",'* wliile Sir Ri- 
chard Cox says, "as for the histories that treat of t|ic 
times before the English conquest, Doctor KsATiNfi's 
is the best ;" but an important qualification of this opinion 
follows: " itis after all," says Cox, "but an ill-digested 
heap of very silly fictions." 

Who shall decide when doctors disagree ? 
Certainly, we, ourselves, have detected very serious flaws in 
Heating's chronology, and there is assuredly, a want of 
verisimilitude in many of his statements ; but we conceive, 
that we should not be justified in altogether rejecting 
him as an authority ; which would, besides, be at variance 
with the practice of several modern writers of judgment. 

• Instances could bo multiplied, bat tbe following may be taken as a sample. Besorib' 
ingthe column erected on the scene of the battle of the Boyne, a late writer says: "There 
are inscriptions in English on the four sides of it, stating the purposes for which it was 
erected, underneath one of which is a Latin inscription, uientioning that the tiret stone wax 
laid in n36,"&c.—TAeNort/iern Tourist. By P.D. Hardy,Esq. M.R.I.A.p.Vl. Now what 
is thefaot 7 There is but one inscription on the obelisli (as vie can testify from personal 
observation), and that is in English, stating the period of erection, &a. We fear the ton ■ 
rist would place butlittle reliance on ' a guide, who, so early in the excursion, betrays 
his incorrectness and incompetency. 

The wthar has had far more pleasure in his excursions on foot, (which have not been 
confined tr, Ireland,] than be ever enjoyed with either coach, gig, jaunting-carj honebacli;, 
oi any other of the artificial modes of locomotion. 
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The fact seems to be, that his history of Ireland is a 
compoand of truth and error ; from which the latter should/ 
if possible, be cautiously winnowed, while the grains of 
valuable historical fact should be as carefully preserved. • 

Regarding the result of his applications to individuals 
for local information, the author cannot complain. While 
he cei*tainly is not enabled to say that success was inva- 
riable, or that intelligence was, in all instances, freely 
communicated, he is, assuredly, not compelled to make a 
report so unfavourable as that of Mr. Dutton, author of 
the Survey of the county of Clare, who thus writes in the 
preface to that work: " Had I," he says, " not considered 
myself bound to fulfil my promise to the Dublin Society, 
this survey of the county of Clare would never have 
been published; that ungracious illiberal silence, with 
regard both to the hundreds of letters I wrote, and to the 
reiterated verbal applications I made, (and which to the 
disgrace of Ireland, is complained of in almost every 
survey that has been published), would otherwise have 
urged me, at an early period, to decline all further pro- 
gress. Some, to whom I applied, (whose rank in life 
should have placed them above such gross ignorance), 
asked me what a survey was, what it was about, &c. ; and 
soma, very wittily, wished to know, was it to take an account 
of all the pigs in Ennis and Killaloe, with a multitude of 
other remarks equally sagacious and liberal." — The au- 
thor of the present work, unquestionably, did not, in all 
cases, meet an enlightened disposition to afford useful or 
interesting information ; but, to the credit of his native 
county, he can with truth assert, that in no instance did 
he encounter barbarism such as that related by Mr. Dut-" 
ton. Let us hope that the day will speedily arrive, when 
the gentry of Ireland, universally, will duly appreciate 
the advantages of mental cultivation, and the benefits 
arising from the diffusion of useful literature. ' 

The history concludes at the year 1800, for the follow- 
ing reasons : firstly, it is usual to close every work of the 
kind at some well-defined era ; and secondly, the present 
generation must be perfectly acquainted with the transac- 
tions of the last thirty years. The chief and important 
feature in the history of our county since the Union, we 
will, however, mention. It consists of a recent effort on 
the part of the Romish priests and the agitators to destroy 
the ancient and salutary influence of the gentry over their 
tenantiy, and to usurp the power of returning the county 
members to parliament. In this latter, they completely 
succeeded at the general election of 1831; and they have 
since maintained their unjust and pernicious ascendancy 
A detail of the causes which ensured their first success and 
subsequent supremacy, is needless, and would occupy 
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more space than could be well afforded in this place. It 
will suffice to observe, that the gentry themselves, are not 
altogether blameless in the affair. This, in the spirit of 
true friends, we think it our duty to state. 

The author avows himself attached to Tory, Conser- 
vative, and Protestant principles, but he can safely say, 
that truth and impartiality have been closely studied in 
the following work. He was not ignorant of Cicero's 
rules for the historian; the first of which he declares to be, 
not to state any thing false, and the second, to dare to 
publish the truth.* The author trusts, that his adherence 
to these laws is obvious in the following pages. Amicus 
Plato, amicus Socrates, sed ma^is arnica Veritas. 

Itis worthy of remark, that several of theancientfamilies 
connected w^thour county, who formerly were by no means 
distinguished for their loyalty to the throne, are now among 
its firmest supporters. It is further a striking circumstance, 
that so long as the membei's of these families remained 
Romanists, so long did they continue disposed to rebellion, 
butfromthe time of their adoption of the reformed religion, 
their political conduct has been that of good subjects, it 
has been steady, correct, and unimpeachable. 

To the various gentlemen who contributed information 
to the work, the author returns his best thanks. The 
Dean of St. Patrick's, William H ARTY, Esq., M.D., 
the Rev. H. Kingsmill, F.T.C.D., Samuel Litton, 
Esq.,M.D., and W. Shaw Mason, Esq., are entitled to 
his particular acknowledgments, for facilities afforded by 
them to the collection of valuable historical matter. 

In imitation of the plan adopted by the Rev. Mr. Gor- 
don and Dr. O'Hallorah, in the publication of their his- 
tories of Ireland, subscribers names were received ; and 
the author has to express his thanks to the noblemen and 
gentlemen who thus promoted the work, and thereby tos - 
tered the growth of literature in this much neglected land. 

That imperfections do not exist in the following work, 
the author is not so presumptuous as to suppose. The 
defective state of our public recurds^ and the occasional 
difficulty of access to those which exist, will be remem^ 
bered ; while the circumscribed limits of the county (the 
smallest in Ireland excepting Louth) will not be forgotten. 
And should the number, beauty, or interest of the ancient 
works of art, be found not equal to that of some of the 
neighbouring counties, the author confidently trusts, that 
for such circumstance he will not be censured. Nor will 
the reader be so unreasonable as to expect matter foreign 
to the nature of the work, though, possibly, more absorb^ 
ing, or exciting, in its specific properties.

IPbSviOusCT to entering upon a detail of <Jie history and 
antiquitiesBftlie! county, it-will be^ advisable to state its situation, 
boundaries^ extent^aild divisions. No great space will' be-requirecc 
for this purpose. 

The county of Carlov*', foi'meriy- termed Catberidgih, is situate 
inthe kingdom, of Ireland, and province of Leinster. It is twenty* 
six. Irish miles in lengjthj from north to south, and twenty-three ia 
br«atdth from east to west.

The principal rivers are the Barrow and Slaney, Thie former, 
styled by the ancients Bergus, Brigus, or Bargus, rise§ ip the 
§lieve-})lpotn chain of hills, in the Queen's (sounty, and passing 
through Portarlington, JVIoR^stgj'ey^n, Athy* Carlow, lieighlin- 
bridge, and Graiguenemanagh, forms a jimction with the Noir^ 
near New Koss. It is navigaU^ for a distance of forty-three miles, 
commencing at M,Qnastereven. To dilate on the beauties or ad- 
vantages of this noble river were needless. More thw three ceit- 
tunes since^ |t was thus nptiped by Spenseb ; 

The first the gisntle Sbure, that making way. 
By sweet Clbnmel, pdoi^ia rich Waterf()r4 ; , 
The next, the atubborn Newre, whose' waters 
By fair Kilkenny, and Rosa-pont bound, 
The third the gooclli/ ffarrmv. 

The Slaqey is the Modonus of Ptolomy the geographer, and was 
also formerly c^ed the Slaneor Urrin ; its name of Slane or Slaney 
being derived, aceordiiig to Keating, from Slany, king of Leinster. 
It enters the county two miles norSi of RathviUy, and leaves it at 
Newtpwfibarry, a^r a course of about seyenteeii miles. The 
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ISiniey is navigable &om Enniscortliy io Wexford, a distance of 
tiiirteen miles. There is no lake in this distiict: - 

In general appearance, the county rather inclines to tJie level 
and pleasing, than to the mountainous or romantic ; a course of 
elevated ground, however, runs through part of ite centre, while 
Mount Leinster and the Black Stairs, the soutiiern boundaries of 
the c<9unty, are mountains of consideridjle height. The western 
division has a hill called the ridge of Old Leighlin. 

The county of Carlow forms what -was anciently the tenitories 
flf the Hy Cabanagh and Hy Drone, beingthe northern part of the 
principality of Hy Kinselagh. When the district became shire 
ground, the old denominations fell into desuetude, together with 
the divisions indicated by them. The popuk^ion of' the country 
was stated in 1795 to be 44,000 ; in 1814, it was 69,566 ; in 1821, 
it amounted to 78,952; while by the return of 1831, the number 
«f persons had increased to 81,649.* 



CHAP. II. 



Hy Cabanagh and Hy Drone anterior to the English Invasion 
of the Twelfth Century. 

Thb ancient history of Ireland Las been the subject of much 
controversy. One class of writers has ventured boldly to present us 
with the annals of the country from a period as early as the year 
of the world, one thousand nine hundred and seventy-eight, or 
about two thousand years before the birth of Christ ; while others 
maintdn, that little credence is to be attached to the historic an* 
nals of Ireland until the arrival of St. Patrick, in the fifth century 
of the christian era. The former, or Irish party, tell us, that in 
the year Ai M. 1978, Partholanus, a native of Greece, settled in 
this island, of which he and his followers kept possession three 
hundred years, when they were visited by a plague, which destroyed 
the whole colony. Ireland is then said to have remained destitute 
of ^inhabitants thirty years, till A. M. 2308, when Nemedius, 
descended from a brother of Partholanus, arrived. In 2540, we 
ere told, the island wasvisitedbyapeople called Tuatbade Danans, 
who maintained their sway in it for .the space of one hundred and 
ninety-seven years, when the Milesians landed. These latter em- 
barked at Galicia, (A.M. 2737), in thirty ships, for Ireland. We 
are further informed, that of the race of Milesius, king of Spain, 
Ireland had one hundred and eighteen monarchs to the time of St.

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Patrick, A.D. 433 ; wLile fifty-one kings swayed the Irish Bceptra 
from the days o£ Laogaire, A.D. 428, i to those of Roderick 
O'Connor, last Milesian monarch of the island.* On the opposite 
side, the hardy Ledwich, and others, have openly declared theiE 
dishelief in, what they term, the monastic, fabulous legends of 
ancient Ireland ; they deny the high literary cultivation claimed for 
this kingdom by the aforementioned, authors,, and even seem dis- 
posed to maintain that the Irish, previously to their conversion to 
Christianity, were plunged in rude and savage ignorance, equally 
devoid of learning and civilization. Truth, vre think, may lie be- 
tween. To enter upon an investigation of the matter, would 
occupy more space ,than could well be spared in this work, and, 
indeed, would be foreign to its express object. SuflBce it to say, 
th^t it appears to us, that there exists abundant testimony from 
contemporary writers and others, (testlmoay credited by the acutest 
antiquaries), to justify us in the conclusion, that ancient Ireland 
bad much of social cultivation and scholastic knowledge, though, 
perhaps, not in the high degree represented. It is our immediate' 
purpose to detail such occurrences as relate to that part of th« 
kingdom whose history and antiquities we ^have undertaken t» 
produce. 

We have records of events and' circumstances, of a very early- 
date, relating to the district whiph forms the subject of this work. 
But we should first premise, as tending to remove obscurity from 
the subsequent narrative, that, on the death of Milesius, above 
mentioned, the kingdom was divided between his sons Heber and 
Heremon ; the former choosing the southern half, the latter, the 
northern. Besides the two just mentioned, Milesius had sons named 
as follows : Don, Aireach, Amhargin, Ir, Colpa;, and. Aranann ; 
all of whom joined Heber and Heremon in the invasion of Ireland, 
and among whom and their' descendants subdivisions of the country 
took place. The kingdom was governed by four provincial kings, 
while the chief monarch had Meath as his particular domain. 
Within the provinces were petty princes, who exercised the rights 
, of sovereignty over their own immediate people ; subject, however, 
to the control of the powers above them. In short, the feudal 
system was that adopted and followed by the Irish. The crown 
was elective ; but none were eligible except members of the royal 
stock. — The course of events now claims our attention. 

We find that in A. M. 2786, Conmaol, the son of Heber, by a 
victorious engagement, obtained the crown, and governed the 
kingdomof Ireland thirty years. Continual warfare subsisted be- 
tween him and the family of Heremon, against whom he fought 
not less than twenty-five battles, with uniform success. Among 
nine of the actions enumerated is to be found that of Lochlein, 
otherwise Leighliaf ' 

In order to the due comprehension of the facts and allusions to 
be found in a work of this nature, it is indispensable thai the reader

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should be- reminded of all general revolutions or remarkable de'i 
partures from ancient custom. Some brief notice of all such cases. 
is necessary to illustrate the train of events. With this view, we 
shall now mention, that it is stated, on the authority of the Psalter 
of Cashel, that stone buildings were to be found in Ireland as early 
as A. M. 3150.* About a century afterwards, in 3261, fortifica- 
tions were first constructed. These latter appear to have been the 
origin of the raths, which subsequently became very -numerous. 
However early the knowledge of masonry may have been, we are 
fully aware, that until a very recent period, comparatively, it was 
applied solely to great military and ecclesiastical structures ; th« 
dwellings of private individuals being fi'amed of wood.^ Would 
that we could say anything in solution of that knotty subject, the 
date and origin of the round towers of Ireland. Our satisfaction 
in such case would be enhanced by the circumstance, that one of 
these singular structures stood within our county till about twenty 
years since ; when it fell, not before the devouring tooth of Time, 
but under the devastating hand of man. 

In the year of the world 3952, or fifty- two years prior to 
the birth of Christ, the practice of burying the dead in graves was 
first introduced into Ireland. Previously to the time of Eochaidh, 
Eumamed Aireamb, who in this year ascended the throne of Ireland, 
the Milesians covered their dead with great heaps of stones or 
clay. Aireamb, in the Irish language, signifies a grave, and was 
Conferred as a second name upon this prince,* because he introduced 
the more approved mode of burial, adherence to which has since 
subsisted, t ■ 

A.D. 122. Cathaoir More, surnamed the Great, descended 
from Heremon, succeeded to the monarchy of Ireland. He be- 
queathed his kingdom of Leinster to his son Rosa Failge. From 
Fiachadh Baiceada, one of the nine sons of the aforesaid Cathaoir, 
descended the princely families of Mac Morrough Kavanagh, fre- 
quently kings of Leinster, of O'Toole, some time monarchs of 
|;hat province, of Byrne, in Irish O'Broin, lords of Wicklow for 
a considerable period ; likewise from the same monarch sprung the 
noble families of Cinsealagh, of Ryan, in Irish O' Riain,, and in 
some chronicles of Ireland it is called O' Maoilrian, of O'Duffy, 
Murphy, and others. J Some fiirther. remarks on this subject, by 
Doctor Keating, will be found in the Appendix. (2) 

Con, called of the Hundred Batties, ascended the throne oi 
Ireland in the year 125, or as stated by others, 153, Inhisreign 
was confirmed, or instituted, a division of -the kingdom into two 
parts. The kingdom of Leinster extended fi-om Inbher Colpa, now 
c ailed Drogheda, to the confluence of the Suir, Nore, and Barrow. 
It consisted of thirty- one territories, nine hundred and thirty towns 
or villages, and eleven thousand seven hundred and sixty plough- 
lands. The royal palaces in Leinster, atthe period, were those of 
Dinrigh and the iNaas.

thiS'Stntcture now remain i however, this cannot afiect the credibility 
of its having once existec^ as we know tfaattof fortresses inhabited 
in this eonnty only two centuries Since,, not a vestige is now to be 
»een. That of ClonnxuUen (of wUch more anon) is an instance. — ■ 
It was' perhaps at this period that the principality of Hy Kinselagfa 
was exactly' dlefined; of which. My Cabaoegh and Hy Drone farmeii 
&e northern' portion^ ., ■ 

The country was reduced to. great niisray in the two hundred 
and thirteenth year of the christian: era, by the scarcity .of provi^ 
eiens, and other distressing ciccunistances. The people of Deieie% 
smfi^ng under thesecalaimiticis, consulted.the most eminent ]>mid» 
as to the future hopes, of the landf stating^ that should their proa>- 
peets- here be- glo^my,^ they would remove to a more pitc^itious 
region. The priests exhorted them to remain, and«ip.piy to Ednii 
Cinnsesilach for his daughter, Glithne, whose husband should prove 
most'favoarable to the people of Deicies. Eana grauted theii* 
request, and his daughter was allied, by the people of Deitde^ td 
Aengus, son of <he Mng of Munster.' A considerable period after- 
wards, Eneas and this lady Eiihne were dain by the. people- of 
Leinster in the battle of Ceallosnadh,. four miles eastward of 
Laithglin> or Leighlin.t — We cannot avoid here deploring thai 
meliancholy recurrence of scenes of strife; and Idoodshed, commo- 
tion and contention, by which the Irish annals are disjig;ured. , 

Niall, of the Nine Hos&ngea, succeeded' to the throne of. Ire^ 
land, A.D. 375'. He was; descended ftom Heremon, and reigned 
twenty-seven years. During his government, a very singer 
occiurence took place within the district on whose history we are 
engaged. We shall relate it with as much brevity as may be cori« 
sistent with a due regard to perspicuity. 

It seems that the ambitious feelings of Eochaidh,, son of Eana 
Cinselach, prompted him to reside at Tara, as monarch of thef 
kingdom, in express opposition to the command of Niallj, the 
rightful sovereign. The former was reprimanded for his unjustifia^ 
ble conduct by a Druid of eminence,, which causedhim to withdraw 
from Tara and relinquish his pretensions to tJie crown, Niall, iat- 
mediately established himself in the royal palace, to which he had 
a legitimate right, and ultimately, Eochaidhi was obliged to fly to 
Scofland. Previously, however, to, his forced departure,, an un- 
toward event happened, which-fiirther incensedthe sovereign against 
him. Having visited the house of Laidhgin, the son ot Bairceadha, 
aDruid in great favour with the king of Ireland,. he met witji some 
reproaches from htm, whereupon he attacked Laidhgin and killed 
him on the spot. The father was greatly, enraged at this deed, 
and hastened to lay his case before N<UdI,.who engaged to revengji 
the death of Laidhgin on the prince and people of Leinster._

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Nialt expeditiously prepared an array, and, in pursucuiee of Us 
promise, ravagied Le-iaster and nmcfa distressed its infaabitants. 
The Druid, pityiog the innocent, who thus suffered for the gnil^, 
proposed to check all hostilities provided Eochaidh w«re delivered 
into his bands. The people, reduced to the last extremity, re- 
luctandy acceded to the propoetd msd placed the prince at the dis- 
posal pf his enraged foe. The Druid resolviag to wreak ample 
revMige on his prisoner, caused him to be chained to a large vp- 
right stone, wi& the view of exposing him to all the pains tjf a 
lingering death. The unfortunate prince was compelled to mmn- 
tain one position, with his back to the stone, and subject to the 
galling weight of the iron chain ; but after some time, th« Druid 
resolved on depriving him of existence by a more summary process. 
For this purpose, he ordered nine soldiers to attack him ; not being 
without a well-grounded apprehension that Eochaidh, being possessed 
of great bravery and strength, would make formidable resistance. 
Nor was he mistak<>n. Rendered desperate by the approach of hia 
executioners, the prince made a super-human effort to obtain his 
liberty, in which he succeeded by forcing one of the rivets bf the 
chain by which he was confined. He immediately attacked the 8ol» 
diers, possessed himseir of arms, slew some of them, and finally 
effected his escape to Scotland, as already Boticed.* Doctor Kea- 
ting states, that the stone to which Eochaidh was chained, might 
be seen in his time, " on the west side of the Slainey, between 
all Brighde and Tullach O' Feidhlin." This is not correct, aa 
the stone lies south of Tullach O' Feidhlin, or Tullow, and not 
between it and Cill Brighde or Celbridge. A full description of 
is may be found in a subsequent chapter. 

We have now arrived at the era of a most important event in 
the history of this country ; one which must materially affect the 
best interests of the people of any period or nation. We allude 
to the revolution in religion which occurred in the fifth century in 
Ireland. The system which previously prevailed was that of the 
Druids, the chief feature of it being, a belief in the immortality 
and transmigration of the soul, after the notions of Pythagoras, 
They conceived, that on death tlie immortal spirit passed from flie 
defunct to a living being, and was thus continued for a series of 
ages, till it became sufficiently purified to return to the great soiree 
from whence it emanated. It was further understood, that the 
transmigration took place among beings of like qualities ; thus the 
soul of the noble, brave, or generous, preserved a strict consis- 
tency of habitation, as did that of those characterised by opposite 
qualities of a vicious nature. This system, however, though ap- 
parently calculated to regulate the passions, did not produce that 
result ; for. Hie admiration of ambition, the love of glory, and. 
thirst for revenge were frequent themes of the bards and annalists, 
who were among the officials or dispensators of this religion. 
Those wh,o failed to indulge in these patsions could hope fw no

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jBulogium from the bards, no flattering notice from the annalists ot 
the country. The consequence {was such as might be expected; 
scenes of strife, of contention, and of bloodshed. 

A new Scene, however, opened upon Ireland by the introduction 
of Christianity ; a religion inculcating tenets the very reverse of 
those of 'the system which it supplanted. Patience, forbearance, 
forgiveness of injuries, contempt of this world, were the princi- 
ples- now inculcated; and the alteration eiFected was very consider- 
able. It could not be expected that the passions inherent in 
human nature, passions which were fostered by the Druid system, 
would be eradicated by the mild doctrines of Christianity. They 
might however be checked or softened; and such was the result, 
though not in so great a degree as might be desired by the humane 
or patriotic. Jarring interests, the love of power, the soarings of 
akubition, continued to prevail. The philosopher must ever regret 
the result thus produced in early days, while he cannot shut his 
eyes to the fact, that even our own times present a very indifferent 
exemplification of the behests of the religion of Christ. Human 
nature, indeed, seems to-be pretty much the same in all days and 
in, all countries; tnodified, (too slightly, however), by varieties 'of 
religion. Similar passions, and similar effects are' observable 
whether we peruse the history of the Jews, the Persians, the 
Greeks, the Romans, the Mahometans, or of the modern Europeans. 
It can therefore hardly be matter of wonder, that the heathen Irish 
and their Christian successors should not afford any remarkable 
contrast in- the materials presented to the historian of their com- 
mon country. 

Some historians assert, that the Christian religion found footing 
here immediately after the preaching of the apostles. They say 
further, that missionaries not only preached, but founded churches 
here in the fourth century. It was, however, reserved to the 
fifth to> become the era of any great or universal reception of Chris- 
tianity in Ireland. We are told by the venerable Bede, that " in 
the eighth year of the reign of the emperor Theodosius, (A.D. 431), 
Falladius was sent by CelestiriS; bishop of- the Roman church, to 
the Scots (Irish) believing in Christ, to be their first bishop."* 
Hejvas attended by twelve Irish missionaries, but his success was 
email, and after a sojourn of the brief space of three months, 
he retired to Britain, where he died. Celestine lost no time ia 
looking 'for a successor, when the merits of Patrick pointed him 
out as a person highly eligible to the ofiBice of missionary to the 
Irish. When he reached the scene of his future labours, (in 432), 
he found that the number of Christian teachers and disciples was 
considerable. He conciliated them by the mildness of his deport- 
ment, and had great success in making converts among the princes, 
nobility, and chief persons, to whom his attention was first directed ; 
most of, whom in a lew years he reckoned as members of h'* 
flock. He seems to have first visited Meath, (which comprehended

progress there, traversed successively the present county of Wiek? 
low, MagUifie now called Kildare, Leix, a part of the Queen's 
Gonnty, and thence to tiie house of his friend the poet Dubtach>- 
who resided in Hy-Kinsellagh, otherwise the present county of 
Carlow. Anxious to increase the number of his missionaries, St. 
Patrick asked Dubtach if there was any individual- in. the district 
suited to the oiH<;e. The latter replied- that he had a disciple named 
Fiech, whom he thought highly qualified for the appointment. 
Piech was already "a convert to Christianity, (A.D. 444), and Sti 
Patrick feeling satisfied of his fitness for- the clerical profession^ 
supplied Lim with the means of prosecuting hie studies, in which 
fae made rapid progress. He became a bishop, after the lapse of 
some time, and was the first Leinster man raised to the dignity. 
Some say that Fiech superintended a monastery, called Domnach^ 
Fiech, stated to be situated on the east of the Barrow, county of • 
Carlow. St. Patrick, we ^re told, met with zealous assistance 
from Crimthan, son of Enda Kinsellagh, king of Hy Kinsellagh, 
■who, although opposed to' Fiech,. is classed among the most pious 
princes of his time, and stated to- have- been the founder of many 
churches. To Ossory, the apostle of Ireland next directed his 
.steps, which being beyond our limits cannot be here alluded to more 
particularly. St. Patrick died on the seventeenth day of March, 
A.D. 493, aged 121 years,, having governed the Irish church du- 
ring the latter half of a very active and laborious lifeJ'* 

Camden bears testimony to the great progress of the Irish in 
literature during the fifth century. 

It is well worthy of notice, in this place, that archbishop Usher 
shows, from the writings of ancient authors of this and other coun- 
tries, that the doctrines taught by St. Patrick differed- very trivially 
from those now inculcated by Protestant churches, while they vary 
materially from the tenets of the church of Rome at the present 
day. Harris gives a summary of Usher's work on this important 
subject. To enter here upon any theological controversy, would 
be opposed, to propriety and our own inclination. 

A.D. 450. About this time, a noble monastery was founded im 
the territory of Idrone, now a barony in this county. The founder 
is said to have been St, Fortchearn, who was smith to St. Patrick, 
The monastery, was called Kilfortchearn.ti No trace of it now 
remains. Among the monasteries founded by St, Patrick was that 
of Galen, in the district now styled the county of Carlow. J. > 

Brewer§ and others state, that atk abbey was erected by St. 
Kieran near Carlow about 634 ;{J the former tells us, that it stood

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upon the grcnund now occupied by tba teat called THiwnumiit, anS 
l^t tbree towers of tbe abbey were etEtndkig about Bsstenty yeara 
•ince. He further informs ns, that af the period of the ssppreBsion 
of' religious houses^ it was granted to the earl of Thtnuond. This 
maybe very correct, but it is> certainly not borne out in all its parts 
By} Ware, one of the highest authorities. He states St. Kieran's 
abbey to hare been situate in the King's county, and not the coun- 
^ of Carlow. However, we are not prepared to contradict Bre^r- 
^e representatibn as to the ruins of an abbey being in existence 
at the time and placa be nftentions ; particularly- as O'Halloran 
■tates, in express terms, that, "the first monastery of females on 
record in Ireland is that of Kill'-LiEidanr in the county of Carlow, 
founded by St. Kieran, before the arrival of St. Patrick"* If 
Itefere the arrival of St. Patrick, Mr. Guthrie must have made a 
xaistake of at least two centuries, a^ to the date of the foundation 
■0f this structure. Lanigan agrees with O'Halloran in some par- 
ticulars ;' but he says, that there can be no doubt St. Kieran, of 
Smgir, as he caDs him, belonged to the sixth century, and became 
first . bishop of Ossory about A^P. 538. He further informs us, 
that St. Kieran established a nunnery in the neighbourhood, (a 
rather vague phraBe)^ " for his mother Liadania and some piouti 
virgins her companioney whence the name Kill-Iadhun which th6 
eharch obtained." He died on the 5th of March, a day on whicl^ 
•we are assured, hie memory has been particularty revered in the 
diocese of Ossory. Such are the material's we have been enabled 
to coltect on the subject of this abbey ; a house which existed we 
have little doubt, but the period of whose establishment remains 
matter otf eohjecture. 

A.D. 587. This year Hugh Slaine seized upon the government. 
He w'as bom on the banks of the Slaney, and thu^ obtained his 
name.t 

The seventh century seems to have been a period at whieh the 
religious zeal of the Irish had arrived at a very high pitch ; churches, 
atobeys, and other religious structures accordingly multiplied, and, 
were we to judge by this circumstance alone, we should say that 
Ireland well merited the title of " the island of saints." And yet 
this would be, on a full view of the matter, an Bnjust judgment} 
as a brief notice of the civil events of the country will amply show, 
A.D. 600, Aodh was elected nionarch of Ireland. During his 
reign, two " bloody battles" were fought, in the last of which he 
was killed, which concluded a reign of but seven years. Maolco- 
bha succeeded, and as some Etate> fell, at the end of three years, by 
the sword ofiis successor, SuiBhi!e-Mean, who was elected in 610. 
Daniel, brother of Maolcobha, in a " bloody battle" for the crown, 
was victorious, and slew Suibhre, whom he succeeded, A.D. 623. 
There was no bloodshed during the reign of Daniel, which pro- 
bably arose from the cidrcumstance that for eighteen months of his 
reign he was, confined to his bed. Cbnall succeeded. " A great

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battle' ' was fought during his reign, followed by another in which 
Conall was slain. Dearmod and Blathmac succeeded as monarchs. 
An invasion was mad© from Britain, when the invader and almost 
the whole of his army were " put to the sword." Seachnasacb 
succeeded, A.D. 669. The Picts invaded Ulster, when a " bloody 
battle" was fought, and they were ex-peled. Seachnasach fell by 
the sword, and was succeeded by his brother, Ceanfoaladh. His 
successor determined to dethrone him. Two armies met ; " the 
daughter was dreadful on both sides.'' Ceanfoaladh was-killed 
by his opponent, which ended the contest. Accordingly, 
in 678, Fionaghta was proclaimed king. He fought " a great 
battle," near Kells with the people of Leinster, and finally fell in 
action after a turbulent reign of twenty years, which brings us to 
the conclusion of the seventh century. This outline, (which, by 
the way, includes very nearly all of which general history informs 
us), speaks so completely for itself as, to the state of Ireland at 
the period, that to dwell a moment on the matter would be equally 
unpleasant and superfluous. 

The reflecting mind cannot fail to observe the striking analogy 
between those times and the present. Now, as then, while one 
part of the population is busily engaged in the erection of chapels, 
monasteries, and nunneries, another is freely indulging in blood- 
shed and spoliation. A state of things, which is about to induce a 
suspension (we hope a teurporary one) of the constitution in Ire- 
land. 

The history of our county during the seventh century has some 
interest. In A. D. 616, St. Gobban founded a celebrated abbey 
at Old Leighlin. This year, " the blessed Moel Patrick and 
Mnnganos, the blessed Anacborite," suffered martyrdom atthesame 
place.* 

About the year 630, a synod of the clergy was held in St. G-ob- 
ban's abbey at Old Leighlin, to debate on tiie proper time for the 
celebration of Easter.f Some discrepancy had arisen between the 
Irish and the Roman calculation on the subject, and Pope Hono*- 
rius the first, desirous of bringing the clergy of this country into an 
uniformity of discipline with his own, had addressed the Irish by 
letter on the subject. He exhorted them " to reflect, how few 
they were in number compared to the rest of the world, and that 
they, who were placed in the extreme bounds of the earth, should 
not consider themselves as wiser than all the ancient and modern 
churches of Christ ; and that they should not presume to celebrate 
a different Easter from the rest of the churches, contrary to the 
paschal calculation and synodal decrees of the whole world." j 
This document evinces, pretty clearly, the tone of authority as- 
6umed by the bishop of Rome, at a very early period ; and must, 
assuredly, strike all, as containing an unjustifiable degree of arro- 
gance, coming, as it did, from a person who had no earthly or 
heavenly authority, whatever, to dictate to the Irish people on either

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spiritual or temporal affairs. This was the view taken, at least ia 
effect," by many of the Irish elergy, as will be seen in the sequeh 
It will be proper here to furnish some account of the nature of 
the question which had arisen as to the celebration of Easter. 
The Irish church, we learn, had from its original formation adopted 
a cycle of eighty-four years, and its paschal computation was the 
same as the British church when Augustin was in Britain. It was 
different from the Alexandrian method and nearly agreed with the 
old one of the Romans. Owing to the inaccuracy of the cycle Of 
eighty-four years which prevdiled at Rome, an egregious error had 
fallen into the Roman mode of calculating the days of the month. 
In the early part of the fifth century, it had increased to a miscal- 
culation of two days. The first day being termed the third, and 
the fourteenth the sixteenth. Sulpicius Severus corrected this error 
by naming the latter the fourteenth; ■which reformed cycle audits 
rules, St. Patrick brought to Ireland, where it was observed till the 
arrival of the Roman missionaries in Britain, who considered the 
celebration of Easter by the Britons and Irish a heresy. Some 
authorities state, that the Irish merely adhered to the custom of 
their ancestors, in this matter, and that they had derived their 
rule firom the Eastern churches.* However, many parts of the 
south of Ireland had altered their time of celebrating Easter to that 
of the church of Rome, while the rest of the kingdom adhered to 
the ancient traditions on the subject. Matters were in this position 
when the letter of Pope Honorius arrived, A. D. 630, A synod 
was convened, in pursuance of this letter, and the wishes of several 
of the clergy, at St. Gobban's abbey of Old Leighlin,f (anciently 
called Lethgiin, or Whitefielct), which was attended by the heads 
of most of the religious houses then existing in Ireland. St. Lase- 
rian, who, it is supposed, was the bearer of the letter of H<»iorius, 
advocated the system of Rome, and was vehemently opposed by 
St. Fintan Munnii of Taghmon. The majority of the higher 
clergy seemed in favour of the view taken by Laserian, but, it is 
stated, that an individual, perhaps St. Fintan, here interfered and 
by intrigue rendered of no effect what bad been already arranged. 
As a final remedy, it was proposed that a deputation should be sent 
to Rome, in order, by personal inquiry and observation, to ascer- 
tain the general opinion on this important question. On arrival at 
the ancient city, the deputies beheld people fi-om many countries 
manifesting an approval of the Roman system ; and, at the end of 
three years, they returned to Ireland, when they declared, that 
the rite sanctioned by Pope Honorius was that universally received. 
On the arrival of this information, the new system met with no 
further opposition in the southern division of Ireland, which included 
Munster and the greatest part of Leinster and Connaught. Curious 
particulars regarding this celebrated controversy will be found in 
the appendix. (3)

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Some account of the persona who took a leading part in'the 
adjustment of the question, will be appropriate in this place, parti- 
cularly as they were connected in other ways with the history of 
our district. 

And first of St. Laserian, called otherwise Molissa. He was, 
it is stated, son of Cairel, a nobleman of Ulster, and of Gemma, 
daughter of Aidan, king of the British Scots. The time of his 
birth remains unknown ; and of the early part of his life we have 
little or no account. One writer places him as a disciple of St. 
Fintan Munnu, while another says he was scholar to an abbot 
Murin. When arrived at maturity, he travelled to Rome, where 
he sojourned fourteen years. There, we learn, he was ordained 
priest by Gregory the Great, and shortly afterwards returned to 
Ireland. About the yaer 630, he again visited Rome, probably as 
head of the deputation, sent by the chiefs of the southern clergy 
after the synod of Leighlin, when Pope Honorius I. consecrated 
Lim bishop. , Subsequently to his return to Ireland, A.D. 632, he 
succeeded St. Gobban as abbot of Old Leighlin, and founded a 
Jrishopric there.* A town of considerable extent was soon raised 
on the spot. Previously to his death, which occurred on the 
18th of April, 639,t he was a chief instrument in finally settling 
the question of Easter, in the south of Ireland. He was buried 
in the cathedral, which he himself had caused to be erected. 

Fintan Munnu or Munna, the chief opponent of Laserian, 
belonged to the Niall family, and was son of Tulcan and Feidelmia; 
It seems probable that he was a native of the north of Ireland. 
It is stated, that he was first placed at the school of Bangor under 
St. Comgall, and to have subsequently studied in the school of 
KilmoreDeathril, governed by Columbkill before his departure from 
Ireland. He afterwards went as a disciple to Hy, from whence he 
returned to Ireland in 597. It is very probable, that soon after 
his arrival he founded the monastery called after his name Teaoh- 
munnu, the house of Munnu, now Taghmon, in the county of Wex- 
ford. He is stated to have founded other monasteries. His death 
took place shortly after the controversy at Old Leighlin, before 
which he gave in his concurrence to the prevailing opinions on the 
subject. St. Fintan died on the 21st of October, 635.:^ 

Cumian or Cumene the white, abbot of Hy, was born in the 
territory of Tyrconnel, now the county of Donegal, and traced 
his descent to the princes of that country. On the occasion of the 
great question as to the celebration of Easter, Cumian continued 
for a time neuter in the dispute, until he had first made himself ac- 
curately acquainted with all the bearings of the case. After a 
year's investigation, he was one of those who persuaded the bishops 
and abbots to assemble a synod at Leighlin, in order to decide the 
point. He favoured the Roman system, for which he was violent- 
ly reproved by the monks of Hy, as a deserter from the tradi- 
ditions of his ancestors, and a heretic. He wrote thus to Sege- 
nius on the Subject : " I beseech you consider this carefully, that

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you may pardon me ; or that eitiier in words or wdting yoa omejt 
inform my undeifStanding' by more eogetd reasons, if yen hav«i 
them, to embrace die oAer side of the question, and i will thank- 
fully receive them as I ftave done this. But if you have no su^ 
reason to offer, be eilent, and do not call us heretics." Archbishop 
Usher published a wx^rk of his on the paschal controversy, which 
is considie(red a learned performance. He afterwards governed th« 
abbey of Hy twelve years, where his learning and sanctity wer« 
held in such high esteem, that the furious indignation of the monk» 
soon faded away. He died according to Usher in 668. 

In the year 632, St. Moling or RfuUin founded a monastery at 
Aghacainid, since called Tej'g-Amo/zVi or St. MuUin's house, and 
now bearing the name of St. MuUiss. Archdall fixes the time tf, 
the erection of this structure as above, while others say, it was 
about the middle of the seventh century. The discrepancy here is 
but small. St. Moling is said to have been otherwise called Dayr- 
ehelL. He was a native of Hy Kinsdlagh, and seventh in descent 
from a brother of Crimthan-cas, the first king of Leinster wio re- 
ceived the Christian faith.* He governed his monastery many 
years, sojourning occasiojially at Glendalough, until 691, when 
he was consecrated bishop of Ferns. He Was styled archbishop 
of Ferns, as the right of precedency which king Brandulh had ob- 
tained for that see still continued in force. . He succeeded in in- 
ducing Finnacta, monarch of Ireland, to remit the heavy tribute 
of oxen, with which the province of Leinster had been burdened 
for a considerable time. It is said, that St. Moling made some 
remarkable prophecies relative to the kings and affairs of Ireland, 
He died on the 17th of June, 697, and was buried in his own 
monastery .-f St. Moling has been esteemed one of the principle 
saints of Leinster. 

In the year 639, St. Gobban, founder of the abbey of Old 
Leighlin, departed this life ; and the same year the abbot Delasse 
McWinge of that abbey died. , 

St. Dagan was a warm . partizan of St. Fintan -at the debate 
touching Easter. Bede alludes to him, and Bsde says, that he 
wrote, "'Ad Britannorum Ecclesias, lib. i" 

An abbey was founded at a place called Achadfinglass or Achad- 
arglaes, near Leighlin, on the east of the river Barrow, in the dis- 
trict of Idrone; but the date of its erection is not clearly defined. 
Archdall says, that St. Fint-an was one of its abbots and that he 
died on the 17th of February, before the sixth century. $ Now it 
is to be regretted, that the learned writer was not more precise, as 
there were several saints named Fintan ; one of whom was en- 
gaged, as has been just noticed, in the controversy respecting the 
celebration of Easter. From other accounts we learn, that St. 
Fintan of Clonenagh, in the present Queen's county, died on th« 
I7th of February ; but he departed this life about the end of the

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Btxili century. There is still some probability, that he U the per- 
son alluded to by Archdall, not only from the concurrence of tha 
day of decease, but from the general admission that he had oc- 
casional intercourse with the abbey of Achadfinglass. Archdall. 
adds, that St. Aid was also abbot here, but the date is doubtftil. 
His festival hae been held on the 11 th of April. 

A brief notice of the life of St. Fintan of Clonenagh will be ap- 
posite in this place. He was born near Ross ih the kingdom «£ 
Leinster, and was son of Gabhea add Findath, both Christians. 
We are told, that on the eighth day after his birth he was baptized, 
or the year of his birth we are ignorant; but there can be no 
doubt it occurred a few years subsequently to the year 520. Ha 
was educated by the clergy of his neighbourhood, ahd afterwards 
placed himself under the guidance of St. Columbe, under whom 
he continued until. the eaiht recommended him to establish himself 
at Clonenagh. He there (though still a yoting man,) laid the foun- 
dation of a monastery, about A.D. 548. The establishment soon 
gaiiied great celebrity, under his guidance, and numbers ' from all 
parts of the kingdom became members of St. Fintan's abbey. The 
discipline, fasting, and. other particulars, were, we are informed^ 
exceedingly severe. Brandubh, a holy bishop fromHy Kinsellagh,' 
is represented among the persons desirous of admission to the hquse 
of Clonenagh. For this purpose he waited upon Fintan at the 
abbey of Achadfinglass, where he was sojourning ; when thelatter 
recommended him to remain at the abbey in which they then were,' 
where the discipline did not partake of so much austerity as at 
Clonenagh. Brandubh followed the recommendation of Fintan on 
this matter, t Tt is said, that this saint not only prophesied, but 
worked miracles ; but the degree of credence given to this part of 
the account, will depend on the quantum of faith professed by the 
individual. He died on the 17th of February, as before stated, 
but the year is not mentioned. 

A.D. 725. St. Mauchin.of Lethglen orLeighlin, died this year;' 
and in 767, the abbot Emagh M^Ehyn, of the same place, de- 
parted this life.* 

The icivil history of Ireland during the eighth century is ex- 
tremely meagre. The usual course of commotion, dissension'and 
earnage seeme to have prevailed ; and the general historian has 
little more than the melancholy task of detailing scenes and occur- 
rences Which afford small instruction, and can never be productire 
of satieiaction. But alas ! the history of mankind is little more 
than a black record of rivalry, malignity, devastation and blood. 
It appears that about A.D. 722, a war broke out between the mo- 
narch of Ireland and the people of Leinster. An engagement was 
the consequence, when the monarch, one hundred and sixty select 
knights, and many thousand men were slain. In 738, another 
rupture occurred in Ireland, of which the cause is not stated. 
However, a "bloody battle" ensued, in which the people of Mun-

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ster vanquished tbeir opponent, the king of Leineter. Three years 
aftervi'ardB, the king of Ireland declared war against the people of 
Leinster. A battle followed, when the king of Leinster, the choicest 
of his knights and nobility, together vdth nine thousand, of his best 
troops, were slain. In 743, a battle was fought between' the mo- 
narch of Ireland and the king of Leinster. About the same time 
an lengagement occurred between the people of Mnnster and those 
of Leinster, in which the carnage was great, and a l^e adjoining 
the field of battle coloured with the blood. At the conclusion of 
this century, an unfortun^e event, occurred, which was attended 
with evil consequences of long continuance to unhappy Irelimd. 
This Was the invasion of the Danes and Norwegians/, who, under 
the name of 'Ostmeii, first invaded this island^ anno 795. These 
ferocious people were mere pirates, who infested many of the 
northern nations of Europe at this period, and continued a deadly 
Ecourge to the Irish for a space of not less than three hundred 
and seventy'Seven years, when the English finally ejected them 
from' thi^ islandi' We shall have frequent cause to notice their 
proceedings. 

It is stated, that about the early part of the eighth century, Pepin, 
ancestor to the French kiug'of that name, applied to the monarch 
of Ireland for missionaries to convert the people of Ireland ; and 
Mr, O'Halloran* is of Opinion, that the revival of literature in 
Europe is more properly' to be ascribed to the Irish; than to the 
Arabians, He stated that universities were founded by Irishmen, 
under the patrdnage of Charlfemagne, who flourished about anno. 
800. Regarding the arts and sciences, his account is quite as 
flattering. It only remains for us to express our regret, that lite- 
rature and science h^d not their usual genial influence, and that 
they failed in softening the manners, allaying the commotions, or 
checking the tiirbulfence of the andent Irish. 

A,D. 836. This year one of the most formidable of the Danish 
leaders, named Turgesius, landed in Ireland. Leinster and most 
■part of the remainder of the kingdom was ravaged by. this furious 
leader and his attendant savages. The picture drawn of the mi- 
sery to which he reduced the Irish, is dreadful in the extreme. 
•He placed a governor in every cantredf of landj and a captain 
in every territory of the langdOm. He seleteted an aibbot for every 
church and monastery, fixed a petty officer in every village, and 
'billeted one of his inferior followers in every house in the kingdom. 
A heavy tribute was likewise enforced on the subjugated Irish ; 
■every householder was obliged, under severe penalties, to pay one 
ounce of gold annually. The Danes were imbued with - the true 
Gothic hatred of literature, and,- therefore, resolved to suppress 
all colleges and schools in the island ; the Irish were not permitted 
' to have their children taught any portion of scholastie knowledge, 
■ and they destroyed all the books which came into their possession. 
The churches were closed. All poetsj historians, professors of 

f Hist, Ir;'' ^ A cantred contained thirty-two townlands. 
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tive liberal arte and Bciences,, or. musicians, were banjisjied^ imp;ri* 
eoned, or forced into concealment. Nor did these men hesitate to 
plunder the churches and monasteries, the plate and other valuables 
of' which they appropriated to, their, own use. At length, after a 
blightwg sway of thirty years, Turgesiiis was taken prisoner by 
Malachie, monarch, of Iceland, and p^t to deathr^ Thus the un- 
fortunate Iiish obtained an interval of peace, soon, however, to 
tie ruffled, by renewed effppts of their implacable tormentors, tbe 
Danes, to regain their power and possessions in the island. 

Archdall states, that another abbot named M auchin died in 863 
at Old L^ighlin ; but, very probably, this is a person (of the same 
name) who was, according to Ware,t bishop of Leighlin, and 
died in 865, We have no record of the bishops from Laseriau to 
this> period, 

, In the year 864, the Danes pillaged Achadfinglags, then a rich 
«bbey, the foundation of which has already been noticed.:^ 
Dungall, abbot of Old Jjeighlin, died in 876, 
, The year 908 was distinguished by a battle between the King 
of Munster and the people of Leinster; the scene of which lay 
within the present county of Carlow. In 901,§ Cormac Mac 
Curllenan was called to the throne of Munster. During his reign, 
we are told, the island remained in tranquillity, and began to re- 
cover from the dismal effects of internal discord and foreign invasion. 
Agriculture received merited attention. The churches and other 
religious houses underwent repair or were rebuilt ; most of them 
having experienced the ssicrilegious devastations i of the marauding 
Danes. Learning again raised its v^erable head, seminaries were 
re-opened; and the reign of Cormac might have continued many 
years, with glory to himself and advantage to his subjects, had not 
evil t;ounsel led him into a war little justifiable, it would seem, in 
itself, and &ital in itj consequences to the king of Munster. The 
pretence for t&e declaration of hostilities appears to have been,, the 
revival of an old claim for tribute to which the people of Leinster 
formerly submitted, but which had not been demanded for nearly 
two ceijturies past. O'Halloran, however, on ti»e authority of the 
book of Lecan, states this account to be incorrect, and that the 
real cause arose out of the forcible seizure of a monastery situate 
at Monaster Eviu, by Cearbhuil, the king of Leinster, on which 
the expelled monks solicited the aid of Cormac, in order to obtain 
a restoration of their establishment.!] Be this as it may, we are 
assured, that the enterprise was not in accordance with the personal 
wishes of the king. In compliance, however, with the advice ■ <rf 
his council, and particularly that of the Abbot of Inis Catha, or 
Soattery, he resolved to prosecute the war, for which purpose a 
numerous army was forthwith called into action. He advanced 
towards Leinster, but before passing the boundaries of that terri-

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tory, he despatphed a herald to the king to demand a yearly tributtf, 
or hostages for the same.* l^e. king and nobility of Leinster 
proposed a treaty, in order to the~satisfactory adjustment of the 
quarrel. Cormac had every disposition ~ta act amicably, but the 
unreleiltiBg abbot was not to be so easily appeased ; his influence 
predominated. The king gave orders to his army to march, A.D. 
908. They entered the country of the enemy, and reached the 
bridge of Leithglin, otherwise Leighlin.f The spare horses and 
baggage were, we are told, sent on before, and a portion of the 
clergy waited at this bridf e, till Cormac with his people reached 
them. From hence they marched, with great pomp and circum- 
stance, to a place called Mach Ailbe or Moyalbe, where they en- 
eamped and entrenched themselves, expecting the enemy. When 
the engagement approached, the king of Munster formed his men 
into order of battle, and in three divisions ; the king of Ossory and 
the abbot Ma Jonmuinein commanded the first ; Cormac, liimself, 
commanded the second, and the third was confided to the direction 
of an experienced leader Mac Mothly, king of the Deicies. The 
adverse parties agreed, it is said, to fight the battle in the plains 
of Mach Ailbe, where the army of Munster lay encamped. These 
latter, howeverj began to lose confidence before the engagement, 
from accounts received of the great superiority in numbers, as well 
as discipline, of their opponents. 

The onset of the Leinster men decided the fate of the day. It 
was irresistible. The Munster troops fled almost immediately ; 
when the havoc among them became dreadful. 'Cormac, himself, 
many princes and nobles, numbers of bfficers, together with six 
thousand of their choicest troops, were reckoned among the slain. 
,Thus ended the career of Cormac Mac Cuillenan, who, from the 
accounts that have reached us, certainly deserved a better fate. 
" He was," says Ware, " knowing in the Irish antiquities, and 
■writ the history called Psalter Cashel." We have made enquiry 
for the precise situation of the place called Moy&lbe or Mach Ailbe, 
but the name seems to have become obsolete. O'Halloran and 
Lanigan state, that perhaps it was at Beallach Mughna (now 
Ballymoon) that this battle was fought ; but it seems somewhat 
uncertain at which of the two places this remarkable event took 
place. No material uncertainty exists, however, as to the situation ; 
both positions mentioned, being within the same district and at a 
short distance from each other. 

We are informed, that the conduct of the abbot of Inis Catha 
greatly incensed the clergy of Leinster, who attributed to him the 
war and bloodshed which had occurred. He had been taken 
prisoner at the engagement, and so long as the king of Leinster 
lived was kept in close confinement, but on his decease Inis Catha 
was enlarged. The monarch of Ireland, Flanu Siona, espoused 
the cause of the king of Leinster on the late occasion.

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The early part of the tenth century wjts not a period of union or 
happiness in Ireland ; private feuds and public contentions being 
then rife in this devoted land. Instead of combining, in order to 
present a compact front and concentration of purpose to the Common 
enemy, the Danes, the Irish people seemed resolved to follow the 
dictates of their selfish passions. Devoid of patriotic feeling, and 
reckless of consequences, they appear to have been more bent upon 
. mutual sacrifice, than opposition to the ruthless invaders of the 
land. The natural result followed. The Danes continued their 
system of plunder, and Leighlin was among the places whichy in 
^16, was visited by the marauders. 

A,D. 933. This year Moylmartii^ O'Skellan, the divinity 
. lecturer of the abbey of Old Leighlin, paid the great debt of nature.* 

Condla Mac Dunecan, bishop of Leighlin, died in QlS.-f- He 
is called, in the Irish annals, prince, as well as bishop, of Leighlin. 
' In 951, the church of St. Mullins was plundered by the Danes, 

Daniel, bishop of Leighlin, died in 969. 

Leighlin was plundered by the people of Ossory, in 978, and 
again in 982.+ 

The year 1002§ was distinguished by being that on which, by 
the concurrent testimony of all historians, one of the most able 
and excellent of monarchs ascended the throne of Ireland. Brien 
Boroimhe, or Boru, (of the line of Heber), in this year was justly 
raised fi'om the ranVof provincial king of Munster to the higher one 
of sovereign of the island. To one who anxiously desires topresent 
a favourable picture of the country of his ancestors, who would 
fain repre^nt it to the present and future times in a creditable 
liglit, biit, who will not deviate from strict truth in his narrative, 
an opportunity, such as the present, of noticing in favourable terms 
the conduct of an Irish monarch, is as an oasis in the desert, a 
jspring-wefl in the waste. Unlike other leaders, who, so far from 
opposing the freebooting Danes, absolutely formed alliances with 
them, Brien employed all his energies to bring them into subjection ; 
and his efforts were crowned with deserved success. — Brien was, 
however, eventually slain in a great engagement with these people, 
at Clontarf, near Dublin, on the 23d of April, 1014, aged ac- 
cording to Ware 74, or, as stated by O'Flaherty, 80 years. || 

It was in this reign, that surnames were extensively introduced 
among the Irish. Brien perceived the confusion which arose from 
the indefinite nature of the former designations, and, in order to 
remedy the evil, passed a decree, that all the great femilies should 
follow the name of some distinguished ancestor, having O, or Mao 
prefixed ; which would shew them to be descended from the person 
•whose name they bore, as O'Brien, the son or descendant of Brien. 
This salutary custom had previously been partially in use, but

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under tli« auspices of Boru, it became general in the iglEkpd.* ~ It 
was not until about the same period, that surnames appeared in 
France, England, and Scotland. It should also be observed, 
that under the paternal care 'of Brien Boru, the cities, towns, 
churches, and all public institutions, revived from the abasement 
and decay into which they were sunk by previous commotion and 
neglect. Piety and peace, plenty and prosperity, we are told, 
alMunded throughout the land. Even the savage Danes became 
60 much reformed by the moral as well as physical treatment of 
Brien, combined with the exhortations of the clergy, that much 
progress was made towards their final conversion to Christianity. 
With' the death of Brien, however, the country seemed to relapse 
into its former miserable state of turbulence and disorder. 

In the year 1017, Donagan, king of Leinster, with many of 
his principal nobility,- were barbarously murdered, at an entertain- 
ment, ' in the palace of Teige O'Ryan, jjing of Ondrona,t by 
Donogh MacGiolla Patrick, prince of Gssory.J Malachie, the 
monarch of Ireland, justly desirous of punishing so atrocious an 
act, entered the territory of Patrick, whom he slew, with several 
of his abettors, and then retired to Tara, bringing With him many 
prisoners. 

Cleiric O'Muinic, bishop of LeJghlin, died in 1048. — In 1060, 
the cathedral was totally co;isumed by fire. We may fairly infer, 
from the frequent occurrence of Hae ■ destruction of buildings by 
fire, that previously to the arrival of the English, most of the 
edmces of the country were constructed of wood. Cox says, in 
express terms : " The first pile of lime and stone that ever was 
in Ireland was the castle of Tuam, built anno 1101, by Roderie 
O'Connor, the monarch."§ Were this the fact, we could have no 
doubt, that the cathedral of Leighlin, a century previously to 1161, 
must have been constructed of wood; but the statement of Cox 
proves too tnuch, as the mere mention of the round towers will 
amply manifest. We have, in short, abundant evidence, that 
stone buildings, did exist in Ireland, anterior to 1161 ; but they 
were comparatively few in number. 

About A. D. 1060, the priory of St. Stephen, af Leighlin, was 
founded or endowed by Burchard, (thesonof Gurmund), a Danish 
commander. The lands of this priory were afterwards annexed 
to the deianery. Burchard was buried in the choir of the cathe- 
dral, under a marble monument, on which was placed his Statue, 
and underneath this inscription : 

"Hie jacet huniatus, dux f undator Lenix ; 
Gn Gormondi Burchardus, virgratua ecclesiEe."y 

Noappearance of either tomb or inscription is now discoverable. 
They might have been destroyed at the period of the fire just 
noticed.

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Felix, was prior of St. Stephen's, but the precise time cannot 
be ascertained. 

A. D. 1 1 1 3. Condla Q' Flain, bishop of Leighlin, died this year. 

A.D. 1115, A general convention of the clergy was summoned 
this year, by Giolla Easbuig, bishop of Limerick ; who then held 
the appointment of legate, and presided over the assembly. Among 
other things, it was. ordained, that the southern half of the island, 
called Leath Modha, should have twelve episcopal sees, and that 
the like number should be constituted in Leath Cuinn, or the nor- 
thern division. The province 'of Leinster was divided into five 
bishoprics, viz. : Kilcullen, Laighlin or Leighlin, Kildare, Glen- 
dalough, and Wexford, otherwise named Fearna.* 
' Archdall states^ that in the year 1138, the abbey of St. Mullins 
was destroyed y 1 presume by fire. The Augustinians obtained a 
settlement here, and erected a house, the remains of which, we 
are told, continued at the end of the last century .-f 

A.D. 1144. Died, Sluagad O'Catan, bishop of Leighlin., 

About the year 1151, an abbey was founded at a place called 
Athaddy, within our county, for nuns of the order of St. Augustin, 
by DeiTOod, the son of Murchad, king of Leinster. He appoint- 
ed it to be a cell to the nunnery of St. Mary de Hoggis, iii the 
city of Dublin. 

. . A.D. 1152. Dnngal O'Cellaic, otherwise O'Caollaighe, bishop 
of Leighlin, died. The same year, on the 9th of March, a syijod 
niet atKells, in Meath^ convened by cardinal Paparo. The names 
of the prelates who attended this meeting, are handed down to us 
in the following order: the bishop of Lismore, pope's legate; 
the primate of Ireland, archbishop of Tuam, bishop of Dublin, 
bishop of Glendalough,Duhgall O'CaoUaigh, bishop of Leighlin,* 
who died shortly -afterwards, as is above iioticed. Judging from 
the high place on the list, and the precedence given to Leighlin 
over many others, it is clear, that its rank was great among the 
Irish sees. The chief business of the synod seems to have been, 
the creation of two additional archbishoprics ; Ulster and Mnnster 
only, having heretofore possessed them. The instructions of car- 
dinal Paparo from the pope, were to this effect ; but, we learn 
that the proposition met great opposition from the existing arch- 
bishops, who apprehended a diminution of their privileges and 
authority. Their efforts, however, proved vain, and the four 
archdioceses, Armagh, DubUn, Cashel and Tuam, with their res- 
pective suffragans, were estaUished.§ Among the decrees of this 
council, was one in condemnation of usury ; and the cardinal 
commanded, in virtue of apostolical authority, that tithes should 
be rendered to the clergy. || 

A.D. ,1158. This year, Donat succeeded to the see of Leigh- 
lin ; as appears from the foundation charter of canons of the 
blessed Virgin at Ferns ; he being a subscribing witness to that

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document. Oonat rebuilt tbe cathedral, which had been destroyed 
by fire. He di6d at Leighlin in 1 1 85, and was baried in the church 
of that place.* A considerable-space of time intervenes between 
the period of his death and the mention of the next bishop. Either 
the see remained vacant, or the name of its occupant has eluded 
research. 

In the year 1166, Roderic O'Connor, last Milesian monarch 
of Ireland, ascended the throne. During his eventful reign, the 
English power first became established in the island, the Danes 
were expelled, and the dominion of the native princes was reduced 
to a state of great insecurity!, to be followed, in time> by complete 
annihilation. 

It appears, that Dermot Mac Morrongh, king of Leinster, the 
chief agent in effectuating this important revolution, was a man^ 
on whose conduct no great share of commendation canbe.bestowed. 
The immediate cause of his disasters, as stated by some, was an 
unlawful passion which he entertained tor Dearbhorgil, daughter to 
the king of Meath, and espoused to O'Rourke, prince of Breffny. 
A private correspondence subsisted between Dermot and the lady, 
who encouraged him so far, as to intimate, in express terms, her 
wish, that he should avail himself of the convenient absence of 
her husband, in order to secure the possession of her person; As 
might be expected, Mac Morrough instantly complied, and had 
the object of his irregular passion carried to the castle of Ferns, 
We further learn, that, on the discovery of the calamity which had 
befallen him, O'Rourke communicated a statement of the affair to 
Roderick O'Connor, who resolved on affording him instant aid iu 
an expedition against the king of Leinster. . The forces of Roderic 
marched into the district of Hy Kiiisellagh, Mao Morrough at- 
tempted to oppose their pi-ogress, but without success ; he retired 
to his castle erf Ferns and shortly afterwards was obliged to fly to 
England, A.D. 1167. We are informed, that at this important 
crisis, Mac Morrough found himself deserted by the nobility and 
military, so stocked were they at his conversation with the wife of 
O'Rourke.t We, however, may very fairly, and far more ra- 
tionally, conclude, that motives of political hatred and private 
pique were the true causes of this signal defalcation of the people 
of Mac Morrough ; and, indeed, of. the invasion of the Irish 
princes. For, we find that Dermot had been heretofore a formi- 
dable personage in Ireland. He invaded O'Neill and the king of 
Meath, compelling them to give hostag'es ; and O'CarroU, anothw 
prince, had been necessitated to place his son in Dermot's hands 
as a pledge for his good behaviour.^ This selfsame king of 
Meath and O'CarroU were among the foremost in the subsequent 
crusade against Dermot ; and all men can judge, how far we' are 
justified in the inference, that these personages were spurred on 
chiefly by a desire of revenge for puUic humiliations of no ordinary 
nature. Then, as regards the desertion of Mac Morrough byhia

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subjects ; a far nutra reasonable grouiul for this cpiiduet, than that 
already assigned, may be gathered fi-ora the feet, that he had been 
an oppressor of bis people, and a cruel Ip-ant over has. nobility >* 
who very naturally felt no great zeal in his service. These seem to be 
the unqu«>sljopabW motives, by which the princes of Ireland and the 
people of Leinster were actuated on this laomentous occasion ; and 
we can only express our regret, that O'MaUoraq, should have so 
far di&torted the truth, as to place -the matter in a very incorrect, 
thougb perhaps a mere creditable light. Besides, he if not borne 
out i^ his representation "by thegeneralstwdord-of moralsin ancient 
Irelabd; ler, independently of other matters, it is well known, that 
illegitimate bi<ih . was considered so ve&ia^ that persons thus 
situated enjoyed nearly -all the prerogatives and advantages of 
legi^macy; as O" Hall orati bimselff and piany others testify. 

The designs of Henry II. king of England, upon the kingdom 
of Ireland, had been entertained at a much earlier period than that 
,0jf which we are now treating. The dissensions by ^rhich the 
Idngdom was torn asunder, the propinquity of its situajtion, and the 
supMior skill in arms of his followers, presertted Ireland to him as 
an easy conquest. The more urgent affairs of England and France 
had, however, Litlierto caused a postponement of his intentions, 
but now the opportunity seemed so inviting as to become irresistible. 
He had been further furnished with the authority of the church for 
tht& expedition, as may be collected from the following 

BULL OP POPE ADRIAN lY. 

" Adrian the bishop, the servant of the servants of God, to his 
most dear son in Christ, the noble king of England, sendeth greet- 
ing, and apostolic benediction : Your magnificence hath been very 
careful and studious how you might enlarge the church of God 
here on earth, and increase the number of his sa.ints and elect in 
heaven j in that, as a good catholic king, you have and do, by a^U 
means, labour and travail to enlarge and increase God's church, 
by teaching the ignorant people the true and christian religion, and 
in abolishing and rooting up the weeds of sin and vifickedness. And 
wherein you. have, and do crave, for your better furtherance,_the 
help of the apostolic see, vi'herein more speedily and discreetly you 
proceed, the be"tter suc/cess, we hope, God will send, for all they 
which of a fervent zeal and love in religion do begin and enterprise 
a»y isuch thing, sl\ajl^ no (Jpubt, }a the end, have a good and 
prosperous success.. And as for Ireland, and all other islands 
where Christ is known, and the christian religion received, it is out 
of all doui>t, and your excellency well knoweth, they do all apper- 
tain and belong to the right of^ St. Peter,, and of the church of 
Rome, and we are so muqh the more ready, desirous ^nd w:illing to 
sow the acceptable seed, of God's word, because we know the 
same m the latter day will be most severely req,uired at our hands,

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You have (our well-beloved son in Christ)' advertised and signified 
unto us, that you will enter into the land and realm of Ireland ; 
to the end to bring them to obedience unto law, and under your 
subjection, and to root out from among them their foul sins and 
wickedness ; as also to yield and pay yearly oat of every house, 
a yearly pension of one penny to St. Peter, and besides, also will 
defend and keep the rites of these churches whole and inviolate. 
We therefore, well allowing and favouring this your godly disposi- 
tion, and commendable affection, do- accept, ratify and assent unto 
this your petition ; and dq,grant, that you (for the dilating of Gfod's 
church, the punishment of sin, the reforming of manners, planting- 
of virtue, and the increasing of christian religion) do enter to pos- 
sess that land, and there to execute according to your wisdom, 
whatsoever shall be for the honour of God, and the safety of the 
realm. And further, also, we do strictly charge and require, that 
all the people of that land do with all humbleness, dutifolness and 
honour, receive and accept you as their liege lord and sovereign^ 
reserving and excepting the right of holy church to be inviolably 
preserved ; as also the yearly pension of Peter-pence, out of every 
Louse ; which we require to be truly answered to St. Peter and the 
church of Rome. If therefore you do mind to bring your godly 
purpose to effect, endeavour to travail to reform the people to some 
better oider and trade of life, and that also by yourself, and by 
such others as you shall think meet, true [and honest in their life, 
manners and conversation, to the 'end the church of God may be 
beautified, the true christian religion sowed and planted, and alt 
other things done, that by any means shall or may be to God's 
bonour, and salvation of men's souls, whereby you may in the end 
receive of God's hands the reward of everlasting life ; and also, in 
the mean time, and in this life, carry a glorious fame, and an 
horiouraJDte report amcmg all nations."* 

This document was issued A.D. 1156, There are two points in 
it wortiy of particular notice. The first is, the characteristic as- 
sumption of authority manifested by pope Adrian, in bestowing a 
country upon Henry 11., which was not his to bestow, and to the 
possession of which, he had not even a shadow of right. The 
second remarkable feature, consists in the care with which hi§ 
holiness reserved to himself the tribute unjustifiably called " Peter- 
pence,'* but which, most assuredly, St. Peter, himself, had he 
been alive, would never hare extorted. A woridly spirit had, 
however, long previously crept into the church, and was fast adr 
vancing, in the twelfth century, to that high pitch which it after- 
wards attained. Of the existence of this spirit, the bull of pope 
Adrian contains abundant internal evidence. 

The proceedings of the king of Leinster, being intimately con- 
nected with the history of our district, it is proper that we should 
trace Ihem with somewhat of minuteness. 

On his journey to the court ot the king of England, Dermot

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rvas atttoded by a suite of sixty faithfu] adherents } all of whom 
arriv^ safely in Bristol, where the royal stranger was hospitably 
entertained by Robert Fitzharding, at St. Austin's abbey. After 
a brief stay there, he embarked for Aquitain, where Henry then 
sojourned. 

He appeared in the presence of his majesty (^A.Di 1168) in 
humble attire, suited to his pres^it fortunes ; and falling at the 
king's feet, made an elo<|«eBt representation of his case. He de- 
picted the malice of the neighbouring Irish princes, the treachery 
of his pretended friends, and the rebellion of his subjects in glow- 
ing terms ; he declared, that the fame of Henry's magnificence 
«nd generosity had been bis inducement to call on himfor assistance; 
and concluded, by reminding his majesty, that the highest merit 
of an earthly potentate, consists in a disposition to relieve the dis- 
tressed and support the defenceless. The king, however, being 
engaged- in affairs of importance, could not aid him personally ; 
but, moved to compassion by the forcible appeal of Dermot, (and 
perhaps having ulterior views in contemplation,) he made him large 
presents, and presented him- with the following letter patent, having 
first taken his oath of allegiance : 

"Henry, king of England, duke of Normandy and Aquitain, 
pari of Anjou, &c. Unto all his subjects, English, Normans, 
Welsh, and Scots, and all nations and people, being Ms sub- 
jects, greeting. 

Whereas Dermot, prince of Leinster, most wrongfully (as he 
ihformeth) banished out of his own country, hath craved our aid; 
therefore, forasmuch as we have received him into our protection, 
grace and favour, who soever within our realm, subject to our 
commands, ^vill aid and help hlra (whom we have embraced as 
our trusty friend) for the recovery of his land, let him be assured 
of our favour add licence in that behalf." 

Highly gratified at the result of his interview, MacMorrough 
repaired to Bristol, where he published the king's letter repeatedly, 
andjmade liberal offers of remuneration to all who would espouse 
his cause at the present juncture. The person who seemed most 
forward to assist him, and upon whom his chief reliance was placed, 
was Richard, earl of Chepstow, surnamed Strongbow, a nobleman 
of considerable influence in Wales, but of shattered fortune. He 
obtained the additional name of Strongbow, from his great bodily 
power, which enabled him to draw a bow of more than ordinary 
strength ; his arms were so long that, in an upright position, the 
palm of his hands reached to his knees.* This enterprising, earl 
engaged to bring Dermot succour early in the followng spring, 
provided he <M}uld obtain the particular permission of his sovereign 
to embark in the expedition. On the other hand, MacMorrough 
promised Strongbow the hand of his daughter Eva, together with 
the kingdom of licinster, on his decease. .

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Further to forward the object of his visit to Britain, Derinot 
next proceeded to St. David's, in Wales, where he prevailed upo» 
Rhees, the prince of that country, to liberate Robert Pitz-Stephen, 
who was then his prisoner, .and who was afterwards to prove a 
leader in the conquest of Ireland. The bishop of St. David's had 
succeeded in inducing this knight, and Maurice Fitz-G<erald, to es- 
pouse the cause of the king of Leinster; who promised them in 
return, a grant in fee, of Wexford and two cantreds of land 
adjoining. Having thus completed his arrangements, having se- 
cured the desired aid, he departed for Ireland, in August, 1 168, 
landed at Glascarrig, and 'thence proceeded to Ferns. Here he 
•was cordially received by the clergy, to whom he gave a flattering 
account of his mission, and of the power, number, and valour of 
his npwiy acquired allies. Derraot preserved strict privacy at 
Ferns during the winter ; a course, which the state of his affairs 
Tendered iinperative. 

Matters were now prepared to effect that invasion, which the 
miserable state of affairs in Ireland had long jSrovoked, but which 
was now about being carried into execution. Writers, of all creeds 
and parties, deplore the distracted condition of the island, for a 
cqiisiderabie time previously, axid the utter recklessness with which 
its princes sacrificed the public good to their own selfish purposes. 
But now, to use the words of C. O'Conor,*" the measure of their 
iniquity was full,'' and for the important consequences, they them- 
selves, and they only, are responsible at the bar of posterity, 

We shall coi;iclude this chapter, by some brief notice of the laws, 
learning, custonjij, and other matters in the economy of the an- 
fi^ai, Irish. 

^ great reformation, we learn, took place in the laws of Ireland 
under the auspices of Feidhlimidh, of the line of Heremon, mo- 
narch of Ireland, A.D. 141 .. Theprinjciple feature of,his improve- 
ments was the abolition of the laws of Earc, or Fines, and in its 
place the substitution of the lex tali/mis. The punishment of crime 
by pecuniary mulct was totally abrogated. It was ordained, that 
m ureter should be punished with death ; and the minor offences of 
maiming, became punishable by like treatment of the perpetrator^. 
Thus was the law of retaliation substituted far one whose defidencjr 
in effieady had been amply proved.f Other&of thrirlawsi-however, 
do not merit equal commendation ; that of tanistr^ for instance. 
This system had the effect of conferring the inheritance of ieunilies 
on the strongest- member' of them. For though, there appeared to 
be a> proteelftofl of the rights, of seniority, yet they w€re little coh- 
snlted; superiority in mental or bodily qualities generally sabstanr 
tiatiag a daim, Ivithout r^ard to the age of the individual. This 
cireunistance led to general rivalries and, sometintes, to the rooat 
disastrous consequences in famiKes. Pron* rendering succession 
uncertain and possession preearious-j.inippovementwas.checked and 
peace was destroyed. This few was snbse«[utotly aboKshed by

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juc^*nent in tlie Irish court of King's Bench, at Hilary term, in 
the third year of the reign of king James I. Gavel-kind was 
equally objectionable. It ordained, that when an individual died, 
bis whole effects should be ascertained, and divided among thai 
members of bis family. The distribution was effected by the chief 
of the house, who admitted illegitimate males, but excluded 
daughters and wives. This law also impeded the improvement of 
the countr}', and checked industry in individuals. It was abolished 
at the same time and place. The Brehons, or judges, of the an- 
cient Irish, held their office by descent, or inheritance ; in which 
respect, historians, physicians, bards, and harpers, were similarly 
circumstanced. This rule was assuredly not judicious ; Inasmuch 
as talent is not hereditary, and, therefore, the majority must have 
been very incompetent to the performance of the duties annexed 
to their station. 

With regard to learning and mental cultivation, it is undeniable, 
that much existed among the Milesian Irish.* From its insulated 
situation, Ireland seemed a place where the learned might retire, 
to pursue in peace their studies and researches ; and, accordingly, 
we find that many individuals from Britain and the continent of 
Europe, repaired to this island to cultivate the ample fields of lite- 
rature. It is stated, that there were not less than seven thousand 
students at Armagh at one time. Ledwich, himself, admits that 
much learning existed in Ireland during the middle ages.f Quite 
clear, however, it is, that the learning of ancient Ireland was 
chiefly confined to ecclesiastics ; the majority of the laity being 
quite as ignorant here, as in any of the surrounding nations. 

Dress.^-Yhe clothing of the male part of the population, con- 
sisted of a mantle and a kind of trowsers or pantaloons, which 
fitted dose, and had stockings appended to them. That of the fe- 
males was a mairtle and petticoat. Both had thin pumps ; the man 
wore a small cap, and the woman a kerchief on her head. " Their 
shififff," says Sir Richard Cox, "were dyed in safiron to save wash- 
ing, and contained thirteen or fourteett yards of cloth, so that a 
law was made against that extravagancy. $ It must be a matter 
of regret to all, that a slovenly neglect of neatness is yet too ob- 
s6irvable among the peasantry of Ireland; and, that they present, 
in this particular, a lamentable inferiority to the natives of Great 
Britain. 

It is worthy of notice, that orders of knighthood were introduced 
at a very early period into this conntry.§ There were five classes 
of knights ; the first of which was the Niagh-Nase, or knights of 
the goldeu. collar. This order was confined to members of the 
royal family, none having a claim to the crown who had not been 
invested with it. The knights of Ulster, or of the Red Branch, 
took the second rank ; and the members of the Munster order came

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next. Leinstef and Contiaught followed in order of pi'ecedendy. 
The Irish knights were superior in rank to all other classes, except 
the members of the blood-royal or doctors in the different sciences 4 
the privileges of which latter .were very great. A regular course 
of education and preparatory discipline, was, we are informed, 
appointed for the aspirants to- the honour of knighthood ; and a 
highly polished picture is drawn of the dignity and splendour of 
the order ; but it vC^ould much enhance the satisfaction of the in- 
quirer on this subject, could he discover somewhat more of practical 
proof, that Ireland anciently enjoyed the blessings of peace, civili- 
Kation, and refinement. 



CHAP. III. 



fiom the cur iv at of the English, A.D. 1169, to the death oj 
Henry \\.A.D. 1189. 

In the month of May, 1169,* the expected succours of Dermot 
Mac Morrough arrived. Robert Fitz-Stephen, Meiler Fitz-Henry, 
Meiler Fitz-David, and Hervey de Montmorency, together with thirty 
knights, sixty esquires, and three hundred archers, landed at the 
Bann, in the county of Wexford. On the following day an additional 
force of ten knights and two hundred archers, under Maurice de 
Prendergast, reached the same place. Thus was the first effort to 
conquer the kingdom commenced ; an attempt, which Sir John Davies 
terms " an adventure of a few private gentlemen."-|- They were> 
however, men of no ordinary cast, as their subsequent successfid 
career fully proves. Their first care on landing, was to communi- 
cate the circumstance to the king of Leinster, which they did by 
letter, dated the 1 1th of May, 1 1 69. J Dermot immediately made 
the contents of the epistle public, when his subjects, who formerly 
had deserted him in utmost need, now flocked to his standard in 
great numbers ; proving that fickleness and attachment to the power 
of the day are prominent ingredients in the character of the multi- 
tude. 

On the night of their arrival, the English encamped on the sea- 
shore, and on the following day marched towards Wexford ; where 
Donnell Kavanagh (natural son of the king of Leinster), brought 
them a reinforcement of five hundred men. Mac Morrough, him- 
self, joined his hew allies soon afterwards, and renewed his former 
compacts with them. They then determined on the attack of 
Wexford.

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The garrison of this town were rather vigorous in their defence. 
Two thousand of them made a sally ; but the formidable array of 
the English, the novel appearance of their armour, and their 
martial bearing completely intimidated the Irish, and caused their 
instant retreat; not, however, before they burned the suburbs of 
the town. Fitz-Stephen then made his first attack, in which he 
Was repulsed, and eighteen of his men killed. This greatly in- 
censed the invaders, and induced among them a full resolution to 
obtain possession of the town or perish in the attempt. With this 
view, they forthwith burned their ships, offered up public prayers 
in the camp, and prepared for a second assault ; but, at this critical 
^moment, some of the Irish clergy interposed, and the town sur- 
rendered upon articles, on the fourth day of the siege. Dermot 
immediately conferred Wexford and two cantreds of land adjoining 
on Fitz-Stephen and Fitz-Gerald, according to his former stipulation. 
And, as a mark of his gratitude and favour to the Earl of Chepstow, 
he granted two cantreds (situate between Wexford and Waterford) 
to Hervey de Montmorency or Mountmaurice, who acted as a species 
of envoy from Strongbow on this occasion. Thus was the first 
settlement of the English made in this island ; from which small 
beginning, the final conquest of the entire kingdom was in time 
effected. 

Dermot Mac Morrough, being naturally in high spirits at the 
success which crowned this first essay of himself and auxiliaries, 
invited the English to his castle of Ferns, where three weeks were 
spent in festivity and rejoicing. The distinguished valour of his 
new allies, was a favourite theme of Dermot, who now proposed 
an expedition to Ossory, the territory of one of his implacable 
enemies ; to which they cheerfully consented. This affair was also 
decided in their favour ; the prince of Ossory was defeated, obliged 
to swear fealty, and give hostages to the king of Leinster. (4) 

These proceedings of the invaders did not escape the attention 
of Roderic, the monarch of Ireland. He immediately called a 
general meeting -or parliament of the princes of the island, who 
unanimously resolved to expel the English, and for this purpose . 
raised a great army, with which they marched into Hy-Kinsellagh. 

The king of Leinster, unable to oppose such superiority of 
numbers, as well from the inequality of his troops as the unsteadi- 
ness of their attachment, (which, on the appearance of a reverse, 
became again manifest), applied to Robert Fitz-Stephen, and stated 
to him in plain terms, that unless they now made a signal effort, 
their cause was hopeless, the kingdom of Leinster would be lost 
irretrievably.* To this address, Fitz-Stephen boldly replied, that, 
having left their country and connections in order to espouse his 
quarrel, having destroyed their ships, and exposed their lives in 
the cause, they would not now abandon it. " Be you true to us 
(continued he) and we will never be false to you. Your royal 
spirit should contemn these hostile efforts, which can be of no long 

• Staniburst, 
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continuance, for either death ar glorious victory must speedily de- 
liver us- from ^1 our difivculties," 

Tltts speech much epcouraged Dermot, who was naturally a 
man of much bravery. He was, we are further informed, of large 
stature ; and in consequence of frequent commands or addresses to 
his foUowffl-B, bJs voice had become quite hoarse. It is added, that he 
desired to be feared rather than to be loved ; while; he exhibited 
true benevdenoe in raising find protecting the poor or defenceless;* 
a trait, often the concomitant of a proud disposition. 

By the advice -of his fmthful ally, Fitz- Stephen, the king of Lein- 
ster retired to an almost inaccessible fastness near Ferns; which, 
by raising embankments and felling trees, he speedily rendered im- 
pregnable. Meanwhile, Roderic, conscious of the uncertainty of 
war, was resolved first to try the effect of negociation; and in 
pursuance of this determination, addressed a letter to Fitz-Stephen, 
which he accompanied by presents ; but in this appUcation his fail- 
ure was sigqaL The very curious epistle of Roderic, together 
with its equally ;singular reply, oiay be found in the appendix. (5) 
He next entreated Depmot to abandon the English, and combine 
the forces of Leinster with those of the kingdom at large, in order 
to effect the expnlsion of the invaders ; in which event, the king 
of Leinster was guaranteed the peaceable possession of his territory 
for -the fntui-e. But MacMorrough, actuated by a sentiment of 
honourable attachment to his confederates, and perhaps lacking confi- 
dence in the promises of Roderic and the other princes, rejected the 
propositions of the monarch of. Ireland. 

Roderic had now no alternative. He prepared for the attack; 
first addressing his followers in a speech of some length, in which 
he viridendy assailed Dermot, stating that he designed the extir- 
pation of the Irish, and for that purpose had introduced their most 
detested enemies ; that no mercy could be expected from him, and 
thai the present ragagement would decide the fate of their country 
for ever. 

MacMorrough spoke to his soldiery and pec^e to the following 
effect : — " Ye men.of Leinster, the ties of kindred and the justice 
of our cause have hitherto united us ; let us not now fail in resolu- 
tion, let us manfully make our defence. Roderic, that grasping 
and wicked man, desirous of universal sovereignty and dominion, 
now attempts to drive us from our country, or effect our destruction. 
jSurrounded by the multitude of hs followers, he is inflated with 
arrogance, and oohtemplates our .speedy downfsd; but qilten hath 
it happened, that a small band of valiant and well-appointed men 
have prevailed over superior mimbers. If Roderic make claim to 
the crown of Leinster, becaiise some former king may have been 
tributary to a sovereign of Conuaught ; then, by the same rule, 
may we assert a right to the province of Connaught, as our an- 
cestors have been the sole governors and monarchs, not only of that 
district, but of the entire kifigdam. But, in short, he seeks, not

jlist wtieh consists in a defettce of oar coiititry and protectidh of 
our patrimony. Let us be «f godd coiiragd, inasmuch as we but 
■defend our rigbts, tVhite they *ontetid for gairi. Our post is na- 
turally One of strength, Which we have increased by iiidllstry ; and 
from its confined litnit-s a siriall band will iiiifiy suffice for its de- 
■fenCe."* 

We are further informed, that Dermot reminded his fo'lowers- 
of the resolute and powerful auxiliaries they possessed in khe En- 
glish, wtitose valour had be A proved; he r'epteSenibed to them,, 
that Rederic bad ho jii^dteilsions ib tbeir riisprict fr'om ptirsbnal qua- 
lities ; that, besides being a nithlfes tyrbii't, ;he bad three wives, 
then alive, and eleven bastards ; that te murderid hiis natural bro- 
ther, with several others, and was guilty of numerous debauche- 
ries; and that, in firie^ the only end of Ms specious pretences \^as 
the lasting siil^iigiatitih of them atid their children.-j- 

Wben the klng-df Leinster had «ondlxided his oration, Robert 
Fitz-Stepheh SddtesSed his coJnpariionsin the follovnog words :■ — ^ 
"' Ye lusty young men and my coHlpatiJon* in wars, who have 
abiden with me in many perils, and yet still of noble minds and Va- 
liant courage : if we WOuld now consider with oiirselves, wbat we- 
are, under what captain, and whereforte we do adventure and at- 
tempt these great entei^rises, no doubt we shall ex-cel in our vronted 
VEdtefltness, and good fortune shall be on our side. We first came- 
and descended from the Trojans, -and siiifce are ot the French blood 
and race : of the one we have these our noble and valiant minds, 
and of thfe other the use and experience in feats of airms : whergforis 
being thus descended of ■hoble iprogeny by two manner of ways and 
in two respects ; as \<fe be now well armed aiid appointed, so let u» 
also be of valiant miilds and lilsty courage : and then no doubt 
this rascal and naked people shall never be a^le to resist nor vi'ith- 
stahd us. Besides you see and kilow how that at holne, partlybV 
the subtle and crafty dealings of Our own cousins and kinsmen, and 
partly the secret malice and devices -of our familiars and acquain- 
tances, we are bereft and spoiled both of 6ur touiitry and patrimony.. 
And now we are come bither, ilOt as greedy ixaVers for lai-ge sh-

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{>endsj nor yet as covetous prowlers for gain and lucre : but only 
in respect and consideration to have and enjoy the lands and towns 
to . us, and to our heirs after us, offered and promised. We are 
tiot come hither like pirates or thieves to rob and spoil, but as 
faithful friends, to recover and to restore this noble and liberal gen- 
tleman to that his patrimony, whereof he is spoiled and disposses- 
sed. He it is 'that bath allured and flocked us hither ; he it is that 
loTcth our nation : and he it is who purposeth to plant and settle 
us and our heirs in this isle. And peradventure by these means 
the whole lan^, which is now divided into five provinces or portions^ 
may be deduced and brought into one, and the same in time le 
wholly unto us and our heirs : if that by our valiantness and prow 
ess the victory be gotten, and MacMorrough by our service, 
means, and industry be restored, and then the 'iirhole dominion to 
lis and to our heirs for ever to be reserved. — O how great were 
then our honor and glory ! yea so great, that with the perils of our 
bodies, loss of our lives, and the danger of death, it is to be 
wished for, sought and adventured. For why should we be afraid ? 
and what is death, I pray you ? Is it any oljier than a short delay 
or distance of time, and as it were a short sleep between this tran^ 
sitory life and the life eternal to come ? What is death, I say, but a 
short passage from vain and transitory things to perpetual and ever* 
lasting joys ? And certain it is we must all once die ; for it is that in- 
evitable destiny, which is common to all men, and can be eschewed of 
no man : for be we idle, and do nothing worthy of perpetual fame and 
memory ; or be we well occupied, whereof ensueth praise and honour : 
yet die shall we. Then the matter being so, let them be afraid of 
death, who when they die, all things die with them : but let not 
them shrink or be dismayed, whose virtue and fame shall never die 
but live for ever. Wherefore ye worthy men, who are ennobled 
for your valiantness and famous tor your virtues, let us withhold 
minds and good courage give the onset upon our enemies, that in 
us our noble race and progeny be not stained, but that cither by a 
glorious victory, or a famous death, we do achieve to perpetual 
fame and honour."* 

Notveithstanding all these preparations, no engagement ensued. 
Roderic, having the fear of the English before his eyes, and con- 
tinuing unwilling to risk the issue of a general action, entered into 
negociations for peace ; to which MacMorrough, enjoined thereto 
by his critical circumstances, without difficulty assented. The 
terms agreed to were the following : First, that Dermod should 
renew his homage and be recognised king of Leinster, Second, 
that he should dismiss the English, when- the state of his affairs 
permitted. And third, that his natural son Cothume (or Art as 
some say) should be delivered as a hostage for the due performance 
of the articles.f The second clause was secret-. The hostage 
was delivered, and the country at peace, when Maurice Fitz- 
Gerald, (halt brother by the mother's side to Robert Fitz-Stephen),

landed at Wexford with ten kniglits| thirty esquires, and one 
hundred archers ; with which force Dermot marched to Dublin, in 
order to punish that rebellious city, in which he succeeded. I'he 
inhabitants renewe4 their oaths of allegiance, and gave hostages 
for their future good behaviour. 

While these scenes were passing, Roderio had entered the 
territory of Donnell, prince of Limerick, (son-in-law of Mac 
Morrough), to demand chief rent, but he was defeated by Fitz- 
Stephen, who had been despatched by the king of Leiiister to the 
assistance of his relation. 

Encouraged lay these successes, Dermot began to entertain 
projects of a more important character. His ancestors had formerly 
enjoyed the rank of monarchs of the kingdom, and he now aspired 
to the dignity of being their successor. Fitz-Stephen and Fitz- 
Gerald, to whom he first applied for aid in the prosecution of his 
new design, declared themselves unable to render him any effectual 
assistance in so extensive an undertaking ; but recommended him 
to state the matter to Strongbow, and again solicit his support. The 
earl would, we are informed, have reached Ireland before this 
period, had he not met with an unwilliiigness on the part of Henry 
II, to grant him the desired license. This monarch had learned the 
proceedings of Fitz-Stephen, and felt somewhat displeased at his 
having engaged in the service of the king of Leiiister, without his 
express permission. After much importunity, Strongbow received 
an equivocal expression of leave to depart for Ireland ; on which 
he commenced immediate preparation for the expedition. In which 
task, the following letter of MacMorrough tended to accelerate 
his movements : " Dermot MacMorrough, prince of Leinster, to 
Richard, Earl of Chepstow, and son of Gilbert the Earl, sendeth 
greeting. If you do well consider and mark the time as we do 
which are in distress, then we do not complain without cause nor 
out of time : for we have already seen the storks and swallows, as 
also the summer birds are come, and with the westerly winds are 
gone again ; we have long, looked and wished for your coming, and 
albeit the winds have been at east and easterly, yet hitherto yoa 
are not come unto us : wherefore now linger no longer, but hasten 
yourself hither with speed, that it may thereby appear not want of 
good will, nor forgetfulness of promise, but the injury of time hath 
been hitherto the cause of your long stay. All Leinster is already 
wholly yielded unto us : and if you will speedily come away with 
some strong company and force, we doubt not "but that the other 
four portions will be recovered and adjoined to this the fifth portion, 
Your coming therefore the more speedy it is, the more grateful ; 
the more hasty, the more joyful ; and the sooner, the better we\i 
come : and then our mislike of your long lingering shall be recom- 
pensed by your soon coming, for friendship and good will is reco- 
vered and nourished by mutual of&ces, and by benefits it growetlj 
to a more assuredness."*

rock of Dundonolfe, (since called Duadorogh), about six miles east 
of Waterford. Raymond was nephew to Robert Fttz-StephieD and 
Maurice Fkz-Qevald, being son of their elder brother Williasn, and 
was a brave and expert command^-.* He lost no time in securing 
his ppsitioQ a,\ Dqndonolfe, by raising entrenchments, and other 
ineai^s,; the prudence of which step s[oon became visible. For the 
citizens of Waterford,i* naturally alarmed at the settlement of a> 
bpdy of foreign military so near their town, took immediate steps 
t9 repel the invaders-, aijd together with O'Phelan and O'Ryan of 
0^drone,i p{;ac.e^ded to aitack them- The Irishamounted in number 
to, tfiree ^ousand men, A. force so superior to that of the English, 
t]iiat theijT i^st^nt annihilation might be expected ; but theinvaders, 
i^ndered d^^er^te by their situation, performed prodigies of v^our,, 
^nd finding their enemies in disordef>. slew five hundred of them, 
andt took seventy prispners, who, by the advice of Hervey de 
J^ojunt-Mau^ice, (Ifitely arrived from Wexford), were all drovnied, J,

In, th^, month, «rf Se]j?tember, A.D. 1J70, Strongbow, with two 
It^ndrefjt l^igh|!s and pnei thousand soldiers, landed in th« haven of 
W^er/pifd-. -Hpj wa,s immediately joined by the King of Ijeinster, 
i^i):zr^]te{^^,.FitzrCTei:^d,.and Rj^yij^Nidle Gross ; which lastwas- 
^j>p.oiptgdj geneva}) of #ie,§eld< They decided on attacking Water- 
ford fortUvfi^i,, and.on the next day, Ra-ymond carried the resolution 
into effept. After two repulses Raymond succeeded in taking the 
<}ity ; \rh'^n eye^y individuai disfiovered within it (except O'Phelan, 
prince of,. Weeie?, apd 3 person. Kaime4 Reginald) was put to the 
siw-ord, 

Jnimediately after,. MacMorro»gh gave hig, daughter Eva 
tp.^tr-wgbpwa vfiheni^ey were publicly manied in the city, and 
he aQknovrledged presumptive heir to the kingdom of Leinster, ac- 
^sording to. the original compaict, 

Brief, however, vras the time devoted by Strraagbow to the 
sflfter ofl&ces of love. Ambiti$Hi> and tjae state of public affairs^ 
both ceJJed him into a staj:e 0!f activity. Orders were given for the 
army tft.march to Dublin y which they reached through the defilesi 
of Glendaloiugb, the direct route being impeded by the Dubliniana,, 
who had £^aiil rebelled. Mac Morrough hated the people of Dublin) 
«xceedi^y.; which is not stirprising, as they bad murdered bis

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fattier, an,d treated HU remains with great iadignity. However, at 
the intercession of St. Laurence O' Toole, archbishop of Dublin, 
he listened to their proposals for peace ; but on the expiration ^f 
the time allowed for the treatjr, Raymond le Gross and Miles de 
Cogan forced their way into ihe qity, (31st Sept. 1170*), sacked 
it, and committed great slaughter. IJas.tulphus, the governor, with 
some pf the higher class of citizens, escaped by sea.t 

Leaving. Cogan governor of Dublin, Strongbow and Mac 
Morrough. then invaded east Meath, a territory of O'Rourke, in 
which they committed great devastation. Roderic, the monarch,, 
becoming alarmed at the proceedings of Mac Morrough, wrote. 
him a letter of severe rebuke, threatening that unless he observed 
the terms of the late treaty, his- son's head must answer for the 
infraction of them. Dermot, under excited feelings, replied that 
he would next proceed to the conquest of Connaugfat; when 
Roderic crijelly ordered Art to be decapitated. It is stated, that 
he at the same time ordered the execution of a son of Donnell 
Kavanagh, who was also a hostage in his hands4 

• King Henry had become acquainted with the proceedings of 
Strongbow, and felt no little jealousy and apprehension of the 
possible consequences. He therefore issued a proclamation, for- 
bidding the exportation of any article into Ireland, commanding 
his subjects to return from thence previously, to the next Easter, 
and ordering them to cease from further proceedings there, onpaia 
of forfeiting their estates in England. The earl decided on des- 
patching an envoy to Henry II. who was then in Aqvlitain. Ray- 
mond le Gross was selected for this oiSce, and became bearer of a. 
letter from Strongbow to the following effect : " My right honour- 
able lord, — I came into this land with your leave and favour (as l 
remember) for the aiding and helping of your servant Dermot Mac 
Morrough, And. whatever 1 have gotten and purchased, either by 
him or by any others, as I confess and acknowledge the same from 
and by means of your gracious goodness : So shall the same rest 
and remain at your devotion and commandment."§ The king treated 
Raymond courteously, but made no concession to the adventurers. 

4,.D.. 1171. About the month of May, Dermot Mac Morrough,, 
Ifing. of Leinster, died at Ferns, where he was butied, Imuie-. 
djately after, Strongbow proceeded to Dublin, in order to preserva 
the possession of that turbulent city ; but being debarred of a aivp- 
ply of men or provisions, by the proclaiviation of kiiag Henry, he 
was reduced to great difficulties ; while the almost total defection 
of the Irish from his standard, on the death of Mac Morrough, 
did not lessen the ills by which he was surrounded. Donnell 
l^yanagh, Mac Gely of Tir Bryn, (the territories of the O'Bimes, 
of which he was chieftain,) and Auliffe O'Carvy, were the only- 
persons who adhered to hi? cause. || We aire further informed, 
that the earl, deeirous of rewarding his &ithful allies, granted to

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Moriertagh the country of Kinsellagli, and to Donnell Kavanagb, 
the plains of Leinster ; of which districts they were immediately 
called kings, the custom of the ancient Irish being to style every 
lord of a country, king of the same.* 

Roderic O'Connor, and the other Irish princes, now thought 
they had a favourable opportunity to e£Feot the complete extirpation 
of the English settlers ; to which undertaking they were incited 
by Lawrence, archbishop of Dublin. They accordingly made 
formidable preparations for the siege of the city. ■ Meanwhile, 
Donnell Kavanagh, (called by Cambrensis MacDermot, or the 
son of Dermot, and who seems to have been a man of much skill, 
activity, and bravery), arrived in Dublin, having passed with great 
difficulty through the enemy's possessions, and informed Strongbow, 
that the people of Wexford and Kinsellagh, to the number of three 
thousand, bad besieged Fitz-Stephen in his castle of Carriek, near 
Wexford, and that unless succour was offered within three days, 
he must inevitably fall into the hands of his implacable enemies.i* 

Dublin was now invested by Roderic, and his -subordinate 
princes ; among whom we notice an O'Kavanagh, appointed suc- 
cessor of MacMorrough in the kingdom of Leinster.J He 
was perhaps another illegitimate son of Dermot, (who left no 
lawful male issue), and brother of Donnell, who adhered to the 
cause of the English. But this is mere conjecture. A council of 
war was called by Strongbow, at which Maurice Fitz- Gerald and 
Raymond le Gross delivered their sentiments, both expressing gi-eat 
anxiety for the fate of Fitz-Stephen. They determined to make a 
sally early on the following morning. At day-break, they carried 
their intention into execution, with great gallantry ; when Roderic 
naOrowly escaped being made prisoner, and the defeat of his forces 
was signal and complete. 

Having made due arrangements for the security of the city, 
Strongbow marched on the following day to the relief of bis com- 
patriots at Wexford. The opposition to which he was eiq)Osed on 
his route was formidable in the extreme. Having reached the district 
of Hy- Drone, in the present county of Carlow, he was assailed 
by O' Ryan, lord of that country, and his followers. The Irish, 
having waited till the invaders had arrived at a place bounded on 
every direction by woods, hills, and morasses/seized the favoura- 
ble opportunity, and suddenly attacked Strongbow and his army. 
The unexpectedness and violence of the^set, the ferocious cries 
of the assailants, combined with a disadvfmtageous situation, threw 
the English into disorder, and rendered the' utmost efforts of their 
leaders necessary, in order to prevent a* total defeat. The skill 
and conduct of Meiler Fitz-Henry was conspicuous on this critical 
occasion ; he was bravely performing his duty, when he was 
brought to the ground by a missile from the enemy, and was with 
difficulty rescued. Animated by their first success, the Irish had 
nearly obtained a complete victory, when Nicholas, an English

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»iiukj wbo attended the army, slew O'Ryan, the teader of the 
Irish, with an arrow, wh&n his followers fled, and thus ensured to 
the English a successful termination of the contest.* A very af- 
fectingnncident occurred in connection with this engagement It 
is said, that Strongbow's only son, aged then about seventeen 
yiear«, dismayed by the number and savage demeanour of the Irish, 
fled from the field of battle to Dublin ; but learning the favourable 
result, returned to congratulate his friends on their victory ; when 
Strongbow, having upbraided him with his cowardly conduct, ordered 
him, with Roman severity, to be instantly executed. It is even 
(said,- that h« performed the office of executioner himself, by cut" 
ting the body of his son in two parts with his sword.f An act, 
Whith, ill a father, few will justify, and still fewer commend. — 
The scene of this rencontre was afterwards called the Earl's pass. 

Meanwhile, Fitz-Stephen had been assaulted by the Irish, and 
having surrendered on articles, was, in direct infringement of them, 
made prisoner, and many of his associates killed.^ Mtrongbow 
heard these melancholy tidings on his march to Wexford, and was 
further informed, that if be proceeded to attack the town, the 
Irish would immediately behead Fitz-Stephen and the other priso- 
ners. With much reluctance he now changed his route, and, so- 
journing a short period at Ferns where he exercised the rights of 
sovereignty, next proceeded to Waterford, where Hervey de Mont 
Maurice handed him a letter from Henry II., commanding his in- 
stant attendance at court. In compliance with the wishes of his 
sovereign, he repaired to England, and with the assistance of 
Hervey, succeeded in appeasing the displeasure which Henry en- 
tertained on the subject of his proceedings in Ireland. The earl 
yielded to Henry, Dublin and the other seaports, took an oath ot 
allegiance, and was permitted to retain the rest of Leinster, in 
subjection to the king of England and his heirs. 

A,D. 1172. Henry, having made extensive preparations, now 
embarked at Milford tiaven, and in a few hours, reached tie 
harbour of Waterford, on the 8th of October. His force consisted 
of five hundred knights and four thousand men at arms. ~ When 
the king had landed, Strongbow did homage for his kingdom of 
Leinster, and many of the Irish princes came forward, voluntarily 
submitted to Henry, and acknowledged him as their monarch. 
While, the people of Wexford immediately delivered Fitz-Stephen 
into his hands. From Waterford, the king marched to Lismore, 
and thence to Cashel, where he called a synod of the clergy, and 
submitted to it the Bulls of Adrian IV., confirmed by one from his 
successor Alexander III., by which the kingdom was transferred 
to his jurisdiction. These documents were accepted by the synod, 
and Henry became the acknowledged monarch of the island. 

The king returned to Waterford from Cashel, and shortly after- 
wards marched to Dublin. On his route, several Irish princes,

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Wild Rod^ric among the rest, made their obeisance, and did ho- 
mage to him as monarch. Thus, says Giraldue, " was fulfilled 
tiie (^ and vulgar prophecy of St. Molin: before him all the 
princes shdl fall down, and under a dissembled submission shall 
lobtain &vour and grace." 

Henry II. observed the festival of Christmas, at the Irish me- 
tropolis, with as much splendour as the place permitted. There 
feeing no buildings of sufficient extent in Dublin, a spacious one 
■was constructed of smooth wattles, according to the mode of the 
country ; in which, by tjje introductbn of a profusion of plate and 
other costly articles, a degree of magnificence was exhibited 
which astonished the Irish.* 

According to one account, Henry during his stay created three 
palatinates in Ireland, in imitation of the counties psdatine of 
Chester, Durhamj and Lancaster ; viz., Leinster, Meath, and 
Ulster. Each palatinate had its writs, courts, seals, judges, offi- 
cers, and every royal right.-f Of Munsterno notice is taken here> 
Besides, we have reason to think, that the king not only mad6 
grants of Leinster, Ulster, Meath, and parts of Munster, but 
created^iounties within these territories, subject to Uie laws of Eng- 
land ; which he possessed full right and liberty to perform. For, 
it appears, that as the king's writs were sent into Ireland from the 
time of the conquest, to hear and determine causes, there can be 
no doubt that the English laws were given by Henry II. to this 
country. It seems also to follow inevitably, that he must have 
formed counties, sheriff's, and other officers ; for otherwise it would 
be almost impossible to preserve his reservations in capite, or exe- 
cute any portion of the law.if 

We have further very strong presumiptive proof, that the various 
officers of justice usual in England, were appointed by Henry II; 
arising from a patent granted! by him of land in Ireland, which is 
enrolled in a register of the reign of Edward III., and runs as 
follows : Henricus, Dei gratia. Rex Anglix, dux Normannit; 
et Comes Andegavie, Archiepiseopis, Vicecemitib'us, Ministris, 
Justiciariis, ^c. salutetln.- — " Henry, by the grace of God, king 
of England, dUke of Normandy, and earl of Anjob, to his arch- 
bishops, dieriffs, ministers, justices, &c. greeting." — Unless we 
imagine that his majesty directed his patent to imaginary beings, 
there must have been at this period, justices and sheriffs, and 
consequently counties in Ireland. 

The genersdly received opinion is, that counties were first erected 
by king John in 1210, thirty-eight years Subsequently ; but a 
high authority states, that he merely effected a resuscitation of the 
institutions c^ his father, which had been set at nought by the Irish 
whenever they had sufficient power for the purpose.§ Gambrensis 
despatches the matter in a few words, saying, that the kiflg " set 
his realms of Ireland in good order.'' Leland is of opinion that 
Henry made a division of that part of the kingdom subject to him

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into shires or counties. Those wiho sitppcurt a contrai-y vievsr, and 
fix 1210, as the date of tlie existing divisions^ ave^Cox, Guthiiie, 
Seward, and many others. 

It is ifflportant, howevei-, that we should be fully aware, liiatj 
aflthongh fhe English statutes were geinerally introduced ait the time 
of the conquest, 'certain leading persons amcmg tiie Irish had per- 
mission toihdld possessions witflnin the king's jurisdiction ae feoda-. 
ries, paying trJbut«, but not subject to the laws '0(f England. lUiras 
some of the -descendants of Dermot MacMowowgfh, and lof tsomei 
inferior chiefs^ though tributary to the king of England, ecmtiniiied 
for many years to govern their septs aooordiBg to the old irish in- 
stitutions. 

From Dublin, Henry inarched t<J Weacford, where be was de- 
tained 'by tempestneius weaHfber for toeti mcwths^ At length he 
departed on Easter Monday, 1173, and the same day at noon 
landed at St. David's, in Wales ; having left Hugh de Lacy [go- 
vernor general or lord justice of Ireland;* 

Lacy 'being unable! to manage the kingdom, the sffroreign ap- 
pointed Strongbow in his -stead, with Ra.ymond Fitz-Maurice^ 
• surnatmed ie Gross, whoniTve have had frequent occasion to noticej 
and who was one of the most distinguished of the English knights j 
as his assistant. ■ At this period many of the Irish had revolted^ 
the army was niutinons, and its generals at variance. Raymond 
being appointed by Strongbow to the command of the army^ 
(A.D. 1174) immediattily marches against the Irish and defeats 
them ; after which lie departs for Wales, in consequence of the 
death of his father, Hervey de Mont Maurice replaced him in 
the command of the army, which caused much trouble to the earl. [ 

A.D; 1179. Hervey marches to attack the jtrince of Ossory/ 
and is defeatedj while Strongbow is confined to the city Of Water- 
ford. This reverse of fortune was a signal to the disaffected Irish, toi 
shakt! off their allegiance ; they openly proclaimed an utter disregard 
t)f thdr former covenants and engagements; Even Donnell Ka- 
Vanagh, son of the late king of Leinster, vi'hd had hitherto mani- 
fested a firm attachment to their cause, now joined the ranks of 
the enenryj and asserted a claim to the throne of the province. 
This could not have occurred without strong cause. Very possibly 
Dohriell tad met with some unfair or ungenerous treatment in re- 
ference to his possessionsj or perhaps the cruelty of Strongbow^ 
'(who it is said caused a son of Donnell to be exeoutedf), might 
have led to liis defection.^ Under these circumstances, Strongbow 
■wrote to Udymond, offering him the hand of his sister Basilia, and 
entreating his speedy succour; with which request the latter 
speedily complied, and reached Waterford very seasonably. Tienoe 
Raymond and Strongbow marched to Wexford, where the pro- 
posed marriage "Was solemnized ; the bridegroom receiving as a

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])ortioD, Idrone, Gladcarrig, Fethard, and tLe conetablesliip o( 
Leinster. We here observe, that Idrone, formerly granted to 
Donnell Kavaneigh, was transferred frem him to another; n» 
doubt, in cons^^ueBce of his recent overt acts of disloyalty. Re- 
gan informs us, that Idrone was, at the peiiod of the arrival of the 
English, aterritory belonging to the O'Ryans, but they, in con- 
sequence trf their unbending opposition to the invaders, were, of 
course, deprived of their possessions ;* this district was afterwards 
granted to Donnell Kavanagh,.and after him te Raymond le Gross, 
as just mentioned. 

Scarcely had the marriage between Raymond and Basilia taken 
place, when intelligence arrived, that Roderic had invaded Lein- 
ster. Stroiigbow and Raymond marched immediately to Dublin, 
pursued the invader, and kiUed one hundred and fifty of his followers. 
Among the slain was Dodnell Kavanagh, who fell in contest with 
a party of his own countrymen, who were in the service of the 
English.t 

A.D. 1176. In September, this year, Raymond marched 
against the prince of Limerick, and defeated him; He then left 
a garrison in Limerick ; but speedily heard from them, that they 
were besieged by Daniel O'Brien.; on which Raymond, by desire 
of Strongbow, proceeded to their "relief. For this purpose he took 
a force of eighty gentlemen, two hundred horse, and three hun- 
dred archers, with some Irish, under Morrough of Kinsellagh and 
Donnell of Ossory. O'Brien retreated, and Raymond relieved 
the garrison.. Shortly afterwards, O'Brien gave hostages ; as did 
also, Roderic, the monarch, who placed his son in the hands of 
king Henry. 

Richard de Clare, earl of Chepstow and Pembrdse, prince of 
Leinster, surnamed Strongbow, died on the 27tb day of May, 
1 177. He was son of Gilbert, carl of Chepstow, and of Isabel, 
aunt by the mother's side to kings Maleol-m and Williaia of Scot- 
land. He enjoyed -the rank of earl of Ogie, in Normandy, eanP 
marshal of England, and vicegerent of Normandy, J As already 
stated, he married Eva, daughter of MacMorrough, ia whose 
right he inherited the kingdom of Leinster, to whidi he was de^ 
clared heir during the life of Dermot. He was the chief instrument - 
in effectuating the conquest of Ireland. About the year 11 74, the 
, priory of Kilmainham was founded by him. He left but one 
child, a daughter, named Isabel, who was immediately taken under 
the guardianship of king Henry II. ; whose care she received until 
the event of her marriage, twelve years afterwards. Giraldus 
furnishes the following account of Strongbow's appearance and 
• personal qualities : " The earl was somewhat ruddy and of san- 
guine complexion and freckled face, his eyes grey, his face femi- 
nine, his voice small, and his neck little, but somewhat of a high 
stature : he was very liberaU courteous and gentle : what he couM 
not compass and bring to pass in deed, he would vrin by good

to yield and obey, than to rule and bear sway. Out of the camp 
he was more like to a soldier companion than a captain or ruler : 
fcut in the camp and in wars he carried with him the state and 
countenance of a valiant captain. Of himself he would not ad- 
venture any thing, but being advised and set on, he refused no 
attempts : for of.himself he would not rashly adv-enture, or pre- 
sumptuously taUe anything in hand. In the fight and battle he 
was a most assured token and sign to the whole company, either 
to stand valiantly to the fight, or for policy to retire. In all chances 
of war he was still one and the same manaer of man, being neither 
dismayed with adversity, nor puffed up with prosperity." 

Basilia, the lady of Raymond, communicated the death of 
Strongbow to him in an ambiguous letter, which displays much 
ingenuity J conveying, as it does, her intelligence, in a manner 
only to be understood by the person for whom it was intended. 
This very creditable specimen of female tact, ran as follows:—^ 
*' To Raymond her most loving lord and husband, his own Basilia 
wisheth health as to herself. Know ye my dear lord, that my 
great cheek-tooth, which was wont to ache so much, is now fallen 
out; wherefore, if ye have any care or regard of me, or of your- 
self come away with all speed." — Raymond having for a moment 
weighed the contents of this letter, {written in a style which the 
circumstances of the time rendered necessary), immediately per- 
ceived its meaning, and forthwith returned to the capital. On his 
arrival there, he was appointed lord deputy, by the council, A.D. 
1177. The same year he was superseded by William Fitz-Adelm, 
ivho treated Ra)rmond, the Geraldines, and all the first settlers, 
with great disfavour. He created his nephew, Walter Almain,' 
seneschal of Wexford and Waterford ; who was every way un- 
worthy of the appointment, inasmuch as among other delinquencies, 
he received bribes from MacMorrough of Kinsellagh, as an in- 
ducement to injure Raymond le Gross.* He was recalled, and 
replaced in 1179, by Hugh de Lacy, the grantee of Meath. 

This very able man was sensible that in a strange country, and 
surrounded by enemies, the English could only maintain possession 
by superior skill and means of defence. He therefore castellated 
his own district of Meath, and a great part of Leinster. The 
castles of Carlow, Leighlin-bridge, aod Tullow were built by him.f 
The erection of the former structure has been attributed to various 
other persons ; among the rest to l£va, daughter of Dermot Mae 
Morrough,:j: to Isabel, daughter of Strongbow, to king John, tO' 
Hugh le Bigod, fourth earl of Norfolk,§ and to Bellingham, lord 
deputy of Ireland. |j With regard to the first, we do not find that 
the statement is supported by any ancient record ; Eva, or rather 
Strongbow, her husband, was obviously so much engaged in pre-

structures. With regtod to- (sabel ; she was conveyed to Eng^imd on 
the death of her &ther aad remained there tiU her marriage in 1189, 
and we have no positive evidence, th£^ she returned to Irekuid. 
The castie was certainty in existence previously to the eonnectioB 
of the earl of Norfolk with this coontry. For we fiad, that Wil- 
liam, Earl Marshal, in his charter to Carlow (as hereafter inserted) 
mentions " the castje ;" and the earl of Norfolk first acquired his 
property is Ireland, l^ marriage with the daughter of the said Earl 
Marshal. Respecting Bellinghani, the ass^tion is preposterous ; 
as will at once appear, upon mentiaD of the year of his deputyship, 
which wa.s 1348. Aalhoriiy, collateral evidence and verisimilitude, 
all fix upon de Xjacy as the founder of the castle of Carlow. 

Were fiirther evidence necessary in r^rence to the founder of 
the castle of Carlow, we could 1)ring Hanmer into the field ; who 
states, that Lacy btult those of Carlow ^id LeJgUin. Though 
he observes, that some represent Eva, the lady of Strcmgbov, as 
the founder ; which he doubts, as he considers it evident, that all 
the castles in Ireland were built by the Danes and English. Hooker 
states, tiiat, " fay the course of Uetory it is plam, t£at the castles 
builded in Leinster, were done by the Englishmen only, and foF 
their defence and safety." Hanmer informs us fiiirtiier, that Lacy 
built a castle in Fotheret Onplan for Raymond, and another for 
Griffin his brother, the sons of William Fitz-Gerald. This 
Fotheret Onolan must be (he same district as Faert Chielan, 
afterwards called the barony of Fortii, in the county of Carlow, 
Several notices of Foett Onolan will be found in a siibsex[uent part, 
of this work. 

The castle at Leighlin-hri^e was anciaitly called the Black 
Castle, and was of great strength. Robert Powre was appointed 
to the charge of it by Henry II. ; but relinquished his post through 
cowardice.* Tooching this persoa's cQadnet Cambrensis (a co- 
temporary) exclaims as follows : " O what worthy champions and 
it marchmen were this Powre md Fkz-Adelm (the late lord de- 
puty), to be sent to dwell and rule in a naticHi, which is destituted 
and wanteth noble and valiant men ! But a man may see the course 
ef fortune, who when she is disposed to smile, how she advanced) 
and raiseth up men fi'om base estate ta high degrees; for why 
&ese two had more pleasure in chamberii^ and playing the wanton 
with young girls, and to play upon a harp, than to beac a shield, 
er staff, or to wear armour. And truly it was to be marvelled, 
that so noble a prince could send such cowards to bear rule, and 
have authority in ^aces of sMvice." — Roger le Powre, constable 
«f Ldgblin, was a man of much &ms and high credit about tisis 
time.-t* 

A. D. 1180. This year Laurence, otherwise St. Laurence 
O'TooJe, archbishop of Dublin, died at the castle of Anglers, in

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Normandy ; aboia>t the mouth of Diecember. He U said to have 
been aiL illegitimate son of ooe Maurice, This latter being at 
continual TariflBce with Dermot MacMorrough^ king of Leinster, 
at length agreed to a treaty of peace, and delivered his youngest 
son Laurence into DeEwot's bands, as a hostage for the foj^ful per- 
formance of his part of the compact. Dermot sent him to a barren^ 
uncultivated part of the country as a sort of prisoner, where he was 
in imminent daager of perishing by famine, Maurice being ap- 
prized of this fact, seized on twelve of MacMorrough's principal 
followers, incareeratedthem, and notified to the king af Leioster, 
that he would behead them, unless he restored Laurence from bis 
miserable captivity and returned him to his father. D«rmot released 
the youth, and delivered bim, not to his father, bat into the hands 
of the bishop of Glendalougb, who entrusted the care of his 
education to his chaplain. Laurence was brought up so carefully, 
so perfectly was he trained to the practice of virtue, that, shortly 
after, he was appointed to the high office of abbot of Glendalougb ; 
and not long subsequently, was raised to the still higher post of 
archbishop of Dublin. He was, we are informed, a just and a 
good man. Henry IL, however, held him in considerable sus- 
picion, as he had attended the council of Lateran, and there in- 
veighed much against the honour and conduct of the king of Eng- 
land. For which reason, on his return homewards, he was detained 
in Normandy, and died there as above mentioned.* 

In the month of Jul)', 1184, John Corain, archbishop of Dnb- 
l:in, arrived in Ireland, to prepare for the reception of the king's 
youngest son, John, earl of Moreton ; to whom the kingdom. «f 
Ireland was assigned as his portion, at th& parUament of Oxford 
in 1177. John bad but the subordinate rank of lord of Ireland ; 
• the great seal of that country having this inscription : Johannes 
Filim Regis Anglia,. Demim Hibeynia. We also find that the 
pope's legate had commission to exercise jurisdiction in Anglui, 
WalUa, et URs HibernicB p&rtikus, m guibus Johannes Comes 
Moretonii poteslatem habet, et dominium. 

On Wednesday, in easter-week, anno 1185, John, lord of 
Ireland, (aged then about twelve years) embarked at Milford 
Haven, accompanied by about four hundred gentleman, including 
Giraldus Cambr^isis, and a numerous train of inferior attendants. 
After a favourable passage he landed at Waterford, where the 
Irish princes flocked to his court in great numbers ; but from the 
disrespectful treatment which they received from John's Norman 
courtiers, they retired in disgust, and many others who were 
preparing to attend and pay homage, relinquished their intention. 
This circumstance contributed not a little to the want of success 
attending John's visit to Ireland ; while the internal dissensions 
among the settlers contributed considerably to the same result. 
After a sojourn of eight months, he was recalled in September, 
1185, and John de Caurcy^ eari of UlstM", appointed lord deputy,

tarily abdicated the throne.* He died in 1 198, and with his death 
the sway of the native kings terminated, after a continuance of 
about two thousand five hundred years, A class of historians, 
who compose what may be termed the ultra Irish party, deplore 
this event with much seeming earnestness, are outrageous at the 
part taken by Derraot MacMorroagh, and look on the commence- 
ment of a fresh era and the establishment of a novel dynasty with 
dislike and dissatisfaction. But to the man who affords the matter 
impartial consideration, to him who dispassionately views the 
conduct and proceedings of the Irish princes, and is cognizant of 
the ancient state of this distracted country, little just ground will 
seem to attach to their sentiments. For what is, in brief, the 
simple fact. We find, that of a list handed down to us of one 
hundred and sixty nine monarchs who reigned in Ireland from 
Milesius to Roderic, not more than fifty one (the 1st. 4th. 18th. 
20th. 21st. 22nd. 28th. 40th. 54th. 55th. 56th. 68th. 70th. 78th, 
85th. 91st. 92nd. 93rd. 9.5th. 96th. 100th. 101st. 106th. 107th. 
112th. 116th. 118th. 119th. 122nd. I25th. 134th. I36tii. 141st. 
145th. 147th. 148th. 149th. 151st. 154th. 1.55th. 156th. 158th. 
160th. 161st. I63rd. 164th. ie5th. 166th. 167th. I68th. 169th.) 
appear to have died a natural death ; and even of this number, 
some, perhaps, might be deducted, did we know the circumstances 
of their exit, which appear ^o be uncertain. Now most assuredly^ 
the evils entailed on Ireland by the English conquest, might, in 
the opinion of the above writers be very great, the consequences to 
the country might be most pernicious, their sway might prove most 
detrimental ; but the inevitable question here arises, could any 
change, under such circumstances, be for the worse? Could the 
invaders enact greater horrors, could they entail more of commotion, 
anarchy, and bloodshed on this unhappy land, than that to which 
she had been already subject ? Assuredly not ; and the result proves 
the fact. On the contrary, we cannot but consider it a happy 
circumstance, a decided amelioration in the circumstances of this 
country, that the miserable contentions of the native princes were 
abolished, by the introduction of the sway of one monarch for the 
kingdom in gener^k-|- This topic would admit of .further amplifi- 
cation, but in a local history, any lengthened discussion of a general 
nature would be inappropriate. 

King Henry II. died in Normandy, on the 6th of July, 1189. 
So much satisfaction did the conquest of Ireland aiford him, that, 
in the list of his titles, he placed that of lord of Ireland^ before 
the introduction of the hereditary rank arising from Normandy and 
Aquitain. Henry II. was a generous, wise, and valiant prince; 
He may justly be classed among the most estimable monarchs of 
the age in which he flourished.

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CHAP. IV, 

tteign of Richard I. A.D. 1189to A.D. 1199. 

Richard, in consequence of his great valour/ sumamed 
Ctewr de Lion, succeeded his father on the throne of England. 
It seems, however, that his brother, John, retained the govern- 
ment of Ireland, in pursuance of the donation of 1177, already 
mentioned. During the reign of Richard, (long absent in the Holy- 
Land), and part of that of John, the country was plunged into 
continued commotion ; confederacies were formed against the Eng- 
lish, who suffered many reverses ; but disunion among the natives, 
combined with skill and firmness on the part of the government, 
at length restored a temporary peace. 

In" the first year of this reign, Isabel, only daughter and heir of 
Strongbow, by Eva, princess of Leinster, was married to William 
Maxfield,* lord Maxfield, earl marshal of England. This noble- 
man descended thus ; Walter Maxfield accompanied William the 
Conqueror to England, as his' marshal ; this Walter had issue 
William, who had issue, Walter, whose son was John, whose 
son was William, married to Isabel .f He was greatly in favour 
with king Richard, and at his coronation carried the royal sceptre, 
on which was a cross of gold. 

A.D. 1191. This year, the aforementioned William, earl mar- 
shal, was appointed lord justice, or governor of Ireland ; in which 
office he continued for six years ; a long period in those unsettled 
times. He was a man of much personal valour, and from his 
princely possessions in Ireland, was considered the most eligible 
governor; at a time when the higher powers seemed to abandon 
all care of the country. He was also the third of the tem,poral co- 
adjuters appointed by Richard to assist the bishop of Ely in the 
administration of affairs in England. J 

King Richard returned from the Crusades in 1 194. One Fulco, 
a priest, spoke very boldly to him on the vices of his court. 
"Thou hast, O mighty king," said he, " three daughters of very 
vicious and evil dispositions ; take good heed of them, and be- 
times provide them with good husbands; I mean Pride, Covetous- 
ness, and Lechery." The king smiled, and calling his lords and 
barons, said : " Here before you all, I do presently bestow my 
three daughters. First, I give my daughter, swelling Pride, to 
the proud Templars ; my greedy daughter. Avarice, to the covetous 
order of the Cistercian monks ; and my daughter. Lechery, to the 
wanton prelates of the church." § This dialogue, assuredly, pre- 
sents no very flattering picture of the state of morals, either of 
clergy or laity, in those days. — The Knights Templars soon after-

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wards established theraselve in our county ; the record of whim 
event will be fouiid in its proper plaxje. 

In the year 1197,* Hamo de Valoniis, or Hanno de Valois^ 
(a gentlematt of ail ancient family in "Biifiolk), fiuboeeded Williamy 
earl marshal, in the governorship of Ireland. This deputy, find- 
ing rthe ilirash tneasitry nearly exhansted, did not ihesitate attempting 
to effect its repiemsbmeiiit, fey an invasion of eeoleaastical property. 
About the <^raeperM, J'Ohn, a Cistercian iaonk, andalbbot oftte 
monastery De Roseu if^uMe, o&erwise Monasterevan, was ap- 
pointed to the ibisbopric, of Ldghlin, by the charter of that 'diocese; 
aad, in conseqaeace of itlre absence of the archbishop of X)ublio^ 
Jefan GuDt&hi, (who mas, either in Ena^ndior iNormandy'), he vras 
dwly.eonfiirmed by Mathew O'Heney, archbishop of Cadiel, and 
apostolic legErte of Irelamd. Hasnno de Valois, ijow«*er, opposed 
the election of John, seized lire temparalities of the cathedral of 
lieigihlin, and took possesion of the property ■of the canons. 
Dnder these circumstances, archbishop 0'H«ney was deterred 
irovcL consecrating John j who, finding he liad no other resource, 
proceeded to Rome, where he was well received by Innocent III., 
whoimimediatelyperfoirmedthe ceremony -of consecration. The pope 
tiien banded the newly appointed bishop a: letter, addressed to the 
chapter,, clergy, and people of the town and diocese of Leigifalin ; 
inwltich, among other matters, he menitia&s, that lie has conse- 
crated John, that he now sends him to Lis church, and commands 
that hie may be obeyed. Pope Innocent also wrote a very severe' 
letter to John, lord of Ireland, in which he complains of the 
violent and unjasti3able proceedings of liis deputy, Hanno, in 
priBsnmingto oppose the election of the canons, and taking posses- 
sion of their goods. He censures John, for detaining the arch-= 
bishop of Dublin in Normandy, and commands him not to taolest 
'the bishop "whom he had consecrated, in the performance of his' 
daty, mor permit him to be injured by any other person either in 
spirituals or temporals. He further desires him to compel Hanno 
to surrender to the church and canons of Leighlin, the property of 
which they had been deprived j and threaetens, that in case of re- 
fusal, certain wishes of his will not meet with compliance:. By 
another epistlre, his holiness orders, that the bishop d»all not be 
subject to excommunication, except by the pope, unless for mani- 
ifest and reasonable ^cause. Theseletterswere written in September, 
1198, being the first year 'of the pontificate of Innocent III., and 
are to he seen among the decretal epistles of that pontiff. — John, 
'bishop of Leighlin, enjoyed his new dignity but two years, having 
died in 1201 .f Hanno de Falois continued governor till thedeatb 
of Richard I., when he was recalled. At a subsequent period, he 
granted 'twenty plough-lands to John Gomiii,.archlinshop of Dublin, 
and bis successors, as compensation for the detriment which the 
metropolitan see had sustained at his hemds.^ 

Michard I. died at Chalons, in France, on the 6th of April, 1199.

WifrtesS, Jo^ri ^Ma^hall, 
Thomas FWg-Prtntm,/th^ Seneschal oif L^'iistfer, .FttV^ Ffe- 
ff^Urhl^j'Walt^r- Purcelt, William Grassiijun.JSamond Graise, 
Mg^jWjfS^j Rodo^kde Ftal^gA, Roberide Crvpt^ Jilastei' 
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itsurj^ blaster Hu^/i, Ralph and Rolei'tf clerks, and many 

. Ttesihiaitibni of Ireland iad become' so •deplo»able!, from' the 
tuvbyence and disloyalty tsf the natives;; and other causes,, that in 
the year 1-2:10, John found it necessary to embark for Ireland. He 
landed at Watei-ford on the-Sth of June; when O'Neill and twenty 
other abbriginalt chieftains maderblkeir subi^Disgictn. fl%e king then 
dilig«ntty'undertook the in]|>rovement of the circunistances of the 
country. And first, he -coined money andtrendiered ■ it current in 
both kingdoms, by his proclamation ; in the next plaoey his pro^ 
ceeded ^^stiblish'the IShglisU- laws in Ireland; , Henry 11; had 
done as much a^ time and the state of affairspermitted ; but; John 
made a more ample arrangement in all important matters-. He 
erected or confirfned the division of that part' of .theicountry sub- 
ject' to hifn; iritd' twelve countie'B,t ainong, which < Gatherlagh, or 
Clarlow, nvds one. He appointed sheriffs and other > ofiicers ; as in 
England. ' He caused an abeitraet of the English laws and customs 
to be drawn upin writing ; . to which he affixed his seal, and had it 
deposited in the office of the Exchequer at Dublin. He further, 
ivith consent of parliament^' ordain^4 tba;t ^id laws should be ob- 
served in Ireland, and erected courts of justice^in the; metropolis. j: 
It is, however, to be observed, that the Irish continued ■ generally 
amenable to their own law^ ; a'pi^actice^ the'|)ermissibii bftlvhich, 
was a deplorable error on th^ part of the goyernment. ' ■ 

John returned to England on the 30th of August, 1210; having 
-dofte much ;towards amending; the miscarriag^es of his former visit 
to Ireland. , The country continued comp^atively tranquil during 
the six remaining years of his reign. King John died at Newark, 
»n the 19th day of Octdber, 1210. i ! i 



CHAP. VI. 



Reigk^', Henry IIL A.^. 1216, to A.D. I2?2. 

HfitiETlII. succeeded LU father in a)} his titles arid estates, 
ai the early age of nine years. He was pro6kimed king in the, 
pi-es'erjqe ai William, earl marshal and earl of JPembroke, &c., 
|he pope's legate, and others. The said William, earl niarshal, 
had the command of the armies at the death of John, and was 
nov^ appointed to th^ high and dignified office qf protector of the

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feiBjg, ancl director qfljie affairs of the kingdom; wbich power, 
says Hume, "could not have been entrusted into more able and 
more faithful hands." He renewed the great charter granted by 
John, and issued a proelaraation addressed ta thfe nobilityj' gentry, 
and people in general, calling on them to 'be true and - feithiul tof 
their king, Henry III; whjwh they the more readily acceded to, 
as Louis, piinee &f France, (a-riFal power.) was at this time' ex- 
communicated, and began to decline much in authority. The ap" 
peal of the ea;rl. had much influence widi the' barons jr enforced, as- 
it was, by the character of honour and' constancy which he had 
evei; supported.^ ♦ ■ 

Heriewin, bishop of Leighlin, died in 1316, or 1217, accor- 
ding to the annals of St Mary's abbey, near Dublin ; and was 
interred in the conventual church of Dunbrothy, a great* part of 
which he -had built.f . ^ i ' 

He was succeeded by Richard, by some called Robert I<leniing» 
wTio was conseecaited bishop of this see in the year 1217; He 
had a severe contest with the prior of Conall for some lands and 
tithes belonging to his bishopric, in Leix, now a part of the Queen's 
county. The suit, however, was terminated by composition ; • the 
bishop resigned the knds and tithes totbe'prior, receiving an annual 
pension of ten marks, .payable to him and bis sueeessors at 
Leighlin4 • ^'■ 

A.D. 1219. On, the 16th of March, in this year, WiliiaiDj, 
earl marshal, &c. &o., departed this life, and was buried in thar 
new Temple at London.§ He played a very distinguished part 
during the eeigms^of Richard 1., John, and Henry 'IIL; and is 
much lauded byhistorians for his many virtues. His loyaltyand 
fidelity to his -royal masters, merit our highest eulogium; and 
Henry III. was clearly indebted to himi for the' stabiMtyi of his 
throng during the early part of his rragn. The principles upon 
which he acted, on the death of John, are thus set forth by Hume: 
" This nobleman, who had maintained his loyalty unshaken to John 
during the lowest fortune of that monarch, determined to support 
the authority of the infant prince ; nor was he dismayed at the 
number and violence of his oiemies." > Which statement is fully 
supported by the subsequent career of this eminent individual. — 
By his yifife Isabel, (who died anno 1221, and was buried at 
Tintera abbey in Wales,) he had five sons and five daughters. 
First, W411iam married Eleanor, sister ,of Henry III. ; died the 
6th of April, 1231, and was buried iii the choir of the Friars 
Preachers, at Kilkenny. Second, Richard, who was mortally 
wounded at a battle on the Curragh of Kildare, against the O'Con- 
nors and others. He died on the 12th' of April, 1234 ;' not without 
just grounds for the opinion, that his death was caused by mem- 
bers of his ovvn party. In fact, to atone for the death of Richard, 
Maurice Fitz-Gerald (then lord justice) found it necessary to 
enter into- an explanation of his conduct before, the king ; , oSeritig

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to erect and liberally endow an abbey/ in which to provide for the 
repetition of prayers for the repose <*f earl Richard's soul.* Fitzi 
Gerald was dismissed from the justiceship; but, through the 
mediation of the nobility, succeeded in appeasing the wrath of 
Gilbert, the third son, who succeeded his brother Richard in his 
titles and estates, tie married Margaret, daughter of William 
king of Scotland, in 1235; and died, in consequence of a fall from 
his horse,t at a toumamenl^ on the 28th of March 124'^. Walter, 
the fourth son, succeeded. He had scHne difficulty in obteining th» 
king'si piermission to enjoy the possessions of the family; as he had 
suggested and directed the tournament at which his brother was 
kiUied. Waiter died at Godrike castle near Monmouth, and was 
buided at Tintem, A.D. 1245. Anselm, the fifth son of earl 
marshal, became possessor of the patrimony on the death of Walter. 
He had married Matilda, or Maud, daughter of the earl of Hert- 
ford, who survived' him ; but in consequence of Anselm having 
neglected doing homage to the king, previously to his takibg pos- 
session of his estate, she was debarred from the benefit of dowryi 
Allusion is dius specially made to the case, in the English statutes : 
" When any dietb and his heir entereth into the land, that his an- 
cestors held of the king, the day that he dieth, before be hath done 
homage to the king, and received seizin of the king, he shall give 
no freehold thereby ; and if he died seized during that time, his 
wife shall not be endowed of the same land^ as came late in use, 
by Maud, the daughter of the earl of Hertford, wife of Anselm, the 
marshal. Who after the death of Walter, marshal of England, his" 
brdther, took his seizin of the manor and castle of Strogul, 
(Chepstow), and died in the same castle, before he had entered by 
the king, and before he had done homage unto him ; whereupon 
it. was agreed, that his wife should not be endowed, because that 
her husband had not entered by the king, but rather by trusion."j: 
Anselm died on the same mouth with his predecessor Walter ;' 
none of the brothers leavidg issue. 

Previously to noticing the daughters of William, earl marshal' 
and of Pembroke, we shall state some further particulars which' 
have reached us relative to his male heirs. 

William, the eldest son, was a person of considerable distinction 
in his time, and enjoys a prominent place in the annals of hi'9 
country^ On his accession tO' the possessions of his &ther, the 
bishop, of Ferns, (a Cistercian monk), made a formal coiriplaint to 
the king, that Williami, the late earl, had forcibly taken possession 
of two manors, or lordships, belonging to his church, and held 
them by the sword. Having frequently remonstrated with the earl, 
but to no purpose, the bishop thundered against him the sentence 
of excommunication ; which the earl completely despised, and al- 
leged his determination to reta^inthe lordships by the law of arms.

diedi6ei?(e<i of, and I. have rightly entered." To tbese.wor^. all, 
tbe brotthei;? yielded their concurrence. Tihe king.being thea young, 
EUid uader the guardianship. of a tutor,' was not disposedtoiseverity. 
agsiftsta.person^ge of so much consequence as the earl; wbowas^ 
njoreover, the son of bis ;best friend. Wheai tiie. bishop iperceiiradi 
that his suit was fruitless, and observed, the favour shown to the 
sons o.f ,t^^e.]ate earl, Jhe was gre^^ly excited, and turuing. to the 
king, confirmed bis malediction in these words, whiob be spoke 
aloud : /' What I have said, I have said-; what I havewrittenj I

Partition was made between the five co-heiresses at Woedfitoek, 
on the 3rd of May, and thirty-first year of the reign of Henry 
III.t It will be recollected, that these noble personages were 
descendants of Dermot MacMorrough, last king of Leinster; who 
had, also, numerous and distinguished posterity through his illegi- 
timate son, Donnell; of which, the particulars, will be ^uud in 
another part of this work. 

A.D. 1226. Richard Fleming, bishop of Leighlin, died this 
year, havdng goVemedl the see about nine, years. 

He was succeeded in 1227, by William, archdeacon of Leigh- 
lin, who being elected 'bishop, 'abt^iied the royal .assent on ^e 
l4th of November ; yet not wthout many applicatlciQS> and con- 
siderable delsy, in consequence of the election having taken place 
wtthoutr the king's previous license. However, the informality 
was at length excused, on account of the high character of the 
bishop elect; but.the chapter and clergy were obliged to.sue out . 
letters patent, ; certifying ithat isuchi a leotige d' elire ibiad issued,-, lest; 
att any future time the irregularity raigyi be prejudicial to the pre- 
rogatives of the king or his successors. : The manner of this ^ecr 
ti«in^ (notwithstanding the endeavours made to remedy its first. 
illegality), afterwards proved a bad- example to.many chapters ini 
the "kingdom,, who, in several cases,, proceeded to elect in the first, 
instance, and afterwards sought the necestsary approval;". Thus 
showing the dangerous consequences, attendant on the ^permission 
of undue encroachments. In 124(j, thei bishop gratited thirty 
days' indulgence to such as would contribute, to the bfiildingi of -St. 
Paul's,, .LondoRi. -He died in 125 1, (haiviag held the> episiiopal 
office twenty-three years"), and was buried in his own churdh. J 

By virtue of a conge d'eiire frofntlie king^ one Thomas was 
elected by the chapter on the 22nd of April, 1252i> ,and,ithe same 
year was consieorated bishop. He was the first prolate of this 
see who bestowed prebends on his cauonsj§: 

'It 'appears that- Idrone, last granted to. Raymond le Gross,, 
changed owner again in this reign;. Raymond resting, satisfied 
probably .with very extensive grants in other parts of the country; 
since enjoyed by his descendants the ancient iamilies. of Fitz-Mau- 
riee 9nd;:'Girace. Maud, countess of Norfolk, or perhaps her 
hqsband) granted the barony of Idrone by certain services in fee ,to . 
thefamilyitof 'Garewrll' It seems, however, that the M^cMor- 
roughs, descendants of Donnell Kavanagh, remained by suiFerance, 
andunder tribute, in the same district.^ 

Towards the conclusion of the present reign, one of the Caresra 
foitmdedi a monastery for Carmelites, or White ■ Friars, near the

"^eisn'^Edieat-d I. A.D. 1272 .to A.D. 1307, . 

Edward I., (from the shape of his person, styled Long-'- 
Shanks), succeeded his father. 

We find two persons named William le Gras (or Grace) gover- 
nors of Carlow, in the years I "268 and 1275. They served as 
deputies to the earlsiof Norfolk, lords palatine of the district. >. 

Thomas, bishop of Leighlin, died on the 25th of April, 1275, 
being twenty-three years since the period of his election. ■ : >■ 

He was followed, by Nicholas Cherere, a Franciscan friar and 
archdeacon of Leighlin, who was duly elected by the chapter, and 
obtained the royal assent on the I6th November, 1275. He wa* 
not, however, restored to the temporalities until the year 1277; the 
reason of which delay is not exactly known. The circumstance 
is conjectured to have arisen from the fact, that the see of Dublin 
was then vacant and continued so for several years; so that the 
bishop elect could not apply to his metropolitan for confirmation. 
This cause is in some deigree implied in a bull of pope John XXI J., 
dated 28th of October, 1276, and directed to John, bishop of 
Clonfeii;, the pope's nuncio, and others: in which having noticed 
the election, the vacant state of the fee of Dublin, and the appli- 
cation of bishop Chevers to the court of Rome for confirmsftian,' 
he authorizes his oommisgioners to make inquiry into the Said; 
election, and the merits of the person elected, and to confirm him, 
if no objection existed. His confirmation immediately ensued.f 

A.D. 1281. The Irish were very turbulent at 'this period. 
Mortagh MacMorrough Kavanagh and his brother Art, two of 
their leaders, were beheaided at Arklow.J 

In the year 1296, William de Ross, ja-ior of Kilmainham, Was 
appointed deputy on the departure of Sir John Wogonj late gover-' 
nor. The rule of a priest had no terrors in the eyes of the Irish ;■

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wLo, finding a favouralde opportunity, arising from tliis caiue, as 
well as the absence of most of the nobility and gentry, who were in 
attendance on the king in Scotland, forthwith broke out into re- 
bellion in various parts of the country. The insurgents of ISlieu- 
margy burnt Old Leighliii and other towns. This deed led to a 
charter from the succeeding king, Edward II., empowering the 
peaceable and well-disposed inhabitants of Ijeighlin to take effectual 
steps fbr their protection against these marauders. This document 
will be found in its proper place. 

About the year 1 300,* a preceptory was built at Ballymoon, in 
our county, by the Knights Templars ; who, however, did not long 
enjoy the possession of it. 

A,D. 1301. The Irish of Leinster were in a state of open in- 
surrection at this period, 

Felix was prior of St. Stephen's at Leighlin, but the time is not 
known. In 1 304, Philip was prior, and the year succeeding John 
held the office.f 

On the 1st of April, 1307, Morrough Ballagh (proba:bly one 
of the Kavanaghs) was beheaded at Merton, by Sir David Caunton. 
Knt. ; who was afterwards' haiiged for it in Dublin, anno 1309. j: 

King Edward I. died on the 7(h of 'July, 1307, in the thirty-fifth 
year of his reign, and sixty-eighth of his age. During the period 
he held the sceptre, the condition of Ireland-.was most deplorable. 
Being himself actively engaged in the affairs of Great Britain,' ' it 
necessarily followed, that the government of Ireland should be en- 
trusted to other hands. And unfortunately, the wise or benevolent 
measures of the deputy of the day, met with little support from the 
barons or clergy ; who seem to have indulged in the gratification 
of their selfish passions, rather than in attachment to the course 
wWch-'duty dictated. ' 



CHAP. Vlll. 
Reigtt fif Edward II. A.D. 1307, to A.D. 1327. 

Edward the second, son of the late king, succeeded his iath^. 

In the year 1308, the king, having received the commands 
of the. pope, caused all the Knights Templars in Great Britain 
and Ireland to be made prisQiiers, and their property seques- 
trated. Being a formidable body of men, it was necessary that 
much caution should be observed in the nianagement of this

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affair. Accordingly, the king issued a precept to a)! .sheriffs in 
GSnglaod, ordering them to cause a specified miinher of knights, or 
^rEons on whom < he could place :7eliance^ ',to assemble at a place 
named in the writ, on the Sunday next after Epiphany; and 
commanding the -^id sheriffs not to fail in their attendance on the 
occasion, in order to execute such matters as juight'thenibe-' com- 
municated to them. This writ is dated 'at Westminster, I.'ith 
©ecember, and first year of the r«gn of Edward II .-r^The. subse- 
quent precept was conveyed to the sheriff, by a.ehaplaia, iwho was 
authorized to administer an OEtth to that officer^ by whieh the was 
:bound to observe strict seccesy as to the object of theaseemblage,. 
until the same was carried into effect. The instructions delivered 
•to him were:! that he. should arrest all the Templars within his 
district ; for which purpose he had authority to command the aid of 
as manyof the knights, andj others, as hedeemed necessary. He 
was firrther ordered, to seize all their lands, cattle, and goods, >arid. 
to cause an inventory of the same to be made in (presence »f the 
warden of the place, whether he were Templar' or not, -and in 
presence of respectable persons of the neighbouehood ; retaining 
one-copy of the inventory himself^ and leaviing the other in the 
hands of the warden. And further, toi place the saida goods. and 
cattle in safe keeping, and to have the lands manured»and cultivated 
to the best advantage. He was prohibited from committing the-

"the: ivrit,; to the court of lExcbequer,. on dhe : morrow after the 
purification. This last document was dated 20th ;]i)eceraber.1^ , <. 

There was likewise a writ directed to- John Wogaai) lord justice 
of Ireland, informing him of the proceedings adopted in England. 
for the apprehension of the Templars, «nd seizure of their goods,, 
and commanding him to proceed in a similar manner against those 
in Ireland ; but the time and place for the assembling of the sheriffs 
and' their followers, was left to the- discretion of the said lord justice 
and the treasurer of the exchequer. — It was, however, ordered 
that the writ sjiould be executed before the Teipplars cQuld learn 
the' proceedings against the members of the order in^England. 

In pursuance of these commands, the. establishments .of the 
knights Templars at Killarge and Ballymoon, in our county, were 
sup^ie?sed. 

in the fourth year of the reign £>f Edveard II., a charter was 
granted by him tothfetown of Old Leighlin, of which the following 
is a translation. 'The' privileges here granted .were, rendered im- 
peratively necessary by the frequent incursions of the Irish, and 
the unprgtiEtcted stste.of the tovm, .

gium (». e. grant for building walls) fbr enclosing their town afore- 
said — and whereas the said men have come before our beloved and 
faithfiil ( ) Wogan,* our lord justice of Ireland, on the' 

Lord's flay next following the feast of St. Valentine the matyr 
last past, supplicating at his throne the aforesaid muragium which 
we hfid sfo granted to them, we are Jrleased to grant unto you who 
have taken, ( ) a certain stone tower near the aforesaid 

town, between the said town and the Irish aforesaid ( ) 

to complete the said tower ( )'and the aforei^aia 

town become better fortified against the said Irish, to the great 
adVantag^ of the said town and .country, and especially because 
the muragium aforesaid amounteth to so small a sum of money. 
( ) time allowed them because the said town cannot 

thereby be enclosed and the said tower may be erected with less 
expanse than the said town cotild be surrounded with a stone wall. 
And' whereas it is found by enquiry made before our lotd justic«j 
aforesaid, that it Would be more for the advantage of the whole 
country aforesaid at the rate of ten marks per ann., and likewise of 
the said town at forty shillings per ami. if the said muragium were 
granted to you for building the tower aforesaid, than for enclosing 
the aforesaid town, if you maintain for ever three men of arms 
and two hobillers for the defence of the aforesaid town and -country, 
as you have engaged to keep and maintain before our said lord 
justice : we therefore grant unto you for the support of the afore- 
said men at arms and h6bill6rs, from the day of the completion of 
these presents, for the five years next following, to enjoy in the 
aforesaid town the customs hereafter recited-^(then follows a long 
enuineratibn of tolls and customs with market privileges &c.) 
and therefore we permit you to exact these customs aforesaid iu 
the said town, as well tirom burgesses of the said town as from 
others, to the end of the aforesaid term of years, after which pe- 
riod the said customs shall utterly cease and be extinct. In tes- 
timony whereof ^ve, &c. Witness our lord justice aforesaid, in 
Waterford, this 4th day of March, in the fourth year of our 
reigh.t

OHAP. IX. 

*Reign of King Edward HI. A.D. 1327, to A.D. 1377. 

On the resignation of his father, Edward III. was proclaimed 
■ King,' fhe 25th day of January, 1327 ; being then but fifteen years 
'Of age.f 
• Friar William de Wall was preceptor of Kilkrge at this period.^ 
'In 1329, Dbnnell MacM'orrough,' who had been some time in . 
prison, contrived to make his escape, by means of a rope, conveyed 
to him through the instrumentality of Adam Nangle, or Mangle; 
for which defed the latter was afterwards executed.!] 

A.D. 1331. The Irish pf Leinster, at this period, plundered 
the En^iah and burned their churches. One outrage of the latter 
"(iesc^pltion was attended with 'circumstances of peculiar atrocity. 
The savages attacked 'the priest and congregation at the church of 
Freineston, set fire to the building, and burned its inmates, con- 
i, listing of about eighty persons: The priest, attired in his vest- 
•m^D(@,Japd bearing the host iii his handis, attempted to iescap?,* but 
-these barbarous assailants, with an utter, and, it would seem, extra- 
ordinary disregard of the circumstances, forced him back with their 
'javelins into, thie flames, wiiere, with the entire congregation, he 
was consumed. Whrai the pope heard of this diabolical act, he 
remitted a bull to the archbishop of Dublin, eommandiiig him to 
excommunicate the persons engaged in the affair, together with all 
their adherents and fcdlowers, and to lay their lands under interdict; 
.with which order the archbishop immediately complied. " But it 
would seem, that the Irish despised the excommunication, interdict, 
'Mnd'diastisement of the church, again assembled in great lumbers, 
and invaded -the county of Wexford. However, Riebard White 
and Richard Fitz-Henry, with the burghers of Wexford, and

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'i>l^'er« of I the {English, attacked anddefeated them; four Lundred 
-of the [rish being killed, and many drowned in the river Slaney.* 
The situation of Freinestown is not exactly defined ; but from, the 
context and collateral circumstances, I think it not improbable, that 
it may have been the. present Friarstown, a townlsnd in the county 
of .Carlow. . For the honour of our country, we could wish that 
' the reader of the above horrible massacre, were not thus reminded 
of a similar event, which occurred in a neighbouring county, in 
the year 1798; most persons will know, liat' we refer to the 
ilreadful scenes at the barn of Scullabogue. 

. The depredations of the Irish had become so formidable : about 
this time, that decisive steps .were necessary in order to check 
them. It was, however, deemed advisable, in the first instance, 
to summon ,the prelates and nobles of most distinguished rank in 
Ir^and to a council, or parliament in England ; there to debate on 
the meaures to be adopted. The colonists of the Irish settlements 
regarded this requisition as a grievance ; and in few, if any in- 
stances, complied with it. The return of the writ to the county of 
Carlow says : " Having by virtue of this writ called before me the 
commons of the county, they unanimonsfy allege, that there is no 
. layman able, fay reason of poverty, from the frequent jobberies and 
depredations of the Irish enemies, to meet our sovereign lord the 
king in his parliament in England," &c. — We further > learn, ,that 
-so degrading was the situation of the government, and so, weak 
and.defencelees.were the English settlers, that they became tribut- 
ary to the Irish chieftains, and paid them regularly for their pro- 
ectionor cessation of hostilities, what was called the £l/ac^ Rent.f 
In the year 1332, the caslJe of Clonnipre. was taken by the 
English. J We cannot say wliether this is the castle of Clonmore, 
the ruins of which now stand in our .county. There is certainly 
no record of its erection previously to the, above period. 

The lord justice. Sir John Uarcy, not being invented with power 
sufficient to oppose the great number of Irish now in rebellion, 
invited Maurice (afterwards earl of Desmond) to his assist^£lce, 
(A.D. 1332) with a promise of pecuniary remuneration from the 
treasury. With this proposition, Maurice complied ; and advan- 
cing against the Q'Nolans and O'Morroughs, routed them, burned 
.their district, and compelled them. to submit and give hostages § 
Finding, himself unable to pay an army so numerous as that now 
collected, (which amounted to ten thousand men), the lord justice 
connived at the extortion of coin and livery, now first practised 
. by the English ; . the evils of which custom are justly deplored by 
all historians of the country. Sir John Davies thus alludes to this 
practice : " But the most wicked and mischievous custom of all 
others was that of coygne. and livery, often before mentioned ; 
which consisted in taking man's-meat horse-meat, and - money, of 
.all the inhabitants of the country at the will and pleasure of the

<in the year 1381, John de'Kiell held the rank of prior bftfae 
.Auftistiniaiii' monastery liear TuUow ; when king'Ed'wai'd III. coil- 
liirmed'tbe grant, 'whidi'was made by Lombard and Tallin in tiie 
lastveign.f 

A;0. 1335. Friar Rsdph de Bradley was preceptor of Kill^ge' 
this year; whifh office be continued to hold in 1337. In 1339, 
Friar John' de'Wassio^e was pireceptttr of the same establish- 
Bsent.'t 

A.D. 1339. At this time Edward III. revoked, liuder his sig- 
net royal, all. the franchises, liberties, and grants, i^hich had been 
made to the yngdom of Ireltod, or to any individuals thereof.' 
This raeh exercise of .'the. prerogative jdstly icreaited universal dis- 
eatisfaictioia^ - and cansed great discord among the English of the' 
pale. They laid a remonstrance before the king, which produced 
a restoration, of their possesfeiiims. 

In this year the Iri^ were^againia arms. The earl of KiMare' 
pursued the O'Dempsys, many of whom in their flight were" 
'drowned in the river Barrow; and the greatest booty ever seized in 
'the country was now (February) fei-oic^ht from Idrone, in the county 
of Carlow, ty (he lord' justice (the bishop of Hertford) and the- 
English army;.§ 

William St. Leger succeeded to the see of Leighlin, in 1341 ; 
and died at ^Avignon, about the begftciiing of May, 134§.)| ' 

Thomas of ' Bitae^nberg next filkd the episo(^al office' of this 
iliocese. He was a Franciscan fnar. Pope Clement VI. by. a 
bull,' (dated the I'Sth of March, 'and 7th year of his pontificate), 
advanced him to this dignity. He was restored to the temporsdities 
on the dtb of August, IS49. It is thought, that he died in July, 
1360, in the eleventh yi^ar after his consecration ; and that the see 
continued vacant three years. 

John Young, treasurer t>f Leighlin, succeeded as bishop of this 
see. Like his predecessor, he 'OWed'his advancement to an ex- 
ercise of the pope's prerogatife, and was restored to the tempora- 
lities bf king Edward III., on the 2lst of September. 1363. 

In the twentieth year of his reign, Edward III. granted t6 
Thomas de BrotteFtonj earl of Norfolk and marshkl of England, his

A.D. 1358. About this time, the c^tle of Kilbelle, in our 
«onnta:y, the property of 8ir John dei CornwalLe, knt., was desr: 
troyed by the O'Nolans and their accomplices.— Two fortalices at 
GalbaiTstown and RathlynnearLeighIi%.su'Siered tike same fate at 
the hands of the MacMorroughs o^O'SimeM. 

In the year 1359,, the king ordesed a proclamation to be issued' 
in Ireland, to the eff(^^, tha|/ namere Irishman should be -mayor, 
baiii£^ or officer of any: town within ^> English dominion, ({'. e. 
the pale), nor be eligible to any ecclesiastical office;. In the &1- 
Ibwing yeaii^ the severity of the regulation was somewhat dimi- 
nished by a provision,, that it should not extendi to such clerks asi 
had preserved thejr loyalty, or rendered service to the king, — 
Resolving to eifect some reformation in the unhappy state; of Ire- 
land, Edward d^etermimed on appointing bis son Lionel,, duke> of 
Clarence, lord lieutenant of that country. The king.had> however, 
sufficient sagacity to perceive, that, let the rank ofi the individual 
be what it might, unless he had efi^cient and. powerful support, hisi 
mission must prove ftrntless,. his labours be inug^fiasy. With a 
view to the prevention of this inevitable result^, he. Bununoned all 
t^e- great propvietors. of land in Ireland (among, whom we- find the 
duchess of NoTfi>]lc):to appear in person, or by .{^oxy,, .before .him 
and tbecoanoil, in order ta consult upon the defence of their pos- 
sessions in Ireland. They were fiirther reqjajred, to i repair toithat 
kingdom in person, (or send a sufficisnt^depuliy), with all the,Jb!:)ce» 
they- could j^sey by a'bertain day. 

On the Sdi of'^epterab^s, 1361<,. Lionelj arrivied in Ic^ondK 
with a large army. In theilist of the officers who attended) him^ 
we find- the -name of Sir Jo\m GsxeWyBanneret^ who was allow<ed, 
fQiir shillings ^eri <^em foe himself, two shillings for one knight^ 
twelve'pence eaph for eight.esquires, and six pence a day each foe 
ten archers on horsebackf These allowances may] seem exceedi- 
ingly small' to those who are unacquainted^ with l^e exact, value of 
nioney in thosedbye; but when we inforan then},, that the price Qf 
a cow was but ten groats,$ or three shillings ^andtfour pence,, 1he>y) 
will be-of- a different opinion. 

The new lord- depiity immediately isauedi a proclamation comi- 
manding aU holders of land in Ireland^, who might be absent from 
the country, to return to it forthwith, on pain of forfeiture. He 
prohibited all persons of Irish binth, . (without discrimination,) from^ 
approaching, his camp; but that imipolicy of this decree becoming 
soon apparent^ from the defici^cy in numfaers of , his atony,. ^ he re- 
lax«dit soon- afterwards.; by whick his asfi^rs were much benefited^

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liioiiel eoon marched against O'Brien Af MuDster and defeatedi 
liiiQi; on which occasion, be created many knights among the- 
EiigliBh of blood and of birth.^-Not long subsequently, he re- 
moved the exchequer to Carlow, and expended a sum of five- 
hundred pounds in walling that town.* He performed many other 
acts of a beneficial charapter, by which the clergy and laity of the 
time were so much gratified that they presented him with two yearS' 
profit of their lands, and tithes, to enable him more vigorously to 
prosecute the war in Ireland. Indeed one feels somewhat of satis- 
iaction, on meeting the records of a chief governor, who seems to> 
have acted' with' judgment, energy, decision, and promptitude, 
in which many of his predecessors appear tf^ave been lamentably- 
deficient. But men of the high endowments of Edward III., and 
of his son, are not often to be encountered. — The duke of Clarence 
proceeded to England on the 22nd of April, 1364, and returned 
to his government on the 8th of December following.f 

The evils of Ireland, the neglect of the English government, 
the intestine feuds of the settlers, had been of long continuance ; 
and no individual, however gifted, could, in a short space of time,, 
check the current of events, or heal the disorders of the country. 
In short, to such a height had the power of the Irish (MacMor-. 
rough Kavanaghs, and others) arisen, in the thirty-seventh year 
of Edward III., that the more distant districts of the pale were in< 
some instances relinquished, and in the rest, with difficulty retained. 
An order appears in our records of that year — Pro barrio amovendo> 
a Ctttherlogh usque dd Dublin — for removing the barrier from. 
Cariow to Dublin. :( Thus the works erected by Lionel, duke of 
Clarence, at Carlow, proved totally useless ; inasmuch as the re- 
tention of that place was no longer possible. 

A.D. 1367. This year, being the fortieth of the king's reign, a> 
famous parliament was assembled at Kilkenny, by Lionel, duke of 
Clarence. This distinguished personage perceived, that the lords 
and gentlemen of the king's territories in many instances began to 
degenerate, and adopt the Irish laws and customs ; and, in order 
to remedy the disastrous consequences, already apparent, of thi& 
inclination of the settleis, and prevent its further continuance, he 
caused certain laws to be enacted, which have been since styled the 
statutes of KUkenny. We notice this important event, as it fully 
declares the state of our district at thetii^e; on which subject, 
much evidence of its unhappy circumstonjp^s has been already ad- 
duced. — " In the fortieth year Of his reign," says Sir John-Davies, 
" king Edward held that famous parliament at Kilkenny, wherein 
many notable laws were enacted, which do show and lay open (for 
the law doth best discover enormities) how much tue English- 
colonies were corrupted at that time, and do infallibly prove that 
which is laid down before : that they were wholly degfinerate, and 
f«AMii' away from th«r obedience. For first it . appgajeth by the 
preamble of these taws, that the English of this realm, before the

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coming over of Lionel, fluke of Clarence, were at that time become 
mere Irish in their language, names, apparel, and all their manner 
of living, and had rejected the English laws and submitted them- 
selves to the Irish, with whom they had made many marriages and 
alliances, which tended to the utter ruin and destruction of the 
commonwealth." 

The statutes enacted on this occasion were to the following pur- 
port : that the Brehon (or old Irish) law is an evil custom, and the 
use of it be deemed treason : that marriage^ nursing, andgossipred 
with the Irish, be treason : that the use of Irish names, apparel, oc 
language, be punished with forfeiture of lands or imprisonment, 
until the party give security to conform to English customs ; 
that the settlers should not make war upon the Irish without the 
order of the state : that the English should not permit the Irish to 
graze upon their land : nor present an Irishman to an ecclesiasti- 
cal benefice : nor receive them into monasteries or religious houses : 
nor entertain any of their minstrels, rhymers, or news tellers : nor 
cess horse or foot upon the English subject on pain of felony : and 
that sheriiFs might enter any liberty or franchise to apprehend felons, 
or traitors : and that four wardens of the peace should be appointed 
in every county, to assess every man's equal proportion of the 
public charge for men and armour.— These laws may seem severe, 
but we should first consider the circumstances which extorted them. 
In short, the very existense of this country aS an appendage to 
the English crown, seemed the matter in question'. So long as 
those enactments were observed, a visible amelioration of the 
country took place ; but shortly after the departure of the duke bf 
Cterenbe, an infraction of some of them, by the great lords, 
(iCildane, Ormonde, and Desmond), was unceremoniously made;* 
As regards the Irish, the statutes of Kilkenny were a mere 
nullity ; for they w'ere governed by their own laws till the reigii of 
James I. 

In 1369, the rebels of Leinster were vigotously opposed by 
Sir William de Windsor, lord deputy. 

Oh the 3rd day of iJeceriiber, 1371, king Edward III. granted 
to the prior of the Carmelite monastery at Leighlin-bridge, the 
sum of ten marks yearly, for the repairing and rebuilding of their 
house. In 1375, Alan was prioir of this establishment. A rfe- 
neWal of the grant of ten marks per annum was-made in liilT.f 

The priory of St. Stepheh, at Old Leighlin, bteing situated in 
a depopulated and Wasted country, aiid the prior having given 
refuge and succour to the king's good subjects in fJiis neighbour- 
hbdd, and intending to pursue that laudable practice, Edward III. 
thet-efore, granted them a concorda'itim on the Ist of May, 1372.:^ 

A. D. 1376. James, earl of Ormbiid, lord jnsttice. Durilighis 
adtninisti-atibri, the counties, citifes, and boroughs of Ireland Sent 
coWmvssioners to the Icing to represent the state Of that kingdom, 
Biid consult on the means of its imprbvertient;- Edward III. sub-

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Eequendy issued a writ to the lord justice and chancellor, ordering 
them to levy the reasonable expenses of these commissioners on 
the respeclftre places from which they were chosen. 

King Edward III. died at Shene in Surrey, on the 21st day of 
June, 1377 ; in the sixty-fourth year of his age, and fifty-first of 
his reign. He ranks among the wisest and most powerful kings 
that have ruled the British dominions. His career was, generally 
speaking, one of great glory and brilliancy ; but when we turn to 
Ireland, we are warned, that, no unmixed eulogium can be be- 
stowed upon his government. The details of the local history 
just recounted, sufficiently evince the melancholy state of the king- 
dom ; while the simple fact, that the revenue derived from Ireland 
did not exceed £10,000 per annum, more fully evidences the 
feeble, ill-supported and defective condition of the king's authority 
in this country. 



CHAP. X. 
tieigti of RicAard II. A.D. 1377, to A.D. 1399. 

Richard II., only son of Edward, (commonly called the Black 
■Prince), eldest son of Edward III., was declared heir to the throne 
by his grand-father. The age of the young king, (being but eleven 
yeare), rendered assistance indispensable ; the protection of the 
crown and kingdom was entrusted to his uncles. 

Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, was director of public affairs in 
the early part of this reign ; when a severe tax was levied on all Irish 
absentees, except such as had reasonable cause for non-residence. 
This statute was revived in 1392. 

A.D. 1378. In consideration of the gi-eat labour, burden, and 
expense, which the friars of the Carmelite monastery of Leighlin- 
bridge had previously, and did at this time sustain in supporting 
their house, and the bridge contiguous thereto, against the king's 
enemies ; he did, on the 1 3th of March, in this year, grant to the 
priors thereof, an annual pension of twenty marks out of the rents 
of the town of Newcastle of Lyons. This grant was again con- 
firmed by the king, February 2Uth, 1394.* 

John Young, bishop of Leighlin, expended a large sum in re- 
pairs of the episcopal houses in his manors ; but in 1376, eight 
years before his death, he was plundered of all his goods by the 
rebels. He died towards the close of the year 1384, having 
governed the see upwards of twenty-one years ; during which 
time he was made deputy to Alexander Balscot, bishop of Meath,

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treasurer of Ireland ; as he had been before in the year 1366, to 
John Troy, who was also treasurer of this kingdom. 

John Griffin was advanced from the chancellorship of Limerick 
to the bishopric of Leighlin, in 1385 ; which he directed for a period 
of thirteen years, and was then by the pope translated to the see 
of Ossory; having been before, (viz. in 1391) made chancellor of 
the exchequer by the king. He enjoyed the bishopric of Ossory; 
only a short time. While he held the see of Leighlin, Richard I L 
iseueda writ in his favour, dated the 2.')th August,. 1389,. to this 
effect : that the diocese of Leighlin being so much, devastated by 
the [rish enemies, as to render it impossible for the bishop to;i%side 
■within it, he, therefore, granted him the village of Galroestown, in: 
the county of -Dublin, near the marches of O'Toole, an Irish 
«nemy, with all its appurtenances, (being then, part of the tempo- 
ralities of the see of Killaloe,; and then in the king's hands, during 
the vacancy hy the death of the late bishop, predecessor to the 
present, who. is a mere Irishman, abiding among the Irish enemies, 
and not amenable to law or government) ; to hold by the said bishop 
of Leighlin, as long as from that cause,, tlie said village should, 
continue in the king's hands. Under this custodiam he held 
Galroestown until September,. 139] ; when Mathew MacCragh 
was restored ta the temporalities of Killaloe, having been deprived 
of them upwards of two years from the time of his advancement.* 

Being taunted by fbreign powers with the weakness of his 
authority and govecnmeut in Ireland, Richard resolved to proceed 
to that country, in person, and effect the complete conquest of it. 
On the 2nd day of October, 1394, he landed at Waterford, with 
a large military force. The Irish,, unable to oppose so formidable 
an army in the field, resolved on ready submission to the king. 
Thomas Mowbray, earl of Nottingham, and earl marshal of 
iEngland, was, in consequence, appointed to receive their homage 
and oaths of fidelity. An open field at Ballygorey, near Carlow, 
was the place selected for this purpose; when Malachias O'Mor- 
rough, Arthur Mac Moirough, Girald O'Birne, Donald O'Nolan, 
and others, swore fealty before the earl marshal, laying aside their 
girdles, skeins, and caps, and failing on bended knee. The 
ceremony being concluded, the marshal gave each of them the 
osculum pacts. In addition to the foregoing, they were bound in 
great penalties, (O'Nolan, for instance, in ten thousand pounds,) 
not only to continue loyal sul^ects, but that on a prescribed day, 
they and all their followers should relinquish all the lands and 
possessions held by them in Leinster into the king's hands ; and, 
reserving their moveable goods, should serve him in the field against 
the other rebels. In consideration of which, the king agreed to 
grant them pay and pensions during life, and full possession of ^11 
such lands as they should seize from his enemies in any other part 
of the realm. A pension of eighty marcs per annum was then 
betowed on Art MacMorrough, chief of the Kavanaghs ; which

was continued to his family till the time of Henry VITL, although, 
it has been observed, that they performed but very few services 
for H.* 

Hardly, however, had the king departed from Ireland, when 
the Irish threw away the mask of humility, ai^d assumed as bold a 
tone of independence as if none of the late arrangements had been 
effected. 

By an inquisition taken in the eighteenth year of this king, it 
appears, that Sir John Carew died seized of the barony of Idrone, 
anno 36 Edward III., and that, Sir Leonard Carew at his decease, 
43rd year of that king, had posses.sion of it ; but that upon the 
death of Sir Leonard, MacMorrough, otherwise Kavanagh,' chief 
of his name, possessed himself of tiie said barony, and (as the in- 
quisition declares")' held it manuforti, by a strong hand.f Thus 
it would seem, that at this period the English land-owners were 
almost totally dispossessed in our county ; a circumstance which 
can excite no surprise, when we consider the small share of per- 
gonal attention paid by them to their estates, and the general im- 
becility of the government. 

It is stated by a writer in the J\nlhologia Hibernica,X\ that in 
1397, the castle of Carlow was seized by Donald Mac Art Kava- 
nagh, chief of the Alac Morroughs ; but I cannot find this sub- 
stantiated by any ancient writer. 

Richard, p.ocomb, or, as some style him, Bokum, a Dominican 
friar, was consecrated bishop of Leighlin in 1399 ; though Bernard 
Jonghe states that he was not advanced to the see till the year 1 400. 
During his government, the town of Old Leighlin was inhabited 
by aghty-ffix burgesses ; but was subsequently so much harrassed 
and plundered by the Irish, that in the seventeenth century, this 
flourishing tpWn was reduced to the state of " a very sorry village," 
containing nothing worthy of notice excepting the cathedral and 
episcopal house. ( 

Defermined now to effect a perfect subjugation of the kingdom 
and punish the delinquent Irish, Richard again embarked for Ire- 
land, and landed at Waterford on the 1st of June, 1399. He 
marched to Dublin through the districts possessed by the Morroughs, 
Kavanaghs, Brrnes and Tools ; but, his army being much dis- 
tressed for provisions and means of conveyance through the un- 
cultivated country, he perfortned no action worthy particular notice, 
with the exception of the very useful labour of felling timber and 
clearing the highways in Kavanagh' s country. It is worthy of 
note, that Henry, son of the duke of Lancaster, (afterwards the 
distinguished Henry V.), was now knighted by Richard for his 
services against the Irish. — The state of affairs in England 
tompelled the speedy return of the king. 

Ilichard II. resigned the crown on Michaelmas day, 1399. |

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CHAP. XI. 
Rei^n of Henry IF. A.D. 1399, to A.D. 1413. 

Hbnry IV., duke of Lancaster, seized upon the crown, on the 
deposition of Richard II. 

In the first year of his reign, the king confirmed the annual 
grant of twenty marcs which had been made to the priors of the 
Carmelite monastery at Leighlin-bridge, by Richard II,* 

A.D. 1407. Sir Stephen Scroope, lord deputy, accompanied 
by the earl of Ormonde and others, invaded the territory of Mac 
Morrough. An engagement ensued, in which the Irish had at first 
the advantage, but the constancy and resolution of the English 
ultimately prevailed. O'Nolan and his son, with others, were 
taken prisoners.f 

It is stated by Playfair, that Gerald, fifth earl of Kildare, as- 
sisted Scroope on this occasion, and that in 1408, he built the 
White Castle in New Leighlin, or Leighlin-bridge.if This seems 
somewhat improbable, as the earls of Kildare do not appear to 
have possessed property in the barony of Idrone, in which Leigh- 
lin-bridge is situate. 

A.D. 1410. In a parliament which sat at Dublin in June, it was 
made treason to take " coin and livery." 

King Henry IV. died on the 14th March, 1412; and so im- 
poverished were his circumstances, that his executors refused to 
administer. 



CHAP. XII, 
B-eign of Hetiry V. A.D. 1412 /o A.D. 1422. 

Henry V. succeeded his father. 

The year of his accession, he confirmed the grant of twenty 
marcs to the priors of the Carmelite monastery at Leighlin-bridge, 
which had been allowed by Ricliard II. and Henry IV., . and or- 
dered, that all the arrears then due should be di3charged.§ 

A.D. 1414. Sir John Ttdbot, lord Fumival, was this year ap- 
pointed lord deputy, and immediately after his arrival commenced 
a regular military progress through the pale. He began with the 
Kavanaghs, Birnes, and others in the south, and compelled them 
to sue for peace. Having, however, brought no forces with him 
from England, he was not possessed of strength sufficient to make

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any approach towards a perfect conquest of the Irish ; indeed, thin 
continued inadequacy of the military department fully accounts for 
the narrow limits of the pale, and the prolonged prowess of the 
Irish. That the services of the lord deputy were, imder the cir- 
cumstances, very considerable, may be collected from the fact, that 
the lords and gentlemen of the pale caused a certificate declaratory 
of his merits to be laid before the king. Nevertheless, such was 
the dnability 'of the government to maintain the military, that the 
English subjects suffered more from the expenditure on their sup- 
port, than they derived advantage by their services on the occasion. 
For a considerable period afterwards, this circumstance continued 
in operation ; the extortion of coin and livery was necessarily, and 
by degrees, revived ; nor did the penalty of treason prevent a re- 
currence of the practice.* 

A.D. 1419. In May, the lord lieutenant succeeded in making 
prisoner of Mac Morrough, the chief captain ot his nation and of 
all the Irish in Leinster. 

In ]420, James, earl of Ormonde, lord lieutenant, summoned a 
parliament, which met on the 7th June. It granted two subsidies 
to the king, amounting to one tiiousand marcs. The proportion 
paid by the commons of Carlow was four marcs, one shilling, and 
fourpence ; while the county of Louth, a district of nearly the 
6ame extent, paid twenty-five marcs, twelve shillings and five 
pence.f But the comparative peace and prosperity which attended 
the latter county, will sufficiently explain the superior amount of 
its contribution. Kilkenny, a much more extensive territory than 
Louth, furnished but eighteen marcs, five shillings, and eleven 
pence on this occasion. We need only add, that Kilkenny was 
frequently in a state of disturbance. 

It appears that a prelate named Richard, bishop of Leighlin, 
resigned in the year 1420 ; but whether it was Richard Rocomb, 
or some other, is matter of doubt. The see continued afterwards 
-vacant for two years. 

John Mulgan, rector of the church of Lin, in the diocese of 
Meath, succeeded, in pursuance of a bull of Pope Martin V. 
directed to Henry V. . He was restored to the temporalities on the 
ist (jf September, 1422. He instituted four petty canons in his 
church. 

Henry V. died on the 3Ist of August, 1422.

CHAP. XIII. 
/?«g'« of Henry VI. A.D. 1422, /o A.D. 1460. 

Henry VI., being bat nine months old, was proclaimed king-, 
on the death of his father. 

John Mulgan, bishop of Leigblin, died in 1431, having gO' 
verned the see nine years. He was buried in his own church, near 
the tomb of Gurmund, the Dane.* 

Thomas Fleming, bachelor of divinity, and a Franciscan friar, 
was advanced to the see, by a bull from the pope, on the 18th of 
April, 1432. Dowling states, that he was an Augustin canon of 
St. John the Evangelist at Kilkenny, and that he died at Leigblin. 
His body was conve3'ed to Kilkenny, as he had ordered by his 
will, and interred there in a monastery of his own order. Soon 
after he was raised to the bishopric, the ancient priory of St. 
Stephen, at Old Leigblin, was dissolved, by authority of pope 
Eugene IV., at the desire of Nicholas Cloal, dean of Leighlin, 
and the lands of it annexed to the deanery. Bishop Fleming go- 
verned this see till the year I458.t 

In 1 449, Richard, duke of York, was appointed lord lieutenant 
of Ireland, and in 1 450, he held a parliament at Dublin. The 
bishop of Leighlin was fined for not attending it. 

A.D. 1458. Milo Roch, or de Rupe, descended of a noble 
family, obtained the rank of bishop of the diocese of Leighlin, by 
a provision from the pope. We learn, that this prelate was more 
attached to the study of music and poetry than accorded vidth his 
station. Many contests arose between him and the clergy of his 
diocese ; in which, however, the latter triumphed. 

Henry VI. Was deposed in 1460. 



CHAP. XIV. 
Reign of Edward IV. A.D. 1460, to A.D. 1483. 

Edward IV. was proclaimed king on the 4th of March, 1460. 

A parliament was held at Trim in 1465. Among the statutes 
there enacted are the following : That English, and Irish speaking 
English, and living with the English, shall be provided with an 
English bow and arrows, on pain of two pence. That the Irish 
within the pale shall wear the English habit, take English names, 
and swear eillegiance, on pain of forfeiture of goods. That there 
be a constable and butts in every town. 

Ireland was much neglected by king Edward IV. He died on 
the 9th April, 1483.

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CHAP. XV. 

Reigns ofEdw. V. and Richard III. A.D. 1483, to A.D. 14S5, 

Edward V. succeeded his father, the late king, but being'of tender 
years, he was conveyed to prison, and there, it is stated, murdered 
b-y the orders of his uncle, Richard III., who seized upon the crown. 
Richard was killed at the great battler of Bosworth on the 22nd of 
August, 1485. , 

During the, three lajt reigns the portion of interest attached to 
the general history of Ireland is but small. It will not, therefore, 
1)6 surprising, thstt as regards Our county, we should be deficient in 
memorials of any partiimlar value. 



CHAP. XVI. 



Reign of Henry FlI. A.D. 1485, to A.D. 1509.' 

Henry VII., of the house of Lancaster, obtained the crown by 
the victory of Bosworth. 

Milo Roch, bishop of Leighlin, died in 1 489, and was buried 
in his own cathedral, before the image of St. Laserian.* 

In 1490, Nicholas Maguire was advanced to the government of 
this see. He was born in Idrone, (a barony in the county of Car- 
low), but was educated at the university of Oxford. On his re- 
turn to Ireland he was made prebendery of Hillard, or Ullard, in 
the diocese of Leighlin, and stood in high esteem for his learning, 
.(then rather a rare attribute), as well as for his assiduity in preaching. 
He was advanced to the see by a papal provision on the 30th of 
April, 1490, being at the time not thirty-one years of age. He 
commenced many literary works, but death prevented the completion 
of any of them, except his " Chronicle." Dowling acknowledges 
the great information he received from this work in the compilation 
of his annals. Bishop Maguire drew up a minute account of the 
several divisions effected of the territories inherited in Ireland by 
the five co-heiresses of WilHata, earl Marshal. f 

A.D. 1494. The celebrated Sir Edward Poynings, knig-ht of 
the Garter, was appointed lord deputy. 

The earl of Kildare was at this time suspected of treasonable 
designs ; but on investigation before the king he was acquitted.^ 

However, his brother James seized on the castle of Carlow. 
The lord deputy, resolving to repossess so strong a position, 
marched immediately against the earl's brother. After a sie^e of

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ten days, the castle- was surrendered to him.* And yet, Dennis 
Taaffe, who published,. what he calls, an Impartial History of 
Ireland, states of Sir Edward Poynings : " Heflrst marched 
against O'Hanlon, where he was disappointed of his expected 
glory. His next essay was in the county of Carlow, where he 
fared no better." But this strange disregard of truth is not very 
surprising in^ a work, which can only be designated an iU-writtfeii, 
intemperate, frantic tissue of invective and' declamation ; a pro' 
duction, calculated to work-pure unmitigated mischief among the 
unthinking and ignorant. 

In the same year (1494) Sir Edward Poynings called a par- 
liament, which passed the law called Poyniiigst Act, regulating 
the mode in which new laws should be introduced. Other en- 
actments were passed to the following purport : that the statuties 
of Kilkenny be confirmed and executed, excepting those about the 
Irish language, and riding on saddles: that no man take money, 
or horse money, by colour of gift, reward, or otherwise by reason 
of any menace ; and, if he do, the giver is to forfeit one hundred 
shillings, unless he complain seasonably, and the receiver is to 
sulFer the punishment appointed for the takers of coin and livery : 
that the soldier shall pay three halfpence a meal, and his man a 
penny, and a penny for six field-sheaves of oats, and litter ac- 
cordingly ; and whoever refuses to quarter soldiers at this rate, 
forfeits twelve pence each time, unless he be a man of twenty 
marcs estate per annum, and excepting cities and corporate towns. 
There was also an act passed in favour of the knights of St. John 
of Jerusalem, (who had an establishment at Killarge or Killergy, 
and probably now Killerig, in our county),'enabling them to resume 
all their possessions alienated by prior Keating,' or his predecessor, 
Thomas Talbot ; to effect the restoration of their jewels and relics, 
which they had pawned ; and to depose the preceptors placed by 
them in the commanderies ; with an additional clause, that ^one 
but Englishmen should hold the office of prior in future.^ 

A.D. 1499. A parliament this year enacted, that the nobility 
should ride on saddles according to the English custom.^ 

Henry VII. died on the 22nd of April, 1509. 



CHAP. XVII. 
Rexgn of Henry VIII. A.D. 1509, to A.D. 1547. 

Henry the eighth succeeded his father, at the age of eighteen 
years. 

Nicholas Magnire, bishop of Leighlin, died in 1512^ His life 
was written by Thomas Brown, a secular priest, who was his chap- 
lain. He himself wrote the life of his predecessor, Milo Roch.§

was .promoted 'to the bisiic^c by pop« Julii» II'., at the instance 
of Christopher Bambridge, cardinal arcbbisbe^ of York, and then 
resident ambassadbrat Rome from king Henry. VIII. He assisted 
at the Lateran council in the years Idldand 1516; his viear general, 
Charles Kavanagh, abbot of Duisk, governing the diocese in his 
absence. It seems, that Halsay never saw his diocese ; having 
died in England in the year 1521. On the 3rd of February in 
that year-Hazard, pri«* of Christ-ehurch, as eustos spiritualium 
of the see of Oublin, granted to ComeliHS> dean, and Charles de 
Wyche, 'chancellor of Leighlin, the spiritual jurisdiction of that 
diocese during the vacancy. He was Iwiried in the church of the 
SavOy hospitaJ, where the following inscription was to be seen 
on , his monument : Hie jacet Thomas Halsay, Leghlinensis 
Episcopus, in Basilicd S. Petri Roma, Nationis Anglican* 
ptenitentiamis, suntmee -jirobitatts vir ; qui hoc solium, post se 
reliquit, vixit, dum vixit bene. " Here lietb Thomas Halsay, 
bishop of Leighlin,-penitentiary* to the English natiota at St. Peter's 
in Rome, a man of great probity, who left only this character be- 
hind him : he lived, while he lived, well." Under the same tomb 
lies the body of Gavin Douglas, bishop of Dunkeld, in Scotland^ 
who died of the plague in 1521 . 

Maurice Doran, or O'Deoran, was the next bishof) of Leighlin ; 
Le succeeded in -1523. He was either a Franciscan or Dominican 
friar, was born in Leix, in the Queen's county, and was distin- 
guished by the probity of his principles and the power of his elo- 
quence as a preacher. His answer to those who advised him to 
replace the expenses of his election, by the imposition of double 
subsidies on his clergy, is worth recording : Se velle suos, dum 
londeantur, non deglubi — that he would have his flock shorn, not 
flayed. He governed this see but one year and eight months ; at 
the -end of which time (in 1525) he was barbarously murdered by 
his archdeacon, Maurice Kavanagh, on the high road, near Glen- 
Reynold. The bishop had reproved Kavanagh for insolent obsti- 
nacy and other misconduct, and threatened him with further cor- 
rection ; on which the resentment of the latter led to the bloody 
deed. The murderer was afterwards apprehended, and, by com- 
mand of the lord deputy, Gerald Fitz- Gerald, earl of Kildare, 
was hanged on a gallows erected at the spot where he had com- 
mitted the atrocious act. His bowels were afterwards taken out 
And burned.f 

• There is a difference between a penitentiary and a confessor. The latter 
is every parisli priest wlio hears ordinary confessions ; but a penitentiary was 
originally an oflieer appointed by the bishop to go through the towns and 
villages of his diocese in Lent, and to absolve the weak, impotent, and poor 
from such cases as were reserved only to his own absolution. The council 
of Trent, sess. 14, ch. 1, eess. 34, ch. 8, appoints a penitentiary in ca- 
thedral chwrchcB, with power to absolve in cases reserved to the bishop. — 
Wart, t Harris's Ware. 
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Matliew Sandprs follows in the list of bishops of this see. He 
'was boru near Drogheda, and was consecrated bishop of Leighlin, 
in 1527, in consequence of a provision of Pope Clement VIL, 
dated 11th April in that year. Herebuiittheclroir of the cathedral 
of St. Laserian, and erected and glazed the south window, 

A.D. 1624. The patent of Gerald, earl of Kildare, at this time 
lord deputy, declares, that he shall support the goyernment of 
Ireland with the revalue of the country.; that he ^aU sot take 
coin and livery, except at hostings ; that his soldiers ^all be con* 
tent wJtJi flesh, bread, and ale on flesh days, of two pence in lieu 
«f it, and fish or butter on fi^ days, or two pence in lieu of it; 
the foot soldiers shall be content with three haJf-pence per diem in 
lieu of said allowance : boys shall be content with what- they eau 
^et, or a penny instead, and each trooper shall take but twelve 
sheaves of oafe per night, or tw» pence in lieu fliereof.* 

About the year 1532, John AIImi, formerly clerk of the council, 
and then master ©f the rolls, was sent on amission to the king by 
the government in Ireland. H« had instrtictions ip acquaint tl^ 
kipg with the weak state of the settlers, the limited dominion o^ the 
king, and the chief causes of the unhappy circumstances of the 
British interest. We shall give his representation, at it embraces 
an account of the condition of our district at the time. He states to 
bjs majeiSy, that, neither the English order, tongue, or habit, nor 
the king's law, are used or observed beyond a distance of twenty 
miles from the capital. The causes of this stale of things were, 
he said, as follows : the extorting of coin and livery, and^accepting 
of cuddiesf for remission of the punishment due to murder, assaults, 
wad felonies : &e want of English inhabitaQts, such as those who 
formerly had arms and sOTvants to defend the country : the expulsioa 
of the Ekglidb tenants, and, of late, taking the Irish instead, 
who can Jive without bread or good victuals ; but who will agree 
to pay a highK- rent, and become vassals, which the English cannot 
bear : the overgrown jurisdiction of the nobility ;, the Hack rent 
extorted by the, Irish; These were the grievances submitted by 
the master of the i;»lls, and it is a remarkable feet, that some of 
Ihem remain grievances at the present day. 

Baron Finglas, who wrote in this reign, has some observations 
and s)^ge«£ions on the state of the country, to which we &hall 
give a place here, as they contaia matter pertinent to our subject. 

" The four saints, that is to say, St. Patrick, St. Colomb, St. 
Braghane, and St. Moling.^ which many hundred years agone 
made prophecy, that Englishmen should have conquered Ireland ; 
and said, that the said Englishmen should keep their own laws, 
and as soon as they should leave, and fall to Irish order, then they 
should decay ; the experience whereof is proved trua 

" First, our sovereign lord the king should extend his gracious

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power, for the reformation of Leinster, whict is the key arid high- 
way for reformation of the remanent ; and it is situated in an angle 
betwixt Waterford and Dublin, wherein no mere Irishmen dwell, but 
the Kavanaghs, of whom MacMorrough is -captain, which cannot 
make horsemen pass two hundred, and the Byrnes and Tooles, 
which cannot make one hundred horsemen, ^besides the Irish in- 
habitants of their country, which be but naked men, as Kerne, 
which were not in this hundred years more feeble to be conquered, 
than they are now. ^ 

" To alleviate the king his charges to the reformation of Leinster, 
there be divers abbeys adjoining to these Irishmen, which do give 
ipore aid and supportation to these Irishmen, than to the king or 
Kis subjects, part against their willsj — which may be suppressed 
and given by our sovereign lord the king to young lords, knights, 
and gentlemen out of England, which shall dwell upon the same, 
besides other divers manors, piles, and castles upon the borders, 
as hereafter following. First the king's grace to give to one good 
English captain the abbey of 

" To another the castle of Leighlin, with the lands adjoining. 

To another the castle of Catherlogh, with a barony adjoining. 

To another the manors of Rathville and Clonemore,* with a 
barony to the same." 

.The baron continues his suggestions for the amelioration of the 
country, in the following terms : 

" The shire of Uriell (Louth) to cess forty Kerne, the counties of 
Kildarc and Catherlogh six score Kerne, and their captains to be 
elected, and every captain to have their little guidon.f 

" That no Englishman of the land wear overslip Irish coat and 
hood on pain of an hundred shillings ioties quodes. 

" Whensoever the deputy with his guard or other retinue come 
within any of the four shires,J then the livered in the country and 
in the borough towns by the king's harbinger shall be paid for every 
yeoman, horse and Kerne's meal, two pence, and for every boy a 
penny a meal, and for every six sheaves of oats a penny, every 
peck of oats six pence, a gallon two pence ; and that they shall 
have such meat and drink as the husbandman hath, on whom he is 
livered, and ^ to take one manner of flesh sodden without waste, 
neither to driv« him to buy none, or other victuals; and that they 
pJay no riot or evil order on pain of their lives. 

" That every husbandman having a plough within the English 
pale, shall set by the year twelve ashes in the ditches and closes 
of his farm, on pain of two shillings. 

" That no man having a plough of his own buy any corn upon 
pain of forfeit twelve pence against every peck that he so buy, until 
his own corn be all spent. ^ 

• The baron makes no mention of a castle at Clonmore. He introduces 
those of Carlow and Leighlin, and we may fairly infer, that did one exist at 
Clonmore, he would have introduced it. The Rathvilte above, is the present 
Ralhvilly. t Ensign or standard J Dublin, Kiidire, Carlow and Louti. 
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" That no Irish minstrels, rhymerSj shannaghs, or bards, be 
messengers to derive any goods of any man dwelling within the 
English pale, upon pain of forfeiture of all their goods, and their 
bodies to be imprisoned at the king's will. 

" That no merchant buy no corn ift sheaf upon pain of forfeiture 
of the same. 

" That no merchant's wife use any tavern of ale upon pain of 
twenty shillings, ioties gudties, as often as any of them do the 
contrary ; but let them be occupied in making of woollen cloth and 
linen. 

" That no ale be sold above two pence the gallon, upon pain of 
eight pence, toties guoties. 

" That all borough tovms have good lodging to lodge the king's 
subjects therein ; and that the king's officers of the same town see 
that the people be well lodged, and that they shall have victuals 
plentiful for their money, and good cheap, and that they shall have 
six sheaves of oats for a penny, and a peck of oats for six pence. 

" That the borough towns he made sure and fast, and the customs 
yearly be well bestowed upon the waUs and ditches of the said 
towns on their proper costs, six days in the month of March every 
year from henceforward, to repair and make fast their walls and 
ditches. 

" That there be but one maker of aquavitx (or whiskey) in every 
borough town, upon pain oC six shillings and eight pence, toties 
guoties, as many as do the contrary." 

These suggestions of the baron.throw considerable light on the 
state and circumstances of our district, and of the countiy in gene- 
ral, in the reign of Henry VIII, 

In 1534, Lord Thomas Fitz-Gerald and others rose in rebellion. 
He had at one time in his possession six of the chief castles in the 
kingdom, of which that of Carlow was one. He was finally made 
prisoner and beheaded, A.D. 1537. 

A parliament was held on the 1st of May, 1537, at which the 
important Act of Absentees was passed, by which Thomas Howard, 
.duke of Norfolk, and lord Berkeley, his co-partner, were deprived of 
the county of Carlow, which they inherited from Thomas de Brother- 
ton, to whom allusion has been already made. (8) We shall give 
an abstract of this document, which closely affected the county of 
Carlow. The act commences thus :* 

" For as much as it is notorious and manifest, that the king's 
land of Ireland heretofore being inhabited, and in due obedience 
and subjection to the king's most noble progenitors, kings of Eng- 
land, who in those days in the right of the crown of England, had 
great possessions, rents, and profits within the same land, hath 
principally grown into ruin, desolation, rebellion and decay, by 
occasion that great dominions, lands, and possessions, within the 
Eame>land, as well by the king's grants, as by course of inheritance, 
and otherwise descended to noblemen of the realm of England, and

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eEpecially the lands and dominions of the earldoms in Ulster and 
Leinster, who having the same both they and their heirs by process 
of time, demoring within the said realm of England, and not pro- 
viding for the good order and surety of the same their possessions 
there, in their absence and by their negligences suffered those of 
the wild Irishry, being mortal and natural enemiesto the kings of 
England, and English dominion, to enter and hold the same with- 
out resistance, the conquest and winning whereof in the beginning, 
not only cost the king's said noble progenitors charges inestimable, 
but also those to whoim the said land was given, then and many 
years isifter abiding within the said land, nobly and valiantly defended 
the same against all the king's said enemies, and also kept the 
same in such tranquillity and good order, as the kings of England 
had due subjection of the inhabitants there, the laws obeyed, and 
of their revenues and regality were duly answered, as is any other 
where within the realm of England, and after the gift or descent of 
the said lands, possessions, and dominions, to the persons aforesaid, 
they and their heirs absented themselves out of the said land of 
Ireland, demoring within the realm of England, not pondering nor 
regarding the preservation thereof, the towns, castles, and garrisons 
appertaining to them fell into ruin and decay, and the English in- 
habitants there in default of defence and justice, and by compulsion 
of those of the Irishry were exiled, whereby the said king's, pro- 
genitors lost as well their dominion and subjection there, as also all 
their revenues and profits, and the said enemies by readopting or 
attaining the Said lands, dominions, or possessions, were elevated 
into great dominion, power, strength, and puissance, for the sup- 
pressing of the' residue of the king's subjects of this land, which 
they daily ever since have attempted, whereby they from time to 
time usurped, and encroached upon the king's dominions, which 
hath been the principal cause of the miserable estate, wherein it is 
at this present time, and those lands and dominions by negligence, 
and in default of the very inheritors, after this manner lost, may be 
good example to the king's majesty now being, intending the re- 
formation of the said land, to foresee and prevent^ that the like shall 
not ensue hereafter, for when the noble prince Thomas Howard, 
duke of Norfolk, and the lord Berkeley, his coparcioner, claim and 
hold as their ancient inheritance, the seignories and lordships of 
Catherlagh, (here other persons and their possessions are named), 
every of the several lands and possessions within the said land, 
which both they and their antecessors and predecessors, in semblable 
wise, not regarding the defence nor good order of the same, divers 
times not only have suffered the king's enemies to encroach and 
enter into their dominions and possessions ; so as for the recovery' 
thereof, the king's highness that now is, his father and grand- 
lather, at divers and several seasons, have been put to inestimable 
charges, and the same so by them attainted, the said inheritors anii 
possessioners have entered again into the said lands and possessions, 
taking the profits thereof for a season, without provision making 
for any defence or keeping thereof in good order, but making leases 
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of divers their holds and manors, to the late earl of Kildare — 
(allusion is here made to Kildare's rebellion, and the expense at-, 
tendant on the recovery of the castle of Carlow, and other places 
from him) — and also considering that the persons aforesaid, having 
heretofore the same lands and possessions at their own disposition 
and order, perceived little profit thereby, and yet by their negligence 
and misorder thereof, and especially with the counties of Cather- 
lagh and Wexford, being places privileged by the king's said most 
noble progenitors, that the lords thereof may keep and hold all 
manor pleas with the same, by occasion and under pretence and 
colour whereof, the king's laws, writs, or other processes be not 
obeyed, neither any other law or justice there used or administered 
for the quieting and good order of the king's subjects, inhabitants 
within the same, was in default, as well thereof as of a governor 
to rule, order,' and guide them, the king's enemies have therein 
sewadge, all murders, robberies, thefts, treasons and other 
offences, remain there unpunished, the king's wards, reliefsj 
escheats, and all other his profits and revenues, being with- 
drawn, and the service, strength, and assistance of the said sub- 
jects is greatly minished, and for these and other divers hurts 
and enormities which been like to ensue to the common weal 
of the said land, to the prejudice of our sovereign lord the 
king and his heirs, by the misorder of the lands and possessions 
belonging to any of the persons aforesaid, and in respect of the 
inestimable charges which the king our sovereign lord hath sus- 
tained, and apparently hath occasion to sustain, for and about the 
conquest and recontinuance of the same out of his enemies' pos- 
sessions, by authority and reason wherof, albeit that his grace 
hath lawful and sufficient right to all the said seignories, lands, and 
possessions, and that if his grace would take of the inheritors and 
possessioners of the same, the arrearages of the two parts of the 
yearly profits thereof, by reason of their absence out of the said 
land, contrary to the statutes thereof provided, the same would coun- 
tervail the purchase thereof : yet for corroboration of the right and 
title of our said sovereign lord the king, and his - heirs which he 
hath to all the said lands, dominions and possessions ; be it enacted, 
established, and ordered by the king our sovereign lord, the lords 
spiritual and temporal, and commons, in this present parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, that the king, his 
heirs, and assigns, shall have, hold, and enjoy, as in the right of 
the crown of England, all honours, manors, castles, seigniories, 
hundreds, franchises, liberties, county palatines, jurisdictions, 
annuities, knight's fees, advowsons, patronages^ lands, tenements, 
woods, meadows, pastures, reversions, remainders, rents services, 
parsonages, vicarages, dismes, tithes, oblations, |>ensions, and all 
and singular other possessions, hereditaments, and all other profits as 
well spiritual as temporal whatsoever they be, which the said duke 
and his comparcioner — (and others named) — all such right, title, 
interest, use, possession, leases, rents, annuities, offices, and fees, 
as they have in or to the premiees or any parcel thereof, ni if thia 
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act had never been made." Then follows a proviso, preventing 
prejudice to particular persons named ; and a clause, enacting that 
obligation, &c., for the payment of rent out of the premises, be 
void. — Thus was the county of Carlow drawn from the possession 
of the duke of Norfolk. Great part of it was afterwards granted 
to the Ormonde family, as will hereafter more fully appear. 

It has frequently happened, that great events have arisen from 
very trifling causes. Of this,, the Act of Absentees is an instance. 
^Its origin is thus handed down to us. The king was about pro- 
moting Aylmer, chief justice of the common pleas, to the rank 

of lord chief justice of the king's bench, when the earl of Shrews- 
bury (at the request of his tenants in VVaterford or Wexford) op- 
posed the appointment, alleging, that Ayliner was a silly, frivolous 
fellow, and unfit for such an office. The king on hearing this, re- 
primanded lord Cromwell for recommending such a coxcomb tO 
him. Cromwell, in reply, begged of the king to speak to Aylmer, 
assuring his majesty, that he was misinformed. The king consented, 
and Aylmer having appeared, he asked him the cause of the decay 
of his dominions in Ireland. Aylmer answered, " that it was be- 
cause the estated men, who used to reside and defend their own 
estates and countenance their tenants, did now generally dwell in 
England, and left Ireland a prey to the natives : but that if his 
majesty would oblige the estated men to residence, or seize their 
estates to his own use, he would soon find a reformation." The 
king, pleased with this advice, thanked Aylmer, and assured him 
the matter should be attended to in the next parliament. 

At the same period the following laws were enacted : 1, That the 
clergy shall pay annates or fir^t fruits ; that is, a year's profit, and 
shall pay or compound before possession. 2, An act to suppress 
all tributes, pensions, and Irish exactions, claimed by the Irish 
from towns or persons, for protection. 3, An act for the suppres- 
sion of abbeys. 4, An act for destroying the weirs on the riyer 
Barrow, &c. 4, That no subject shall be shaved above his ears, 
or wear glibs,(9) or crommeals (moustaches), or linen died in saf- 
fron, or above seven yards of linen in their shifts ; and that no 
woman wear any kirtle, or coat tucked up, or embroidered, or 
garnished with silk, nor laid with usker after the Irish fashion ; 
and that no person wear mantles, coats, or hoods after the Irish 
fashion, (except women, horse-boys, cow-boys, and soldiers, at 
the rising out and hostings, all which may wear mantles) ; and 
that every body shall endeavour to learn the English language and 
conform to the English fashion, &c.* 

On the I2th of May, 1537, the lord deputy (Leonard, lord 
Gray) attacked the . Kavanaghs, and compelled MacMorrougfa, 
their chief, to submit and give hostages. 

At a parliament held on the 5th February, 1541, it was en- 
acted, that electors in counties must have a freehold worth clear 
forty shillings per annura, on pain of one hundred shillings ; that

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tiie elected in counties, cities, and towns must be resident ; and 
that the sheriff shall forfeit one hundred pounds if he make a 
return contrary to this act, and the party returned one hundred 
pounds more. 

A.D. 1542. The lord deputy and council established the 
following temporary regulations by proclamation, on the 12th July. 
That no horseman shall keep more garsons or boys than horses, on 
pain of twenty shillings. That there be no more exactions to 
maintain horse, foot, or kernes, or for the purpose of waging 
internal war ; and that coin and livery be no more taken, unless by 
the deputy's order at a general hosting ; that, nevertheless, the cap- 
tain of the county must have the usual contribution of the county, 
for his own defence, and that of the public. That noblemen shall 
have but twenty cubits or bandies of linen in their shirts ; horsemen, 
eighteen; footmen, sixteen; garsons, twelve; clowns, ten; and 
that none of their shirts shall be dyed with saffron, on pain of 
twenty shillings. No histrions, mummers, or players to be 
permitted at Christmas, or Eastei'. 

This year, the O'Birnes of Wicklow submitted to the lord 
deputy, and, covenanted to find one hundred and twenty gallow- 
glasses (JO) and their servants for three months, when the counties 
of Carlow and Kildare do so. 

The act passed in 1537 for the suppression of religious houses, 
did not remain a dead letter on the statute book." The government 
actively engaged in the work of carrying ifs provisions into effect. 
There seem to have been but three monastic establishments in our 
county at this period, viz., Killarge, Tullow, and Leighlin-bridge. 
It is now for us to notice the proceedings relative to them. 

Nicholas Plunket was the last commendator, or preceptor of 
Killarge. An inquisition taken on the Wednesday next after the 
feast of St. Brandan, 33rd king Henry VIII., finds him seized of 
a castle and three messuages in Frereton,* with two messuages, 
one hundred acres of arable land, and fifty-six of pasture and 
underwood in Courtown, annual value, besides reprises, five 
pounds sterling ; one hundred and sixy acres in the said town of 
Russelstown, and sixteen acres in TuUowphelim, annual value, 
besides reprises, four shillings ; also the following rectories ap- 
propriated to the said preceptor, Killarge, which extendeth into 
Killarge, Frereton, and Courtown of Killarge, Russelstovm, Bes- 
therestown, Curdinheth, and Ballyurayn, annual value, besides re- 
prises, eight pounds sterling ; Kylmakhill, which extendeth into 
Kylmakill, Carydagh, Castlecoyle, Grangewelt, Poleston, Bally- 
shordan, arid Ballynewaly, annual value, besides reprises, seven 

* There can be very little doubt, that this is the Freineston, at which the 
priest and congregation were bui-ned, as lately noticed ; and from the sub- 
sequent details, r am quite convinced, that it is the prci-ent Friarstown, and 
that Killarge (also called Killergy) is the present Killerig.

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pounds sterling ; also Powerston, in O'Ryan's country, annual 
value, besides reprises, twenty shillings. And another inquisition 
taken in Mardi, same year, finds, that the said comruendator was 
seized of fourteen acres of land in Miganne ; all the said lands 
and rectories lie and are situated in the county of Carlow. The 
estate of this establishment was granted to Sir Gerald Aylmer.* 

William was the last prior of the Carmelite monastery at Leigh- 
lin-bridge. By an inquisition taken on the Friday next after the 
feast of conception of the blessed Virgin, 34th king Henry VIII., 
the said William was found seized of a church and belfiy, dormi- 
tory, hall, two chamb^s and a kitchen, with a cemetery and a 
garden, containing one acre ; also twenty-four acres of pasture, 
and an eel-weir in Leighlin, annual value, besides reprises, two 
pounds, six shillings, and eight pence. — An inquisition, 3rd, 
Edward VI., finds, that the prior was also seized of four acres 
of arable land near Clowe's orchard, in this county, annual value, 
besides reprises, sixteen pence. This house seems to have been 
converted to military purposes. More of it presently, 

'An inquisition taken on the Friday next after the feast of the 
conception of the Virgin Mary, 34th, king Henry VIII., finds the 
possessions of the friary of TuUoW to be as follows, viz., a church 
and belfry, dormitory, hall, three chambers, a kitchen, &c., forty- 
four acres of arable land of the small measure in TuUowphelim, 
and sixty acres of arable in Mallardiston, all in this county, annual 
value, besides reprises, twenty-six shillings . and eight pence. 
The estate of this establishment was granted to Thomas earl of 
■Ormonde. t 

A.D. 1545. This year, Cahir or Charles MacArt Kavanagh 
of Polmonty, and Gerald MacCahir Cavanagh of Garrybill, had 
fierce contentions about their territory. A pitched battle elasued, 
when one hundred on each side were killed, but Cahir MacArt 
finally prevailed and secured possession of the disputed estate. 

We learn, that at the close of this reign, MacMorrough was 
granted compensation for his black rent in the shape of a pension 
irom the king.:^ 

King Henry VIII. died on the 28th January, 1547, in the 
thirty-eighth year of his reign and fifty-sixth of his age. 



CHAP. XVIII. 
Reign of Edward VI. A.D. 1547, to A.D. 1553. 

Edward VI. succeeded his fether ; having then attained but 
his tenth year. Edward fcieymour, the king's maternal uncie, 
(afterwards created duke of Somerset), was appointed protector. 

•Ware. Archdall, flbW. t Camden's Britannia, vol. iii. p. 481.. 
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Mathew Sanders, bishop of Leighlin, died on the 24th Decem- 
ber, 1549, and was buried in the cathedral under a marble monu- 
ment. He was reckoned a promoter of the reformation, both under 
Henry Vill. and Edward VI., although indebted for his advance- 
ment to the pope. 

Robert Travers succeeded. He was consecrated in 1550. 

In this reign Gerald, fileventh earl of Kildare, was empowered 
by several commissions to preserve the . peace, and govern the 
counties of Carlow, Kildare, Mid Dublin, in the lord deputy's 
absence.* 

Sir Edward Bellingham was appointed lord deputy by Edward 
VI. He appears to have been a man of much judgment, intelli- 
gence, and valour. He introduced several regulations fiH- the bet- 
ter management of military affairs in the kingdom, and^ in order 
to the more prompt execution of importsmt concerns, established 
stables of horses at various places, among th« cest at Leighlin- 
bridge. Having matters to transact with th« earl of Desmond, 
he sent a courier to that nobleman requiring his presence; l>ut the 
«arl did not attend. Bellingham, without communicating his route, 
ordered an escort and rode to Leighlin-bridge. He caused the 
supin'eased monastery there to be surrounded with a wall, and he 
erected a fort at the same place. He had in the monastery a 
stable of twenty or thirty horses. From Leiglilin-bridge he pro- 
ceeded to the south and took the earl of Desmond prisoner. The 
eminent merits of this distinguished chief governor, did not shield 
him from icalumny ; he was maligned by some members of the 
council, and, in consequence, received a recal. On investigation, 
his innocence became apparent, and it was intended to entrust the 
deputyship of Ireland again into his hands ; but death frustrated 
the -executiora of this design.f 

AJ). 1549. February the 2nd. Sir William Brabazon (an- 
cestor of the earls of Meath) was appointed lord deputy. He 
indefatigably pursued Charles MacArt Kavanagh, (alias MacMor- 
rough), again in rebellion, declared him traitor and killed many of 
his followers. He also burned his country, which obliged him to 
.make formal submission, to renounce the name of MacMorrough, 
and part with his usui:ped jurisHiction and territory. He received 
a general pardon by letters patent, dated 25th of May, 1552. The 
following noblemen were present, (4th November, 1550), when 
Charles MacArt made his submission : the earls of Desmond, 
Thomond, Clanrickarde, and Tyrone, lords Mounfgarr-ett, Dun- 
boyne, Cahir, and Ibracan.t 

A. D. 1551. Que of the Kavanaghs was this year executed 
at Cork. Itis not known for what. crime he suffered.! 

Edward VI. died on the 6th July, 1553.

CHAP. XIX. 



Reign of Queen Mary, A.D. 1553, to A.D. 1558. 

Mary, eldest sister of the deceased king, ascended the throne. 

In 1554, Travers, bishop of Leighlin was deprived of bis 
see by George Dowdal, archbishop of Armagh, William Walsh, 
bishop of Meath, and^homas Leverous, bishop of Kildare, be- 
cause he was a married man. The term of his life, or the place 
of his residence after deprivation, are not known ; but Sir James 
Ware believes, that he died in the reign of queen Mary. Thady 
Dowling, chancellor of Leighlin, gives him the character of a 
cruel, avaricious man, and an oppressor of his clergy. 

Thomas Field, or O'FiLel, a Franciscan friar, and a native of 
the county of Cork, was appointed in the place of bishop Travers 
by a papal provision. 

By an inquisition taken the first year of queen Mary, it was 
found that, the abbey of Abbington, county Limerick, (of which 
John O'Mul-Ryan was the last abbot), possessed the rectory of 
TuUowphelira, in the county of Carlow, annual value, besides 
reprises, four pounds sterling, Irish money.* 

On the 9th of February, 1555, Charles MacArt Kavanagh 
was created baron of Ealian for life. After his death, his brother 
Dermot had the same title. - It is worthy of note, that Charles 
MacArt was also nominated captain of his sept or nation ; thus 
giving him all the ancient jurisdiction of a chieftain, after he became 
lord of parliament. 

The honours bestowed on the chief did not, however, ensure 
the loyalty of the clan. In May, the Kavanaghs, and others, 
invaded the northern part of the county of Dublin ; but the citi- 
zens of the metropolis, after great slaughter of the rebels, drove 
one hundred and forty of them to Powerscourt cattle, which they 
made an attempt to defend. On the appearance, however, of 
Sir George Stanley, with a military force, they surrendered at 
discretion, when seventy-five of them were hanged in Dublia, 
and the remainder pardoned, t ~ 

On the 19th June, 1557, a parliament enacted, that nobody 
shall make aquavita; (whiskey) without licence under the great 
seal, excepting noblemen, gentlemen, and freemen of towns that 
send members to parliament. This was designed to spare corn, 
end prevent dearth. t 

Queen Mary died on the I7th November, 1558.

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CHAP. XX. 
Reign of Queen Elizabeth, AD. 1558, to A.D. 1603. 

Elizabeth, only surviving- cliild of Henry VHI., succeeded her 
sister, in the twenty-fifth year of her age. 

By an inquisition taken at Carlow, in the month of March, and 
fifth year of the present reign, it was found, that Gerald, earl of 
Kildare, father of Gerald then ear), was seized of several messuages, 
lands, and hereditaments, viz., town and lands of Dromeroo, 
Powerstown, Gurtyne, and Garrane, vulgarly called the land of 
Theobald Butler ; Mirtellestown, &c. All these premiies reverted 
Iff the hands of Henry VIII. 

A.D. 1565. Sir Henry Sydney, K.G., appointed lord deputy. 
The state of the country is represented as most deplorable at this 
time. The people reduced to the greatest poverty, the soldiery 
licentious and unpaid; the Kavanaghs, Birnes, and others, domi- 
neering and devastating at will. In short, it appears, that at this 
time neither life nor property of the well-disposed subject was 
secure.* 

.^t this period, Gerald, eleventh earl of Kildare, was joined in 
commission with the earl of Ormonde, Field, bishop of Leighlin, 
and others, for the reformation of religion. 

Thomas Field, bishop of Leighlin, died the Friday before Palm- 
Sunday, 1567 ; having governed this see twelve years. — He was 
buried in the same tomb with his predecessor Sanders.f 

Daniel or Donald Kavanagh was advanced to the see in the 
year of the decease of bishop Field. The letters patent by which 
he was appointed bore date the 7th May, and ninth year of the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth. He was consecrated at St. Patrick's, 
cathedral, by Hugh Curwin, ai'chbishop of Dublin. He made 
long leases of many parts of his diocese, reserving only small rents 
to his successors ; and died on the 4th April, 1587. On the 6th 
June following the death of this prelate, the queen granted the see 
of Leighlin in commendam, during the vacancy, to Peter Corse, 
archdeacon of Leighlin. 

The diocese remained vacant for two years after the death of 
bishop Kavanagh, being reduced by him so much in income as to 
be no longer an object worthy of acquisition. At length, in April, 
1589, Richard Meredyth, a native of Wales, and master of arts 
in the university of Oxford, was appointed to the see of Leighlin. 
He was at the time dean of St. Patrick's, and rector of Loughrea, 
in the diocese of Clonfert. The queen's letters patent for his pro- 
motion, and for holding the deanery of St. Patrick's in commen- 
dam, bear date the 30th April, and thirtyfirst year of her reign ; 
the poverty of the see being the cause of annexing the deanery to 
it. He was chaplain to Sir John Perot, lord deputy of Ireland ;

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on whose account he suflFered greatly. In 1589, the year of his 
advancement, he was committed prisoner to the tower of London, 
and fined about the same time 2000/. in the star chamber ; but the 
particulars of hie offence are not known. In 1592, he assigned 
to the queen three hundred marcs* per annum out of the issues of 
his deanery, for ten years, in commutation of the fine. He re- 
paired the episcopal house of Leighlin ; and died in Dublin, on the 
3rd of August, 1597; where he was buried on the north side of 
St. PatricVs church, under a marble monument, near the steeple. 
Tias monument being dedliyed by time, three of his descendants, 
viz., Richard Meredyth of Shrowland, in the county of Kildare, 
Esq. ; Charles Meredyth, dean of Ardfert, and Arthur Francis 
Meredyth, of DoUardstown, in the county of Meath, in the year 
1734, erected a new monument to his memory, at their joint ex- 
pense. (11) 

Another vacancy of nearly three years occurred on the death of 
the preceding bishop. In the year 1600, Robert Grave, dean of 
Cork, was advanced to the bishoprics of Ijeighlin and Ferns, the 
latter being at that time unfilled. Bishop Grav« was, in the year of 
his elevation, shipwrecked in the harbour of Dublin. From this 
period, the sees of Leighlin and Ferns have been always conferred 
on the same person. A step'suggested, no doubt, by the detriment 
lately done to the revenues of the former diocese. 

Nicholas Stafford, chancellor of Ferns, succeeded Grave in 
both bishoprics, by letters patent, dated the 19th July, in the 
forty-third year Of the reign of Queen Elizabeth. He was con- 
secrated on the 18th of March, 1600, and the -same 'day 'restored 
to the temporalities. 

A.D. 1567. This year. Sir Peter Carew, of Mohonesotreie, in 
the county of Devon, knight, descended of a noble family, laid 
claim -to large estates in Ireland. The ancestors etfthis personage 
had been -barons of Carew in England; marquises of Cork, 
barons of (Tdrone, and lords of Maston Twete,'and of other seig- 
niories in Ireland. Having ascei'tained the strength and justice of 
his title to 'the ■property as above stated, he acquainted the queen 
and council with his claim, and prayed that he might have their 
permission to follow and recover the same. His request was 
granted, 'together with letters from her majesty and tiie council to 
the authorities in Ireland, desiring them to aid and assist hihn, by 
access to'the irecords'in Dublin 'caStle, and every otiier meanswithin 
their "power. Sir Peter 'Carew then repaired to Ireland, -and -after 
satisfactory search, exhibited a statement of his claini, '(before the 
lord deputy and council,) to the barony of Idttme, then in the 
pbsgession df five of the Kavanaghs, who pretended a right to it, 
derived from their ancestors both before and since the conquest. 
The case was'faliy examined by lord w^anBellor Weston, the three 
chirf judges, -and several others of the council, when a decree

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passed in favour of Sir Peter Carew ; not merely upon evidence of 
the inquisition taken 18th Richard II. (already noticed), but upon 
several other records, by which it was fully manifest, that the 
Carews answered in the court of exchequer for the rents and royal 
services due for the said barony, till they were dispossessed in time 
of common rebellion by the MacMorroughs alias Kavanaghs, who 
pretended a title to it by descent from Dermot MacMorrough, last 
king of Leinster ; of which title they oiFered no proof. The de- 
cree, indeed, observes, that such pretended title could not be true ; 
inasmuch as Dermot had but one daughter and heir, who was 
married to Strongbow, of whom the said Kavanaghs were not de- 
scendants.* 

A.D. 1568. This year. Sir Edmund Butler, seneschal to his 
brother, the earl of Ormonde, joined the earl of Desmond and 
others in rebellion. He was urged to this course by the appoint- 
ment of a commission to make inquiry concerning several illegal 
acts charged against him, and partly from attachment to the Irish, 
an^ to the Roman Catholic cause. The lord deputy proclaimed 
him and his confederates, traitors, and transmitted orders to Sir 
Peter Carew, kut.,(then resident at his castle of Leighlin-bridge, 
of which he was governor), to march against the rebels. Sir 
Peter promptly obeyed, and iirst assaulted the castle of Clogh-r 
grenan, in our county, (belonging at that time to Sir Edmund 
Butler), which he speedily seized, and distributed the booty, there 
found, to his soldiers. He then marched to Kilkenny, attacked 
a body of two thousand rebels, killed four hundred of them, and 
thus concluded the war there. He was assisted in these proceed- 
ings by Captain Henry Davells, to whom we shall again have oc- 
casion to make allusion. 

The Kavanaghs resident on the boundaries of Sir Peter Carew's 
district were united with the Butlers in this rebellion ; but so com- 
pletely were they harassed by this able and active commander, 
that they were reduced to submit themselves at discretion to her 
majesty's mercy, and give hostages for their future peaceable 
conduct.f • 

In 1 569, Sir Edmund Butler of Cloghgrenan obtained pardon 
from the lord deputy, through the intercession of his brother, the 
earl of Ormonde. It appears, however, that considerable obstruc- 
tion was thrown in the way of this amnesty, by the choleric tem- 
per and violent demeanour of Sir Edmund himself. For, when 
brought before the lord deputy, (on the I6th October}, he cast 
many reflections on that personage, charging him with partiality, 
with refusing justice, and, in short, attributing the late rebellion to 
his misgovernment. As might be expected, this language led to 
his committal as a prisoner in the castle of Dublin ; firom which, 
however, he shortly afterwards effected bis escape, by means of 
a small rope, which unfortunately broke when he was three yards 
from the ground. So much disabled was Sir Edmund by the fall,

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that he could proceed but a short distance, and was obliged to re-' 
main all the ensuing night immersed to his chin in water, in order 
to elude his pursuers.* In about three month s afterwards, theearl 
of Ormonde again brought him, and the rest of his brothers, 
before the lord deputy and council at Dublin, when they, were all 
pardoned after a brief confinement. This clemency was owing to 
the favourable feeling entertained towards the earl by the govern- 
ment, and perhaps in some degree to the partiality of the queen, 
who by her motherwas related to the Butlerfamily, and frequently 
boasted of the loyalty of that noble house. 

A.'D. 1571. Sir Willi^n Fitz- William "was appointed lord de- 
puty this year. He framed many salutary regulations for the 
government of the country ; which not being relished by the Irish, 
they again " began," as Hooker says, "to play their pagents." 
And first in this insurrectionary movement, was Bryan MacCahir 
Kavanagh, of Knocking, in the county of Carlow, who, having, 
as he stated, suffered certain injuries- from Robert Browne, of 
Malkenram, immediately commenced a series of tyrannical acts, 
outrages, and devastations in the country ; among the rest, several 
towns were burned by him. Robert Browne, it seems, lost his 
life. The gentlemen of the county of Wexford, being grieved 
at the death of Browne, and Sir Nicholas Devereux, knight, his 
uncle, feeling particularly indignant at" this circumstance, they all 
rose in arms against the Kavanaghs, and collected as great a force 
as lay within their power. The same was done by Bryan Mae 
Cahir, and thus the country was reduced to a state of ferment and 
insecurity, to which no issue appeared but a pitched battle. An 
engagementi in effect, soon afterwards occurred ; when Bryan 
MacCahir, with fewer numbers, contrived, by superior skill and 
generalship, to overthrow his opponents. Thirty county of Wex- 
ford gentlemen of rank were, on this occasion, killed. An English- 
man of rank, afterwards seneschal of Wexford, narrowly escaped 
by mounting a horse behind another man. The Wexford gentry 
made some subsequent efforts at retaliation, but, by degrees the 
difference died away. 

About two years afterwards, Bryan MacCahir made humble 
suit to the lord deputy for pardon, submitted himself fully, and 
confessed in writing the disorders he had caused, and the outrages 
he had committed : adding, however, that the quarrel was not caused 
or commenced by him. Pardon was granted to him by the govern- 
ment; and his subsequent peaceable and proper conduct fully 
manifested that it was not improperly bestowed. Bryan MacCahir 
was son of Charles, the son of Arthur, which Arthur was by king 
Henry VIII. made a baron for the term of his life.f He was a man 
of great power in the counties of Carlow and Wexford. The 
said Bryan MacCahir was a younger son of Charles, but distin- 
guished for his superior judginent and bravery ; so much so, that 
although there were many able men in the sept of Karanagb,

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none of them could claim equality with hinl. He thus became a 
person of great power and influence in Leinster. He afterwards 
attached himself to Sir Peter Carew, proprietor of the barony of 
1 drone, with whom he never broke his promise, but to whom he was 
of much service, both in matters of counsel, and subsequent execu- 
tion in that part of the country. His friendship towards Sir Peter 
seems to have been ardent and sincere ; as we learn, that on his 
death Bryan pined away and died.* 

On the 27th November, 1575y Sir Peter Carew, knight, de- 
parted this life. From his close connection with our county, and 
residence in it, any particulars relating to him, or his proceedings, 
must be interesting and appropriate. Hooker, an agent of Sir 
Peter, writes as follows : " This foresaid Sir Peter was of stature 
mean, but very strongly and well compacted; of complexion 
choleric, from his childhood upwards bent and given to an honest 
disposition, and in his tender years, he served under and was page 
to the prince of Orange beyond the seas, and by that means had 
the greater delight and skill in martial affairs, wherein he had good 
knowledge, as did well appear in the manifold services he did 
under king Henry VHI., king Edward VJ., and queen Elizabeth, 
in sundry places beyond as also on this side the seas. He was in 
his younger years a great traveller, and had been at Constantinople 
in the Turk's court, at Vienna in the emperor's palace, at Venice, 
and in the French king's court, and in the houses of the most of 
all Christian princes ; in every of which places he left some tokens 
of his value. He was blessed of God with many singpular good 
gifts, as well of the inind as of the body, being virtuously dis- 
posed even from his very infancy, sincere in religion (and for which 
Le was partly an exiled man in the Marian days), dutiful to his 
prince, and faithful to his country, upright in justice, politic in 
government, and valiant in arms, skilful in the Italian and French 
tongues, and a great student in such books as these tongues did 
yield ; and by that means some knowledge joined with his preg- 
nancy of wit, he would discourse very substantially in any matter 
concerning policy or religion, peace or wars ; good to every man, 
hurtful to no man ; bountiful and liberal, abhorring covetousness 
and whoredom : a great housekeeper, and of great hospitality. 
And if any fault were in him, it was rather of too much spending, 
than in reasonable saving ; he would be soon warm, but v^ithout 
gall, and against his enemy most stout and valiant : finally such 
was his upright dealing, honest conversation, and zeal to the 
commonwealth, as no man was more honoured nor universally be- 
loved than was he. 

" Being put once in possession, (of Idrone), he dealt in such 
good order with them, (the Kavanaghs), and ' se honourably used 
himself, that they all voluntarily yielded up their lands, and sub- 
mitted themselves to his devotion ; and finding him to be a very 
rare man in many and sundry respects, as of the like they had not

. O 
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heard nor known, they much rejoiced of him, and counted them- 
selves happy and blest to be under bis government. At his first 
icoming, he resumed the whole barony into bis own hands, and 
thereof he gave some pieces in freehold, to such gentlemen as he 
thought good ; and for the residue every of them what be had 
before, he took it again under writing by lease. He divided the 
barony into certain manors and lordships, and in every one he did 
erect a court-baron, and there all matters in variance between them 
were ended and determined after the English manner, according to 
justice and truth. He would not suffer any wrong to be done unto 
them, neither would he bear with any of them doing wrong. 
Their complaints he would hear, and with indifference he would 
determine them : he dwelled among them, and kept a very liberal 
and bountiful house, and such hospitality as had not been before 
known among them ; and for which he was marvellously beloved, 
and his fame spread throughout that land. 

" He kept continually of his own private family, above or near one 
hundred persons inhouse,hehad always in readiness forty horsemen, 
frell appointed beside footmen, and commonly one hundred kerns, and 
all the country at commandment ; by which means he chased and pur- 
sued such 'as lay upon the frontiers of his country, that they if any 
bad offended, would com^ and submit themselves simply to his sway : 
and the residue willing to serve him at all needs. If any noble- 
man or others did paSs by his house, there he first stayed and was 
entertained according to Ms calling, for his cellar door was never 
shut, and his buttery always open, to all comers of any credit. 
If any garrison either came to assist and attend him, or passed 
through 'his, country, he gave them entertainment, and victualled 
them all at his own charges, and paid ready money both for it, and 
for all things taken of the country ; for without present payment 
he would have nothing : which was a rare thing and not heard of 
in that land. And as concerning her majesty's service, it was so 
honourstble for her highness, and so profitable to the country, and 
accomplished with such a disposition and good will, as all and 
.every the governors in his time thought themselves happy to be 
assisted with such a man. In matters of counsel he was very grave 
and considerate, in matters of policy very wise and circumspect, 
and in martial affairs very valiant and noble, and in aU of great 
knowledge and experience: in every of which (as occasion served) 
his service was ready and at commandment, so long as his abode 
was in that land. 

" The fame and report of this noble gentleman, for his wisdom, 
valiantness, experience, uprightness, housekeeping, bountifulness, 
liberality, and his just dealings with every man, were spread through- 
out that nation, and he favoured and beloved of all men." The 
holders of the lands in Munster, claimed by him, offered voluntarily 
to relinquish them into his hands, and become his tenants ; his agent 
had therefore prepared a house in Kinsale and another in Cork 
for his reception. When, Hooker continues, " the said Sir Peter 
did set the house of Leighlin to his kinsman and cousin Peter 
Carew, who afterwards was his heir and prepared his ship to

pHss himself with his household stuff to Cork. And being in 
readiness for the same, it pleased God to call him to another pas- 
sage; for falling sick at the town of Ross, he died, and was 
bnried, very honourably and in a warlike manner at Waterford, the 
15th December (1675) in the cathedral church, with all such en- 
signs of honour as to his degree appertained, there being then 
present. Sir Henry Sydney, lord deputy, and the council. And 
thus much concerning that worthy knight, Sir Peter Carew." 

It is worthy of note, that much contention had subsisted between 
the towns of Waterford and Ross regarding their respective boun- 
daries on the river Barrow. The people of Ross claimed privi- 
leges on that river, as a gift and grant of Hugh le Bigod, who 
married the eldest daughter of William, earl Marshal, and in her 
right was lord of Ross and of the river Barrow. Inquisitions 
were made on this matter in the reigns of Edward III. 8n4 
Richard II., and afterwards a verdict was found for Waterford by 
a swprn jury of six knights arid eighteen esquires. 

In the year 1577, Rory Oge O'Moore, a chieftain of4he 
Queen's county, rose in rebellion ; and together with other depre- 
dations, burned part of the town of Leighlin-bridge. He was not, 
however, to remain unopposed in his career at this place ; .for 
George Carew, relative of the late Sir Peter, and then constat 
ble of the fort and town, though having but the very slender force 
of seven horse, charged the rebels, who numbered twp bundred 
and forty. He, however, made this sally at night ; and such was 
the energy of the assailants and the surprise of the Irish, that 
some of them were killed, and the remainder fled"! But having 
discovered the extremely small force of Carew's party, they in 
turn became the assailants, and pursued his men to the gates of 
Leighlin-bridge castle. Some of them even penetrated within the 
walls, but by the undaunted and continued bravery of the garrj^o^ 
were expelled. Captain Carew had two men and one horse killed, 
and every man of his party was wounded. The rebels lost sixteen 
men, among whom was one of their leaders; which so completely 
discomfited them, that they retired, leaving one half of the town 
uninjured.* 

Rory Oge shortly after took Captain Harrington and Alexander 
Coebie prisoners. The lord deputy immediately planned means 
for their deliverance, but before they were fully perfected, Robert 
Harpoole, constable of Carlow, resolved on making O'Moore 
prisoner. He had previously learned his haunts, and, accompa- 
nied by Captain Furse and fifty of his men, together with Lieute- 
nant Parker, he marched in the night to the spot where Rory l^y, 
and surrounded the house. O'Moore hearing the bustle created 
by the arrival of his pursuers, and suspecting the vcorst, resolved 
on despatching his captives, Harrington and Cosbie, and with that 
view made his way in the dark to vdiere they lay and stabbed

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Harrington several times, but did not wound him mortally. Har- 
poole had by this time broken open the door, where he captured all 
persons found within the house : but the chief object of their search 
O'Moore, contrived to escape. Labouring under vexation for the 
loss of his prisoners, and thirsting for revenge, Rory Oge repaired 
with some forces early on a subsequent morning, to Carlow, where 
he burned some haggards of com and houses, after which he re- 
tired. Constable Harpoole, on learning this audacious attack, 
forthwith pursued O'Moore with ten or twelve horses which he 
bad in readiness. He overtook the retreating Irish at a ford not 
far distant, and killed sixteen or seventeen of them ; their leaders 
having had a narrow escape. (12) This bold rebel was finally 
taken and executed in the following year. 

A.D. 1578. One Thomas Stukeley, an Englishman, was 
commissioned by the pope to invade the territories of queen Eliza- 
beth. His first essay was to be made in Ireland. He was created 
by his holiness, a knight, baron of Idrone and Ross, viscount of 
Morrough and Kinsellagh, earl of Carlow and Wexford, marquis 
of Leinster, and general of the mo^ holy father, Gregory VII. 
The career of this individual, of many spurious titles, was very 
brief and very inglorious. 

The Kavanaghs, O'Bims, and other septs in Leinster were 
now subjugated by the excellent chief governor. Sir Henry Sydney, 
and compelled to swear allegiance. 

Respecting the O'Rians, or O'Ryans, Hooker writes as follows : 
"I find it to be noted of the O'Rians, who are now (reign of 
queen Elizabeth) dwelling in the barony of Idrone, and had a 
seat there by gift of the Kavanaghs, but since resisting against 
them and denying to pay their accustomable cheverie, yielded 
themselves unto the' earl of Ormonde, paying unto him a certain 
black rent to be their defender against Hie said Kavanaghs ; but 
in right they are tenants to the barons of Idrone."* 

In 1579, Captain Henry Davells was murdered by the rebellious 
John of Desmond, the earl's brother. He served with Sir Peter 
Carew, as already noticed, and was also actively engaged under 
Sir Micholas Heme, knight, constable of Leighlin, and senes- 
chal of Wexford. In which posts he acquitted himself most 
creditably.f 

This year Sir William Drury, lord deputy, marched against 
the earl of Desmond, accompanied by Sir Nicholas Bagenal, 
knight marshal, and several other men of rank. At this time a 
force of six hundred men landed at Waterford, under the com- 
mand of Captains Peter and George Carew. The honour of 
knighthood was now conferred on the former by the lord deputy. J , 

In August, 1580, the lord deputy, (lord Gray, baron of Wilton, 
K.G.) entered the defiles of the county of Wicklow and attacked 
the O'Birnes and others at Glendalough. He sustained a com- 
plete defeat ; as might, indeed, be anticipated from the temerity of

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the undertaking ; the Irish having an immense advantage in point 
of situation and intimate knowledge of the country. Sir Peter 
Carew and Sir Henry Bagenal were chief commanders of the 
English. The former, unfortunately, was slain. "Sir Peter, 
says Hooker, " was very well armed, and with running in his 
armour, which he could not put off, he was half smothered and 
enforced to lie down : whom when the rebels had taken, they dis- 
anned him and the most part would have saved him, and made 
request for him, they thinking that more profit would grow among 
them by his life than benefit by his death. Notwithstanding, one 
villain most butcherly, as soon as he was disarmed, with his sword 
slaughtered and killed him ; who in time after was also killed. 
Before the entry into this service, James Wingfield being acquainted 
with this kind of bold and rash hardiness, and foreseeing the evil 
success which was feared would ensue, persuaded with his two 
nephews. Sir Peter and Captain George Carew, to stay and to 
forbear to adventure into the woods. But Sir Peter could notlisten 
thereunto, nor be persuaded ; but would needs go in. His brother 
would have done the like, but his uncle perforce kept him, saying; 
if I lose one, yet I will keep the other ; and so by that means he 
was by God's goodness saved and preserved." — Thus died Sir 
Peter Carew, proprietor of the barony of Idrone, when we pre- 
sume the estate descended to his brother. Captain George Carew. 

The Spaniards who invaded Ireland were defeated this year ; but 
at the same time James Eustace, viscount fialtinglass, together 
with the Kavanaghs, O'Birnes, and others, rose in open rebellion. 
Lord Baltinglass was shortly afterwards defeated, and obliged to 
leave the country. He died in Spain, 

In 1584, Sir John Perot, Knt., was lord deputy. At this 
period Marshal Bagenal was a member of the privy council. 

A.D. 1.587. The Kavanaghs, who had murdered Sir Dudley 
Bagenal (probably in revenge for an inroad made on their territories 
by Sir Nicholas Bagenal in the early part of this reign*), and one 
Heron (perhaps the constable of Leighlin lately mentioned), now 
came forward and alleging many plausible pretences for their in- 
surrectionary proceedings, formally submitted and cfaved pardon, 
which was granted to them.f 

The pope at this period, and, indeed, throughout the whole 
course of the reign of queen Elizabeth, intermeddled very much 
in the affairs of Ireland ; instigated by hatred of the " heretical" 
queen, encouraged by the blind attachment of the ignorant Irish to 
the Romish religion, and resting, no doubt, assured of the truth of 
ihe old adage : 

" He that will England win, muat with Ireland first begin."! 
Nor was he feebly seconded by the Irish chieftains, who maintained 
one continued series of turbulence and rebellion, with occasional 
feigned submission, during the latter part of the sixteenth century. 
About 1590, we learn, that Jthe Leinster Irish began to gather,

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great strength. Elonnell Spaniagh (or the Spaniard) of tke 
Kavanaghs, who resided at the castle of ClonmuUin in our county, 
and others, were not eflfectually subjugated when it might have 
l)een done with facility ; and, consequently, became most formidable 
from recruited strength and resources. In September, 1590, such 
was their prowess, and such their audacity, that they made prey of 
the entire country from the borders of Wexford to the gates of 
Dublin. Feagh Mac Hugh, chief of the O'Birnes, was joined 
with Kavanagh in the prosecution of this predatory warfare. They 
now demanded a restoration of their ancient titles of O and Mac, 
together with certain lands to which they asserted the right of 
ownership. The government had not strength sufl&cient to make 
any effectual effort towards checking their proceedings ; this task 
was reserved to the celebrated lord Mountjoy, who arrived as lord 
deputy a few yeiirs afterwards.* 

On the 15th of April, 1598, the unhappy earl of Essex was 
s.wom lord lieutenant. From a statement laid before him by the 
council, it appeared, that the county of Carlow was laid com- 
pletely waste, and that the Kavanaghs were in open rebellion. 
The queen's wardens, however, held possession of the castles of 
Carlow and Leighlin-bridge, and s;x castles belonging to the earl 
of Ormonde were garrisoned for her majesty .f The, force of the 
rebels (Kavanaghs, under Donnell Spaniagh, and others) in the 
counties of Carlow and Wexford, now numbered seven hundred 
and fifty foot and fifty horse.J 

Sir Charles Blount, lord Mountjoy, K.G., arrived in Ireland as 
lord lieutenant, on the 24th February, 1600. § At the time of his 
accession to this oifice, it was found that the horse of the Carlow 
and Wexford rebels hsd increased to one hundred. 

Sir Oliver Lambert now marched into Donnell Spaniagh'» 
country, where he took one thousand cows, five hundred garrans,|| 
and a great quantity of sheep. He besides killed twenty of Kava- 
nagh's followers who opposed iis entry, and many more who 
maintained a sort of irregular action during the day and part of the 
night. 

The lord deputy tpok Phelim Mac Hugh O'Bime's wife and son 
prisoners, and stationed a strong garrison on the east and west of 
his district. The former at Wicklow, the latter at Tullow. 

On the 33rd of April, 1601, lord Mountjoy celebrated St. 
George's day with great pomp and magnificence. He assumed 
Isingly state on Ijhis' occasion, and was waited on by the colonels 
and captains .of his army. Very probably, motives of policy partly 
led to this unusucd display ; for Donnell Spaniagh, PheUm Mac 
Hugh, an;! piherrehel phie|t^ins having previously subnjitted, were

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invited to be present at the feast on this occasion. They were en- 
tertained with muct kindness by the lord lieutenant, who assured 
them, that as he had l)een a stem opponent when they were in re- 
bellion, so now, when they had returned to their duty as good 
subjects, he would be their mediator to the queen. The former 
vigorous proceedings of Mountjoy, combined wifh his present 
conciliatory demeanour, and the splendour of his court, made a 
strong impression on the minds of the Irish chieftains, and tended 
much to produce their subsequent obedience.* 

A.D. 1601. The Kavanaghs afterwards raised twelve horse and 
thirty kernes for the service of her majesty ; all the Irish subjects 
being required to fiimish a supply in order to prosecute the war 
against O'Neill, earl of Tyrone. 

On the 3rd September, 1601, the lord lieutenant and council 
addressed a letter to the lords in England, in which they entered 
into an explanation of the causes which produced a yearly expendi- 
ture of more than six thousand pounds, sterling; it being -the sum 
allocated for extraordinaries in Ireland. They stated, that this 
sum was much too small for the transportation of victuals, carriage 
of munition, repairing of castles, houses, bridges, &c. ; in which 
last particulars, they had not been able to properly repair the castles 
and bridges of Carlow, Leighlin, and other places ; " being," 
they said, " of great consequence to curb the traitors, and assure 
the subjects, and the decay whereof would give the rebels free 
passage into many countries, besides our dishonour to neglect those 
places, which the wisdom of former times with great policy planted ; 
the great charge of repairing whereof appeared by the transmitted 
certificates of commissioners appointed to view those places. And 
for these reasons they besought her majesty's warrant, to leave 
this charge to their direction for a time, without any limitation, 
promising not to enlai-ge the same in any thing, which might be 
spared, without apparent prejudice to her service, and giving their 
opinion, that in this time of the new coin, these places might be 
repaired with small charge." 

Lord Mountjoy wrote from Kilkenny to Sir Robert Cecil, secre- 
tary of state. From_this letter, bearing date the 14th September, 
1601, the following is an extract: 

" Myself purpose to return presently to Carlow, whether 

I will draw as many of the forces as I can, to employ them in the 
mean time, and to be ready to answer such occasions as shall fall 
out in Munster, that being as things stand, the place best to give 
directions to all parts, and to assure the most dangerous." 

His lordship accordingly returned to Carlow, and made such a 
disposition of the troop? as he deemed expedient for the security 
of the surrounding districts. He then wrote to the lord president 
of Munster, Sir George Carew,f appointing to meet him at Kil-

Iij 1602, lord Mountjoy wrote to the lords in England as 
follows : 

" I undertook with an army no greater than a reasonable 

garrison, to make the war of Leinster in the depth of winter. And 
first I fell into the glens, the fastest country of Ireland, and till 
now of all the parts of Leinster only untouched, when I first 
spoiled all the country, ^nd made Donnell Spaniagh, whom be- 
fore I had ceceived to her majesty's mercy, to join with me therein, 
and after forced Phelim MacFeagh, and all the Tooles (the most 
pestilent infesters of the pale) to submission." 

Queen Elizabeth died on the 24th March, 1603; in the seven- 
tieth year of her age, and forty-fifth of her glorious reign. Some 
account of the manners and customs of the Irish at this period 
will be found in the appendix. (13) 



CHAP. XXL 
Reign of James I. A.D. 1603, to A.D. 1625. 

James VI. of Scotland succeeded to the crown on the death of 
Elizabeth. 
. Lord Moun^oy returned to England on the. 28th May, 1603 ; 
when honours and wealth were abundantly showered on him, in 
requital for his brilliant and important services. 

Much was done in this reign for ameliorating the condition of 
Ireland : the particular attention of government was justly directed 
to a clear arrangement of the rights of property. Sir John Davies 
gives us the following information as to the mode adopted in this case: 
" Since his majesty came to the croivn, two special commissions 
have been sent out of England, for the settling and quieting of all 
the possessions in Ireland; the one for accepting surrenders of the 
Irish and degenerate English, and for re-granting estates unto 
them, according to the course of the common law ; the other for 

Munster by queen Elizabeth, and for his faithful services against the rebels 
in Ireland, was by James I. created baron Carew of Clopton, and afterwards 
by king Charles I., earl of Totness in Devonshire, and made master of the 
ordnance in England. Mr. Camden mentions this nobleman with high 
respect, ' on account of his great love for antiquities, and for the light he gave 
him into some of the affairs of Ireland.' But we must acknowledge ourselves 
infinitely indebted to him for the preservation of these two treatises (in the 
Hibemica) and the memoirs out of which the accurate history called Pacata 
mbernia was composed," 
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strengthening of defective titles. In the execution of which com- 
missions, there hath ever been had a special care to settle and 
secure the under tenants ; to the end, there might be a repose and 
establishment of every subject's estate, lord and tenant, free-holder 
and farmer, throughout the kingdom. 

" Upon surrenders, this course hath been held from the begin- 
ning : when an Irish lord doth offer to surrender his country, his 
surrender is not immediately accepted, but a commission is first 
awarded, to inquire of three special points. First, of the quantity 
and limits of the land whereof he is the reputed owner. Next, 
how much he himself doth hold in demesne, and how much is pos- 
sessed by his tenants and followers. And thirdly, what customs, 
duties, and services, he doth yearly receive out of those lands. 
This inquisition being made and returned, the lands which are 
found to be the lord's proper possessions in demesne are drawn 
into a particular ; and his Irish duties, as coshering, sessings, rents 
of butter and oatmeal, and the like, are reasonably valued and re- 
duced into certain sums of money, to be paid yearly in lieu thereof. 
This being done, the surrender is accepted; and thereupon a grant 
passed, not of the whole country, as was used in former times, 
but of those lands only, which are found in' the lord's possession, 
and of those certain sums of money, as rents issuing out of the 
rest. But the lands which are found to be possessed by the tenants, 
are left unto them, respectively charged with their certain rents 
only, in lieu of all uncertain Irish exactions. — In like manner upon 
all grants, which have passed by virtue of the commission for de- 
fective titles, the commissioners have taken special caution, for 
preservation of the estates of all particular tenants."* 

The foregoing explanatory observations will throw much light 
on the proceedings relative to property and other matters in our 
count)', which we shall now introduce, and which will be found 
most interesting. This information Las been collected from the 
most authentic source, namely, the public records of the kingdom. 

By inquisition taken at Carlow, 1 0th September, 1607, it was 
found that Theobald, viscount Butlei-, of Tuliowphelin, was seized 
of several castles, lands, tenements, and hereditaments, in Carlow 
county, viz., Cloghgrenan, Garrymore, &c.f (The remainder 
will be found in grant, dated 20th December, 1607.)

In order to ascertain the best mode of improving the state of 
the country,, it was necessary to collect the opinions of intelligpnt 
persons by means of a parliament.

Some information relative to the creation of boroughs at this 
period may be collected from the following extract from a letter of 
lord deputy Chichester to Sir John Davies, bearing date at Dublin, 
14th Aug. 1613 : " In making of the borough towns, 1 find more 
and more difficulties and uncertainties ; some return that they are 
but tenants at will and pleasure to certain gentlemen, who have the 
fee-farm, or by lease for a few years, so as they are doubtftil to 
name themselves for burgesses without the landlord's, consent ; and 
the landlord is of the church of Rome, and will return none but 
recusants; of which kind of men we have no need,. and shallhave 
less use. Some other towns have few others to return than re- 
cusants, and others none but soldiers; so as my advice in that 
point is, that you bring direction and authority to make such towns 
boroughs only as we think fit and behoveful for the service ; and to 
omit such as are named, if they be like to be against us ; and to 
enable others by charter, if we can find them answerable to our 
expectation, albeit they be not in the list sent thither by the lord 
Carew, norretiimed as allowed there." 

Charter Granted by King James the First to the 
Inhabitants of Carlow. 

(Traaslaiion.J 

James the First, by the grace of God, of England, Scotland; 
France and, Ireland, King, . Defender of the • Faith, and soforth. 
To all to whom these presents shall come, greeting. Know ye,- 
that as well at the humble request of the inhabitants of the town 
of Carlow in the county of. Carlow in our Province of Leinster 
and Kingdom of Ireland, as also for the purpose of cultivating 
and planting those parts in our said kingdom which were depopulated' 
and. laid waste according to the form of our government • in our- 
kingdom. of England so happily established of our special . know- 
ledge and mere motion with the consent of our right well-beloved 
and. trusty counsellor, Arthur, lord Chichester of Belfast,- our 
deputy general of our said kingdom of Ireland, and also according 
to the tenor and eifect of certain letters under our royal signet and 
sign manual, dated at our palace at Hampton Court, the twenty- 
ninth day of September, in the tenth year of our reign of England, 
France, and Ireland, and of Scotland the forty-sixth, and now 
enrolled in the rolls of our chancery of our said kingdom of Ireland, 
do decree, declare, and ordain by these presents that the said town 
of Carlow, and all and singular, castles, messuages, tolls, mills, 
houses, edifices, structures, cortilages, gardens, wastes, soils, 
waters, rivulets, lands, tenements, and hereditaments whatsoever, 
with their appurtenances lying or being in or within the said town 
or village or precincts thereof for ever hereafter shall be one entire 
and free borough of Carlow, for ever shall be called and named and ^ 
all and singular the premises into one entire and free borough of ■ 
itself by the name of the borough of Carlow we do erect, constitute, 
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make, and ordain by these presents. And further, we will, ordain; 
and decree, by these presents, that within said borough of Carlow 
there be one body corporate and politique, consisting of one por- 
trieve, twelve free burgesses, and the commonalty, and that all the 
inhabitants within the said town and lands for ever hereafter shall 
be by virtue of these presents, one body corporate and politique in 
deed, fact, and name, by the name of portrieve, free burgesses, 
and commonalty 6f the borough of Carlow, one body corporate 
and politique in deed, fact, and name, really and fully for us, our 
heirs, and successors ; and that they by the name of the portrieve, 
free 'burgesses, and commonalty of the borough of Carlow shall be 
at air times hereafter persons fit and capable in law to have, ac- 
quire, receive, and possess lands, tenements, liberties, privileges, 
jurisdictions, franchises, and hereditaments whatsoever of what^ 
soever nature, kind, or species they may be, to them and their 
successors in fee and perpetuity : and also goods and chattels, and 
all other things of whatsoever kind, nature, or species they be : 
and also to give, grant, assign, and demise lands, tenements, and 
hereditaments ; goods and chattels, to do and execute all and 
singular other acts and things by,the name aforesaid. And that by 
the name of the portrieve, free burgesses, and commonalty of the 
borough of Carlow they may plead and be impleaded, answer and 
be answered,- defend and be defended, before us, our heirs and 
successors, and before any the justices and judges of us, our heirs, 
and successors, and others whomsoever, in all the courts of us, our 
heirs, and successors, and elsewhere, wheresoever, of and in all and 
all manner of actions, suits, pleas, quarrels, complaints and de- 
mands whatsoever against them or by them in any manner to be 
prosecuted or obtained : and that the said portrieve and free bur- 
gesses of the said borough and their successors, for ever may have 
lull power and authority to elect and return two discreet and proper 
men to serve and attend in every parliament in our said kingdom 
of Ireland hereafter to be held and that the men so elected, sent,' 
and returned, shall have full power and authority to consult and 
treat of those matters and things which to them and others shall be 
declared or expounded, and therefore freely to give their votes and 
suffrages and to do and execute all other things as fully as any 
other burgess of any other ancient borough in our said kingdom of 
Ireland or in our said kingdom of England in the parliament there 
have been used to do or execute. Wherefore, we vnll, and by 
these presents, for us, our heirs, and successors, we do give and- 
grant "to the said portrieve and free burgesses of the said borough 
and their successors, and also order and firmly for us, our heirs, 
and successors, command all the sheriffs, officers, ministers of us, 
our heirs, and successors whomsoever of our said county of Carlow 
for the time being to whom any of our writ or writs for the elec- 
tion of burgesses of parliament within our said county of Carlow 
at any time shall be directed, that every such sheriff, officer, or 
minister to whom any such writ or writs as aforesaid shall be di- 
rected, shall make his precept to the portrieve and free burgesses ■ 
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of t^e said borough' of Cadow for the time being for the election 
and return of such two burgesses according to th» form and effect 
of, such writ or writs : And these our letters patents or the itt-

part of them, for the time beii^g, we do give and grant full power 
,and authority to take the said oath, from every such free burgess 
to be newly elected, and so pften as the case shall happen. And 
;further flf our special grace, certain knowledge, and mere motipn, 
we will, and by these prqgents, for us, our heirs, and successors, 
DO GRANT to the said portrieve, free burgesses, and commonalty 
,of the said borough, and their successors, that they and their 
successors, for ever, can and may have hold one court in any 
convenient and open place within the said borough, to be held be- 
fore the portrieve of the said borough, for the time being, and in 
the said court to hold pleas on every Monday, from week to week, 
of all and singular actions of debt, covenant, trespass, detenue, 
contract and personal demands whatsoever, not exceeding the sum 
of five marks sterling, which shall arise or happen within the said 
borough, or the liberties thereof, and that said court be reputed and 
held a court of record for ever. We will also, and of our more 
abundant special grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, by 
these presents for us, our heirs, and successors do grant' to the 
said portrieve, free burgesses, and commonalty of the said bo- 
rough and their successors, for ever, , that they and their succes- 
sors, from time to time, as often as they shall think expedient, 
can and may meet and assemble themselves in any convenient 
- place vidthin the said borough and in their meetings there, make, 
decj^ee, ordain, and establish, such and the like acts, ordinances, 
and by-laws for the good rule and sound government of the said 
borough, and the inhabitants thereof, as to them or the major part 
of them shall think necessary ; and that they shall have power and 
authority by fines and pecuniary mulcts to punish, chastise, and 
jcorrect, any persons breaking through such acts, ordinances, and 
by-laws, provided said acts, ordinances, and by-laws, fines and 
mulcts be reasonable and not contrary or repugnant to the laws 
and statutes of our said kingdom of Ireland. And further, we 
vnll, and by these presents, for us, our heirs, and successors^ 
do grant to the said portrieve, fi-ee burgesses, and commonalty of 
the said borough, and their successors, for ever, that they may 
have a guild mercatory within the said borough, and one common 
seal, engraven with such form and device as to them shall seem 
fit, to serve for ever for the affairs of the said borough, and that 
thpy can and may, from time to time, as often as need shall re- 
quire, out of themselves elect, constitute, and ordain two Ser- 
jeants at mace, and the other inferior officers and ministers neces- 
sary for the better government of the said borough and the in- 
habitants thereof, and every person, so from time to time elected, 
constituted, and ordained^ we do make, constitute, and ordain to 
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be the serj^ant at mace and other officers and ministers of the said 
borough respectively, andto continue in their offices during their 
good behaviour, or at the will and pleasure of the portrieve,. free 
burgesses, and commonalty of the SEud borough ; and that every 
such Serjeant, officer, and minister before he be permitted to ex- 
ercise his office, shall take before the portrieve of the said borough, 
for the time being, his corporal oath well and truly to exerqise his 
office. And further of our special grace, certain knowledge, and 
mere motion, we will, and by these present for us, our heirs, and 
successors, do give and grant to the said portrieve, free burgesses, 
and commonalty of the said borough, for ever, that the portrieve 
of the said borough for the time being, for ever, shall be the clerk 
of the market within the said borough and the liberties thereof, and 
shall from time to time have full power and authority to do and 
execute all things to the office of clerk of the market within the 
said borough belonging or appertaining ; so that no other clerk of 
the market of us, our heirs, and successors, shall enter into the 
borough aforesaid, or the franchises thereof, to do or execute the 
office of clerk of the mafket or any thing to the said office belong- 
ing or appertaining, or in any manner interfere with any thing 
touching the office of clerk of the market within the said borough, 
or the liberties thereof. And further, of our more ample special 
grace^ certain knowledge, and mere motion, we grant to the 
portrieve, free burgesses, and commonalty of the said borough and 
their successors, for ever, that these our letters patent and every 
article and clause therein contained, or the enroUnjent .thereof, shall 
be construed, interpreted, and adjudged to the best advantage, 
benefit, and favour of the said portrieve, free burgesses, and conj- 
monalty of the said borough and their successors against us, our 
heirs, and successors, as well in all the courts of us within our 
said kingdom of Ireland, or elsewhere, wheresoever, without any 
confirmation, licence, or toleration hereafter to be procured or ob- 
tained ; notwithstanding that our vnrit of ad quod damnum hath 
not issued to inquire of the premises before the, making of these 
our letters patents ; and notwithstanding any other defect or any 
other thing, cause, or matter whatsoever t^o the contrary notvvith- 
standing. Because &c. we will also &c. without fine in the Hamper 
&c. In witness whereof we have caused these our letters to be 
made patent. Witness our aforesaid deputy general of our king- 
dom of Ireland, at Dublin, the nineteenth day of April in the 
eleventh year of our reign of England, France, and Ireland, and 
of Scotland the forty-sixth. 

Nicholas Staffi)rd, bishop of Leighlin and Ferns, governed 
these sees three years and eight months, and died on the 15th 
November, 1604. He was buried in St. Mary's church Wexford. 

His successor was Thomas Ram, born at Windsor, in Berkshire, 
and educated firstly at Etpii, and afterwards at King's College, 
Cambridge ; where he took his degree of master of arts. On the 
appointmentofRobert^'earlbf Essex, as lord lieutenant of Ireland, 
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Mr. Ram attended his lordship as chaplain, which o£Bice he 
filled in 1599. In, 1601, he became chaplain to Charles, lord 
Mountjoy (who succeeded the earl of Essex), by whom he was 
presented to the deanery of Cork, and afterwards to that of Feme. 
He also 'held the offices of rector of St Mary's, Wexford, vicar 
of Balrothery, in the diocese of Dublin, tod chantor of Christ- 
church ; which preferments, together with the deanery and chan- 
torship of Ferns, he held with the sees of 'Leighlin and " Ferns. 
He was consecrated bishop of these dioceses at Christ church, Dub- 
lin, on the 2nd of May, 1 605, by Henry Ussher, archbishop of 
Armagh, (assisted by th» archbishop of Cashel and the bishop of 
Kildare), the see of Dublin being at dtat time vacant. It would 
seem, that the appointment could not have fallen on a more dili- 
gent, pains-taking person, as will fully appear on perusal of the 
' fbJIowing minute and interesting report of the state of his ecclesi- 
astical charge, made seven years after his elevation to the super- 
intendence of these sees. It is matter of great regret, that much 
tjf this carious document is defaced, and a great part of it totally 
destroyed. 

"A TBUE ACCOM PT of the BISHOP OP Leighlin and Ferns, 
how he hath performed those duties which the right reverend father 
in God, the archbishop of Dublin, being his metropolitan, under- 
took unto his majesty fop him and the rest of his suffragans ; made 
this 1st of September^l6a2.* 

" Concerning the order and course which I have holdeu for the 
suppression of popery and planting the truth of religion in each 
of my dioceses, it hath been of two sorts — first being advised by 
some in authority (unto whom his majesty's pleasure and the state 
of those times were , better known than unto me) to carry myself 
in all mild and gentle manner toward my diocesans and circuits, I 
never (till of late) proceeded to^ the excommunication of any for 
matter of religion, but contented myself only to confer with divers 
of each diocese both poor and rich, and that in the most familiar 
and kind manner that I could, confirmiz^g our doctrines and con- 
futing their assertions by the touchstone of all truth, the holy Scripr 
tures. And for the poorer sorts, some of them have not only dis- 
covered unto me privately their dislike of popery and the mass, in" 
regard they understood" not what is said or done therein, but also- 
groaned under the burthen of the many priests in respect of the 
double tithes and offerings, the one paid by them unto us and the 
other unto them. Being then demanded of me why they did not 
forsake the mass, and come to pur church, their answer hath been 
(which" I know to be true in some) that if they should be of our 
religion, no popish merchant would employ them being sailors, no 
jippish landlords would let them any land being husbandmen, nor 
set them houses in tenantry being artificers, and therefore they 
must either starve or do as they do. As for the gentlemen and 
those of the richer sort I have alwsiys found them very obstinate, 
wHch hath' proceeded from the priests resorting unto tiieir houses

Sheriff, I caused to be brought before me, hoping then that my 
persuasion and reasons, together with their apparent and present 
danger, would make them relent ; myself prevailing nothing with 
them, I entreated their landlord. Sir Henry Wallop, to try what he 
could do with them, but all in vain : this done 1 singled them out 
one by one and offered each of them this favour to give them any 
reasonable time to bethink themselves, -upon these conditions, first, 
that they would repair to their curate's house twice or thrice a. week, 
and bear our service privately in his chamber read unto them, next, 
that they would put me in good security for the delivery of their 
bodies unto the sheriff, at the end of the time to be granted, if th^y 
conformed not themselves; but they jumped all in one answer as 
if they had known before hand what offer I would tender unto 
them, and had been catechised by sopie priest, what answer to 
make, viz. ' that they were resolved to live and die in that re- 
ligion, and that they knew that they must be imprisoned at length, 
and therefore, (say they), as good now-as hereafter.' 

"2. I have continusjly resided either in the. diocese of Ferns or 
of Leighlin, sometimes in the one, sometimes in the other, and in 
whichsoever myself have been I have exercised the ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction in person, when I was not, mine official supplied my 
room. 

"3. Having been about seven years bishop, I have every year- 
once visited each of my dioceses in person, and have called before 
me my clergy in each deanery, and two at least of the laity out of 
every parish for sidesmen upon their oaths to detect all the offien- 
ces and defects of ecclesiastical cognizance committed vdthin their 
several parishes, and have accordingly proceeded therein. 

" 4. If I be authorized under the seal to tender the oath of alle- 
giance to every man of sort within my dioceses, I am most ready 
and willing to put it in execution, to persuade them in the best and 
serious manner that I can to take that oath, and duly and truly to~ 
certify the lord deputy fi-om time to tune the names both of the 
takers and refusers thereof. 

" 5. There was never any yet admitted by me or mine official 

unto any spiritual living within either of my dioceses, but he did

" 6. Sir Murtogh Dun, priest, coming by starts into this diocese, 
but residing ordinarily with his brother James Dun of Dunman- 
nock in the diocese of Kildare. 

"7. One Gilloduff, a young priest, roaming hither" and thither. 

" 8, Sir Patrick Oge, keeping here and there in about the 
parish of TuUeghfelim. 

*'9. Sir Thomas Oge O'Hirinagan, frequenting the house of 
Garret M'Kilpatrick in the Rahen in the parish of Clonmore. 

" 10. Sir Molrony M'Grew, priest, keeping in the' parish of 
Raville in no certain place that I can yet learn, bnt as his occa- 
sions lead him. 

**No popish priest hath ever been admitted either to church 
living or cure wifliin either of my dioceses during mine incumbency ; 
neither (God willing) during my time ev*r shall. 

" All the churches within both my dioceses are builded accor- 
ding to the country fashion, or bonds taken for the building of those 
few that are unbuilded, except some few parishes, wherein there 
is yet little or no habitation * » # 

" Lastly, though I have used my best endeavour according to my 
simple skill to reform recusants, yet have I come far short of what 
I ought to have done ; and I must needs acknowledge myself -to 
be an unprofitable servant. But by the grace of God, I am what 
I am, and by the said grace assisting me, I will endeavour my- 
self daily more and more to root out popery and to sow the seed 
of true religion in the hearts of all the people committed to my 
charge ; which, though I have no hope to effect as I would, yet, 
est aliquid prodire terms, cum non datur ultra. 

" The humble answer of Thomas bishop of Ferns and Leighlin, 
to his< njajesty's instructions and interrogations lately sent unto 
the archbishops and bishops of this realm. 

• The diocese of Feiiis, not pertaining to our subject, is omitted. 
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" 1. Touching the first article, I have answered particularly 
unto each branch thereof in my former certificate. 

" 2. Concerning the true value of the benefices of each diocese 
aforesaid, and the nai;nes and qualities of the present incumbents, 
they are (so near as I can learn) worth comnmnibus annis as 
foUowetli,* 

" The bishopric of Leighlin. 

" The present incumbent thereof Thomas Ram, holding it by 
union with the bishopric of Ferns durante vita, by virtue of his 
majesty's letters patent. The annual rent thereof is twenty- 
four pounds sterling besides the demesnes, which are very large, if 
the bishop might enjoy his right. But in respect they are almost 
all mountairiy grounds, and_much of them is withholden by the 
neighbours thereof, yield very little profit The detainers of the 
demesnes of Old Leighlin are. Sir Richard Butler of Poleston, , 
knight, Richard Comberford of Ballerloghna, Esq., William Fan- 
nynge of Ballecloghna, gent., who taldng advantage of rebellion 
in these parts, and of the often and long vacancy of this poor bi- 
shopric, have detained (and still' so do) almost three miles of land 
belonging unto it. The encroachers of the manor of Shanecourt 
alias Woodstocke in the Queen's county, are, Sir Richeird Greame 
of Ballelehan, knight, and Piers Ovington of Amorstown, Esq. 
who have the one of the one side and the other of the other side, 
so encroached upon the said manor, that whereas it consisted of 
eight score acres arable land in the fifth year of Edward I. as by 
the exchequer then being, his accompt appeareth in the king's rolls, 
and so much hath been in, possession with the bishop of Leighlin his 
tenant within fifty years last past : they have left with the house but 
one acre of land. If I hoped that these lands could be recovered 

in law by any reasonable charge .,•..,

"At my first preferment unto these bishoprics, and finding suqh 
want of clergymen within both my dioceses, especially of Leighjlin, 
that some of the parishioners being by me blamed for carrying 
tiieir children to popish priests to be christened, answered (though 
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rather for excuse, as I found afteriyards in that they reformed not 
themselves, theti for conscience sake) that they were compelled so 
toilo, in regard that they had no curate of our religion near unto 
them ; in imitation of the reverend bishops living in the beginning' 
of the'reign of our late queen of happy memory, I entreated three 
or four men of English birth of staid carriage . arid good report,' 
being well able to give an account of their faitli in' the English 
tongue, and to instruct the people by reading, to enter orders of the 
church, and providied for them first cures among the English pa- . 
rish^s, afterward small yjcarages which they enjoyed at this lime, 
and reside upon thenn And whereas two or three of the natives 
of this.counfry being Well able to speak and read Irish unto their 
countrymen, sought unto me for holy ordei-s, I thought' likewise 
fit in the great scarcity of men of that quality to admit them there- 
unto (being likewise of honest life, and well rp,ported of among their 
neighbours) and to provide them some small competency of living 
in Qie Irish parts ; furthermore being desirous, serere alteri se- 
culp, by pro'viding a learned' hiinistry' which shall be able to pceach 
nuto the people hereafter, I have also according to the ancient cus- 
tom of my diocese dispensed with three or four youths of fifteen or 
sixteen years of age to hold each of them a church living under 
ten pounds itttrue value, studii gratia, having taken order with the 
churchtneri adjoining to discharge the cures of the same, and ha- 
ving had a watchful eye over these young men that they did and 

do bondjlde follow t i..

may be dealt withal to authorize one or two of the bishop's choice 
arid nomination for the expcuting of the writs de excommunicato 
capiendo. Next that none be suffered to be gaolers or inferior offi- 
cers unto them, but such as resort unto our church. . . .without the 
former the excommunicats for matter of religion -will hardly he at- 
tached ; virithout the latter they being attached and committed will be 
encouraged to continue in their obstinacy. ' ' ^ " ■ 

"Secondly, there being divers impropriations within my dioceses 
which have no vicars endowed, whose possessioners are bound by 
their leases pr flee farms to find sufficient curates ; mine earnest 
request is that a competent stipend may be raised out of every able 
impropriation whereby the curate thereof may be maintained : and 
that 'two or three of the impropriations of small value may be 
united amongst, themselves, if they be together; and a competen- 
cy raised out of them all. so united for an incumbent, but if they 
be asunder, that then they may. be united to the next parsonage or 
vicarage adjoining and contribute towards the bettering thereof : 
provided always, that in ■whichsoever of the united churches divine 
service is celebrated, thither all the parishoners of the churches 
united be compelled every, Sabbath and holyday to repair in their 
course and turn. Now the competency which I conceive will be 
fittest for the improprietaries to yield, and of the curates to receive, 
is the small tithes of every such parish. ■ 

' Tho. Fekness and Leighwn. j 
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A parliament met at the Castle of Dublin, on the IStb .of May^ 
1613. Among the members, there were one huiidred and one 
Roman Catholics. The representatives returned frtom our district

The two latter persons were among the first .twelve burgesses 
of. the borough of Carlow. .' 

We take the following report of the procieedings firom the 
Journals of the House of. Commons. ' : 

, October, 11th, 1614. The greater part of the knights^ citizens, 
and burgesses of the Commons House of parliament being . this 
day assembled iy eight of the clock in the morning, public ithanks 
were given to God, by Sir Jolni Davies, knight, speaker of the 
said house of commons. 

October 29th, 1614, Mr, George Bagenal moved, that Mr. 
Johnson, one of the attornies in the court of Common Pleas, 
might be brought into the house, to be punished for arresting him 
in Easter term last. 

Sir Oliver St. John spoke, touching the privilege of the house 
for forty days before and forty days after ; doubtful of too largie. 

Sir John Everard, thai: it is fit to be punished. 

Dr. Reeves, with Sir Oliver St. John. 

Mr. Fernham, toucliing his knowledge of the arrest, 

Mr. Sherlock, to have the statute pursued. 

Mr. Waddinge, the like. 

Mr. Crewe, to"- make a difference between a prorogation and 
adjournment. 

Sir Charles Nugentj to follow the statute, and that Johnson be 
sent.for. 

Mr. Treasurer, that the statut» helps the privilege of the house, 
and is to be followed. 

It is 'ordered, that if Johnson can be had here this sitting, 
then the Serjeant is to bring him in, and the officer that made Ijie 
arrest also ; but if he be not in town, the warrant to issue for 
bringing him in on Monday next. ;•; 

October 31st, 1614. Mr. Johnson being brought to the bar, 
was by the speaker charged for arresting Mr. George Bagehalii,! a 
member of this house, which he confessed, but stuck at the ex- 
pounding of the statute here, and yet submitted. 

Agreed by the house, that Mr. Johnson shall be imprisoned in 
tbe castle during the pleasure of tbe house, and shall, for his p£- 
fence, pay unto Mr. George Bagenal the sum of nine and thirty 
pounds, ten shillings, sterling ; before he be enlarged, or admitted 
to his petitiori for his release. 

November! 3rd, 1614. Mr. John Johason's petition was mo'- 
tioned by Mr. Disney, but the speaker acquainted the house with 
the former order, that satis&ction must be made before the^ petition 
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be read, and tiieceapon Mr, Bagenal acknowledged aadsfactioB, 
«nd So his petition was. read, ,and the hbuae gave order for.his eni- 
largement, but 'with caution, that before he be discharged, it shall 
'appear that the said Johnson had either paid unto. Mr. Richard 
Sadsor the thirty pounds, -which Mf. Bagenal paid upon the arrest 
unto the said Johnson, in discharge of so much due by him to the 
smdMn Hadsor, or else, shall give good security for the said 
Mr. Richard Hadsor's satisfaction in that behalf. 

NoT^ber 7th, 1614. In a conference between the lords and 
commons, the bishop of Leighlin and Ferns was one of thosd 
who acted for the former; ' : 

The second session met on the 18th April, 1615. 
, May lat,' 1615. ' Mr.. George Bagenal, upon, the banning of 
the reading of the bill of Scots, destredthat the bill of the nativm 
ntightiiaTe the .precedency in reading, 

' iJir James Hamilton .eondescended that the bill for the natives 
should have the precedency, and that in old time, Ireland was cal- 
led Scotm major, and Scotland Scotia minor ; ^therefore amity to 
-be betwixt both. 

Mr. Justice Sibthorp. ^That both English, Irish, and Scots 
being under one God and one king should be .equally, capable lof 
3>refi^meiit. 

Mr. Aniiedy. The bills are not denied, therefore ihe desired 
that the blemish should be taken away ; therefore,, both to be read 
and committed, and the house to be an humble suitor to the king 
for repeal of any statute that shall disable any native to be capa- 
ble of at^ office in this realm. 

2nd May, 1615. In a difference between lord Howth and Mr. 
liiUttercA^ tins house agreed that Sir Laurence Esmonde, Sir Adam 
Loft'us, and Mr. Bagenal,* shall repair to the lord .Howth, and 
give his lordeihip notice of ' the committee's , next sitting, and that 
his lordship should there bring all his proofs. 

8, May, 1615. The hbuse was this day .called, when some of the 
membersbeing absent, were fined," and others to lose their wages." 

The bishop of Leighlin and Ferns was an active meinber of Ibis 
-parliament It was dissolved on the 24th October, 1615. (14). - 
'^Asdreadyhoticed, inquidtions were frequently taken in these 
times, in order to ascertmn the nature and extent of property ap- 
pertainibg to individuals or corporate bodies. TJie following in- 
■quisitions, taken in this reign, are preserved in the chief remem- 
-biancei^'s o£See of his Majesty's court of Exchequer, Dublin, -

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In 1622, Robert Gracet baron of Co'nrtstown, in tbe county of 
Kilkenny, was the feoffee of the lady Elizabeth Butler,, \1rif9. of 
Richard, earl of Desmond, and daughter and' sole heir of Thomasy 
earl of Qrmonde and Ossory,. K.G. A gre&t number of' manors 
and other lands in the counties of Carlow, Kilken!iy> and sleewhere^ 
were thus assigned to, him ; fenniag, aUogedter, the, lai^st es- 
tate then fflijoyed by any subject of the united kidgdoiOi* 

In reference to the county of Carlow estates of ^a. Ormonde 
family, it may be proper to advertise the reader,, that ii|. QOneiide'. 
ration "of the eminent services of Peter, earl of Ownond and Ossory, 
and of his eon James,, lord Butler, treasurer of Ireland, in op- 
posing the G«raldiiies when in, rebellion, Henry VIII., , Ijy letters 
patent dated at Westminister,- 23rd Oictober^ and 29th year of .Us 
reign^ granted to the said Pete!r;aad James, the manors^ castj^s, 
and towns of Rathvile, Clonmore, Cdle^niefeUeyne, EjtllaStte^ 
PowerstowUj and Leighliii, ki th« county of Carlow, for theic 
lives, or to the longest liver, and, the hrars mde of the body of the 
eaid Peter ibr ever, by tbe service of one knight's && This grant 
was made in the year following tiie enactment of the statute of 
absentees, by which the possession of the county of Carlow was 
resumed by the crovni. 

During this reign, the frequent inquiries regardipg the, titles to 
property gave great 'dissatisfaction to the generality of &e country 
gentlieinen. This circumstance is not very surprising, as tha 
tenure of property was thus rendered extremely precarious, Where 
no grant, or no inheritance by descent or conveyance ip pursuance 
of such grmt c.ould be produced, the estate was imtnediately 
pronounced the property of the crown. These inquisitions, though 
afterwards more extensively called into operation, w^re at first 
applied to cases in which it was obvious the parties had no legej 
title to their lands; such as those of the various Irish septs in tho 
county of Carlow who had intruded on the estates «rf the duke of 
Norfolk. 

James I. died on the 27th day of March, 1625. 



CHAP. XXII. 
Betgn of Charles h A.D. 1625, to A.D. l€4d. 

Charles, only surviving son of James I., succeeded his father^. 

A case of great' Injustice and oppression occurred at the com- 
mencement of this reign, of which we shall give an account, at^ 
some of the parties and transactions wer^ connected witii our 
ccnuity. It appears that Fhelim MacPheagh Byrne and Brya%,

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IiiB son and heir, were seized of certain' lands in 'the county o( 
Wicklow, of which some individuals of rank wished: to become 
possessed. ■ Regarding the territory of the father, they were partly 
successftil, but Bryan the son, defending' his property,- he and his 
brother Turlogh were, by the contrivances of their enemies, eom- 
mitte'd prisoners to Dublin castle, on the 13th of March, 1625, on 
the information of Thomas Archer, DermotMacGreffin Kavairagh, 
Cfahir MacEdmond MacArt Kavanagh, and Turlogh Duffe Kava- 
nagh. The latter person had at a former period plundered the house 
and seized the cattle of one of Phelim's tenants ; on which Phelim, 
who was a justice of' the; peace and quorum, issued a warrant to 
apprehend Tnrlogk Duife, who fled into the county of Carlow, 
and thence to Kilkenny, where he was apprehended. Through 
revenge^ and in order to save his life, he then accused Bryan and 
his brother Turlogh. Archer did not become informer with so 
much readiness. Tke conspirators against the Byrnes found it 
necessary to puthim to the torture, by placing him naked on a burn- 
ing gridiron, with other cruelties, before they could compel him 
to become accuser. On compliance, he obtained his pardon. 
Dermot MacGrifBn and Cahir MacArt, were ' subsequently ex- 
ecuted at Kilkenny ; both of whom declared before death, that 
they h^ falsely accused Bryan and Tuflogh Byrne. Such was 
the testimony, and such the witnesses against these persecuted men, 
and upon this infamous basis two 'bills were framed against them, 
which bills were creditably rejected by two several grand' juries at 
Carlow ; for which they were prosecuted in the star-chamber and 
fined ! The Byrnes finally obtained their liberty, but lost a con- 
siderable part of their estate.* 

In 1626, lord viscount Falkland, (the lord deputy), convoked 
an assembly of the nation,' for the purpose of granting a more 
open toleration of the exercise of the Roman -Catholic religion, 
with avie-w to eiigage its 'professbrsiin a liberal support of - the 
state, and vii consideration of a large sum of money to be. psud to 
the king. The Protestant hierarchy, howfever,'firinly opposed 
this project, which they considered dishonourable to the govern- 
ment and detrimental to the interests of religion. They assembled 
at the house of the primate, on the 26th of November, 1626, 
and drew up the following protest : 

" The religion of the papists is superstitious and idolatrous, 
their faith and doctrine erroneous and heretical ; their church, in 
respect of both, apostatical: j» give them therefore a toleration, 
or to coinsent that they may freely exercise their religion, and pro- 
fess their faith and doctrine, is a grievous sin, and that in two 
respects ; for, 
- " First, it is to make ourselves accessary not only to their super- 
stitions, idolatries, and heresies, and, in a word, to all the abo- 
minations - of popery ; but also (which is a consequent of the 
former) to the perdition of the seduced people, which perish in the 
deluge of the Catholic apostacy. 

; Carte's life of Ormonde, vol. i. p. 38. 
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' "Secondly, to grant them a toleration in respect of, any money 
to be ^ven, or contribution to be made by them, is to 'set religion 
to sale, and with it the souls of the people, whom Christ our 
Saviour hath redeemed with his most precious blood. And as it is 
a great sin, so it is also a matter of most daflgerous consequence ; 
the consideration whereof we commit to the wise and judicious, 
beseeching the God of truth to make them who are in authority 
zealous of God's glory, and of the advancement of true religion ; 
zealous, resolute, and courageous against all popery, superstition, 
, and' idolatry. Amen." 
' This document was signed, by Thomas, bishop of Leighlin and 
Ferns, and eleven others. The English house of commons zea- 
lously seconded the views of. the Irish prelates. A remonstrance 
was presented by it to the king, containing sentiments to the fol- 
lowing eifect : " that the popish religion was publicly professed in 
every part of Ireland,' and that monasteries and ' nunneries were 
there newly erected, and replenished with votaries of both sexes, 
which would be of evil consequence, unless seasonably repressed." 
A period was thus put, at that time, to any extension of the to- 
leration granted to the exercise of the Roman Catholic religion. 
But what would the members of the British hou^e of commons of 
1626 say, could they now rise out Of their graves, and behold 
the inhabitants of Ireland, two hundred yiears afterwards, and 
amidst all the light of the nineteenth century still clinging, super- 
stitiously, to their religion, and still erecting " monasteries, and 
nunneries" for its nurture, promotion, and propagation ? 

A.D. 1627. On the 8th of February, this year, Edward 
Brabazon, baron of Ardee, w'as granted the title of earl of Car- 
low ; but for some reason, not generally known, Meath was the

it is therefore this day ordered by the lords spiritual and temporal, 
and commons in this present parliament assembled, that it shall and 
may be lawful for each county of this kingdom, such as his most ex- 
cellent majesty or the governor or governors and council of this realm 
shall appoint, to raise and continue a convenient numb^er of armed 
men of horse and foot, during the present troubles and distresses of 
this realm. And that it shall be lavi^Ail for any suchcounty to provide 
arms and ammunition for the said men, and to appoint commanders 
over them for the defence of each of the said counties ; and for 
his majesty's further service in this kingdom, to assess, collect and 
levy as equal as they can such competent maintenance for the sup- 
port of the s^d horse and foot in every of* the said counties res- 
pectively, and in such manner and form as every of the said coun- 
ties, in their disci'etion, shall respectively think fit. And it i^ ftir- 
ther ordered that the sheriffs of every such coUnty shall assemble 
the lords, gentlemen and freeholders thereof, after timely and con- 
venient notice unto them given of the time and place of meeting, 
for the speedy accomplishment of the premises, and of all other 
things thereunto conducing, as often as the service shall require 
the same.

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obliged to take the path- of supremacy ; and'further^ tbe Rdmisff 
paW.cff the 'population were allied to tbe English, or Protestants, b^ 
the'ties of marriage, friendihip, and daily personal intercourse. — 
I^ it'theri wonderful , that the caiise of the inhuman violence witK 
which the former, {under such ' circumstances), massacred their 
uBsusjSiecting, iinprepared neighbours, should seem impossible of 
divination ? The page of history, however, furnishes a solution ; 
we theri learn the immediate, positive caUse ; but the man of libe- 
ral feeli^, who- cannot comprehend' the blighting,- distorting, wi- 
thering influeAce of a dark stipei^titipn on the n^man Oiindj 'fvill 
always feel unable to connive, by what process such causes could 
have ledto such results. Would that we couM, with truth, omit all 
accounts of the dreadful deeds of these times ! Would that we 
eould blot out atrocities, which are discreditable equally, to' human 
nature, to the country ii whicli they were enacted, and to the peo- 
ple by whota they' were perpetrated. 

The .concoctgrs of this rebelHon were the Roman Catholic priests-, 
and the members of their flock.-' The former desired to behold 
their church ascendant in Ireland, they -willed to obtiain the tithes-, 
and other advantages'enjoyed by- the established clbrgy, and, in 
a wttrd, to raise tibeir religion to its former rank, and themselves,, 
as -its ministers, to their pristine wealth and authbrity. The laity 
bad, in cqnseqndnce' of rebellion, been very extensively deprived 
of their estates, and now thought they had a fa-voirable opportunity 
of effecting a restoration of thein'.* For the accomplishment of 
their objects, both parties deliberately planned a universal mas- 
sacre of the Protestant inhabitants of the country ; linking that 
by a complete extermination of the settfers, ' they should secure 
the kingdom to themselves. - And so effectually did they cafry their 
designs into execution, that according to some authorities, the 
ndimber of Protestant men, women, and children, massacred in 
the first three months of the rebellion, amountedto I54j<H)0!t — 
Whafrmu^t'be the principles of a system whicb leads to such re- 
sults ? But so long as the dogma, eMra eedesiam nulla salusest, 
out of fke church there b no salvation, with others of like ten- 
ancy are inculcated, -very little value can be placed on the lives of 
" heretics." It is matter of great regret, that a people naturally 
of many good qualities,^ should be subject to a system, proved to 
be so pernicious to the best- interests of mankind. 

A4eading individual in the rebellion was colonel Richard Plu»- 
ket, a younger son of Sir Ghristopher Plunket, of Diinsoghly, who 
had married"€ie fourth daughter of Sir Nicholas Bagenal, knt., 
marshal of Ulstter. He had extensive connections in Leinster, 
and had sufficient address to induce not a few of them to join in 
the enterprise. 

On the 22iHd of October,- a general meeting of the conspirators 
was held, at -which were present, lord Maguire, colonels Plunket 
and Byrne, Mr. More, and some others. They here made ar-

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rangements for the execution of tbeir scheme ; but colonel Byrne- 
had observed the absence of Sir Morgan Kavanagh, who had en-' 
gaged to be present; he, however, assured the rest; that he had no 
doubt Sir Morgan would be in attendance on that night, or parljr 
the following morning. In all, there were but eighty of the con- 
spirators present at this meeting ; but the paucity of their numbers 
did not deter them from proceeding; They resoived to commence 
their work on the next day ;• and with this resolution they departed ; 
but the discovery of the plot obliged them to fly from the metro- 

^ polls, though it did not check their proceedings in the provinces. 
The lords justices (sir William Parsons and sir John Bbrlase) 
seem to have used considerable exertion for the defence of the 
state, on being apprised of the intended rebellion. They issued 
commissions to the chief persons in each ffomity, aiithortsmg them 
to levy, troops, and attack the rebels ; and in order to prove to 
the Roman Catholics that confidence was reposed in them, ths go- 
vernment issued these commissions to several noblemen and gen- 

. tlemen of that communion. This act was not, however, produc- 
tive of any beneficial result, as many, if not all of the Roman 
Catholics of rank who were thus honoured, afterwards joined the 
rebels.* The following is the form of the commissions thus- is- 
sued ; one of which was addressed to Walter Bagnall, Esq.,, of 
the county of Carlow : — ■

We out of our care and zeal for the common good, being 
desirous by all means to suppress the said treasons and; traitors, and 
to conserve the persons and fortunes of his majesty's loving sub-

' tion of his majesty's good people here ; do, therefore, hereby re- 
quire and authorise you to levy, raise, and assemble, all, every, or 
any the forces, as well footmen as horsemen within the county ol

forces; and.hereby further requiring, and authorising you, as com- 
mander of them in chief, to arm, array, divide, distribute, dispose, con- 
duct, lead, and govern in chief the said forces, according to your best 
discretion ; and according to 3'our conscience and discretion to proceed 
against them, or any of them, by martial law, by hanging them, or any of

The «arl' of Ormonde was appointed Meutenant-g^er^ of the 
amiT'. 

On the 21 St Nov, 1641, the Kavanagbe of tiiecounlies of Car- 
low and Wexford, together with tiie Byrnes and'Tooles of the 
county of Wicklow, appeared openly in rebellion. Having taken 
B fort in ^e county of WicMow, they -extended lime devastatioiu 
througb the counties of Carlow and Kilkenny.* They next pro- 
ceeded to the county of Waterford; but were there defeated by 
Sir William ^llenger, lord premdent of Mu&ster.f 

The-rebels of #ie north approached to Dro^eda, apd defeated 
iJie King's forces at Julian's-town on the 29tti Nov«mber, 1641. 
The disaffected noblemen and gentlemen now ooniseivediiiat the time 
bad anived) when diey ehoidd ta^e an open and decided course.— 
They had long contemplated a de£eption, and now the favovidii^ 
orieiet seemed at hand. Lord Oormanston called a meeting of 
tiie county of Meatii, and from this me^ng iuay be dated &«hr 
overt rebdlipn ; as thdr proceedings on the occasion led them ioto 
-violent oontact with the government. 

And now a general defection todk pkee. " S^eral gentlemen,'" 
says Tem}fle^ ^ mbo m the several counties of the pale were made 
es^)tain8, and hai 'received arms from the state (ox the companies, 
departed from their obedience, and addressed thems^ves ami their

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cotuptaAes wholly to the service of the rebels, Nicholas White> 
esq., son and heir of sir Nicholas White,* of Leixlip, was th^ 
first that gave the example about the second of December : but he 
carried the matter so handsomely, as his cbmptitiy ran away to the 
r^bl^ls, as he pretended, without his consent, or even his know- 
ledge, atly lottger time before their departure, than to gw>e him op- 
JJortuhity to come and acquaint the state therewith, and his own 
disability to hinder the same ; butliefore it was possible to useaiiy 
means of prevention, the men were all gone with their arms and 
Stiilflitidn to the rebels ; many Of the other captains desired no Such 
fine cover for their intentions, but delivered themselves and their 
arms tip to be disposed as they should direct, without any further 
■Sc^ujple or compliment to the state: whereupon the lords finding 
how notoriously they were abused by the very great confidence te- 
posed in such gentlemen of the pale, as being made captains, had 
received arras frdm them, and perceiving What course they began 
now to steer, and how they were resolved to employ their <)wn 
tttOi against them, they took such order, and with such' celerity 
and dUigience, made stay of several of those arms, which' iv-ere 
delivered out for the use of the pale, as of the 1,700 arms distri- 
buted among the several counties there6f they recovered again into 
their hands, 950." 

A commission dated the 23rd December, and seventeenth yesir 
of Charles T., was issued to certain individuals empowering them 
to colIect.£Vidence on oath touching liie murders , Outrages, and 
depredations committed by the rebels, since the 23rd October, 164] , 
The folloviing persons were appointed commissioners : Henry Jones, 
dean of Kilraore, Roger Puttock, Randal Adams, William Hathocfc, 
John Sterne, William Aldrich, Henry Brereton, and John Wat- 
Son, clerks. 

A considerable mass of evidence was collected in relation to 
the county t)f Carlow under this commission. We make the fol^ 
to'prtng extracts :— 

" Anne Hill, tvife of Arthur Hill, in the county of Oatherlogh, 
depbseth, that asShg passed through the county of Wfcklow, Wil- 
liam the plaisterer, with nine or tett rebels more, pulled off her 
back a yiung child of one year and a quarter Old, threw it xin the 
grouad, and trod on it that it died ; stripped herself and four small 
ehfldreh, who, by the cold they thereby got, since died.—^Sioorn. 

'• The wife of Jonathan linn and his daughter, Were seized 
npon by the rebels ntear the town of Gftttierio^, carried' fcy them 
intoalittle wood Called Staj(letpvrti-w6tja,a«d there the Mother -was 
hShged, and thediiughter hahged ihl^tfhairtif hermbther's head, as 
is ilepofeed by James Shaw, vicar of Old Leighlin, Jan. &, \ 643. 

" James of Hacfcetstown, in the cowntjr of Catherlo^, tleposeth

James Shaw, a minister,. deposeth, thatafter.the cessation made 
with the Irish, divers of them confessed, the priests tad given 
thera the sacrament, upon condition they would hot spare man, 
woman, or child, that were Protestants ; and that he heard divers 
of these say in a bragging manner, that it did them much good to 
wash their hands in the blood of the Protestants which they had 
slain. — Sworn. Jan 7, 1643. 

f' The examination of Dame Anne Butler, wife unto sir Thomas 
Butler, of Rathealin, in the county of Catherlc^h, knt., duly 
sworn, deposeth,^-That after Walter ^agnal, of Dunlickny,. . in 
"the county of Catherlogb, Esq., and Walter Butlef, with a, great 
number of men, had in a violent manner entered this deponent's 
house, they not able to resist, they set strict guard over this de? 
ponent, her .husband and family, and brought them from their 
settled dwelling unto Lpghlin- bridge, where they kept herself, 
her husband, and children, in restraint,, for two weeks ; and frpm 
thence cjonveyed thera, with a, strict guard, to Kilkenny, and 
there they were brought befqre the lord Mountgarrot ; ,wherp 
.Walter Bagnal and James Butler, brothers tQ the, lord Moupt 
garrot, did use all means possible to move the said lord to put 
this deponent, her husband, and family to de^tfa and torture ;'.al- 
leging, that they were rank puritan Protestants, andj desperately 
provoking, and these words,, sayipg, "there's but one way, , we 
or they," meaning Papists or Protestants must perish. To, which 
malicious provocation the gaid .lord did not hea,rken. And this 
depone&t further deposejh, that Walter Bagnal, with his rebellious 
company, appreheiided Richard Lake, an English Protestant^ and 
his servant, with his wife and four children, and one Ri,chard 
•Taylor, of Loghlin-bridge, his wife and children ; Samuel Hatter, 
of the same, his wife and children ; an English woman called Jone, 
and her daughter, and was credibly informed by Dorothy Renals, 
who had been severed times, an eye-witness of ,j;hese lamentable 
spectacles,: that she had seen tcv. the, number of ^ye and thirty 
English going to execution ; and that she had seen them when they 
were executied, their bodies exposed to devouring ravens, and 
not afforded so much as burial. Another English woman, \yho 
was newly delivered of two children in one birth, they yiolently 
compelled her in her great pain and • sickness, ■ fo run from her 
child-bed, and took the infant that was left alive, and, dashed his 
brains against' the stone^, and after Jhrew him; intri the river of 
the Barrow : and having a piece of salmon to, dinner, Mr. Brian 
Kavanagh's wife being with her, she, the said Mrs. Kayanaghj 
refused- to eat any part of the salmon ;' an(^. ^eing', idepigndpd the 
reason, she said she would never eat any jfish t^at came o|it of the 
Barrow, because she,had seen several infants' (l)odies, and other 
carcasses of the English taken. up in the weir. — And this deponent 
saith, that sir Edward Butler did credibly inform her, that James 
Sutler, of TinyUbch, had hanged and put to death all the English 
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that were at Gowran and Wells, and all thereabouts. And farther 
deposeth, that she being in Kilkenny, a prisoner in restraint, and 
having intelligence that some of her own cattle were brought thither 
by Walter Bagnal, she [petitioned (being in great extremity) to 
the lord of Mountgarrot, to procure her some of her owti cattle 
for. her relief; whereupon he recommended her suit to the mayor 
and corporation of Kilkenny; who concluded, because she and 
her family were Protestants, and would not turn to mass^ they 
should have no relief. Jane Jones, servant to the vdeponent, 6aA see 
the English formerly specified, going ■ to their execution ; and as 
she conceived were about the number of thirtf-five-; and was told 
by Elizabeth Homes, that there were forty gone to execution.

" Patrick Maxwell, of Graige, county of Kilkenny, gent, sworn 
and examined, deposeth, — That there were taken out of Graige 
by the rebels, and hEmged to death, one John Stone and his wife, 
and his son; William Valentine; Robert Pym and his wife, one 
of their children of a year and a half old, and Thomas White, a 
merchant, and his wife,, who, being great with child, had her 
belly ripped up, after she was hanged, so as the child fell out of 
the cawl alive; Walter Sherly; Mrs. Ivan Salter, an ancient 
vndow ; one John,^ a servant to Stone aforenamed. The rebels 
that hanged them were Garret Forrestal, of Knockive, and Gibbon 
Forrestal, of Tynj'hinch, and the eldest son of, Richard Barro^, 
alias Fitz-Geraldin, oif Knockeen, and divers others whon) he 
cannot name, all of the county of Cathei:Iogh ; which said Robert 
Pym, after he was hanged up twice, proved alive in bis grave, 
and struck his hand upon his breast, saying, '* Christ rective my 
soui,'" and with these words in his mouth was, then and there, 
buried quick.* 

"George Allibone, late of the town and parislt'tof Hacketstown, 
in the county of Catherlogh, gent, now examined, deposeth : — That 
absut or upon the 22d of November, last, about Ten o' Clock at 
night, Edmund M'Dowling, of Killevane, in the county of Wick- 
low; and Maurice Bane, of Kilkelonah, and Coll M'Gerald Birne, 
of Bprdhill, both in the said county of Wicklow, with about sixty 
persons more, in their company, <;ame to this deponept's house 
in Hacketstown, above said, and his said house forcibly entered* 
and took away goods belon^ging to this defendant, viz., household 
provision, butter and cheese, bedding, linei}, wearing- apparel, 
brass, and other household goods, with about one hundred 
pounds. This deponent further saith, t^at iipon or about the 23d 
day of the said month of November, a son of Brian M'Phelim of 
Carriggerrow, (whose christian name this deponent knoweth not) 
of the cou^ity of Wicklow,. John Ashpople, of the Tuckmill near 
Baltinglass, in the said county, and two of the sons of William 
Cooke, of Poddermanagh, in the county of Catherlogh, (whose 
christian names this , deponent knoweth -not), with many others,

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' assaulted this depopent upon the high way near Baltinglass abore 
' sdidy and first disarmed him of his sword and pistol, and then 
forcibly took from this deponent cattle worth two hundred and 
fifty pounds, alleging that they would and must have, them for the 
Jdug's soldiers. This deponent iurther saith, that at his £arm of 
<J^iyUelongfo)fd in the coun^ of Catherlogh he left cattle worth fifty 
pounds, which by reason of this rebellion 'he could not bring away, 
j)ut yet knoweth not who took them. This deponent further saith, 
that he had justly due and owing to him of good debts almost sixty 
rpounds, part due from such as are now in rebellion, and the rest 
being' &e greater part, from Protestants by the rebels despoiled 
and unable to make satis&ction. This deponent further s^th, that 
he left behind him at his farm in Hacketstown above said, cattle 
worth five pounds, which he is credibly informed were seized upon 
by Bran McOwen Bime of Hacketstown above said. This depo- 
nent further deposeth, that at the mill of Hacketstown he left and 
was despoiled of corn and malt, tools and 1>edding worth fifteen 
pounds, upon whifth mill he is informed that Peter Wickham of 
Talbotstovni in the county of Wioklow above said, hath Entered, 
and in it placed a miller. This deponent further saith, that he 
was by the said rebellion dispossessed of and driven from one 
'£trm whereon he -dwelt, his estate in the farni being worth forty 
pounds, and hay and fuel worth twenty pounds— and of one lease, 
in Hacketstown above said, which ^he had let dut to two several 
tenants, worth eighty pounds, and of one lease at Killclony worth 
about one hundred pounds, for that this deponent hath lost in all 
by the rebels against our sovereign lord the king, the sum of six 
hundred and twenty pounds, besides. what he lost by the undue 
fiale of such cattle as he brought to Dublin, twenty pounds, the 
benefit of an increase of rent in a farm near Dublin, worth twenty 
pounds. In all lost six hundred and sixty pounds. And further 
this deponent cannot say. — Sworn, March, 1st, 1642.

A. D. 1642. , The army^ being badly provided for in Dublin, 
-and it being desirable to relieve some forts and tovnis which had 
been seized by the rebels, the earl of Ormonde, lieutenant general^ 
marched from the metropolis on the 2nd of April, 1642, at the 
head of a force of five hundred horse, and eight thousand foot. 
Qn the 5th he re-took Athy, and on the following day. Sir Patrick 
Wemys was despatched with a detachment to relieve the castle of 
Carlow ; but on his approach, the rebels, whose f9rce amounted 
to seven hundred men, burned the town and fled, fifty of theni 
being killed in the pursuit. Wemys then succoured the castle, 
-within which he found nearly five hundred English and Protestants 
almost starved^ He also relieved the neighbouring castle of Clogh- 

• MSS. in Lib. T.C.D, 
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grmn. Captain Harman afforded valuable aid to Wemys in thes» 
affairs.* 

On the 15th of April', an engagemenf occari;ed at Blackhate- 
beath, about twenty inilcfs from Dublin, between the king's forces 
under the earl of Ormonde, and those of the confederate Catholics 
eommanded by lord Mo'untgarrett, Sir Morgan Kavanagh) colonel 
Bagnall, &c. The latter were completely defeated, and Colonel 
Kavanagh's head was brought to lord Ormonde after the battle. 

I6th November. The cwifederate Catholics ordered thirty-one 
thousand seven hundred men to be raised for their service. The 
number to be levied in the county of Carlow was two thousand 
four hundred; of which, forty horse and- four hundred' foot were 
ordered to attend the general army ; the remainder to Ao-daty 
within tiie county. 

A.D. 1643. Anuing the various stratagems made use of by the 
rebels to embarrass the loyalists, they adapted one for- which the 
latter were quite unprepared, namely, an ord°4r issued to all^heii^ 
party not to sett prQyisi/)n5 to the English even for ready money. 
Against this diabolical device, &ere was at the time no defence ; 
atid, therefore, many places, of' strength were deserted' by their 
wardens. Among.tfaerest^Carlow suffered much in this parti- 
cular. 

In March, the earl= of Ormonde and an army of five hundred ' 
borse and two thousand five hundred foot marched fi-om Dublin, 
to oppose the rebels who had possessed thranselves of the consider- 
able town of New Ross, and other -places. Orders were- pre- 
'vibiisly given, that provisions for the army should be sent by sea to 
' Diincannon, and thence by water to Ross ; a step which was ren- 
dered necessary by the want of horses and waggons, as well as 
the " stony and uneven" ' state of the roads in the counties of Car- 
low and Wexford through which they should pass.t> On- the 4th 
the earl took the town -rf Timolin, -wifli a slaughter of one hundred 
of the rebels, and from thence marched to-Leighlin-bridge^ as if 
'with the intention- to pass the- river Barrow; when suddenly turn- 
ing to the left, and passing through Newtown and the- mounteunous 
parts of the county of Carlow,- he crossed the river Slaney, and 
reached Ross on the 11th March. $ 

The rebels having desired that a new parliament might be called, 
the judges delivered the following reasons (on the 1.3th September 
1643) against compliance with that request. The melancholy state 
of each county-is fully depicted in this document :, 

• " May IT- PLEasE YOUR Lordships,. 

" According to your lordshqi's order of tie eleventh of Septem- 
tsmber, 1643, we have considered of such inconveniencies, as we 
conceivfi may arise tojiis majesty, and hisiservice, as affairs now 
stand, if this present parliament should be determined, and have

- "The greater part of the freeholders of &Aa kingdom are now in 
actual rebellion, whereby hismajesty ought to be justly entitled, to 
all their estates, both real and personal ; this cannot be done but 
byitheir conviction and attainder, either by course of common law, 
or by act of parliament. By course of common law it will be very 
difficult to be effected, for these reasons following. 

•"First, those who are indicted in most of the counties of this 
Idllgdom cannot be «ttaintM by outlawry, by reason that the 
eheriis of those counties, ^y occasion of the present rebellion, 
cannot keep their county-courts, to proclaim, and make due re- 
turn of the exigence : nor can they be attainted by verdict for 
want of jurors, most of all the freeholders in the kingdom being 
now in rebellion. . 

. "Secondly^ these that are not indicted, or those that are already 
indicted, and in prisdn, or upon bonds, cannot be proceeded against 
legally at the common law for want of jurors ; because, as afore- 
said, most of the freeholders are in rebellion. 

" Therefore of necessity, those persons must either not be at- 
tainted at all, or only by act of parliament, which is scarce possible 
to be effected, if this present parliament be dissolved, or disconti- 
nued ; for that upon a new parliament tobe summoned, 'the knights 
and burgesses must be elected by the freeholders and inhabitants 
respectively, most whereof are in rebellion. And yet the present 
pajrliament'WiU be discontinued, unless a commission under the 
great seal of England to the now lords justices, or other the chief 
governor or governors for thd time beings be here before the 13th 
of November next, being the day of prorogation, for the begin- 
ning of, the next session of parliament, to" enable them to continue 
this present parliament ; the last-N:ommission for the continuance 
thereof being only to the lords justices, oiie whereof is since removed. 

. '^IJ^lees the parties now in re^bellion, being legally attainted, 
which cannot.be here, as is aforesaid, as the case now stands, but , 
by:a<!t of parliatnent, his majesty cannot have p6wer to dispose of 
th^r estates, as in his wisdom he shall think fit, either for the 
increasing of his revenues, ot for the peaceable establishment 
ofthisi ConamoHWealth'^ . and- indiflerent administration of justice 
therein.' 
" Rich. Bol*on Cancel. Geo. Shurlt, Gerhard Lowther, 
Ja, Donnalon, Sa. Mavard."* 

The rebels had at this time gained very considerable advantages. 
The earl of Gastlehaven had taken Ballenanry and Clc^hgren'an, 
in our county.; the soldiers of thfe king were badly paid, mutinous, 
and oppressive to the people. Under these uflfavoui:abl6 circum- 
Etances, the marquis of Ormonde thought it prudent to conclude a 
cessation of arms ; ■Which was accordingly signed On the- 15th Se|>. 
tember, 1643, The lords justices and council ratified the compact;

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tbey " considering the unsnpportable wants and misems of the 
army, the great distress of maay of his aiajesty's principal forte, 
the imminent danger of thtf whole kingdom^ and the impossibility of 
prosecuting the war without large supplies, whereof they coald 
not apprehend either hope or possibility in due time, did for those 
reasons conceive it necessary for his majesty's honour and service, 
^hat the cessation should be agreed to upon the articles then drawn 
up and perfected." The following is one of the articles of ces- 
sation : " that the several counties of Catheriogh,- &c., shall, 
during the said cessation, remain in the hands of the said Roman 
Catholic subjects now in arms, &o., and their party, except such 
castles, towns, lands, territories, and the lands and hereditaments 
thereunto belonging, which upon the said 15th day of September, 
1643, at the hour aforesaid, are possessed within the said county, 
by his majesty's Protestant subjects, and their adherents, respec- 
tively."* 

This temporary peace was not satisfactory to all parties among 
the rebels; The Romish clergy, the old- Irish, and the impove- 
rished portion of the Romanists descended from the English, were 
particularly averse to it ; as they could never hope to accomplish 
their various objects while peace and order prevailed. These par- 
ties would, &erefore, have gladly broken the cessation immediately 
aftgr its consummation. They continued to exclaim lou^y against 
it ; knowing, that should the estated gentlemen of English descent 
once lay dowii their arms, it would probably be difficult to induce 
them^ embark again in the enterprize ; particularly, if they could 
entertain ahyfaope, that their lives and estates would remain se- 
cure and untouched.t 

'A.D. 1644. The marquis of Antrim having proposed to raise 
a body of troops for the service of the king, arrived in Kilkenny, 
oh the 23rd February, and made his plan known to thte Roman 
Catholic council. Upon Antrim's undertaking to raise-three thou- 
sand men to assist the marquis of Montrose in Scotland, they " re- 
solved to assist him with two thousand muskets,, two thousand 
four hundred pounds weight of powder, proportionable 'match, and 
two hundred barrels of oatmeal, by the first of May following ; 
upon knowledge first, that all other accommodations be cO&ewtmg, 
and a safe and convenient port be provided in Ulster, for receiving 
the sdd arms, ammunition, and victual ; and upon this further pro- 
vi^on, that the said port be commanded, by Walter Bagnall, and 
the men there to be by him appointed, such as in his judgment 
should be thought faithful and observant of just commands." j; The 
marquis of Ormonde, on the part of the^ king, entertained f some 
siispiciops: relative to the reservation in the latter clause of this 
article, and, therefore, he returned an answer in general terms ; 
stating, that when their supplies were prejpared, a proper place 
for their reception would be procured. Considerable 'groiind for 
■the ^prehensions of the marquis arose fiiom&e fact, that colonel

A.D. 1645. John Battista Rinuccini, archbishop of Firman0, 
nuQcio of the pope, arrived here on the 22nd of October. Well 
would it have been for the Roman Catholic laity, had this bigotted, 
intolerant, reckless priest never set his foot on the shores of Ireland. 
Peace was ^t this period in contemplation between the belligerents ; 
but the nuncio proceeded to Kilkenny, where the Romish council 
sat, and used all bis influence to prevent a cessation of hostilities ; 
in which laudable work he was assisted by the clergy of his per- 
suasion. Their efforts, however, were unsuccessful ; peace was 
concluded. On the 28th of March, 1646, the treaty was signed 
by the marquis of Ormonde, on the part of the king, and lord 
Muskerry, Sir Robert Talbot, John Dillon, &c., for the confede- 
rates ; in the presence of the marquis of Clanricarde, lord Digby, 
Sir Maurice Eustace, and Doctor Gerard Fennell.* 

The nuncio and the Romish clergy, however, persisted iil their 
opposition. Their views had been overlooked> their ambitious 
desires unattained, their projects unaccomplished; and eager to 
realize their objects, without any great regard to the consequences 
which must ensue to the laity, these menformally met at Water- 
ford, and issued a most violent manifesto against such of their 
flock as liad assisted in restoring peace to this unfortunate land. 
The foUovriog is the document. 

" BY THB assembly ECCLBSIASTICAL of the SITPERIOK AND IN- 
FERIOR IRISH CLERGY, MET IN THE HOLY GHOST AT WATER- 
FORD, BEFORE THE MOST ILLUSTRIOUS LORD, THE ARCH- 
BISHOP OF FIRMANO, APOSTOLIC NUNCIO IN IRELAND. 

" Upon the question moved among us, and debated for' many 
days, whether they are to be declared as perjured who do receive 
the peace contained in the thirty articles transmitted to' us by the 
supreme council, and if-they be to be excommunicated as perjured 
persons? The reasons and' opinions of every one being first heard, 
and the writings of some docitors pf sacred' theology read, it is 
decreed nemine contradicente, that all and every one of the con-r 
federate catholics, who shall adhere to the like peace, or shall 
consent to the maintainers therieof, or otherwise embrace the same,

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be heid absolutely perjured, especially for this cause, tl^At in those 
articles there is do mention made of the catholic religion and the 
security thereof, nor any care had for the conservation of the 
privileges of the country ; as is found promised in the oath ; but 
rather all things are referred to the pleasure of thenjost renowned 
king, from whom in his present state nothing of certainty can be 
had, and the armies, and arms, and forts, and even the supreme 
council of the confederate catholics, are subjected to the authority 
and rule of state and protestant oflScers of his majesty, from whom 
that we might be secure we took, that oath, 

*' For which, and many other causes, we being moved only in our 
consciences, and having God only before our eyes, that it may be 
known to aU and singular, as well Irish as foreigners, that we have 
neither given nor shall give consent to such a peace, unless secure 
conditions may be added for religion, and for the king, and for the 
country, according to our oath ; and that our flocks and all con- 
federate catholics (who in general assemblies sometimes desired our 
sentence in this spiritu£il affair, as only belonging to the ecclesias- 
tical judge) may assuredly know, what hath been bjnis determined, 
that in that sense, they as pious and faithful catholics may concur, 
we have demanded this decree to be written, and in all places 
published in the English and Irish tongues, and have firmed it 
with our hands and seals ; but the other question of excommunica- 
tion we have reserved to the next session ; dated at Waterford the 
12th of August, 1646."* 

This document is signed by Francis Edmund, Romish bishop 
of Leighlin, (who seems to have been a most violent clerical agi- 
tator), and several others. 

A decree of excommunication (dated at Kilkenny, 5th October, 
1646). followed. It was issued by Rinuccini and the ecclesiastical 
(Congregation of both clergies of the kingdom of Ireland ; and wds 
fiilminated against all such as should adhere to the late peace, or 
should bear arms for the heretics of Ireland, or aid and assist them. 

The marquis of Ormonde left Dublin, for Kilkenny, on the 
28th Aug. 1646. On approaching Cashel, on the 10th Sept., he 
was informed, that Owen O'Neale, commander, of the Ulster 
rebels, (who adhered to the nuncio's party ahd rejected the peace), 
was marching towards him. This intelligence was fiirther con- 
firmed, by a letter from Sir Robert Talbot, who advised the mar- 
quis to take precautions for securing the ford of Moygany, the 
only pass where, without a long march through the counties of 
Carlow and Kildare, ix) Monasterevan, O'Neale's fofces could pass 
the Barrow in order to join the Kavanaghs, Byrnes and Tooles, 
on whom the latter commander relied for much assistance. 

While the marquis was considering what course he should adopt, 
the earl of Castlehaven came and informed hitn, that it was the 
intention of O'Neale and Preston, the rebel generals, to cut off 
his retreat, and that not a moment was to be lost ; that Jie should

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immediately march for Leigblin-bruige, and having there crossed 
the Barrow, hasten by 'forced inarches to Dublin. The marquis 
despatched orders to major general Sir Francis Willonghby, at 
Gowran, to march with all his forces to Leighlin-bridge, and pos- 
sess himsdf of that placet' When Willonghby had advanced to 
within three miles of Leighlin, he was informed, that colonel 
Walter Baignall, with one hundred men, had secured the castle at 
the foot of the bridge. He, therefore, sent two officet^ to Bagnall, 
to learn whether he was to consider him as a friend or an enemy. 
Bagnall courteously replied^ that the passage over the bridge should 
be &ee, and that he miglit command any accommodation that the 
castle could afford. The major general found the promise fulfilled, 
and having crossed the bridge, bivouacked his men in an open 
field, where he remained until evening ; when, learning that the 
marquis of Ormonde had approached near Leighlin, with his horse, 
he despatched a courier to inform him, that his men had lain in the 
field a considerable portion of the day, that there was not accom- 
modation for tbem and for the horse by which he was accompanied, 
and suggesting, that he should march to Carlow with the foot, and 
leave the horse in their present quarters. To this proposition, th& 
marquis assented, and Sir Francis proceeded late in the evening to 
Carlow, where he learned, that Owen O'Neale was marching to 
Kilcullen in order to obstruct his progress. Orders were' in con- 
Bequence given, that the troops should march an hour before day 
on the following morning, in order to pass that place before 
O'Neale could reach it. Sir Francis and his force arrived in Dub- 
lin, on the 1 3th Sepiember, 1646.* 

The nuncio made a public entry into Kilkenny, on the I8th 
September. His first step was to imprison lord Muskerry, and 
most of the members of the supreme Catholic council.- Other 
gentlemen who had been advocates fov the peace, underwent si- 
milar punishment. Colonel Bagnall was among the number. " The 
clergy," says Carte, " delighted with power, assumed the govern- 
ment to themselves : and on the 26th, by a solemn decree, appointed 
a new council, consisting of four bishops and eight laymeB) order- 
ing all the generals to be subject to their orders, aAd investing 
them with the same power as the former council. The nuncio 
took upon himself to be president of this new council, and to act 
as supreme moderator in temporals as well as spirituals."' 

On the 2nd of November, the nuncio, with generals Preston 
and O'Neale,! made propositions to the marquis^of Ortaonde, the 
third- of which was as follows : 

" That Catherlogh, &c., and all the garrisons within the Pro- 
testant quarters; be garrisoned by the confederate Catholics, to 
maintain and keep the said cities and places for the use of our 
sovepeigti lord, king Charles, and his lawful successors, and for 
the diefenee of the said kingdom of Ir«land."t

General O'Nflalehairkg rallied part »f hisforoes, adwmoed to 
support &e con&deraites:atKilk«iny,'iB'tbeir r^ection of 'ibeipe^e. 
General Fveston, who bow .aifected loyalty, "wrote to the 'maDqaig 
of Gianiieacde, on learning titis iiit>vemeiiit<of'|0'NeE^, reqaestiitg 
ttat full iaith stoild ibe. repased in tlae contents of la letter wiiJlten 
that 'day, the 10th DeoBcdielr, to the lord lieBtenaBt. Wbe sub* 
stance «f. this oommuDifiationnras, thattgeneriti Preston foas onins 
inarch to encounter tiie van df the nonthenn aitmy, ianddesfeingiwe 
lord lieutenant to :nteet him with bis -foroes at a oertaia> gteee. 
With which request his lordship complied ; when iastead of.-P,res- 
ton, he found a letter from hita to <tbe marquis of .Claiu;i(;wde, 
stating, " that liis ofiicers, notbeii^excommuaie^tian.proo^iWBr^ 
fallen from him to the nuncio's, paasty, and therefore .^e adrised >biin 
to proceed no fartlier,;hut to «Xjpafititheiss,ueof a general assemblyj 
that was to he at Kilkenny, on Jthe lOth of January £alio?vingi 
when lie doubted.not but thiijgB.wouldlje set rlght.by me consent 
of tfae^whole kLngdom, which would be much more for bis majesty's 
service, th^ui to .attempt the forcing of .a peace ppon .tiipee < th^ 
were averse to it." The marquis resolved ts .await the iesne of 
the assembly. ■ - 

Oil the 1 0th of January, 1647, the Roman Catholic asBemHy 
met at Kilkenny. The debates were carried on for three weeks 
with great violence, between the advocales,of peace and^their op> 
ponents. The nuncio loudly and dictatorially inveighed agiuait 
thejpeace, last year -concluded. "Tihe bidiop,of Leighlin," says 
Sellings, "who always sat upon an eminent bench at the upper 
end<of the house, .could, ivvith waving his hat, raise such a storm 
from<thejniddle seats, and towards the door,, that nothing could 
be heard for a long time after, but the repeated thunder ,ef I, or 
No, or that name which he £rst dictated to tbem."^ 

Those who advocated the maintenance of the, peace, UKged the 
impossibility .of 4;aisi^ «Vpplies to carry ^m a war jithey reminded 
the assembly of the graat power «f the Eqgliah iparliament, with 
the nayy at its command ; .and declared their £rm conviction, 
.that no resaorce was left for their safety .but a junction' with the 
forces of the Mng, then rapidly declining in power. "■ There wae 
a mir^CQlous answer given," says Bellings, "by the same bishop 
«f ^e|glilin> who citii^ that text «f Scri^ure, where Christ raised 
Lazwusfrom the dead, remuyoete la^idem,, wished them to observe, 
that when our Saviour came to perform that stupendous work, he 
gave his disciples no other share in it, than of xemovitigthe stone ; 
so, smdhe, iperform you th»t which is within your power, remove 
the stone, iteject the peace, proceed on vigorously, and G«d, will dp 
the rest. This was the reply given to the tpremeditated and pru- 
dent discourses of many .gentlemen, who thought the weight of 
the subject deserved more particular satisfaction to the :iat^gumen|6

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ooncerning it, aai fhose sacred words a more rational iuterpretS' 
tion ; yet you must not wonder if it was cried up, since he spoka 
it, who ndght command applauses with waving his hat."* 
. An order was made by the assembly, that a declaration might 
be drawn up, stating that no culpability attached to those who 
cpncluded the late peace ; while the peace, itself, was declared 
invalid and of no force to all intents and purposes. Before the 
declaration was engrossed, colonel Walter Bagnall, " a young 
man," says Sellings, " who to the nobleness of hb Inrth, and the 
plentifulness of ,his fortune, had added a great stock of valour, and 
many excellent parts, took occasion to speak after this manner : — 

Ma. Plunkkt, 
• When I conedder the weight and importance of the matter now 
agitated, I do not wonder that we have spent so many days in the 
debate of it, for the house may then be thought to have satisfied 
her own wisdom, when aU objections are laid open and cleared : 
but when J observed men's reasons are rather cried down than 
conraiced, and that it is an impetuous storm, not a natural tide, 
that Tsuses the sea of our passions to so exorbitant an height, I 
must confess, I look upon it as a sad presage of the many miseries 
(if God prevent them not) which will befal us and our posterity ; 
for I appeal to the consciences of all that hear me, if when we 
were first compelled (for compelled we were) for safety of our lives 
and fortunes, and the defence of our religion, and our king's rights, 
to take up arms, we had then, while yet his majesty was in 
jfbwer, able to dispute his cause with probability of success, with 
his rebel subjects of England, been offered less advantageous con- 
cessions, we had not joyfully accepted them with a thankful sub- 
mission to his gracious pleasure : and truly I cannot see that im- 
provement in our condition, if we vshall prudently weigh all cir- 
cumstances, which should make us now less willing to acquiesce. 
We have plenty of arms, you will say, which we then wanted; 
our armies are formed, and our affairs directed by a constant way 
of government ; certainly, it cannot be denied, if the comparison 
extend no farther than between us and ourselves^ and if we make 
our inference without having a prospect upon oiu* enemy, and 
judging at the s^me time of the change of his- condition, the then 
tumults with the new confederate catholics, we have manifold ad- 
vantages, which we then wanted : but when we shall consider, 
that the party in the parliament of England, which hath vowed the 
extirpation of our religion, and was then seconded' but by the 
confused clamours of the multitude at London, hath armies at 
present, and the royal fleet at their command ; that they who then 
were in their dens, and scarce would adventure to hop out of 
their nests, do now fly all England over, and that of the two con- 
current parties, whose conflict gave us respite to advance thus far 
in our work ; that party is ready to prevail which threatens our 
dentructioQ : trhen I say we shall matiu-ely weigh this charge to the

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be(ter in our enemies, we cdnnot be so partial to ourselves, as to 
tibink our state so much improved beyond theirs, that we should, 
now, upon consideration of that inequality reject those conditions, 
which we would cheerfully have embraced at first ; and itis visibly; 
manifest, that if we should have inclined to such resolutions at a 
time when our king was in a posture io keep the pailijameat forces, 
employed, and so to divert this storm from falling upon us, both 
ourovvn interest, and the dutiful^ compassion' of our sovereign's, 
present condition, ought now, in all reason, to move us, by en- 
deavouring to redeem his majesty from his heavy pressures, to lay. 
everlasting obligations of gratitude upon him, and by assisting his 
party in England, to lift up a shield for our defence, which can no 
other ways be done, than by accepting this peace, concluded and 
published by authority of the kingdom, and by avoiding those 
severe punishments which never fail to attend the breach of public 
feith. The bitter vengeance which was exacted of the king of 
Hungary, for breaking, ' at the instance of Cardinal Julian, the 
pope's legate, that peace .which he had newly concluded with 
Amurath, the great Turk, ought still to be before our eyes, wherein, 
the memorable circumstances make it evident, how that crime was. 
the object bf God's indignation, for Amurath had no sooner lifted 
up those articles to heaven, saying, Christ, if thou be' est a God, 
as the christians do make thee, revenge the violation of thy name^ 
and this perjury : but the young king who befoire had so far pre-! 
vailed, as he believed himself in the possession of the victory, wap 
instantly repelled, his army entirely defeated, himself overcharged 
with armour, drowned in a -morass, and his evil cou^isellor miser- 
ably butchered. But now, Mr. Plunket, I shall beg the leave of 
the house to recede from the ordinary custom, and to apply my 
spirit to the prelates. My lords, there was a time, when our 
ancestors, at the peril of their fortunes, and with the danger of 
their persons, sheltered some of you and your predecessors from 
the severity of the laws. They were no niggardly sharers with 
you in your wants ; and it cannot be said that the splendour of 
your present condition hath added any thing to the sincere and 
filial reverence which was then shewed you. We their posterity, 
have with our blood, and the expense of our siibstance, asserted, 
this advantage you have over them, and reduced the exercise of 
your function from the penalties of the law, and your persons {ronL 
the persecution to which they were subject. We are upon the 
brink of a formidable precipice, reach forth' your hand to pull us 
back ; your zeal for the honour of God will be thought no way 
the less fervent, that you preserve the Irish nation; and your 
judgments will not suffer for the attempt, when you give over upon 
better information. Rescue us, we beseech you, from those im- 
minent miseries that environ us visibly ; grant somewhat to the me- 
mory of our forefathers, and to the affection we hear you ourselves } 
let this request find favour with you, made to prevent the violation 
of public faith, and to keep the devouring swprd from the throats 
of our wives and our childr«i." 



IS®" BISTORT AND ANTIQUITIES 

TIds' seniiible address obviously affected some of the bishops, but 
the&r resolutions were too firmly fixed to admit of change. The 
peace was accordingly rejected ; and thus the lives and properties 
of the Romish laity were pkced in jeopardy, and' eventually, to 
a great extent, lost, by the reckless Violence and insatiable ambi- 
tion of ttieir priests. 

. During the sitting of the Assembly, the clergy laid theif wishes 
Wefore it in wilting. They proposed an establishment of popery 
all over Ireland, not only in their owir, but the Protestant garters, 
the, pcisdesdon of all churches, benefices, and dignities ecclesias- 
tical'; therc^peal of the common law so far as it gave the crown 
ahy ecclesiastical power, liberty to erect universities and schools 
under thefr own regulations, to appoint provisions to bishoprics, 
dignities, kbA. livings as tiiey had done since the begkiting of the 
war, and tp exercise their ecclesiasticat jtirisdictibn in its fall -ex- 
tent. They alsQ demanded a restoration of all the lands formeriy 
belonging to. abbeys, and other religious bouses in the kingdom.* 

A.D. 164T. Such was now the state of the government in 
Ireland, surrounded by enemies ; attacked by the Irish rebels on 
the one hand, add ill expectation of hostile proceeding's fi'om the 
Englfsh parliamentary forces on the other, that the marquis of 
Qrmonde« of two evils, chose that of delivering Dublin into th^ 
bands of th^'* latter. Meanwhile the Irish proposed an accom- 
modation, which the marqtds rejected, on account of their absurd, 
indeed, under the circumstances, we may almost say insane, re- 
qiiirenientrs. Time vfas, however, thus gained' to obtain a supply 
of ammunition fqr the defence of Dhblin ; biit he received no sup- 
plies for the ott(6r garrisons of ttie kingdom. The castle of Car- 
liiw was among those most exposed to. the enemy ; and for its 
relief, the marquis borrowed sixty pounds, which he forwarded to 
Major Harman for that purpose. A parfy.of fifty men, however, 
iVhom he ordered to 'ijie place as a reinforcement, cotdd not obtain 
entr^cci, in con^,et[ueiice dt it having been invested on the night 
of 4pril 10th, the very day, of the termination of a cessation 
which had been agreed on between the parties. The castle re- 
^6ted th& attacks, of th^ enemy till the 2nd of M^y, when it was 
snrrendered.f 

Oh the 28th July, tfieVarqui^ of Ormonde delivered Dublin 
to the parliamentary commissioners, and' embarked for Bristol, 
where he arrived on the 2nd August ;: but his return beifag. desired 
by tlie military and PMe^t^nts, h6 landed in Ii:eland on the 30th 
Siiptember, 1648. 

' On the 1 Tth January, 1649, the marquis of Ormonde con- 
cluded a peace wltti the Roman Catholics at Kilkenny. This event 
however Had no salutary influence on the proceedings of the re- 
publicans in England; who, on the 30th January, beheftdeS their 
kiiig. Thus ended t^e unhappy reign of Charles, f,

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CHAP. XXIlt 

TM intenegmm. A.D. 1649, ta A.D. 1660. 

The republican party, with Oliver CroiBwell aX their head^ 
were now triumphant in EBglend. The pisgfqWB of OrmojFide, in 
quality of lord lieutenant of Charles II., continued his exertions in 
Ireland for the royal cause- 
In this year, Preaton,, the late rebel general, wished tftdbtain 
the title of earl of Catierlogli, as he had aheady r^oeived that of 
viscount Taragh. To this latter distinction, was added, a grant of 
l,imd to the, value.of eight hundred pounds pesr annum, in order to 
enable him to support the dignity^ 

Dublbwas held by, the republicans) to which itvhad been deKv- 
fred by lord Ormp^de in 1647. He now resolved to attack that 
oi^, and for that purpose collected all :his gwoes at Leig^Umbiidge, 
from, whence he marched them to Cloghgrenan,. where he had a 
fortified house. Considerable delay occurred here, from deficiency 
in funds ; but the marquis having at length borrowed eight-.hundred 
ptQunds from Sir James Proton, he was enabled to prevent the 
disbanding. of' his forces,. 

It seems that a person named Roehfart at this time held acorres- 
pondence with Jones, tte governor of Dublin ; to whom he appears 
to have communicated a E^ort of the state and oircumstances of 
the royal party. In a letter dated 4th June, from Carlow, he 
says, that " the soldiers of the army Misere so secured to Ormonde, 
far beyond their expectation, that nothing but. a sudden attempt 
could prevail against him. I^one hath been made privy to our 
proceedings, but general Preston, his son colonel Warren, and 
a few other leading men so far embarked in the work, as aiSJrHable 
hath not dropped from any of theni. This I gather by Ormonde's 
being friendly invited hither tp dine on Thursday last, though he 
would, not (as we suppose, by reason of the' caution thence given 
him) commit his person to us, without hig own gpards of horse and 
foot ; by which advertisement we missed of our last opportunity."* 
It appears, that a plan was at tlus time formed- to assassinate the 
marquis of Ormonde. Eeirly in June, he departed for Dublin, 
where he was defeated by colonel , Jbnes at Ratlunines, qa the 2od 
of August. 

Oliver Cromwell landed at Dublin, on the 15th August.^ . 

In October, he besieged Wexford, The marquis of Ormonde 
endeavoured in vaiii to succour the place. Perceiving, that he could 
entertain no hope of success in a battle with Cromwell, he crossed 
the Wicklow mountains and rested at lieighliprforidge. Here he 
Was informed of the success of the republicans at Wexford. 

The Romish clergy met at Clonmacnois, on the 4th of De- 
cember^^when they issued formal acts and declaratipns, all of

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wbich are signed by Francis Edmund, bishop of Leighlin. But 
their, acts and declarations were now of no avail ; an invincible 
force having made its appearance in the land, which finally depri- 
ved both royyists and Romanists of the possession of the country. 

A.D. 1650. An attack on Kilkenny being meditated by Crom- 
well, he ordered colonel Hewson, governor of Dublin, to his aid. 
In March, the latter left Dublin and took Leighlin-bridge on his 
route. 

The deputy, general Ireton, now marched with part of the 
English army Biid eiicamped near Leighlin, whisre they remained 
for a time, finding good quarters for the men and grass for their 
horses. They continued to sojourn in this neighbourhood, re- 
moving every week or fortnight a mile or two for fresh quarters, 
without the occurrence of any remarkable event. About this time, 
they drew near to Carlow castle, which was then well fortified, 
end had a strong garrison, commanded by captain Bellew, from 
whom the deputy fi^quenUy received letters relating to exchange 
of prisoners, and several other concerns. No hostile proceedings 
had, however, occurred, nor had liny summons been sent to the 
governor of the castle. But on receiving intelligence of the success 
of the parliamentary force in Scotland, Ireton resolved on more active 
service here ; believing that under these favourable circumstances 
HO forces would be required by the parliament from • Ireland. He 
immediately forwarded a summons to his neighbour the governor 
of Carlow castle, and at the same time constructed a bridge over 
the Barrow near the towri, over which he conducted part of 
the army, and invested the castle. The following is a copy of the 
characteristic summons: — 

" To the Governor of Carlow Castle, 

"Sir, 

" We have been your gentle neighbour hitherto, doing littie 
more than looking upon you. But the time being come now that 
we are like to dead in earnest with your gfarrison, as efiiectually and 
speedily as God shaJl enable us. That I may not be wanting in 
my part to save any of the blood which may be spilled therein, I 
am willing, upon a timely surrender, to give terms io so fair an 
enemy, (especially if I find^ you inclinable to a more peaceable 
disposition for the future). I thought good, therefore, to send 
you this summons, requiring you to surrender the castle of Carlow, 
with the furniture of war therein, into my hands, for the.use of the 
parliament and commonwealth of England, to which I expect your 
present answer. 

"July the 2nd, 1650j 

, Your humble servant, 

H. Iret 
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To which the Governor returned this answer : 
" For the Lord Deputy and Commander of the Parliament 

Forces. 

«Mt Lord, 

" This being your first summons, lam not at this in- 
stant prepared to give any answer to it. I desire three days, time 
to acquaint the lord bishop df Dromore with your lordship's de-= 
mands, and in the meantime, that no acts of hostility be commit- 
ted by your lordship's army, the like being observed by the gar- 
rison ; by that time your lordship shall receive the resolution of 

Your lordship's servant, 

M. Bellbw." 
« Carlow Castle, 3rd of July, 1630. 

To this request Ijeton acceded ; and then proceeded to Water- 
ford, leaving Sir Hardress Waller, major general of the foot, with 
a sufficient force to prosecute the siege of Carlow. Sir Hardress 
shortly after drew out two cannon, battered a tower belonging to 
the castle, which much discomfited the garrison ; after which he 
cannonaded the town and took it ; when Bellew surrendered and , 
agreed to the following articles : 

" The articles of agreement made and concluded by Henry 
Jones, lord of Clougher, major Anthony Morgan, and. lieut. 
colonel Philip Fernsly, for and on behalf of the right honourable 
the lord . deputy of Ireland, of the one, part; and major John 
IJcNGAN, captain George Darcy and captain John Wodisson, 
on the part and behalf of captain Bellew, governor of Carlow 
castle, on the other part, dated the 24th of July, 1650. 

I. That the castle of Carlow, with the artillery^ provision, arms, 
and ammunition, and all other furniture of war, (except hereafter 
excepted) shall be delivered to Sir Hardress Waller, or to whom 
he shall appoint, within twenty-four hours after the signbg hereof, 
major John Dnngan and captain George Darcy shall remain as 
hostages. 

II. That all officers and soldiers within the garrison shiJl march 
with their horses, and marching arms, &c. and have a safe convoy 
to Lea castle, and a pass for ten days to march to Athlone, and 
carriages allowed them for their goods to said castle, and thatjhe 
said carriages be delivered at Lea castle to said convoy. 

III. That all the musquets within said town shall be allowed to 
march, with each of them one pound of powder, bullet, and match 
proportionable. 

ly. That the inhabitants of the said town shall have liberty to" 
live in said town, and enjoy their com, paying such contributions 
as others in their condition. 

V. That all manner of persons now in the castle of Carlow 
shall have, one month's time allowed them for the removal of their 
goods, and passes to carry them to what places they shall desire. 

VL That George , servant to colonel Preston, shall have 
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-liberty to stay in the quarters dbdut Garlow for two noontbs, to 
trouBSAt M«;s£Hdtil9ster'« aifairs, and bave a pasB to carry to Water* 
. ford such goods, debts, or money as belongs to his said master. 

VII. That all manner of persons now in the castle of Carlpw, 
shall have quarters for their lives and goods. 

'Vin.TMt ftio^eFSOli'^shaTr be arrested, "St. etay«he goods, or 
molest the person'itf atiy now in 'thte said castle upon any pretence 
wbatst}ev«r. 

I'X. 'For the Ml performance of all andevery thfesabove articles, 
and Itte article under-written, the parties above mentioned have 
hereiiflto set theii" hands an3 seals at the hour of sevien in the 
morning; Judy 2dik., 1650. 

X. Titat the said carriages and convoy shall be provided within 
forty-eight tours after deliveiing up .the eastle to.such as shall 
be appointed by Sir Hardress Waller.

l3roinwell ■vcas, as usual successful at Kilkenny, where he was 
considerably aided by a party in the town. " This treachery," 
Bays Carte, "was now grown universal, arising sometiwes from 
the fears of the inhabitants, and- sometimes from the 'cormptiicm, 
avarice or cowardice of the 'garrisons of the towns ; and was 'the 
cause of the loss of the fcasie of Catherlogh," &c. 

T%e following passage appears in a letter of the marquis 
of Ormxjnde in reply to the Romish archbishops of .Dublin andc 
Tuam : — *' The rebels have without any considerable ' resistance 
from aibroad, taken Caii<erlo|h, &c. The loss of these places 
and the want ©f any tisTble power to protect them, have 
doubtlessly induced many to contribute their sufestanee, and 
personal assistance to the rebels ; from Which, whether they might 
have been Wifbheld by churdh censures we know not, but have not 
heard of any such which issued against them.— From RoscoEamon, 
the 2nd of August, 1650, OHMONdb." 

The castle of TuUow, commanded by colonel Butler,- was this 
year taken by colonels "Reynolds and Hewson. 

The Rtnnish congregation at vJames's-toWn now levied troops ; 
among the rest, somehWse under Daniel Kavanagh. 

The marquis of Ormonde laving appointed the marquis of 
Clanricarde lord deputy, departed for France, fln the 11 th 
December. 

A.D. 1651. The Romish cl^gy, sfilltuSy in political affairs, 
now endeavoured to renew the old confederacy ; and as a prelimi- 
nary step excommunicated the marqitis of Clanricarde, and-aiU' his 
adherents! tovv'hich they added a -strict prohibition to ■ their floisk 
from serving in his army. "The main view,", says Carte, "of 
the clergy had always been to cast off the BngUyh govermnent, 
and to subject the kingdom to some foreign Roman Catholic

evidence," says Carte. Such was the fatal issue^of th« barbarot*? 
and joliumian rebellion of 1641, of the fierice caqteipttions in the 
land, the reckless, violent proceedings of the Romish clergy, and 
the perverse dtspoeitiott oi thj^rd^el^.

XvLvUhtaue the date to all public documents, &e years of his reign

12th July, 1661. — Upon consideration had of a'reportmade from 
the ccmimittee, appointed to consider of the best expedients for 
raising money for.supply of the agents to be sent into England, it 
is 'Ordered, upon question, that the sum of three thousand three 
hundred pounds be forthwith raised towards the present supply of 
the agents to be sent into England, and that the members serving 
for each particular county, inciting the cities and boroughs within 
tiie same, do provide the sum of one hundred pounds ; as also the 
dties serving in this house vr the county of the city of Dublin the 
Bum of one himdredi^qunds ; tjnaking in all, there being thirty- two 
counties, besides the cdunty of the said city, three thousand three 
hundred pounds -^ . 

13th July, 1661. — Memorandmn. That the house being -^^alled 
over, according to the oi^er made yesterday, the members serving 
for the county of Armagh, and cities and boroughs witliin the. slime, ' 
declared unto > the . house that they would have the sum of bnct^ 
hundred pounds in readiness by Monday next being the Idth inst. 

The members within the county of Catherlogh did' the like for , 
one hundred pounds more. . '<> 

30th July, 1661. — Instructions given to the members of the 
house of commons that are appointed to attend upon his sacred 
majesty in England, by order of this house. ^ W» ' 

1. That they do forthwith repair into England, and humbly 
present unto his majesty the'humble and unanimous address of the 
lords spiritual and temporal, and commons, in the parliament oF' 
Ireland assembled. 

2. That they do represent to his majesty the impoverished;, and 
contemptible revenue of the bishoprics of Kildare, Leigblin and 
Ferns, and of Clonfert, and in the name of this house humbly 
desire his. majesty will be pleased, upon the settlement of this 
kiiigdpm, to authorize and command the lords justices of this 
Idngdom, and other chief governor or governors for the time being, 
to make fiirther additional provision out of such forfeited, lands as 
are excepted out of, or are not intended to be confirmed by his 
majesty's declaration, or otherwise, as his majesty shall think fit, 
so as the bishopric of Leighliu and Ferns, formerly and now 
united, and the bishopric of Clonfert may be severally, worth six 
hundred pounds per annum ; and ths(t Kildare being' the second 
bishopric of the kingdom, may have such an addition out ot the 
provision aforesaid as may make it worth eight hundred pounds 
per annum; whereby tiheir maintenance may in some measure be 
suitable to that double honour which the law of God gives that 
offi.ce, and to that dignity whic^ the law of the land and bis ma- 
jesty's grace superaddeth to it ; and that the said bishops may re- 
new the patents of those bishoprics with the said additions respec- 
tively; and that the gaid members further supplicate his. majesty 
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that all such other bishoprics as are- ab-eady united' laay be so 
cootinued. ; and also that the said members shall countenance and 
assist the agents from the convocation in those matters which re- 
late to the good settlement of the churchy the advancement of re- 
ligion, and in such other particulars as may conduce thereunto. 

b. That they render his majesty humble thanks for his gracious 
and'provident care in securing cities, and all other corporate and 
walled towns, in the hands of Protestants; and to supplicate hisr 
majesty that the same, viz. Dublin, Cork, Youghall, Kiii^ale, 
Limerick, Gal way, Waterford, and all other cities, towns corporate, 
walled towns, and all other Seaports within this kingdom whatso- 
ever, may be so continued in the Iu>nds of and-be inhabited by 
such who shall manifest their communion, with the church of Eng- 
land, by their taking the oath of suprei&cy ; pl-ovided that this do 
^ not invailidate any mercy or favour intended irf his miyesty'S' dccla- 
; ration, or any part thereof,, to any particular person or per^ni 
included in the said declaration. 

Slst July, 1661. — Further instructions' for themembersto at- 
tencTupon his niajesty. 

Ordered, upon question, that the members of this house apt 
pointed'to attend upon his majesty in England, be impowered to 
represent unto his majesty the condition of those persons whose 
Idts are already fixed, or may hereafter fall upon such unprofitable 
Jands as are not worth the quit-rents payable thereout unto his mat 
jesty, and to recommend the same unto bis most gracious consider-r 
"atifen, for such remedy and relief as in his great wisdom shall be 
thought meet ; as also that they do represent unto his majesty the 
condition of those persons that took leases from the late usurped 
powers, of any houses, lands, tenements or hereditaments what- ^ 
soever, from which they are or shall be removed by lawful autho- 
rity,, and that they may have equal satisfaction fo¥ their disburse- 
ments,, in like manner and form as the adventfters and soldiers 
are to have by his majesty's late gracious declaration of the 30th 
of November last ;,, and the said members are furfer - appointed 
fanmbly to recommend and submit it unto his majesty's consi» 
deration, that when all the forfeited lands in the county of Cather- 
logh are set out to adventurers and. soldiers that are removed from 
his grace the duke of Ormonde's lands,.if any adventurer or soldier, 
60 removed, shall, through the deficiency of forfeited lands in that 
county, remain unsatisfied, according to the sdd declaration, that 
they may be reprized in such way and maimer as his majesty shall 
think fit. 

7th December, 1661, — Proposals of both Sfouses to the lord^ 
justices about the Irish, and for cresecving the public peace. 
^ To return the thanks of both houses to this right honorable the 
lords justices, for that their lordships have been pleased to take 
such care of the public peace of this kingdom, and that their 
lordships were pleased to acquaint the house with the papers of in- 
telligence come into their lordships' hands. 

That their lordships \vould be pleased to take a strict course for 
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tibe |>t-(Mbiting any persons to Uve in any of tbe cities, wallee) 
teiWns, or garrisonB of this kiii^om, who have been in the late re- 
bdlion, Or Kvesd in the Imsh quarters, except such who are d6olared 
itmoC^n^ or otiierwise exieepted in his majesty's declarations, or 
suci) ks ^eir lordships shall licence. 

l^hat in regtfrd prie^ts^ jesnits, and friai's have been the constant 
inbendiarieB of the rebellion in Has kingidom, that therefore they, 
atid those vfbo have beem 1ke chief heads of the rebellion, together 
■tn@i other ill-affeoted persons, be secured, except such as th^r 
IcMehipg shall think iit to dispense withal. 

That trained-b&nds be established in ike respective ooubti^s of 
this 'kingdotn, and that they may doneist omly of gtfch Protestants 
as are well affected to the present govemdient. 

Parliatnfent was dissolved, 8th August, 1666. 

Robert Price was appioiated to w.e bishopric of Leiglitin and 
Fei*is in 1661. He was son of Colonel WilKam Price of Rhewlas, 
Merionethshire. He successively obtained the offices "(rf vicar oi 
TOwyn, MiSiJOneth, chancellor of the thurch of Binge*) d«an of 
Connor, and chaplain to Thomas, earl of Strafford, lord lieutenant 
of Ireland. He held the rank of doctor of laws in the university 
of Du4}Hn ; havktg been educated at Chrtst-ohurdh college, Oxford) 
where be took his degree of master of arts. Doctor Price was 
«onee<!ratBd bishop of Leighlin and Ferns at St. Patrick's, Dublin, 
on the 27th January, 1661, the letters pateiit for his creation, 
mandate for consecration, and wri,t of restitution to the temporalities, 
b^aHngdate the ISth of the same month. He was permitted ' to 
hold the rectory of KiUeban in eommendam, and was grairied the 
Mesne profits from the death of bishop Andrews. He suSered 
liinchfor the rOyal dau8e> while d^an oi Connor; by which hehad 
claitns suffitiientiy strong to procure him promotion. We are told 
by Bishop topping, that bad he lived, he would have been advanced 
to &e see of Bangor; but Carte states, that it was St. David^B to 
which he Woflld have been appointed. He died at Dublin on the 
S6(ih May, 1666, and was intwi-ed in St. Patrick's eathedral. 
I<T^th6r monument or inscription was placed over his r^Aaim.* 

Richard Boyle, dwitor of divinity, dean of Limerick, (to Which 
office he was presented on the Sth Pebraary> 1661), succeeded 
•Doctor Price. He was indebted for his adyfenc^hent to the favonr 
«f the duke of Omttoftde^ then lord lieutenant of Ireland. His 
promotion took place by letters patent, dated the 7&. Of JuttCj 1666 ; 
With the te((5<;ory of Eiltebanin Ci>mneninM. He was consecrated 
in Christ-church, Dublin, on the 10th January following, by 
Michael, archbishop of Dublm, and other assisting prelates.^ fle 
died of a palsy at Lublin in 16S2, and was buried in th&csftbed^l 
i^ere.

of all the forfeited imdisposed lands in Ireland, and not before 
assigned for satisfaction ot the deficient adventurers, or reprizing 
the adventurers and soldiers, the incumbrances on their estates, in 
which you are carefully to set down all the forfeited lands in the 
county of Catherlash by thehiselves, and all the forfeited lands 
in the baronies of Barrimore and Muskry by themselves ; the one 
being appointed for the reprizal of such as are ren^oved .from off 
the estate of James, lord marquess of Ormonde, lord steward of 
our household, and the other to satisfy decrees of the innocent 
papists inhabitants of Cork, Yonghal, and Kinsale ; in the doing 
wh'ereof, yon are to appoint what quarter or point of the said 
county of CAi'UBRLAOiH, and the said baronies of Barrimore and 
Muskry to begin withal, and accordingly to make up the said book 
or catalogue of the said lands by way of contiguify, with as vmuik 
indifference and impartiality as may be. — — 

" You are to prepare an exact list of the respective adventurers, 
soldiers, and others, removed fram off the estate of Jamds, loird 
marquess of Ormonde, lord steward of our household; by them- 
selves ; -^^ and agcordiiigly, so much of the lands .jn the said 

county of Catherlagh as will suffice, shall be set out to the sud 
adventurers and soldiers removed from off the lord marquess of 
Ormonde's estat^, as aforjesaid." 

From the Act itself : 

" And be it also enacted, that all adventurers, soldiers, thsir 
heirs and assigns, whose adventures and lots were set out of the

in the preceding grant to the Duke of Ormonde. — Saving 
to Kdmond Roch and his heirs, the fiiU benefit of his decree. — To 
Francis/ Eustace, the benefit of his decree to the lands of Kill- 
mogHsh.— To triick Wall, such right as should be decreed him^ 
as a nominee, the duke being first reprized, to Mizell, Graigene- 
&pid(^e, Clonmocsheninej and Temple-Peter, half. — To Mary 
Walsh, the benefit of her decree to Kinure. ^ 

On the restoration of the king, the duke of, Ormonde was 
juatly raised to various offices of rank and digmtyl He enjoyed 
the particular favour of his majesty, who, in Qas inst^ce at least, 
did not seem ungratefiil for past services. But the firequent, if 
not universal attendant of great prosperity is envy ; to which, ia 
cofuts, is superadded the. baleful passion of jealousy, as exhibited 
towards the objects of royal favour. The duke of Ormonde 
could not hope to escape the dislike of the envious and jealous, 
nor could he expect to avoid the bad feeling of the unsuccessful, 
the iinprosperous, or the discontented. Accordingly, wa find 
that attacks iVere made on him in various shapes ; among the rest 
the aid of the press was called in by his> calumniators. About the 
year 1671, several libellous tracts appeared ; one of which was 
entitled : Queries relating to the revenue of Ireland, and to the 
duke (f ■.Ormonde. It was stated in tlus production, that Ihe 
barony of Idrone, in our county, was decreed to the duke hy the 
commissioners of the court of claims ; while insinuations are 
made agsunst the honour of the commissioners, as well as the 
veracity of the \dtoess«B, on whose testimony they acted. . Thi^i 
allegation was, however, wholly untrue. As the duke did not 
then possess one acre of the barony more than he had enjoyed: be- 
fore the rebellion ; when his lands in it were very limited^ in extent. 
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Attempts were now made by the Romanists to repeat the acts of 
settlement ; for which purpose pretended grievances and fabricated 
acts of injustice were exhibited. Among others, the duke of 
Qrmpnde was charged with passing the lands of vaiious individuals 
for his own, and thus adding considerably to his estate. Carte 
enters very fully into this 'matter, which might be considered not 
merely an attack on the character of the duke of Ormonde, but on 
the vested interests of the Protestants and others who had been 
secured in the possession of their property by the acts of settlement. 
As two of the principal witnesses brought forward by the enemies 
of the duke and by the discontented party were closely connected 
with our county, and as, in short, most of the transactions re- 
lated occurred within its boundaries, we must give the statement of 
Carte, which we do in his own words : 

•' Edmond Byrne -{says he) was a freeholder in the barony of 
Forth, in the county of Catherlogh, and as such, with the anCient 
proprietors in that barony, signed the petition presented by them 
to his grace's commissioners, in the year 1663 ; wherein they ac- 
knowledged a tenure to the duke, and this by the advice of Patrick 
Byrne, their counsel at law. He was a considerable witness iil 
pving evidence to several juries for making good those tenures, 
-and was himself of one or more of those juries, who upon their 
oaths found the said tenures, being for-tbe most part Irish pro- 
prietors of land within the barony, to whom some English protfes- 
tants were joined. He gave the like evidence before the claims ; 
but renting a small parcel of land at Shragh, of the earl of Arran, 
(upon whom his grace had settled his lands in that barony), and not 
paying the rent, he was distrained upon, and giving bond for pay- 
mentj but failing therein, was thrown into gaol. Byrne in his 
necessity was willing to try any means of relief and forgetting his 
former oaths, thought fit to pretend that there was no quit-rent 
really dufe to the duke of Ormonde out of the barony of Forth, 
and that the lands he rented were rightfully his own. He offered 
his service to discover this before the commissioners for conceal- 
ments, but that commission not going forward, his son Gerald 
went to England, and petitioned the duke for relief, who told him 
he would write to his agent Mr. Matthews to see redress given 
him, if he were aggrieved in any respect, The man 61d not care 
to be referred to Mr. Matthews ; and to give some colour to his 
pretensfone, pi'oduced three different notes, w^th the names of his 
grace's' cotnmissioQers put to them, expressing that he was to pay 
only a chiefery out of the. lands of Shi'agh, and directing Mr. John 
Bagot the receiver to suspend the rent tUl fiirther order. The diike 
saw by the hand-writing that his commissioner's names were not 
wrote by themselves, and suspecting the forgery,' caused Mr. Gas- 
coigne his secretary to take copies thereof. He told Byrne his 
Buspicions, but offered to send directions into Ireland, that he should 
have the benefit of these notes, if either of the commissioners would 
own they had signed them. Byrne seeing he was like to be de- 
tected, came no more near his grace ; but meeting with encouragfe- 
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ment, presented a petition to the king- for redress. He did not 
wgit the issue of it ; but finding that Sir W. Flower was in town, 
and, fearing his forgery would be severely puflbhed, he absconded, 
and made off for Ireland. 

"The other witness produced was one captain James Nolan, 
whose ancestor Hugh Nolan divided his little estate in Shan- 
garryj in the ,same barony, containing ten acres Forth measure, 
eqtially between his two sons, Cabir and ]Janiel, The former 
left issue, and the latter marrying two wives, had by the first 
Edmond, father of James Nolan. Daniel, on occasion of a differ- 
rence with his son, declared that EJdmond was born two years 
before wedlock, and by a feoffment made September 6th, 1640, 
ready to be produced- and proved, settled what land he had in Shan- 
garry on Patrick Nblan, his son by his second wife Anastace Byrne, 
and his heirs ; so that captain Nolan could have no right to -^he 
land, which Patrick Nolan entered upon and possessed from bis 
father's death, till he took lands in Connaught. The captain joined 
with the nuncio's party in the war, and before he wept abroad in 
Daniel Kavanagh's regiment, in ]650, had, in an excursion from 
the garrison of GlonmuUin belonging to that party, being guilty of 
several murders, and particularly had hanged Patrick Nolan, Jas. 
Curreen, a servant of Thomas Bagnall, (whom ^le took out of his 
master's haggard at Ballenunry), and two others of the neigh- 
bourhood, and there were living witnesses to prove the facts. 
Captain Nolan came back into Ireland some time after the restora- 
tion, and it appearing by an inquisition after the ^ death of Thomas 
earl'Of Ormonde, signed by Sir Philip Percival, that the rents of 
eight pence an acre had been duly paid him- out of a|l the . lands 
belonging to ancient proprietors within the barony of Forth, and 
being proved that Shangarry in particular paid rent to Walter earl 
of Ormonde ; and being found in 1664 at a court barpn before 
John Walsh, as the duke's seneschal, by a jury of ancient native 
proprietors, (of which captain James Nolan was one), that it was 
held of his grace by certain rents and customs ; and Patrick Nolan, 
the ancient proprietor of that place, having ackno%vledged the same ; 
Shangarry had, upon these and other evidences, as wtjll as by other 
testimony, being adjudged by the court of claims to belong to the 
duke of Ormonde. -Possession had. been accordingly taketi of it, 
the lands having never b«ien set ojjt to adventurers ; and captain 
Nolan rented the premises for some time ; but having on May 6th, 
1669, (as the indictment runs) traitorously murdered oneThady 
Nolan, and not daring to stand a trial, ,he fled int() England-, 

" Somewhat above a year after his Qigbt, thither, he. came to 
the duke of Ormonde with a petition, sietting forth, ''tiiat he -had 
been necessitated to come out of Ireland to complain of his suf- 
ferings and grievances to his grace ; that he had \?een turned, out 
of an estate wiiich had belonged to his ancestors^, and Lad bee;n 
rented by himself ; that Mr. Walsh could certify .it wa? through 
his industry, that bis g^ce was possessed of several other lands 
in the barony of Fortn ; . that he bad- been at great charges in sup> 
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porting the duke's title against Sir Richard Kenqedy and captain 
Thomas Bordell, in the court .of claims ;. and Jiaving two children 
nrith iiim whom he intended to send abroad to be educated, . he 
could subsist no longer in London, and desired his grac6 to make 
him some satisiactioit for ih'is' charges in the suit .with ICennedy, and 
tsdtsioias him back .to Ireland.'i The duke gaveihira eight, guineas . 
t» bear hi^ charges thithqr, and wrote to ^h Matthews and Mr. 
Walsh .to give him a rccbnipense, if there was any truth in his. 
pretensions. This was his. story pn August. 6th, ,lt>70, when he', 
presented that petition, to his gjrace ; but it was as false as what he ' 
afterwards advanced. For instead of going to Ireland asihe pre- 
tended, he found lit more for his advantage to' continue in London, 
to clamour against.the duke, of '.Ormonde, and at last to petition the 
Idng. This he did on November 29th,. 1671, representiiig, ' that 
his grand-father was seized in fee of some lands in the barony 
of Forth in the county of Catherlogh on October 29th, 1641j,aBd 
died thereof seized in 1647, as his father likewise did in the same 
year; that the .petitioneribllowed his majesty's.' fortune abroad -in' 
1653, and continued constantly in his service beyond the seas till 
1662, when he returned into , -Ireland, with hope^ (upon his majes- 
ty's restoration), to be'restored to the said lands as his birthright; apd( 
injieritance ; . that the duke of Ormonde finding ithose lands conti-i 
guous to part of his own estate, and not enjoyed by any adven4 
turer or soldier, possessed himself of thei same without any mann 
ner of title, and that his grace^ upon the petitioner's; address, to^ 
him, had agreed and promised'to restore the said lands to the<peti-; 
tionei",- paying to his grace and his heirs' yearly twelve pence per 
acre CQuptry measure ; wh^eunto the petitioner, agreed, to avoid 
the charges of passing the 'court of claims^; that his grace, pur-s 
suant to that t^eement,: passed those lands ini his decree and. 
letters patents, and seeing that liie petitioner (contented with tfeat, 
agreement) omitted the advantage he might get by suing' for those 
lands in the court of claims,, refused ever since to give the petin 
tioher the benefit of the said contract; but still detained the lan^a 
against all equity and justice^ to the utter destruction, of the.peti- 
tidb^y his wifej and- mne young children, if no'toommiserated. by 
his msyesly^ The premises - considered^ and forasmuch as the 
sai4 lands were still undisposed of toanjSiUse by the acts of set- 
tlement and explanation, and that the. duke. 'of Ormonde who eu't 
joyed them at present could .pretend no other title to the same[b'tit 
as was before premised ; the petition^! therefore prayed, thait^his 
grievances' and, 'wofiil. oppression might ibe .referred to thecom- 
missioBerB appointed to revipwvthesettlement of Ireland, and tibe 
said comniissioners ordered to take such speedy course foui the 
petitioner's relief as shodd-be convenient and just/- • . ,' 

"The duke was present<it» council when this petition was read, 
and desired that Nolan i might be called iii,ihie gracfe oifered, m that 
if hecouldprovetliat either himself or;th6se enqilojred hy him h*d 
made any such bargain with him, as he mentioned, he would give 
him the land. Nolan aiffirmed; that Mr. John .W^alsh hadlmade it

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with him before forty witnesses. The duke was very well'satisfiedl 
of the falsehood of Nolan's claim to the few acres of land^in loues- 
tiofl, having before in answer to his letter of August 6th, 1670j 
received from Mr. Walsh a -report of the state of the case, by> 
which it appeared,' that neither the captain nor his father hitd ever 
any Tight, or been in possession of the land, and that the true old- 
proprietor, Patrick Nolan, -was still living, and ready to prove his 
title end former possession. He was also, fnlly persaa£edj that 
John W^alsh had never tnade any saich agreement as Was pretended ; 
and therefore moved that Nalan might prove the facts ehacged- in- 
the petition ; which was ordered accordingly. The pret^ded'bar' 
gain with Mr. Walsh was now the' chief, and indeed ' th^ dnly; 
point in question ; and therefore thbtigh the duke could not -think- 
it possible, that he should enter at all into such a contract in his 
behalf 'without his consent, or if that was possible, that he would' 
not in all that time advise -the performance of it, yet he wrote' to 
faimfor an account of that affair. Walsh Absolutely denied any 
such contract, having only let him the' land as a cominon tenant,- 
itpOB the man's' desire to be so admitted. S . 

•'.This appeared pretty clearly from the occasion ofthieir bding^ 
let, upon the court of' cMm's having i^djudged them to the duke of 
Ormonde,: Immediately after that "decree, viz.*,, on July 27llh, 
1663, captain Nolaq presented a petition to hisf grace^ which I- 
judge to be in his own hand^writing'^T.bebauso it : is evidently ; the 
same with that' in which the- other beforementioned^ and presented 
to the duke seven years afterwards/was written, setlingforSh,' that 
thepethioner's ancestors had tiniii Out of roM be^'>farmers,to his 
grace and .his noble .ancestors of the itand iof Shangarry, paying 
twenty shiUings rent a yeav, with othei^ usiial country .cu'stoms 
andduties; that he had committed no crime to occasion a foifeitnre, 
and had' s^ved for twelve years past abroad with his 'gqace, : in 
his majesty's service,^ yet had entered' no claim, relying altogether 
upon the goodness of- his grace, and being ready to submit him- 
self to «ueh increase of rent as his grace ' shoidd think- fit/ 'He 
desired thait his grace would ^iktewise be pleased to consider the 
tiealons affection of the petitioner's predecessors to the mo^tnoble 
hOiiise of Ormonde; for when Walter Butierj-earltif Ormonde^ wa« 
dietained in England, iind Sir Arthur Savage came -with s6me' pre- 
tended title or interest,'tand constrained most part of! the barony 
l)f Forth to compOund-withihira; yet the petitton^e's fatHeii and 
grandfather openly declared against his interest, and werd jput to 
great chiarges at law, -till WsQter; earl of OrA3bnde,^had setdedihi* 
affairsj and sent orders for their -qitiet'possession of. the saidlands, 
which they so enjoyeditiU the late< times of usurpation, and'thlere- 
jbre he humbly prajred hk grace tosettle him in the said land in whatr 
soever mannerbc should think fit.' >0n theiback of thiS' petition, 
there is an order Bigoed.by his gracey 'referring the examviiaSoh -of 
the matter to Jo'bm-WBilight; upon which' the eat>tariQ' was -admitted 
torent.the land of Shamgarry.- ,■ ..i . ;i - :•' ; ,;;!; ,' -r ■•' 
" U is very 'evident iff om- this last' recited petStioh, that theiands 
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Jb question had always been rented of Lis grace's ancestors, and 
consequently were rtgbtly adjudged :to him by the court of claims ; 
that captain Nolan Had made no bargain with Mr. Walsh, nor had 
contributed any thing towards the procuring the dficree-ofthecotHrt; 
for if he had^ he would not have been silent On this occasion, and 
have rested all his merits on his predecessor's adherence to the 
house of Ormonde, and on his own serrica abroad. . He pretends, 
indeed, that he was an innocent, and might have entered his claitn> 
if he had pleased; but these were mere pretences, far j&ougfa be, 
bad been never so innocent, he. had no colOunof title to the land, 
\yhich belonged to Patrick Nolan, who was so well known to be 
the jDld proprietor^ that he had at.this very time joined as sncb in the 
common petition of the. freeholders of .that barony to the duke; 
and if his descent and title had been never so rgoodf yet his gOilt 
was such, that by the act of settlement kejooght to lose his land» 
wad by the common iaw his life also. It is not a little strange that 
such a (ellaw should be EuiF<^red )» bring an acciisatioa against a 
man of the duke of Ormonde!s quality' and character; and it would 
certainly have been the more proper way, first to have sent Nolan 
into Ireland in cnstc^y,. to undergo a trial for the crimes laid ^to 
his charge ; and th^ if he could fairly acquit himself ther^o^ to 
take .his ipretensions into consideration. 

ff The duke of Ormonde, notwithstanding Nolan's crimes,, still 
thought it behoved him to visdicate himself from an accusation 
which had -been industriously spread in the world, and was be- 
come the subject «f common discourse. He took occasion from 
the .two petitions beitag sent him by the king's order to offer to his 
majesty in council the following answer to the purport thereof. 
* Youriiiajesty,(sayshe),byyourorder of Jan. 19th, incouncil^ was 
pleased to command that two petitions, the one from captain James 
Nolan, the other in the name of one Edmond Byrne, should be 
•sent me ; , and though I am not thereby commanded to make any 
answer to those petitions, yet I conceive it may be your pleasure, 
and my duty, to. give your ^]aje6ty the best account I am, hers 
and at present, able to give ot the matters complained of; 

;*'*Your majesty, may be pleased to be informfed, that no maa 
could be a greater stranger to his own fortune and interest thaa 
myself ; neither my faculties or inclinations much enabling or dis- 
posing me to that kind of work. , Besides, that the breaking out 
of the rebellion fli Ireland, whien I was perhaps more .fit and in» 
clinedto consider my own affairs, gave me other employment, and 
rendered any thought of the management of my fortune (which 
was wholly possessed by the rebels) utteriy useless. Soon after 
you/ majesty's happy restoration, you were pleased toi command 
me agmn to serve you in the government of > that kingdom ; where 
the absence of the royal authority for so many years, the divided 
interests there,. and other difficulties,: and attending the settlement 
of that kingdom, so took up ray time and thoughts, that I was 
constrained to put the management of my private concernments 
intothfi hands of friends and servants, the most prudent and ho- 
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nest I could light on ; witU tius general instructiofa, to liet nie ratber 
lo^etiny right in some thing?, than to gain any thing for me wrong- 
fwlly,' or but hardly from any man. This instruction (I presume) 
they have ohsei-ved, not being able to conceive what temptation 
they could have to transgress it. That an instruction to this ef- 
fect was given. Sir Wm. Flower, who was one of the persona 
entrusted and employed by me, and now in town, will, 1 think, 
acknowledge. 

. ." 'What I have thus far troubled your majesty. withj is to dis- 
charge myself from the EU|ypicion of any sordid desire or mean 
contrivance to. gain more land, than might be fairly and justly- 
nune. .Wherein I may the more tosily be believra, for that of 
what I might legally and fairiy have kept,- 1 have piarted with the 
value of some thousands a' year, to those, who I thought in ^ome 
degree worthy of relief and compassion. And if this be true, as 
I am able to make it appear, it will seem improbable, if not in- 
credible, that I should enter into so low and unwarrantable con- 
tracts, as those wherewith I am charged in the s^id petitions ; 
especially for so wretched a portion of land, as their pretensions do 
amount unto, not exceeding (as I am informed) forty pounds a 
year.j , . ' ' 

" 'Haying iitformed your majesty how great a stranger I was and 
am to my owii interest, and thereby, and by the foremilttdoned 
instruction given those employed by me (as I humbly conceive) 
freed myself from the guilt of their failings, if any could have 
been fixed upon them, all- 1 can n6w say to the matter of their 
comjilaints is; first, as to Nolan, that about the month of August, 
ISTO, lie gave me a petition to the effect of that presented by him 
to your majesty, and referred himself for the truth of his allegation 
to Mr. John Walsh, (one of the persons entrusted by hie), to 
whom I sent the petition and the case of Nblan stated by himself. 
From Mr. Walsh I received a return much differing from the case 
stated by Nolan, who having' seen it, made a kind of reply unto 
it, which pretended to answer the objections of Mr. Walsh ; which 
papers are hereunto annexed. But not being able to Judge of the 
truth on either side, and being willing to afford all reasonable re- 
lief to Nolan, if his allegations proved' true, I writ a letter by'him 
to my brotlier George Matthews, who manages my siffairsj direct- 
ing him to enter into the full examination of the matter, and to 
icetum me a true state thereof; and gave Nolan money tobeiir his 
charges into Ireland.' But for what reason, or by what advice lie 
declined that, and took the way he is now in, and'kept my letter 
in his hands,. he best knows. Thus I leave captain Nokri!), vntii 
this only observation, that when he thought itipightbe for hie own 
advantage, he frankly swore those lands did hold of me, and that 
now he as confidently affirms that' il^ey did not. ' 

"' As toBpne, the account I receive from Mr. John Walsh' is, 
that he was the first of all t^e ancient proprietors of the barony of 
Forth, who gave evidence for my title and tenure in the lands of 
that barony ; Ihat he with others signed to a petition preferred to

Iei%«d my tenure;: that he was the principal person who gave 
eVid^ce to several juries to make good the said tenure, and was 
himself of one or more of their juries ; that he was one of tiie 
witnesses' who deposed publicly in the court of claims, tiiat the 
said lands were held by me and my ancestors by certain rents and 
duties ; that therefore, and upon producing of several rent-rolls, 
court-rolls and other evidences, the said lands were decreed to mej 
and past, to -me by certificates and letters patent pursuant to the 
act. Eiut Mr. Walsh utterly denies, that the said Byrne did ever 
desire his advice concerning a claim to be by him entered in the 
court, of claims, nor did he ever divert him, or anybody iise^ 
from so doing ; nor did ever make any such promise to the sud 
Byrne, as he pretends. 

" ' This is sjl I can at present say as to Edmond Byme,' whose 
case differs from Nolan's principally in this, that whereas Nolan 
first affirmed, .that I had made a contract with him, and not being 
able to prove that, charged it upon those employed byme; .ibis 
Byrne,, son of the said Edmond, produced a writing unto me con- 
taining some such kind of promise'as he now pretends, subscribed 
by Sir William Flower, Edward Butler, and Matthew Harrison ; 
>Yh<'se, hands upon view, I found to have been counterfeited; as 
will appear, .if he be called upon to produce the said paper, whilst 
jSir William Flower is here to judge of his own hand-writing.' 
..,',< Nolan had flattered himself, that the prayer of his petition 
would have been readily granted, apd that the examination of the 
matter of it would have been referred to the before-mentioned 
«onimisgioners (appointed in' consequence of colonel Talbot's petir - 
tion) for reviewing the* settlement of Ireland. He thought - Imn- 
self e^e of finding powerful friends among them, who woiddhelp 
out -the defects of his evidence, aiid did not question but they would 
be glad to countenance every thing that could throw a reflation on 
^. duke of. Ormonde. But the order of council on November 
39th, requiring him to .prove his allegations before the board, en^ 
I'irely disconceEted ; all his measures. Iti the following mouthy 
when lie was to produce his witnesses pursuant to the ' order, he 
i^esented another, petition to the king/ praying ' that his* majesty 
would be graciously pleased to order, that colonel Richard Talbot 
might appear before his majesty at council, to declare 'his know> 
ledgg'of .the matter depending* between his grace the duke of .Or- 
' mond^j.and the petitioner.' This was granted, ' but Talbot appre- 
hensive , that it might ^ prove at last a scandalous laffair, < and that 
liimself.iQightpossibly be iiivolved'in'the censure which it deserved, 
;th9Qght^t to pretend .business in Ireland, : and set out for that 
kingdom. Nolan hereupon presented another petition, whieh Was 
read in January 1 9th, in council,- < r^presefiting, that ' he was not 
•able to.produce.his^^tuesses before his majesty b England, and 
that colonel Richard Talbot had depEUrted for Ireland before his 
knowledge in the premises had been examined, and that the rest 
of his witnesses were in Ireland, and m the records of his majes- 
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^'a ezchequer^and other courts in tbat kiogdom tbat conld'furfber 
justify' tuid clear tbe true allegations of the pefitioner in his laid 
(atlaet petition ; for whiiph reason he prayed that his majesty would 
be 'pleased to order, that the petitioner's witnesses, and all other 
nedesbairy proofe concenong tiie premises might be examined in 
Dublin before any persons &at his majesty^ should think fit,' 

" After seyen weeks' trifling in this manner, without producing 
any one witness, it was not thought reasonable to countenance 
'Nolan's new shift and pretences-; go that no order was made for 
examining witnesses in Dublin. Yet th6 man met with such ex- 
traordinary indulgence, that* upon a representation from soniebodv 
at the board (for it iiS not mentioned in Nolan's petition^ ' that Sir 
Bernard Oascoigne could give an account of what oojooel' Talbot 
said on that occasion before his departure for Ireland, it watB 
ordered^ that Sir B. Qascoigne should be spoke^i with to deliver 
his testimony in writing unto the clerk of the council attending.' 
This was a new land of evidence, which however it was allowed 
on thisj was never admitted before on any occasion; yet it did- 
not serve the turn, Sir Bernard not being able to 'say any thing. in 
the matter. At last the several petitions of Nolan, and the duke 
of Ormonde's answer, being read in council in February, the king 
declared, ' that ike complaint against the duke for seizing lands 
in the county of Ca/therlogh without title, was false and scandalous, 
and commanded; that as such, the same should be dismissed from 
the coundl board.' It happened very luckily for eaptain Nolan, 
that his grace had not yet received the account of his murders at 
Ballenunry, nor the deputy clerk of th6 crown Patrick Lambert's 
certificate, .(ddted February 10th), of the record among &e 
pleas of the crown of the county of Catherlogh, containing 
ihe feaptain's industment for the murder of Thady Nolan, with 
the depositions relating to that fact ; which did not come to the 
dukeitill-the 2Istx)f that month. 

"When these two persons, Byrne and Nolan, were the (ffidV 
tvitnesses that could be fiiund, «nd their littie parcels of land the 
o&Iy instances-that^could be. alleged, tp colour the cbavgelaid upon 
the duke of Onuonde of -passing otiier people's iland -for his own; 
it mnstbe.a6ti!ange:prejii|diaie>or a strange weakness in any body 
now to ^^veithe.leasticredit.or I entertainment to so groundless a 
«aluimiy."* • - 

. Thus ended .iIiis>Jbase attack on die duke of Ormonde. These 
v^e attempts todistuch the arrangement .offtroperty were all finally 
crushed by tha^abolition of the commission appointed for reviewing 
.the' act of seitiement ; which was effected in pursuance of an 
address to 'the king,, from the 'English house of commons, on 26th 
March, 1623. " 

In the year 1675, ;being the twenty^sixth bi the reign of the 

king^i'he'granted a new charter to the borough , of Carlow. The 

following iis; a copy of the document :

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CHARTER GRANTED BY K1N& CHARLES THE SECOND TO

Charles the second, by the grace of Gop, oPEpgland, 
Scotland, France, and Ireland, King, defender of the feithj '&c. 
to all to whome &ese presents shall come, greeting. Whereas 
by letters under our royal signett and signe manuall; bearing date 
at our Court at Whitehall, the sixteenth day of August, which 
was ip the three and twenty^th yeare of our raigne, directed to 
our right trusty and well-beloyied councellor, John Lord Berkeley, 
our , Lieutenant-Generall, and Generall Governor of our said 
,ltingd6me of Ireland, and to the Chiefe Goverhor or' Governors 
there, Tor the tyriie 'being, wfee did signiSe our Royall will' pleasure 
therein setting,' ie/ZiVj^ forth that whereas many of 'the Charters 
of the severall cittyes and townes fonnerly corporate in our s'sdd 
KipgdOme of Ireland have been6 by reason of the severall mis- 
caniages and misdemeanors of the said citties and townes dureing 
theityme of the late horrid rebellion in'y* duf Kingdome,' forfeited 
unto us and others of the said corporacons are dissolved or other- 
wise, determined, soe that instly wee might reseize all the liberties 
and franchises that have been by* any of our Royall' ancestors 
granted to the said corporations, if wee wonld take ihe full and 
uttmost advantage y*^ wee legially might against thenl; and ' that 
whereas wee were gtacionsly pleased for the incouragenient of 
trade in our said Kingdom ' of Ireland, to extend' ,our 'favour to 
such of the said corporacons as our said Lieutenant-GeIlerEll^ and 
General! Governor of' our 6aid Kingdome of Ireland should judge 
best meritting the same, and to grant unto them new Charters, 
with siich lands and other privileges,' liberties, and advantjig^is 
formerly belonging unto them, as should appear unto our ^&id 
Lieutenant- Generdi and Generall Governor, of our said Kingdome 
of Ireland, to bee fitt and reasonable to be granted tintO' 'tUetti, 
wee cfid therefore by our said letters declare our royall vvill and 
pleasure, and did. thereby give unto our said Lieutenant- Generall 
and Gen'ei-all Governor of sMd Kingdome of Ireland; full power 
«nd authority upon humble suite made unto our said Lieutenant- 
Generall and Generall Governor of our said Kingdom^' df Ireland 
by the members of the said severall citties and towns to causei new 
charters by the ad-vice of our learned councell in that our kingdomfe 
or some of them to bee passed unto ye said citties and -towns 
forikierly corporate respectively under the greate seale' of 'our sSid 
}dngdome of Ireland in such manner as our said lieutenant genefall 
and generall governor of our said kingdome of Ireland should 
thinke fitt; and whereas Robert Browne' Esq., late portreeve of 'our 
towne and borrough of Catherlagh in our county ot Catherlagh 
in our province of Leinster in our said kingdom of Ireland, and by 
the free burgessesjind comnmnitye bf the said towne a!nd burrough 
duely considering our grdce and bounty fi-eely intended to our sard 
citties and townes corporate in our said'ldn'gdtnhe of Ireland have 
tuiiibly petitioned us tiiat wee would bee graciously pleased to' grant 
uiito l£pm a new charter for the said barrough and to incor^^ate 
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therii by tlie nameB of soveraigne ffree burgesses and communitye , 
of our said towne and butroug^ of Catberlagh with such franchises, 
liberties, privilf!dges,,apd advqntages as they fprmesrjy under ptich 
rfiatrictions.andjiipit^-tions as we should' thiijke. fitt and most' con- 
tluceing,-to our service andtlie siipporie of the, said burrough.

The country in general, and our county notjess 
jhan any other part of it, seems at this' period to, have reached 
some degree of order ; property Was securei'the laws were respected 
hnd the professors of the reformed religiofi wefe now so eligibly 
circumstanced, that, (as may be collected from the following 'pas- 
sage in a letter frOm a chaplain of the dtike of Ormoiide),' Irdlknd 
was considered a desirable place of refuge for the persecuted Pro- 
testants of France, " Joignez & tout cela," says the ■writei'i '^la

and prosperity, Irfelaud presenteS a gcenfe dfjaifhvit and disorder ;

follWed the' e^taiiiple of his itioro moderate brother. , V 

Narcissus' Marsh \%ras apjibinted t6 'tha,Bi^^(jprid of j^^i^Tiliii arid 
Ferris, in 1682^. He was borij at Harrtri^l^n, ri^aif lltghworth, 
in Wiltshire, (jntHe 20th of Decembei;; f«3i3.' Bjf h?^ ife&er*d 
side hfe yas' ^esb'^ded fforii a Saxon fa'riijlyj tirict'enflV .fe'^ttM' in 
Kent ;: frotri which county his Mai' ^arid-fafiibf temb\i'e3,tcl the 
place of his birth. ' His iiiother'l'tiameya^ Cojbum, 6f dpoiaet- 
shire family. . Having adquired the r^ditiient'^ df leafrii^i^ at,lfigh- 
worth, and being fUll^ pteparid'^d enter 'the. iliilVersity, liSyas 
Admitted a stiident of Magdaleii' Hafll, Oxford^ 'm July, 1^4; 
and onthe-30tb Jdrie, 1658, was' elected ptobiftone^ fellow, of 
Exeter HaSl. He took hife degree of master of Ms, JulV, t660 ; 
on the 1 1th IJfecfember,' 1'667, thit W 'techel'dr of divinity. ; ' and 
on the. 23rd June, 167.1, the degree of doctor of divinity ;. whjch 
degree was again conferred orihinr, by thfe tiuiveir^ity <x Ijublin, 
on'tte 27th Fe'bruary, 1673. Having thus mfentidned the dates 
df bis earlier' proriiptipns, we shall tiow notice sbriie pass^g'e's in a 
MS. autobiography, yet ext'dut. We havd great pleastireiif avail- 
ing ourselves of this document, as it adriiii^blyjpoui'tray^ the' cha- 
racter and conduct of this excellent riihri, distingiiished scholar, 
and exemplary prelate. 

Duririg bis residence at the university, he says, *' I betbdii my- 
self seriously to the study of the old philosophy, mathefriatics, and 
driental languages ; and before JLieot, 1658, (vi?he.n I took tny de- 
gree 6f A.B.) I had made a good progress in them all. I was 
then nineteen years old and abdtit a quarter. All this wrhile I con- 
stantly kept an entire fast every week, from Thursday, six o'clock 
kt night, until Saturday, eleven at noon. For which .God may be 
jtraised." At this period he unbent his mind by occasional per- 
ibrni^ee on the bass viol, and by a weekly concert' in Kis' rooms. 
" This I did (he says) as an exercise, using no other ; but la- 
bouring hard at my studies all the rest of the week. Yet, O Lord, 
I beseech thee to forgive riie this loss ot time aiidv vain con- 
Versaftion." 

He looks on his promotiori t6"the rant of fellow of Exeter Hall, 
as the event which led to his subsequent successful career. ^' In 
^Marci, 1662, (being then a little past twenty- three years pf' age)^, 
I was'fnvjted npto London to take theliving of Swindon iii Wiltp,' 
that tVas then votfl; arid in the feittg's ^ift. In order wfiereuiito I ' 
w^as put into full' orders at one andthe same tinieby Dr. Skinner, 
bishop of Oxford, jn K. Hen. VII, chapel, Westminster, itpugH" 
tben-unffler'aige forpriesthddd. Tiie Lord forgive us both ; bidt I 
knew no better but that it rai^ht legfilly be done." 
- Shortly Afterwards, he was appdirited chaplain to doctor Seth 
Ward, bishop of Exeter: " bafpf^feiting my study to all w^orldly 
advantage, I still stuck close to the university." Indeed an attach- 
ment tp 1 literairy retirement soerris to bave fornied a prprainent 
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Xfut in^is character, as we tpay thus learti : — '.' finding that tlt« 
marryitig a^ gentlewoman would be expected from me by those on 
whose' favour 'I had already and must much depend, arid being 
aversevto entangling myself, in the cares of the world, I quitted the 
Uving after I had enjoyed it a year, and adhered to my fellowship, 
keeping in^he college all along," Having stated this aflFair, he 
prays as follows : " O- my Godj I bless thy holy name for delivering 
ine out of the snare that they had laid for me ; and if. 1 have done 
amiss in that affair, <! beg thy forgiveness : and O Lord, pardon 
Jhem' I. beseech thee, for what they designed and acted (net against 
me I- do think) but agaiist the intent, and purpose of my heart 
to render thee and thy holy church such sejcvice, as in the married 
6ta|e I could not be able <<o do, which is my only reason why I 
have hitherto kept myself a sipgle man. The Lord, my God, 
enable me henceforth to be so, that in this respect also I may re- 
deem my time." No one can feel surprised, that such a man 
arrived at eminence. ., , , 

'Having successively obtained, the appointments o^chaplaia to 
the bxshop of Exeter, and to lord chancellor Hyde, earl, of Cla- 
rendon, he' was on the 12th of May, 1673, promoted to; the office 
of principal of Alban Hall, .Oxford, by the dpke of Oijmonde, 
chancellor of the university. As an individual, of great ■ learning 
and merit, he was unajnimously chiosen to preach the ^nniyersary. 
sermon on the 5th November, 1 667, and the act sermon in 1678.^ 
He had .I^egn, previously selected, as one of the additional proctors 
for preserv.ing order in. f:he university during the abode of Charles^ 
II. there, in 1665. These are the , several ■ pfficjgs which he filled, 
previous to his removal to Ireland. Through the , exertions , of 
Doctor John Fell, and the favour of &e duke of Ormonde, , then,- 
lord lieutenant of Ireland, he was nominated by Kiiig Charles II. 
successor to I)octor Michael Ward in the provostship of the 
university of Dublin, in Depember 1678 1 and was sworn into, 
office on the 24th January following. . During . his" occupancy of 
the omce of provost, he devoted much time to study ; w^<;h,- 
however, did not prevent the strictest and most correct performance 
<5f his public duties. By the death of Doctor ,Boyle,; a vacancy 
occurred in the bishopric of Leighlin and Ferns, which was filled 
by the promotion of Doctor Marsh, by letters patent, dated the 
27th February, 1682. He was consecrated in ; Christ-church, 
Dublin, on the 6th.of May, following, by his mefropolitan, Fran- 
eisj archbishop of Dublin, assisted by the archbishop of; Armagh, 
mid the bishops of Meath,^ Kildare, Cork and Ross, and lUlmore. , 
With these sees, heheld'the rectoryof Killeba>i,in thj^' diocese of 
Leighlin, in commendam* 

' tBy an inquisition taken at Carlo w, on the 2n(l June, 1664, it 
was found, that Edmmid Wall, 23rd October, 1641, wa? pro-i 
prietor and .possessor of the town and land of Ballylean and Kil- 
lesamcj in tibe parish of Ueghlln, and barony of Catherlogh, con-

CHAP. XXT. 
Rei^n of Janm II, A.D. 1685, to A.D. 1688. 

Jam&s, duke of York, encceeded his brother, the late kingf. 
Being EC bigoted Roman ^Catholic, he, with a total disregard to his 
professions on accession to the throne, commenced and continued 
a series of tyrannical acts for the furtherance of his seetand the 
depression of his Protestant subjects. In Ireland, the easl of Cla-^ 
rendon^ as being too moderate, was recalled from the government, 
,and colonel' Richard Talbot, created earl of Tyrconnel, a furious- 
papist, appointed in his place. One of his first steps was to dis" 
arm the Protestant militia, , which, as has already been noticed, 
was established in each county. And notwithstanding, that the 
members of these corps had purchased their own arms, they wei-e 
required, with an utter disregard of justice, to deposit them in the 
king's store. 

Among other unjust and" illegal devices for the complete prostra- 
tion of .the Protestant interest, it was resolved to dissolve the cor- 
porations ; but being well aware that the members of these bodies 
would never relinquish their charters unless compelled by law, Tyr- 
connel at first endeavoured to persuade them to admit Roman Ca- 
tholics, in order thus to effect their subversion.- The resolution^ 
however, of Sir John Knox, then lord mayor of Dublin, and of 
the board of aldermen, completely frustrated that project, and he 
was obliged to bring Quo warranto inquiries against the corporar 
tions in order to effect their destruction. , 

To prevent the transfer of writs of error to England, all these 
vejcatiouB inquisitions or quo warranto, were brought in the 
court of Exchequer; where in two terms judgments were obtained 
again^st most of the charters of Ireland. The chief baron, a 
creature of -the government, hurried oyer the causes with the most 
indecent haste, and did not even allow sufi&cient time for reply 
from the defendants. While in no case was just ground of disfran- 
chisement alleged, nor was forfeiture adjudged after a legal trial. 
On pitiful pretences and paltry grounds were one hundred corpo? 
rations deprived of the title to their rights and privileges.*

CHARTER GRANTED BT JAMES II. TO THE BOROfTOH OF CARLOVV. 

, James the second, by the grace of God, king of England, 
.Scotland, France and Ir^ndr defender of the faith, &c. To alK 
to whome these presents shall come greeting. Whereas the towne 
of Catherlagh is, ap ancient town in the prov^ince of Leinster and 
county of Catherlagh, and populous, and that the sover^gne free 
burgesses and comroonaltye of the said towne had and used divers 
franchises, liberties, and priyiledges, and to bee a bodie politique 
by- the name of Boveraigne, free burgesses, and commcHialtie ^ 
the Unfile of Catherlagh, all which franchises, liberties, and privi- 
ledges, by judgment of our court of Exchequer in Ireland, weye 
seised into our hand ; yett wee being willing that a certain order and 
method may be observed therefore, keepinge the peace, and for the 
better regulating and- governing the said towne, and our people 
therein inhabiting and resorting to the same, and fore encouraging 
of trade and traffique wiiihin the said towne, know yee, that v/e of 
our spetiall grace, certaine knowledge, and meere, moco;}, by and 
with the advice and consent of our righttrusiy and right welbeloved 
eousin and councellor, Richard, earl, of Tyrconnell, and deputy 
generall and generall governor of our kingdome of Ireland, and 
according to the tenor and effect of our ^es under our Royall 
signett and signe manuell beareing date att onr court at Windsor, 
the twentieth day of Sept., in the third yeare of our raigne, and 
intolled in the rolls of our high court of chancery in our said 
kingdom of Ireland, hdve declared, ordained, and appointed, and 
wee doe by these presents for us^ our beires and successors dedare, 
ordaine, and appoint, that the aforesaid towne of Catherlagh and 
all and singular castleiS, messuages, tofts, mill&, houses, edifices, 
buildings, curtilages, gardens, waters, rivers, lands, tenements, 
and hereditaments, whatsoever, with their appurtenances, lying or 
being in or within the same towne or village, or the precincts thereof 
shall from hence fiirth for ever bee one intire and free burrough of 
ittselfe, and shall for ever hereafter bee called and knowne by the 
name of the burrough of Ca,therlagh; and all and singuler the 
aforesaid premisses into one intire and i^ce burrough 6f ittselfe, by 
the, name of the burrough of Catherlough, wee doe for us, our 
heires, and successors, erect, constitute, make, and ordaine .l^y 
th^se presents ; and that the said burrough and the franchises and 
liberties thereof, shall extend to the same meares and bounds that 
the burrough of Catherlough and the precincts thereof did formerly 
extend themselves ; and furth'er, wee doe by these presents, wiD,-

body corporate, aqd politique, cpneUtiflg .gf one eov^v3,igae etoA 
twenty ibur free bnrgesses aqd a commonaltie, and that aU,tli& 
inhabitants within the said towne end lands, afer^s^id^ bee ^od for 
ever l^ereafter sh^ll be?! by force a^d vertije of these presentB one 
bodie corporate and poUtiquei iji matter, deed ^nd nfupe> i>y &e 
name of the soveraigne, free bargeEsc^,^ aqd commonaltie of tfa^ 
burrougb of' Catherlough, and them by the name of the-PQveraigne 
free burgesses and commonaltie of the burrougb' of Catherlough, 
afdresaid, into one body corporate and politique, in deed and name, 
really and fully, wee doe for us, our heires, and eviccessors, by 
these presents erect, make, ordaine, and constitute, and that by 
the same name they shall have perpetual sueceseaon, and that they 
by the name of soveraigne, free burgesses, and eoniiaclnEtltie, m 
the said burrough of Catberloiigb, bee and for ever bereaft^r -^all 
bee persons able and capable in law' to have, purchase^ receive, and 
possesse, lands, tenements, liberties,^ priviledges, juribdicfeions, 
franchises, and hereditaments, whatsoever, of what nature or 
kinde soever &ey bee, to thetn and their successors, in fee and 
for ever, and alsoe goods and chE^ttles, and all other things whatr 
soever^ of whatsoever nature ox kinde they bee, and alsoe to give» 
grant, demise, and assigne lauds, tenements, and hereditaments, 
goods and chatties, and to, doe and execute all other matters and 
things by the name aforesaid, and that by the name of soveraigne, 
free burgesses and common^tie of the burrpugb of Catherlagh, 
they may plead and bee impleaded,, answer ^nd be answered, de- 
fend and bee defended, before us, our heirs, and successors, add 
before whatsoever justice and judges of us, our heires, and.succesr 
£ors, in whatsoever courts of us, our heires,. and eucossors, 
and elsewhere, wheresover of and in all manner of actions, 
suites, pleas, quarrells, and demands, whatsoever, against theid. 
Or by them, in any manner to bee prosecuted, or obtained. And 
wee doe further for us, our heires, and successors, give and grant 
to the soveraigne, free burgesses,, and commonaltie of the burrough 
of Catherlougbj and to their successors, and wee doe by these 
presents for us, our heires, and successors, ordaine, constitutej and 
declare, that they the said soveraigne and free burgesses, of th0 
said burrough for the tyme being, and their successors for ever, 
shall have full power and authority to choose, returne, and send 
io discreete and fitt men to serve and attend in every parliament 
hereafter to bee held in our said kingdome of Ireland, and that

have accustomed to doe and execute ; wherefore wee will, and by 
these presents for us, our heires, and successors, wee doe give 
and grant to the aforesaid soveraigne and burgesses of the said 
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burrough for tie tyiiie being; and their successors, and also wee 
doe for las, our beires, and successors, require and command aH 
eherifffe, officers, and ministers wbatsoever, of us, our beires, and

of tihe said towno; and for carrying on the public workes thereof^ 
wee hare giren and by these presents doe give and grant unto the 
fiaid isoveraigne, free burgeEses, and comtnonaltie of the eaid bur- 
rough of Catherlough and to their successors all and singular the 
castles, messuages^ houses^ tofts, gardens, orchards, curtilages, 
lands and tenements, reversions, remainders and all such and soe 
many the same and the like incomes, services, customes, petty 
duties, pavements, gattdges, feares, marketts, usuages, authorities, 
jurisdictions, francWses, liberties, and prii^edges, and all oth» 
hereditaments whatsoevej^, which the soveiaigne, free burgesses and 
commonaltie of the burrough. of Catherlough aforesaid, att any 
time before the said judgment was given against the caid burrough 
bad possessed, occupied, used or enioyedby reason of any charters, 
letters patents, grants, prescriptions, antient customes, or any other 
lawfull tytle whatsoever or which they or any of them were ac- 
customed to have, possesse, occupie, use or enioy ; to bee held of 
us, our heires, and euccessors as of our castle of Dublin in 
free and common soccage. Saveing alwayes, and out of this 
charter or grant, itt is excepted and reserved for us, our heires^.and 
successors, all titles, rightes, rents, services, customes, subsidies, 
poundage, excise, priviledges, and demands whatsoever, which 
ivee before the said judgment was given had held or occupied ib 
light of our crowne in or within the said burrough, liberties and 
franchises thereof^ otherwise then by reason of discontinuance^ 
forfeitures, or dissolution of the liberties and franchises soe seised 
flnto our hands as aforesaid ; saveing and reserving to the chiefe 
governor or governors of us, our heires, and successors of our 
eaid kingdome of Ireland^ power to approve of any recorder or 
towne clerke, hereafter to bee elected vrithin the said burrough, 
and that noe such recorder or towne clerke shall exercise any such 
o&ce until! hee bee approved of by.snoh chiefe governor or go- 
vernors, in writing, under his or their hand.

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«ur «peciall grace, certeine kDowIetlge^ and meere mocon, ty iind 
with the advice «ind consent aforesaid, wee doe by diese presenti 
for UE, our heires, and successors, grant unto the said soveraigne, 
free burgesses and commonaltie of the said burrough of Cather- 
lough and all theire successors, for ever, that the soveraigne, free 
burgesses for the tyrae being shall have power to admiit persons 
to bee free of the said burrough, they takeing the usnall oath of a 
freeman, and the oathes of fidelitie afores£iid, before the soveraigne 
for the tyme being, to whome wee give power to administer thd 
same ; and that these our letters patents or the enrollment thereof 
and every clause and article Dierein conteyned shall bee coiitstrued, 
interpreted and adiudged to the greatest advantage, benefitt, and 
favour of the said soveraigne, free burgesses, and commonaltie of 
the said burrough, and their succ^sors against us, our heires, and 
successors, as well in all our court8,^ and else where, ih our said

our letters patents, and notwithstanding the statute of mortmaine, 
or the statute made at Limerick in the three and thirtieth yeare of 
the raigne of King Henry the eight for lands given by the king ; 
and notwithstanding, any other defect, or any other cause, matter, 
or thing whatsoever to the contrary thereof although noe expresse 
mention, &c. Provided alwayes, that these our letters patents 
bee inroUed in the rolls of our'high court of Chancery iq our said 
kingdome of Ireland, within the space of six months next ensueing 
the date of these presents, any statute, &c. In Witn£SSB 
whereof wee have caused these our letters to bee made patents. 
Witnesse our aforesaid deputy generall, and general! governor of 
ohr said kingdome of Ireland. Dublin, the foure.and twentieth 
day of February in the fourth yeare of our rtugne. , 

The sovereign and burgesses thus appointed were, with scarcely 
a. single ^ception, Roman Catholics. It will also be observed, 
that the new corporation were rendered complete slaves of the 
government by the absolute power over them reserved to it. Thus 
were exertions made to propagate tyranny as well as- Romanism. 
Protestants could never submit to such thraldom, and accordingly, 
many of them now removed to England. 

It is worthy of remark, that in 1687, every sheriff appointed in 
the kingdom was a Romanist, with the exception of one, who was 
admitted by mistake. Sir Laurence Esmond was sheriff of the 
county of Cariow.* 

A.D. 1688. On the 4th of July, a charter was granted to Old 
Leighlin, empowering it to send members to parliament. As usi»l

The new magistrates thus appointed acted with little or no re- 
gard to justice. When a difference occurred between a Protestant 
and a Roman Catholic, it required but the complaint of the latter 
to obtain the committal of his opponent to prison \. and the magis- 
trates, flushed with their unaccustomed authority, had no hesita- 
tion in issuing warrsmts for the arrest of persons of the highest 
rank. To enter into any detail of the misgoremment, oppressive 
acts, or tyrannical proceedings of James II. or of his instruments, 
would he inapprt^priate in a local work. Suffice it to say, that the 
Protestants, who formed the majority ot his subjects, unable to 
endure the unrelenting persecution under which they now groaned, 
applied for aid to William, prince of Orange, who, at the head of 
the kingdom of Holland, had made himself feared and respected 
by .the highest powers in Europe. On the 5th November, 1688, 
he landed on lihe British shores ; whieb event virtually terminated 
the brief reign of the bigotted, despotic, and ill-fated James II. 



CHAP, XXVI. 
Reign of William III. A.D. 1688, to A.t). J702. 

Some necessary preliminai>y proceedings having been transacted, 
the royal dignity was accepted by the prince of Orange, who as- 
cended the throne of these realms bythe style of William III., on 
the 13th February, 1680. 

James having ffed from England, landed at Kinsale on the 1 2th 
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March, 1689, and entered the metropolis on the 24th of the lame 
month. One of his first acts was the issue of a proclamation cal- 
ling a pafliament to meet at Dublin, on the 7th May following. 
Had the house of lords been regularly assembled, most.of its mem- 
bers would have been Protestants. In order, if necesisary, to 
overpower j them, the outlawries of popish lords Tve^e reversed, 
new creations were made, and other expedients were in readiness. 
But none of these measures were required, as of sixty-iune Pro- 
testant temporal lords, not mm-e than fqui; or five now remained in 
Ireland, and of twenty-two spiritual but seven were forthcoming. 
With regard to thejhpus^ of commons, it was evid^t that it must 
be almost, if not altogether composed of Roman QathoUcs- For, 
the power of election in Boroughs had been completely taken from 
the Protestants ; while in countjes, many of the fiieehtdbifics had 
fled, and those who re,maiued were intimidated from, appearing at 
elections ; their attendance at which, they further knew, could 
effect no good. In short but six Protectants were elected. 

This parliament, thus illegally convened and returned, met at 
Dublin, on the 7th of May, l689.

a new creation, we believe, ofi, James. Among the nobility of 
Ireland at this period,, was William Brereton, baron of Leighlih;* 
who seems not to have been present at this' parliament, and yet 
^sc^ed the attainder with which Richard Ogle, viscount Cather- 
logh,t was visited. 

This parliament continued its sittings froni the seventh of May, 
to t^ 20fli of July following ; and, in this very brief space of time, 
effected the complete destruction of the arrangements of property 
in Ireland, bya repeal.of the acts oB Settlement and Explanation, 
under, which twoTthirds of the Protestants of the kingdom held 
their property ; all of which was now restored to those who pos- 
sessed it previously to the 22nd of October, 1641. They attainted 
thrfie thousand Protestants, byname, of high treason, and vested 
their estates in the late king ; the pretence on which this act of 
plunder vi^s committed, being the absence from the kingdom of 
the, objects of it. The tenor of this act was, that it should have 
full force did Uie individuals named not' return in three rtibnths, 
9nd make their submission ; while, with an extraordinary descrip- 
ticm of justice,, the act itself was kept perffectly secret until the 
specified time had elapsed ! The following persons connected with

It was now quite obvious,, that Protestants could expect no se-- 
curity for either life or property. Such of them as yet remained 
in the kingdom, were plundered by thieves, instigated, we regret 
to say, by the priests, and encouraged by theit- popish neighbours i 
from which species of persecution no remedy existed, but atten- 
dance at mass.* The clergy were treated with even more pf 
cruelty. The house of the bishop of Leighlin was broken open 
and plundered before his departure from the kingdom, and several 
of the inferior clergy were not only robbed, ' but personally mal- 
treated and abused. In short, every indignity was offered to them, 
and they found it difficult to escape with their liyes.t 

At this period, Dudley Bagnal.was lord lieutenant of the coun- 
ty of Carlow, and Maurice Baggot and William Cooke, de- 
puties. 

There were numerous grievances suffered by the Protestants of 
Ireland, to which we have not made allusion;- and it was now ob- 
vious that some speedy je?n@dy should be applied to the evils of 
Ireland} some effort made ,ta reduce the kiiigdom to peace, order, 
and Bubordinatipn. For thw.pnrpose,. duke Schomberg was des- 
patched with a cpnsidi^rabl|3 force, and landed, on the 13th August, 
168b.' His progress, however, was not as speedy as was desi-

Previous, to his departure from' London the king deemed it ne- 
cessary b) appoint commissiooerb of the great seal jor Ireland. 
Aceordingly] by patent dated at WeBtmihster, 80th May^ 1690, 
he nominated Hir Bichord Reeves, knt., Robert Roehfbrt^* Ssq^ 
and Richard Pyne, Esqw to that office. They attended king Wil- 
liam to Ireland, and remained at Bel&st un^ the victory at the 
Boyne placed the greater portion of the country at bis ccFmmand.

But, for 
ss much as many of them had a legal right to the tenancy of 
several lands, some holding from Protestants, and some from popi^ 
proprietors, who have been concerned in the rebellion against us, , 
our will &nd pleasure is, that all those tenants who held from our 
good Protestant subjects, do pay their rents to their respective 
landlords, and that the tenants of all those, . who have been con- 
cerned in the present rebellion agBinst ' us, do keep their rents in 
tlieir hands, until they have' notice from die commissioners of our 
revenue, unto whom they are to account for the same. And as 
we do hereby striotly forbid all violence, rapine, and molestation 
to any, who shall thus come in, and remain obedient, to us, so for 
those of this, or any other rank or quality, who are already in our 
quarters, and within our power, and obediient to us, we do hereby 
charge and require, thatihey be not: disquieted in^any sort, without 
our particular command. . For the desperate leaders of the present 
rebellion, who have violated those laws, by which this kingdom is 
united, and inseparably annexed to the imperial crown of England, 
who have called in the French, who have authorized all violences 
and depredations agdnst the Protestants, and who rejected the 
gracious freedom we offered them in our proclamation of the 22nd 
February, 1689, as we are now, by God's jgreat favour, in con- 
dition to make them sensible of their errors, so, as we resolved to 
leave them to tiie event of war, unless by great and manifest de- 
monstrations, we shall be convinced they deserve our mercy, which 
we shall never refuse f o those who are truly penitent.

The commissioners of the great seal appointed certain justices of 
the peace in each county, to receive the arms and register the names 
of ^ persons who should submit, in consequence of the foregoing 
declaration. The following were nominated in our county i

William, resolved not to remit in his exertions for the reduction 
of Ireland, how pursued his course to the south. From Carlow, 
be despatched tlie dyjte of Ormonde to Kilkenny, to secure pos- 
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seseJoii of ttaitcity, in which part of the enemy's force still re- 
mained. Upon the advance of the king's forces, they retired, 
having first extorted a considerable sum of money from the inhabi-*' 
tants. . William proceeded from Carlow to Kilkenny, where he 
was splendidly entertained by the duke of Ormonde.* 

King William embarked for England, on the 5fh of September, 
1690. 

, Doctor Narcissus Marsh was translated from Leighlin and Fema 
to the archbishopric of Cashel, on the 26th February, 1690, from 
thence to Dublin; on the 24th of M^, 1694, and thence to Ar- 
magh, on the 18th February, 1703. He died on the 2nd of 
November, 1713, in thfe seventy-sixth'year Of his age. He pUb-] 
iished a work entitled Manuduetio ad Logicam, written by Philip 
de Trieu,' to which he added the Greek text, and some tables ; 
printed at Oxford, in 1678, 8vo. He added illustrating notes to 
Gassendus' small tract De Demonstratione, printed with the former. 
While provost of the university of Dublin, he published— J«sft'- 
tutiones Logice in usum juventutis Academica Dubliniensis, — 
1681, 8vo. He wrote also a work on acoustics. A charge deli- 
vered by him to the clergy of the diocese of Dublin, was published 
in 1694, quarto. But, independently of his works, the well 
known valuable public library which bears his name will ever, 
render the memory of this prelate respected. It was during his 
occupancy of the see of Dublin, that doctor Marsh resolved on the 
establishment of this useful institution. Having built a house near 
St. Patrick's cathedral, and purchased nine thousand, volumes of 
books, (being the library of the bishop of Worcester, then lately 
deceased,) he procured an incorporation in the year 1707, in which 
it is stated, that the " Most Reverend Father in God, Narcissus, 
lord archbishop of Armagh,' primate and metropolitan of all Ireland, 
while archbishop of Dublin, did, out of his generous inclinations 
to the public good of this kingdom, for the propagation of the true 
christian religion, and for the encouragement of learning, at his 
own great costs and charges, erect; and build a fair large house, 
upon part of the garden, or ground belonging to the house of St. 
Sepulchre's, which is the ancient seat or palace of the archbishops 
of Dublin, near to the city of Dublin," &c. He had, himself, 
three thousand volumes of books, in every branch of literature, 
which he deposited, together with the nine thousand, already men- 
tioned, in this public library. ' The archbishops of Armagh and 
Dublin, the lord chancellor, lord chief justice of king's bench and 
common pleas, the chief baron of the exchequer, the deans of the 
two cathedrals of Dublin, and the provost of the university for the 
time being, are governors, and a body corporate, whose duty is, 
to manage and preserve the library, 

Bartholomew .Vigors, L.L.D. succeeded doctor March as bishop 
of Leighlin and Ferns. He was educated in the university of 
Ehiblin, and thence appointed to the rectory of St. Mary's, Wex-

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ford, 60^ subseqq^ntly to the deanery of Arniagli, by letters 
patent, dated 29th June, 1 68 1. On the removal of biefaop Marsh 
to the see of Cashel, he was promoted to the bishopric ot LeigUin 
and Ferns, by letters patent, dated 27th February, 1691. He 
was permitted to hold the rectory of Killeban in commendam. 
Dosmr Vigors was consecrated iu Christ church> Dublin, on the 
8th of March following his appointment, by Francis, archbishop 
of Dublin, assisted by the archbishop of Cashel, and the bishops 
of Deny, Meath, Kildare, and Killaloe.*

28th March, 1696. The Association of the knights, citizens, 
and burgesses of Ireland in parliament assembled. 

Whereas there has been a hoMble and detestable conspiracy 
for assassinating his majesty's mo;t sacred person, and invading 
his kingdoms with French forces, contrived and carried on by the 
late king James and his adherents, to subvert our religion, laws, 
and liberties ; we the knights, citizens, and burgesses, in parlia- 
ment assembled, whose names are hereunto subgoribed, do heartily, 
sincerely, and solemnly profess, testify, an^ declare, . that his ma- 
jesty king 'William was, and isj rightfiil and lawful king of Eng- 
land,' Ireland, Scotland, and France, and the dominions and terri- 
tories thereunto belonging, and we do mutually promise and engage' 
to stand by and assist each other, to the utmost of our power, in 
the support and defence of his majesty's most sacred person, tide, 
and government against the late king James, the pretended prince 
of 'Wales, and all their adherents, and against all' other persons 
whatsoe'ver J and in case his majesty come to any violent and un- 
timely death, which God forbid, we do hereby further freely and 
unaiiimously oblige ourselves to unite, associate, and stand by each 
other, in revenging the same upon his enemies and their adherents, 
and in supporting and defending the succession of the cro'wn, ac- 
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cording to an act made in England in the 'first year of tbe reign - of 
king William and qu^en Mary, intituled, " an act, declaring the 
rights and liberties of the subject, and settling the succession of the 
crown." 

(This document is signed by Robert Rochport, speaker ; 
Thomas Butler and John Allen, members for the county of 
Carlow; Edmond Jones and Robert Curtis, members for the 
borough of Carlow. ; and numerous others. I do not observe the 
names of the members for the borough of Old Leighlin in the ^ist.) 

14th August, 1697. Ordered— That Michael Wall, of Kil- 
kenny, John Fitz-gerald, brother io Garret Fitz-gerald of Bally- 
eUin, in the county of Catherlagh, and George Gahan, be taken 
into custody of the Serjeant at armg attending this house, for a breach 
of privilege complained of by Mr. Connell, a member of this house. 

Parliament wus dissolved on the 14th June, 1699.* 

In 1693, Charles, second and youngest son of Thomas, earl of 
Ossory, was created baron of Cloghgrenan, viscount Tullow,, and 
earKofArran. He wafe brother to the last duke of Ormonde. Hd 
died without male issue in 1758. Thus these titles became for the 
second time extinct. 

Forfeitures, of course, followed the war in Ireland against Wil- 
liam III. In consequence of the intolerable tyranny of James 
II., William had been acknowledged king of these united realms, 
on tbe 13th February, 1689, by the major part of the people; 
and all who waged war against his government, afterwards, were 
consequently engaged in rebellion, and could hope for nothing but 
the usual results. The estates thus forfeited were vested in trustees, 
and a court was establisl^ed, in which all who had any description 
of legal claim to them, or any part of <them, were to declare it, 
on or before the 10th August 1700. The following is a transcript

ef Norfolk; high feft^tvafd of the cities of Exeter, Bristol, and

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enabling his brother, the earl of Arrdd, to re-purcfaase- the entire 
of the Irish property from the crown, save the palatinate of Tip- 
perary, wiich was suppressed^* 

Doctor Vigors, bishop of Leighlin and Ferns died on the 3rd 
of January, 1 721 ; having enjoyed the sees thirty years. He was 
^U)jed at St. Patriclf's cathedral, Dublin. He purchased from 
Joseph Dean, Esq., chief baron of the exchequer, a fee-farm in 
the manor of Old Leighlin,' for five hundred and forty-eight pounds, 
.and iby, his will desired that his executor, by advice 'Of the arch- 
bishop of Dublin,, ahowld convey the fee-farm to'bis next' suOces- 
sor, the bishop of Leighlin, for the use of him and his successors 
for ever. He further' bequeathed td the said prelate, the sum of 
three hundred pounds ; to be employed in the increase of the re- 
venue of the poor bishopric of Leighlin ; either by the purchase 
.of a fee jmin, or ^e erection, of a house for the more convenient 
habitation of the bishop ; with the advice of the archbishop of 
Dublin for the time being. ' He left ten pounds each to the poor of 
the parishes of ^Ballindearig and Urglin,/ and the same sum to the 
poor of Leighlin r Bs^rtholonieiy Vigors, A.M., son , of 'the bi- 
shop, was presented to the deanery of Leighlin.f ' ' ! 

Josiah Hort succeeded doctor Vigors. , , He was bofn^at :Mai^lv! 
field,, in Glcjuoestershjre. Haying attended a grammar-school in 
Brjstol, he was enitrusted to the care of a private tutor in Lon- 
don, and afterwards entered at Clare-hall, Cambridge, where his 
tutor was Mr. Richard |Laughton. He received deacon's orders, 
in 1705, 'from doctor John Mdre, bishop of Norwich; and, to- 
wards. |lie conclusion of th^ same year was ordainejcl(< priest by 
doctor Simon Patrick, bishop of Ely. He was then appointed to 
the parish of Wicken, in the last-named, diocfese, by the earl of 
Oxford;, and in 1706, he was presented to the vicarage of Wen-. 
dover, in Buckinghamshire, (in the patronage of the crown), by 
lord chancellor .Cowper. ' / 

Mr. Hort, in 1709,, attended Thomas, marquis of Wharton, 
lord liejitenant of Ireland, as his domestic chaplain ; and shortly 
oiitained a patent for the parish of Kilskir in the diocese of Meath, 
vacant by the promotion of doctor Ralph Lambert to the deanery 
of Down. " But the title of the crown," says Harris, " to that 
adyowson was litigated; and Moreton, bishop of Meath. admitted 
his own son to it, under a title derived from a popish lord, who 
h^d forfeited by the rebellion of 1641. Whereupon a quare. im- 
pedit was brought, and a complete verdict obtained in behalf of 
the crown. But the cause was removed into England by writ of 
error, where it depended for many years ; and at last was ended 
by a judgment of the British house of lords. During this interval, 
Mr. Hort was instituted to the rectory of Hayersham, in Bucking- 
liamshire, upon the queen's presentation,' by the favour of the 
lord chancellor Cowper. Judgment being at length given in be-

Mr. Hort ^as promoted^, in 1718, to, the deanery of Cloyne, 
and rectory of Louth^ b^ the. duke pf Bolton, lord lieuteuant of 
Ireland. In 1720, he was transferred to the deanei'y of Ardagh ; 
and thence was ^presented to the bishopric of .Leighliu and Ferns, 
by, the duke of Grafton, lord lieutenant of Irelaodj'. b^yletters pa- 
tent, idated. the 10th February, 1721. He was di^o' granted 'the 
rectory of Killebau, , The new prelate was consecrated on ,the 
26th of, said montii of February, in the. church of Castlekoock, 
by, the bishops of Meath, Kilmore, Ardagh, and Dromore. ' •■

Parliament was prorogued on the 27th July, 1 782, and dissol- 
ved on the 25th July, 1783. 

The depreasion of trade and manufactures, the detklcation of 
the revenue, and consequent weakness of the government, ' had 
rejidered it unable to afford due protection to the pfeopleof Ireland 
during the American war. In consequence of this unhappy state 
of things, the volunteers first appeared, about the year 1778, and 
continued gradually increasing in strength till 1 782, when they 
comprised a large body of the gentry £(nd yeomanry of the country.* 
Beanchamp Bagenal, Esq.j of Dunleckny, was the leader bf 
this independent, self-constituted array, < in the county ofCarlow; 
and some noblemen were enrolled in its ranks. B was certainly a 
happy circumstance, that, as the raising of such a military force was 
at all effected, the higher orders should have become its conductors, 
as thus the evils of anarchy, or perhaps spoliation, ■ were avoided. 
It was, howeverj in the abstract a dangerous kind of proceeding; 
though, on this occasion, its immediate termination was not un- 
happy. 

Perfect legislative independence having been dbtained by the 
Irish parliament, mainly through the exertions of Henry Grattan, 
the house of commons was disposed to grant him the reward due 
to his labours, Oa the 27th May, 1783, Beauchamp Bagenal, 
Esq., one of the repiresentatives for tiiie county of Carlow, spoke 
in the house, in the folowing terms : 

' '* I will beg leave to congratulate this country. We have at last 
got the freedom which all the would •should have — it is our birth- 
Tight ; but in our nafridian there is no life without it. Our exis- 
tence now begiss, and will depend upon what use we make of the 
population jSind, wealth that wiU result from the advantages of a free 
constitution. 

" I will beg leave to congratulate England. — Instead of a nominal 
or a repugnant depeijdanl^ she; has now a powerful, faithfid ally, 
one thjjt she can never exist without. ^ 

" I will beg leave to ccsngratulate his majesty — he has conciliated 
three millions of such si^jects as must make him happy — men as 
willing to be loyal as they are determined to be free. 

",I will congratulate his ministers also. They may now depend 
upon such support as they ought always to look for. — And to whom 
does the empire owe ^1 this ? To a man principally, who is re- 
solved to take no reward from.goYemment.^1 will not pretend to 
say he was wrong, though I know that such merit ought always 
to be distinguished in every manner that is possible.' Shall every 
body have what they ought to have, iexpept hi» alone, to whom 
every individud m this empire is so much indebted, and by whose 
example every individual in the universe may be so mudi benefit ei 

• Hardy's life of Charlemont, vol. i. p, 378. 
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He has saved this empire from an iron age and has restored an 
unequivocal golden one. By our affectionate alliance with Eng- 
land, we shall not only be benefited ourselves, but shall see a be- 
loved sister revive, without any painful repining,, or apprehensions 
for her prosperity. 

"" In these happy circumstances in which he has placed us (though 
I honour every private compliment I may call those that I see paid 
to our illus'trions Ijenefactor) I believe there is no man that would 
not blush to think a Grattan's child might point at a statue or 
monument that has mten been dedicated to slander or problematical 
n^erit, and say, that was my father's, your benefactor's only re- 
ward. I have therefore a motion to make you, which might appear 
like presumption in me, as it is of so much importance to the glory ■ 
and interests of this kingdom, if 1 could suppose that any member 
of the British' empire would give it a negative ; the purport of it is, 
that we should take into consideration what sum we should grant 
for the purpose of purchasing a seat, and building a suitable man- 
sion for our great benefactor, in testimony of our gratitude for : the 
unequalled services that he has done for this kingdom. Were we 
to omit this, or should we do it in a manner unsuitable to the situa- 
tion he has raised us to, we should be very ungratefiil indeed, and 
never might we expect that a blessingicould attend it. 

" It must be needless to say any thing in favour of such a mea- 
sure; or I would not dare to be the mover of it. I will only add, 
that as he has left nothings undone that is material to the prosperity 
of this kingdom, it can no more lay a precedent for hurtfiil grants 
of the same nature, here, than Blenheim did in Great Britain. ' 
. " Far be it from me to compare even the services of Marlborongh 
to those for which we stand indebted ; we have no deductions to 
make from our gratitude. ■ Without protracting, or any publicex- 
pens^e, his; efforts have been timed' and condiicted with so much 
wisdoju, tand:the appearance of such a being on earth was 60 essen- 
tial to the establishment of liberty at this 'most critical juncture, 
that without superstition, men may well record him amongst the 
most propitious interpositions of heaven, 

I.. " He has crowned Kis work^-^aiid under his auspices thethrone 
of , freedSQUii is fixedr on so. certain- a basis, and will probably be 
always so well supported by the due influence the public are likely 
to acquire under his System, that with the blessing of God there 
is no 'danger of parliament itself ever being able to shake it; 'rior 
shall parliament J'tcust, ever again be profaneJy fetyled omnipotent. 
I am, conscious I must have anticipated men infi|riitely"better quali- 
fied to bring such a measure forward; one excuse I, have, for it is 
not the linjpatient wish that every body must have to ■ see such a 
eha.rac|er exalted— nor any little vanity' to distinguish myself-^bat 
as I never had any private acquaintance, nor private conversation 
with our ■'great benefactor, I thought it might come as well from 
pn^ froni -vvhom he could not have any item, as from the most dis- 
tinguished; personage that he is intimate with. 

'* Virtue;- to be sure, is its' own reward, and we know that 
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our generous benefactor is in his own sphere of happiness, content. 
But shall we be coiitent without doing our duty?— Shall we be 
ungrateful ? — God forbid. 

" Gratitude' seems to be a virtue peculiarly adapted to nations 
that have received such benefits as ours. It is often niegtected by 
individuals, because it is often out of their power to be as gratend 
as they wish ; — we, I trust, shall never have such another oppor- 
tunity of exercising ours.' God forbid we should let it slip. 

" To-morrow, after the grant to his majesty is settled, and after 
a proper thanksgiving is offered to heaven, for the happy recovery 
of our rights, I will move — ' That this hons^ do resolve itself into 
a committee, to take into consideration what sura we should grant 
for the purchasing an 'estate,'' and building a suitable mansion for 
Our illustrious benefactor, Henry Qrattan, ^sq., aad.his heirs for 
ever, in testimony of our gratitude for the unequalled service that 
he has done for the kingdom of Ireland.' "* A liberal grant was 
m^de to Mr. Grattan. ■ 

Charles Jackson was translated to the bishopric of Leighlin and 
Ferns in 1761.

In 1795, the Roman Catholic college of Carlow was estab- 
lished by Doctor Keeffe, Romish bishop of Kildareand Leighlin. 
It was first opened for the education of lay students, but has been 
eince extended to the preparation of priests. The accommodations 
are calculated for the reception of one hundred students of each 
class ; but there has never been that number at one time in the 
establishment. The present officers of the college consist of the 
president; professor of theology and vice-president; principal of 
the lay-college and professor of natural philosophy ; professor of 
logic, and Hebrew ; bursar ; dean of the ecclesiastical college ; two 
professors of classics ; professor of classics, and dean of the lay 
college;, lecturer on natural philosophy ; vice-dean of the lay col- 
lege; and professor of mathematics, and of the study hall. 

Doctor Dpyle, the present Roman catholic bishop of Kildare and 
Leighlin, whose publications under the signature of J;K.L. (Jantjes, 
Kildare and Lej'g-^/is,) havfe rendered him so celebrated, "entered 
the college of Carlow in 1809, as professor of rhetoric, and a few 
years afterwards was appointed professor of theology. Doctor 
Doyle was chosen fot the ofiBce of Romish bishop, which he now 
holds, in November, 1819, He has since been examined by com-

The coiiaty -of -Carlow was not -exenipt from the disastrous 
consequences df the rebellion of 1798. We taW the follqwipg 
isccount of the previous transacticms feom the work of Sijr. Richard 
Musgrave, Bart., who from his personal knowledge of many ^f 
&e events of those times, as well as opportunities of obtaining . 
^Ifireot, authentic iufotmation, must<be considered ^ competent and 
bni&cieBt authority. 

'" Not only in Carlow," says Sir Richard, " but in most of the 
counties of Ireland, the priests in the year 1791 and 17d2,. began 
to take an accurate aeeount of their sectaries in every JamQy 
within their respective parishei;, which was supposed to b^ done 
with a'^ew of ascertaining their r^elativestrength by theirhumbers, 
when compared with the member's .of r the eitabHshed church. — 
Abbut the same time, maps pointing .out the property of the old 
pqpkhpossessors, were printed and published, 

''* 'The great zeal with which the priests began about that time 
to establish religious fraternities among the populace, of which the 
ccapular wis t&tnost prominent, gave an additional proof that a 
conspiracy was in coiitempla^on. . This institution introduced 
Among them im extraordinaiy sanctity and austerity of manners, 
and horded a trial of their dieuce, which was so essential to 
I promote such a measure. 

" The insolence of the lower class of people was o'b'^ously in- 
creased about the year 1793, by the following incidents : the 
priests were enabled to build stately chapels liy the subscriptions 
' not only of their own iQdck, but flf Protestants; wliicih: formed a 
.striking ^contrast to, and reflected on,' the ruined edifices where 
■ Protestants, less enthusiastic, "wprshipped their God. At a time fliat 
a'S^rotestant clergyman in that county could not obtuh; a sum flf 
in6ney"iobuil4 a clurch for three hundred Protestants^ whom he 
had attended for twjelve years in a sooty cabin, the pries,t ,of 
Carlow bulk a cbUege and chapel, which must have cost ifrom 
three to four tbousand^pounds. ' 

" In the beginning of the year 1797, the insolent looks andliahghty 
demeanour' of th^peasaats, who would not formerly approach a geli-

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tleisanbut witH the greatest humility, challenge^ hie: attention with 
a broad stare, often ibllpwed by a sardonic grin.'. . 

" Such was the state of the county of Carlow in tihe' i)M>nth o{ 
November, 1797, when some tnformations, sworn privately before 
a magistrate, gave unquestionabla proofs that a conepiriwy was 
forming ; and'&ie following event removed every doubt on that 
head^ Mr. Bennett, who lived near Leighlin-bri4g», waa rash 
enough to declare bis detestation of a United Irishman, and that 
he nrould ^ve five hundred pounds for the head of one ; for which 
on the same night he was murdered, in the dead how of the night, 
and his house was rdbbed pf five hundred pounds iq. casht This 
money, and their success in griAifying th«r vengeance i^W)^ so 
respectable an enemy, inspired them so much with the hope of 
accomplishing their main design,, that they began ta aseemble io 
great numbers, and to. organize wi& great celerity. 

" A gentleman passing thrpugh Leighlin-lHidge, said, he made it 
a rule to give the peq)le a drink i- and Jiayjpg ordered a barrel of al^ 
for^thenof, the eonspiratois in great numbers,, whpL. seemed jvepared 
for the business, mounted one of their drumpjers on the barrel,,and 
proceeded in regular arcay, and with some arms, to- the house- of 
a man at Moneybeg, (Bageual's-townX who had sworn examina- 
tions against'some of them, and murdered lum in his bed ; they 
then proceectod to the house of Mr. Bagen^, a.geiltleman whothaa 
formerly represemei^^e county, but having kept behind a banl^ 
of earth, it protected flien».fi;o]r^ the shot of three of his Protestant 
yeoinen, who topt up a constafli;&.;e_imoii them,, until an acciden- 
tal shot, from a blunderbuss of one m tn^b-~<xwn party, killed one 
of the united men, of the inauspicious name of ^SOtm. 

"Six. of his popish yeomen were posted outside hia house, bar 
hind a wall, (for he kept the Protestants ^^thin it), commaQded 
by his lieutenant, who afterwards recommended to Mr. Bagemdj, 
not to depend on a papist, though he, and his two spns, were of 
that persuasion, as he could not prevail ou the three others to fire' 
on the assailants ; and he declared, that he never would serve witli 
any of tbem. — In their retreat they plundered and fihattered the 
house of Mr. Mulhallan, and beat and insulted him in the most 
cruel and ferocious manner. 

" From that time they never ceased to plunder, houses of arms, 
and other valuable articles, avoiding the patroles of Mr. Robert 
' Bochfort, of Cloghgrenan, and Mr. ComwaU, of Myshall-lo^ge^ 
who, much to their honour, never ceased to harrass those miscire- 
ants by night, at the head of their respective yeomen corps ; while 
other gentlemen, palsied by fear, sought for protection by courting 
.the'priests. In short, :I have been assured, 'that the county of 
Carlow would ha\e been as much desolated as the county of Wex- 
ford, 'but that those gentlemen, by unabated ejcertions.and the most 
utidaunted courage, struck terror into them, by surprising and 
arresting numbers of them, in their most secret haunts and recesses. 

" In all their depredations, they never ofi^ed any injury to the 
property, or insult to the person of a papist, exc^t that in 
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some cases .they took arms frbln such persons of tbat '-perem* 
sion, as were not iikely to use them, or wera not engaged in the 
confederacy; ■ 

■*if-On requiring arms of a widow of the popish . re^on, near 
Le%hliii, they inforined her thatihey were for her benemj, and that 
el i£e catholic < cause j A man 61 the name of >Haghes,. appeared 
before Mr/Comwall, of Myshall-Jodge, a magistraite, on the 3lst 
of Jul^, and cpufessed that he had been a lieutenant,' under a cap- 
tain Jfatnes Nowlan ; and. he stated the whole progress of the rebel- 
Uon from its' commencement. He stated that the night previous to 
the attack oit Borrls, Jjeighlin-bridge, and' Ba^enal's-fewn, he 
received orders ftoto Nowlan, how he was to attack the enemy ; and 
©n asking him whom he was to consider as such, the captaitt r^i- 
Mj^Ae king's troops and a»e Protestants in general. The popish 
rabble, and numbers of Roman catholics in comfortable, nay in 
Opulent situations, took oaths of alleg^nce before magistrates, 
ttiho gave them certificates of their having done so ; and an abnn* 
danee of «ueh certificates were found in their pockets when they 
were made prisotters at the battle of Kileomney,- and elsewhere^ 
■ "Mfiny Protestants were murdered, many of their houses were 
bl#Bt, and touch of their property was destroyed, in that part of 
the county of Carlo* bordering upon the county^ of Wicklow and 
Wexfprd* Most of the popish yeomen in the ^cojiptf-'ai Carlow 
were 4if effected, and would, had an op^«»*«8»>ty offered, have 
turned their .ra-ms against their king »»nl'country, 

"In Sir Richard BtAI^sjcp^ of ca^dry, nine papfets of whom 
bis- permanent seiyoaatwae one, conspired' to murder its Protestaut 
memjbeEs. ^^^e seijeant was to have posted in the rear &e con» 
spii'ators, who were to have fired on the; Protestants inaction. 
Seven of them were convicted and haqged, the other two fled; 
but, laming in under the proclamation obtained their pardon. 

"' Mr. Burton, member for the County, had a corps of in&ntrf, 
in which he discovered twenty popish traitors, whoqi he ' expelled^ 
and seventeen of them were afterwards hanged or transported. 
The arms of his coips being deposited in the guard house, and 
gfc^ded hv six ' popish member^ when] the' iusutrection was 
expected, uiey poured water into the muzzles, and wet the pans, 
of their firelocks. ' 

" About thirty-six popisl) yeomen were shot in Carlow and its 
vimnity; but there, was not a single instance of disaffection disco- 
vet'ed'iti a Protestant, that I could hear of; except ^r Edward 
Cfosbie, who was hanged at Carlow ; and it is well known that he 
bad long pfiqued himself on being a deist and a republican."* 

Attack on CARi40W.--On the 25th May, 1798, the garrison 
of Carlow consisted of a party of the 9th Dragoons, the Ugbt 
company of th6 north Cork militia, commanded by Captain Heard, 
a ^arfyof the Louth militia, under Lieutenant Ogle, Sir Charles

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BurtDots corps of yeomanry cavalry, thelCartow yeoman infantry, 
commanded by Captains William Burton and Hardy Eustace, and 
forty volunteers ; in all about four hundred and fifty. Colonel 
ftWion of the 9th Dragoon? had the chief command. > 

The garrison had intel%ence'of the intended attack hy an inter? 
cepted letter, as well as from the vigilance, of Lieutenant floe, of 
thenortii Cork militia, who had observed the common peoj)le as- 
sembling near the town on the evening of the 24th May. Colond 
Mahon, aqcordingl'y, made immediate preparations for the defence 
of the town; which were net unnecessary,, as, about two o'clock 
on the morning of the 25th, the rebels in number about 2000, 
taving met at the house of Sir Edward Croshie,* marched thence 
into Carlow, under the command of one Roche, shouting that the 
town was their own. But signal was their disappoiitbnent. Their 
progress was unchecked until they reached the potatoe marketxin 
Tuliowtstreet, where they were fipiritedly attacked by two sentinels 
posted at the collector's door and a loyal ProtestaJot who joined 
them. And so efiectua}; was the fire of these three persons, that 
the rebels were compelled to diverge towards the gaol, in whic(i 
quarter they met an equally warm reception. In short, such was 
the destructive fire to which they were now exposed, that they 
were compelled to a speedy retreat, and endeavoured to escape by 
the road on which they had entered the town. Several of 'tiiem 
took refjiige in the cabins of that oudet, wUoh were £red by the 
fioldiery, and many of the unfortunate wretches were thus consumed. 
It is icalculated that not less than 600 of the rehds were killed on 
Ihis occasion ; of which number, 417 were buried in gravel pita 
fit the Queen's county side of Graigue-hridge. 

It was intended, ^at a junction should have been ^ected at 
Carlow between the rebels of the Queen's and Carlow counties ; 
i)ut the intelligence that two pieces of cannon were planted at 
Of aigue-bridge, caused the forma: body to change their route. They 
burned the houses of some Protestants at Ballyckmoiler, and at- 
tacked the mansion of the Reverend John Whitty,t situated near 
Aries, and about five miles from Carlow. "But," says Sir Ri- 
chard Musgrave,, " it was travely defended by hii^self and elevea 
Protestants, who kept up a constant fire, Idlled tweuty>one rebels, 
and baffled all (heir attempts to storm or burn it. The rainiUct 
continued from three to six o'clock in the morning." We havie 
often heard &is defence mentioned in terms of the< highest admira- 
tion, as one .of the most brilliant actions of the rebelUoth 

Executions by martial law followed the battle lof Carlow. 
Among the number who suffered^ was Sir Edward Crosbie, Bart. 
It is but justice to add, that this gentleman's friends assert his com- 
plete ini^oceiice ; dnd Sir Jonah Barrington (who enters somewhat 
fiiily into this matter in his Personal -SAetckes) warmly advocates 
a simUar opininn. The truth seems to be, that the unfortnoate

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baronet was somewhat tinged with the " liberal" prihciples of the 
day, thoilgh perhaps he did hot sanction the full develop eiiient of 
them, as exhibited in open insurrection. 

Battle of Hajcketstown: — The first attack oa this town 
occurred on the 25th of May. The rebels were, however, re- 
pulsed by the yeomanry and a party of the Antrim mUitia. The^ 
second and more serious affair took place on the 25th'June. The 
smstll grarrison consisted of the yeoAian infantry, fifty men, com- 
manded by Captain Hbrdy, and forty of the Antrim militia, under 
lieutenant Gardiner. The country people were seen assembling on 
the 24th, of which intelligebce was forwarded to the commanders 
of the neighbouring yeomanry corps; but, with the exceptioii of 
Captain Chainney's, none of them were enabled to render einy 
assistance. The rebels were 13,000 strong, commanded by Garret 
Byrne of' Ballymanus, his brother William, Messrs. Perry, 
M'Mahon, Michael Reynolds and Edward Fitzgerald. The 
garrison issued forth to attack them, which served as a feint, but 
on their retreat Capfaiil Hardy and tout meq were killed. Soine 
of the infantry, whose entire force was about one hundred and 
twenty,' took possession of the barrack,' while others entrenched 
themselves behind a breast-work which had been previously con- 
structed. 

The rebels, enpposing their victory certain, tsasei a tremendoua 
yell, and rushed towards the town, but they were received with a 
a steady, ' well-directed fire from the garrison. They then set fire 
to [the houses, every one of which, except the barrack and two 
more, were speedily in flames. The scene at this period must 
have been horrible ; the incessant fire of the musketry, the cries 
of the rebels, the smoke, the flames, the falling houses ; but «1I 
'did not daunt the spirit of the gallant band who d^ended the town. 
The Rev. James M'Ghee had secured himself and- nine men ia 
one of the houses which remained untouched by, the fire, and, to- 
gether with those within the barrack, maintained a deadly fire on 
the rebels ; who, finding all their efforts unavailing, retreated, at 
Jialf-past three o'clock. In this very severe engagement which 
continued for the greater part of a summer's day, the loss of the 
rebels has been calculated at ^ve hundred killed ; more than twenty 
cars loaded with dead and wounded were removed by them. The 
loss of the loyalists was but eleven men killed and fifteen wounded. 
"The achievement was certainly glorious, when relative numbers 
are considered. We feel no small pride, that such invaluable men 
as the Hacketstown ' YEOMANRY should have been found within the 
boundaries of the county of Carlow. Do not such men merit en- 
couragement and protection ? (16). 

With reference to the Rev. J. M'Ghee and his meuj Sir Richard 
Musgrave remarks : " That gallant party would have been unable 
to defend themselves for want of ammunition, had not lieutenant 
Fenton, of the Talbot's-town cavahy, been providentially pre- 
vented from attending his duty by a contusion, occasioned by a fall 
from his horse, as he sat behind a pier between hro windows making 
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cartridges ; and to the immortal honour of Mrs. Fenton, she con- 
tinued to go about the house, and to supply the besieged with re- 
freshments during their laborious and perilpus service ; and when 
their stock of baUs was exhausted, she broke up her pewter plates, 
and cast bullets of them withher own hand, which her husband made up 
into cartridges."— ^The garrison retreated to TuUow in the evening; 
SubsequenSy to the battle, the same body of rebels burned the 
house of every Protestant for a circuit of.sbc miles around H^oket's- 
town, and murdered aii. the inmates who fell into their hands.* 

BoKRis. — " Mr. Kavanagb, of Borris," says Sir Richard Mus- 
grave, " having been distinguished for his toyalty, and his activity 
as^a magistrate, was peculiarly the objedt of rebel vengeance." — 
On the night of the 24th May, Borris house was attacked by a 
body of 5,000 rebels ; they were, however, repulsed by Captain 
Kavanagh's yeomanry corps, with the loss of fifty men killed and 
wounded. On the 12th June, a second attack was made on the 
town of Borris, when the rebels burned tl\e houses of Mr. Kava- 
nagh's yeomanry. ■ At the mansion bouse, which, was garrisoned 
by twenty of the Donegal militia and seventeen of the yeomanry, 
they met a formidable resistance. They were commanded by 
K earns, a priest, who was afterwards hanged at Edenderry. . The 
rebels had a howitzer with which they, attempted to break down 
the walls of iihe house, but were unsuccessful. They were fi- 
nally obliged to retreat, with considerable loss. "One of thp re- 
bels," says Sir Richard Musgrave, '5 who was wounded and. could 
not retreat, proved to be a tenant of Mr. Kavanagh, who lived 
close to his house, and to whom he had been singularly kind. On 
b^ing asked why he embarked in this treasonable enterprise,, he 
confessed, that he was tempted to do so, by a promise of, obtain- 
ing a portion of his estate," 

At Kilcomney, near Borris, a brief action took' place ; the 
king's forces being commanded by Sir Charles Asgill.. A few dis- 
charges of artillery were sufficient tp cause the flight of the rebels. 
They retreated ^o the county of Wexfprd, through ScuUogh-gap ; 
pursued by the army with great slaughter for six miles. The entire 
of their cannon, baggage, stores, and provisions fell into the 
hands of the loysdists. 

From a paper of the rebel conspirators read at their national 
committee, on the 26th Feb. 1798, we learn that the number of 
th^ir arm!?d men in the county of Carlow was 9,414 ; finances 
there in hand, 49/. 2$. lOd. The following are two resolutions 
agreed to on the same occasion : " Resolved — Thkt each county 
who have not yet paid up their finances, shall be requested to pay 
seventy-pounds, except the, county of Carlow, which shall only 
pay forty-pounds. Resolved — That, the counties of Carlow, 
Meath, Wicklow, Derry, Down, and Antrim deserve well of their 
country, for their manly offer of emancipating hef directly;* but 
that they be requested to bear the shackles of tyranny a little longer,

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unttlthewhoie kingdom shall be ineuch astateof organtzatiodaswill 
by tbeip joint co-operation, effect without loss their desirable 
point, which is bo4irij^(leininng:to a erisis."* ' 

We remarlcecl, tbat the immediate coiiseqnence» of the existence 
of the vc^nteer force werBBot unbappy. The following' extract 
from a paper circulated by tbe concocters of the rebellion will show 
the use to which the cnrgaBtziation and proceedings of that body 
Were shortly afterwards api^ed.- We-print the eapitais and> italics 
as in tbe'original : — " And we do. call on and most eamestl-y ex- 
hort our brethren thb vef-u-MTBCRS of tnuLAND,' who may in 
faet establish,, as they ha«e «n Me<ir^>restoredj the independence of 
their native land : we call upon all our .countrymen in ' general to 
fellow our example, and to fbirm similar societies ^ in every quarter 
of the'kitigdbm for the|tron)i»tioD of 'cons^tutional knowlei%e and 
thedfepensation of genuine WMg' principles; the people when 
thus collected will fbel their own weight and secure that power 
which theorybae already admitted as their portion* and to whicbiflhey 
be not aroused by their-present provocations tft vindiGate it, they 
deserve to forfeit their pretensions for ever.' 'f Nothing' cam more 
ctearlydemonetrate^'thaa the preceding passage/ the petnieion% bane- 
ful tonsoqmenees arising from the advocacy of wild*, undefined notions 
of popular4iber(^. ' The mind of the untldnldng multitude thus re- 
ceives an inip^us, which hurries them on to lengths, from which, 
perhaps,' the' beginners or fbmenters of the work wouldthemselves 
recoil. Let the Whigs behold what were considered their g-e»«iaB 
pmtictpies; let them leara, that they have been preached up as 
eanctioBing revolution, ^irepiiyieanism, and rebellion. 

The first lodge of the Orange < Institution was f«>unded' in tbe 
eountyi of Ariiiagb, on the Slat September, 1 795. The name of 
Orangeman, however, preyiously existed. . " They were," says 
Sir Rytard Musgravie, " merely a society of loyal Protestants, 
associated and' bound iog^h&n solely for the purpose of maintain- 
ing and defending- the constitution in church and state, as esta- 
blisbed.'by the Prince of Orange, at the glorious ijevtaltitidn, ^hich 
they regaided as a solemn and sacred dutyi" This body was and is 
purely defensive in itsprineipies. Its members .ar& men attached 
to a limited monarchical form of government ; they are supporters 
of genuine civil and religious liberty ; they are admirers of the Bri- 
tish constitution', they are attached to Bptisli connection : they 
are not wild theorists ; they are not-lovers' of revolution ; they are 
ncft fond of innovation ; they are not inclined to republican princi- 
ples. They reckoned all, or near^ all' the Protestant yeomanry rf 
1T98 in their body^ and were mainly the gavioiirs' of the counti^ at 
that important crisis. They are the men whom a sound and wise 
British government would cherish and support. — The county of 
Carlow is indebted to John Staunton iRoobforti EiSq.', of Clogh-

Such, it appears, were the sentiments of the freehoM^ of the 
county of Carlow on the subject of .the legislative union with 
Gredt Britain. Matters are, however, so much chemged since the 
occurrence of that event; the tremendous evils apprehendted' from 
tike union not having arisen ; the' Romanists being since admitted 
intg' parliament ; the pernicious revolutionary spirit at presept abroad; 
tfiese circumstances, as well as others, have placed 1h^ question in 
an aspect so differetit, that we are fully- conxiqced, that not one 
oi the land owners, gentry, or Protestants, who might formerly 
have opposed the Union, would now desire to behold its repeal.

In 
every station of his life, he executed its respective duties with 
Judgment, diligence, and fidelity. The purity of his faith, the 
rectitude of h\s conduct, and his unwearied labours in the pas- 
toralofflee testified his piety towards God ; his icindness, humility, 
and candour, loith his exemplary attention to the wants, temporal 
as well as spiritual, of his fellow creatures, proved his 'benevo- 
lence towards, man. Reader ! behold the upright, for the end 
of THAT man is peace.* '

Ardristan. — Within one mile of Tullow and in the parish and 
town-land of Ardristan, are the ruins of an old church. The 
walls yet standing are sixty-three feet long, twenty-four feet broad 
at west-end, and eighteen at east-end. Length of chancel twenty- 
four feet. One gable and part of side wall are standing. A stone 
pointed arch in good preservation divides the , chancel from the 
nave. There are but few tombstones. The burial ground is sur- 
rounded by old thorn*trees. 

Ballyellen. — This burial ground |s situate near the high road

may be here preiervedr when decayed, «r obliterated ifi their first eituation. 
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leading from Borris to flore*e-bridge, and contiguous to tUe lalteh 
The ruins of' an old church stand here, of which but a small pdrt 
of the! walls remain.

In the centre is a cross and the lettets I.H.S., 
and round the margin are engraved in taised Roman characters the 
following words':

We regret to say, that this lower pai-t of the stone is broken, 
and that the part which we have omitted above is lost or iile^ble. 
The house in which the above named O'Ryan (who was a gentle* 
man, as the word generosua indicates) resided, stilt stands near 
the church-yard. The traditions of I3he peasantry relate, that the 
O'Ryans foHntoly owned a large part of the country about Bally- 
ellen; of which, indeed, we have "better proof than mere tradition, 
as the reader of the foregoing pages is aware. It is Hard, thot a 
large pot full of gold was found buried in the kitchen of Dibnysius 
O'Ryan after the tnansion had passed from his family. ' 

BaIiL'yknockan.'— The chnrch au^ burial groand of Bally- 
knookan are elevated over the river Barrow, iafid^ in the outlets 
of Leighlin-bridge. The church is a tnodefn efructufe of una- 
dorned appearance. The following are among tiie inscriptions :

Near BaUyknockan, and contiguous to the road leading to the 
Royal Oak, i^ one of the andent raths, of very considerable ex- 
tent. It is called Maudlin moat by the peasantry. 

Ballylaughan Castlb. — In the parish of Dunleekny, town- 
land of Ballylaughan, and barony of IdrOne Eetst^ stands the ruin 
of this castle ; of much pristine strength and importance. It is at 
present roofless, but the ^alls ar^ in ' good preservation. The 
castle is square .in formation, having two round towers flanking 
the front ; from the outer extremity of one of which to that of the 
' other, being a distance of forty-feet. From front to rear, the Cas- 
tle measures forty-two feet ; breadth at rear, thirty-feet ; greatest • 
height of walls, about fifty-feet. The walls are about five feet 
thick ; built of vude stone work, but in the most permanent man- 
ner. Fourteen stone steps conduct to the second floor, which rests 
on an arch. . There are two flights of steps higher up, but they 
' are in a state of dilapidation. ' An apartment, about seven feet in 
height, with two windows, seem to have, been in each of the tow- 
ers;, between the towers was the chief entrance of arched; cut 
stone. The appearances. of the ground, adjacent would indipate, 
that the castle was formerly surrcninded by a ditch. 

At a distance of eighteen yards to the west, stands another ruin, 
of about thirty feet square. It has one stone-cased window, with 
holes for iron bars. The waUs are five feet in thickness, and the 
structure is about twenty feet in height. 

About forty-yards from the main building, to the north, is ano- 
ther ruin of small dimensions. Near which is a large, ancient- 
looking dwelling-house, formerly occupied by the Beauchamp family; 
a member of which was for a considerable period one of the repre- 
sentatives of the borough of Qld Leighlin, in parliament. The 
family of Beaucbamp ha^ been for centuries and s);ill is one of 
great distinction in England. 

The history of the castle may be found in the preceding pages. 
We shall now merely mentiop, that it formerly belonged to the 
Kavanaghs; and was occupied by Donogh Kayanagh, (second ^on , 
of Murrougb Ballagh, styled king of Leinsbr,) at the end of 
the sixteenth century. Shortly afterwards it passed into the pos- 
session of the Bagenal family ; but is now on the estate of Henry 
Bruen, Esq.. colonel of the Carlow regiment of militia, whose 
father made a large purchase of -land in this county from the* late 
Bfeauchanfip Bagenal,' Esq} ''''• 

Balltmoon CastIiB.— The ruins ' of this spadoms structure 
(built by the Knights ^Tielnplars) stand on the town land of Bally- 
moon, parish of Dunlec"kny, and barohy of Idrone East. It is / 
oil the estate of Robert La Toiiche, Esq., Lieutenant Cdonel of 
the CarldW regiment of militia. The building. jis roofless; the 
w§^Is, which are about ' thirty-feet in height, fonn a square, one 
hundred and thirty^two feet by the same. Ftom the eastern wall 
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project two square toWefS, from the sotitb," one, and irom the 
north, another. The windows, being mere loop-holes,' are ift 
good preservation, about five feet in height, four inches broad, 
and of a' crucifix form at top '; which latter 'circumstatice might pro- 
bably have ai^sen ironqi the^semi-ecdesiastical professibn of the 
founders. The entrance is on the west ; by a cut-stone arched 
gateway^ the upper part of which has now fallen fix)m its blace. — 
The main walls are not less than eight feetthick, and are covered 
with earth and grass. When the author visited the castle, some 
she^ were peac^^fully .grajsing, within its wallsi. TJie cenlxe ap»' 
pears to h^ve been at ^ <;imes anopen^ uncovered area, surrounded 
by the tenements of the inmates. The architecture is of great 
strength rand durability. ,, rTo t^e;, right on entering is a pointed 
arch, inside, which and i^ the t^aia wall are some stone .steps, 
leading to a loop-hole. From this; circumstance, some idea may 
be f ormedl , oJF t^e extraordinary "scdidity of, the structtgre. The 
history of this, castie is given under the proper dates. ■ 

Barbagh.— A church in ruins and, burial groupd> with this 
name are situate iq, the barony of Forth,, a mile and a half from 
Myshal, and near the road leading to Newtownbarry., ■ One ga- 
ble and part of the side walls are standing. The walls are clad 
with ivy. The church appears to have been seventy-eigjit feet 
long by twenty-onri broad, with stone cased windows of, hut six 
inches in, breadth on tjie exterior. , But one of these windows now 
appears. The burial gi'ound lies about twenty yards , from, the 
ruins, and is divided from them by a rivulet. The following, , in 
RoOian capitals, is among the inscriptions, :— , ,

BoRRis.^ — The house at this place belonging to' Thomas Kava- 
nagh, ^sq., ia a spacious and magnificent structure.' , It was built 
by his grandfather, but greatly altered and improved' by the late 
Walter Kavanagh, Esq.,: elder brother of Jflie present proprietor. 
The Messrs. Morrison were the architects employed on this Occa- 
sion, and the model 'adopted' by them, was the English bsironial 
mansion of the sixteenth century. 

There is nothing coming strictly under: the denomination of an- 
tiquities in Borris ; the reader, however, .will find an account in 
the appendix ;(18) of some relics connected with it, atd which 
we are enabled to publish through the favour of Thomas KaVanagh, 
Esq. , 

Browne's-Hill. — One mile and ahalf from ^adow, at Browne's 
Hill, (the seat of William Browne, Esq.,) is one of the Danish 
pagan altars, called Cromleacs, from Crom, God, and ledc, a flat 
stone. It is a rock of great dimensions, raised on an edge, and 
propped on the east by three upright supporters. Another pillar 
stands at some distance. *

CARtow.— The first object which demands our attention here 'isi 
the castle. This once magnificent structure-! built' after the most 
approved Anglo-Norman models of square torni, with a tower 
at each angle, novyf pre^^nts but the mere 'Wreck of its fornier gran- 
deur. ]^t is built on a gentle eminence in the town, and oil' the 
east baiik of the river'Barrow, The bridge leading to the Queen's 
county, is withih a few yards of the castle. UVitil k late perjod thjf 
noble structure was in Very tolemble preserva^oh' ; but in tfte yeqt 
1814, it was tenanted by Philip Parry Price MtddTetony W.T>.; 
who, we regret to say, effected the overthrow of a fortress which 
had withstood the' assaults- of Time and of man for a^^s..' This, 
gentleifian' intending tb'eonvert' the'| castle into a private' residence,' 
proceeded iij his t^feratiqlis so vei'y unskilfulty, that, having dis- 
turbed tlie foundations, more than One half of the building fell to' 
the ground. Fortunately, this event took place on Sunday, i(S 
otherwise many lives might have been lost. The height of the walls 
yet remaining, is about sixtyrfive feet, which seems to have been- 
the original altitude of the structure. • The length, of the side from- 
the extremity of one tower to' that of the the other is one hundred 
and five feet, and as thi? builfjing was squar^, an ifle^, cqn be 
formed of its former great extent.' .;■;.!

The general appearance of the town is modern; The. antiquary 
will find-no private residence of an old date in Carlow. In which 
respeptj it presents a striking contrast to the neighbouring city of 
Kilkenny, where, independently of public structures, the' streets, 
passages, and houses afford considerable interest by their obviously 
ancient construction. It is, however, gratifying to us, to. be ena- 
bled to state, that as regards the essential article 6t neatness, no 
town in -the kingdom can claim superiority to Carlow. 

Castl&Grace. — ^A ruin of this name stands near Tullow. It 
was erected by the distinguished family of Gbaee, descendants of 
Raymond le Gros. ' 

Clonmullin. — It was, we are told, at this castle'(situate in the 
barony of Forth) formerly belonging, to the Kavanaghs, that the 
far-famed heaaty Aileen Aroony lived. Her name, it appears, 
was Ellen Kavanagh> ' She has- been immortalized by the poet's 
art. JVIr, Hartstonge gives some account g& her, which may be 
read in the Appendix. (19)— Daniel Kavanagh of Clonmullin,^ 
Esq., one of the confedeFated catholics in 1646, forfeited his estate 
and died unmarried in Spain. There are frequent notices of Clon- 
muUinin the foregoing pages. About fifty years since, some re- 
mains of the castle were standing, but now the plough passes over 
its site. The estate at present belongs to that |Very estimable no- 
bleman, John, lord ^amham, one of whose ancestors planted it 
with palatinates frohi Germany, wjiose descendants yet remmn, and 
preserve much of their peculiar manners and appearance. . ' 

Clonebal. — This village is situated'on the river Deny, about 
seven miles east of Tullow. It is on' the -borders of the county. 
A castellated mansion, with ramparts on top, at present inhabited'' 
by William Durdin, Esq., M.D., is worthy of notice. It Was 
built by the Esmonde family in 1625, and continued^ in their pos- 
session to a recent period. In the early part of the last centuiy, 
Morgan Kavanagh of Borris Idrone, Esq., married Frances^ 
daughter of Sir Laurence Elsmonde, of Clonegal, Baronet. 
. The church is a modern structure, in excellent preservation, but 
the burial ground is evidently of no late date. Among the insciip'- 
tions are i£e following :

QLOGHGKENAN.-^Tte oM castle of Clogtigrenan, to which 
allusion hasbeen {reqiiently made in this Work, stands at the distance 
bt about: two miles south of CarlbW, on the west bank of the Bar- 
row, tk now torm^ tlie entrance i:o the deinesne of John Staunton 
Bochibrt, Esq.; and^ as may be supposed^ is completely in a state 
of d^cay. From its considerable height^ situation^ and ample cbver- 
ing of ivy, it is, however, yet a pictiiresaiie olgect.— In the de- 
mesne, and romantically situated, ar^ the nuns oi^ the ancient 
eh;jrch of the parish oi Cloydagh, with its burial ground. A large 
old tree ^rows inside the church. iThe walls are st^ding, in 
toterable preservation. TomDs with the following inscriptions are 
to bla iTound in the interior.

Clonmore Castle. — The spaciou<i piece of antiquity of this 
place is situate near Hacketstown, and in th6 b^u'qny of Bathvilly. 
In shape it is square ; one hundred and Serenty feet, by the same, 
The castle has towers at each angle, and is surrounded by a fosse, . 
of about twenty feet in depth. The walls are five feet thick ; and the 
narrow, stone-cased windows were obviously furnished with iron 
bars. One of the side walls has disappeared, but the other three 
are in good preservation, and if unassailed by the Gothic hands of 
man, will probably resist the tooth Ot Time, for ages to come. 
The demolished wall, was no doubt removed in order to procure 
free ingress to two or three cabins and their appurtenances, which 
classically Ornament the interior. Indeed, I have been credibly. in> 
formed, that part of the window-cases now serve the very ignoble 
purpose of fofitiiug part of the Materials of some pig-«ties ! But 
such d6secnition of iancient works of art, by the unthinking and 
ignorant, is bot at all afi uncommon circumstance in this country. 

In OKose's Antiquities,* we read as follows : " CiiONMOBB 
Castle. This is a square castle, the south and north sides of 
^ich ^e defended by towers. The W£llls are of great thickness, 
but iast hastening to decay. Ivy covers the breaches in the walls, 
&ti the windows are quite in ruins. It seems to have been strongly 
protected by a Wet ditch which surrounds it." — Such is the meagre, 
incorrect, and unsatisfactory account given us of Glonmore; and 
tibat in one of our standard works. But too frequently do we find 
the cottteuts of topographical publications on Ireland^ -superficial 
and erroneous ; as well from want of due inquiry, as from neglect 
..of personal observation, — Clonmote castle was probably bmlt by 
the Ormonde family, who obtained an extensive grant here from 
Hairy VIII. By an inquisition taken at Callow, in 1636, it was 
found, that the eiul of Ormonde was possessed of the castle di 
Clonmore, and considerable territory adjoinaig. The ca^le and 
muchj of the sui'rounding, country is now the property of the 
Honourable Hugh Howard, uncle to the carl of WicMow. 

At the distance of about alundred yards from the ruins, stands 
the small parish church of Clonmore ; near which is a rude griatnite 
CfVEB, seven feet m height. To thie north of the church lies an

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oldjatone bslsin, probably .at one time used as a reservoir for " holy 
water." In the burial-ground are tbe shattered parts of another 
stone cross, which, when complete and erect, could not have been 
less than ten feet high. The shaft, sunk in a stone socket, still 
stands, and near it is to be seen the dissevered upper part. The 
(ibuntry people have a tradition^, that this appendage of Romanism, 
was broken by Cromwell ; but almost every devastation of the 
kind is attributed to him; perhaps with some justice, as he certainly 
could not be charged with any great love of popery or its eniblems. 
Few persons of any taste^ will, however, justify the unnecessary 
and indiscriminate ravages committed on works of. art by the puriT 
tans of the seventeenth ceiltury. v , '

■ Clonagoose. — These ruins of a church, and a burial-ground, 
lie one mile from Berris, in the barou^ of Idrone east. The lengtu 
of the building was seventy-two feet, the breadth twenty-four. The 
remains of five vdndows yet appear; the breadth of which on the 
exterior is but six inches, while from their gradually opening to the 
interior, they are rendered there, perhaps, five feet across. Part 
of the walls had been recently thrown down, pbvjously for the stone ; 
some of which seemed to have' been re-chiselled there for other 
buildings. This is another instance of the barbarous ravages com- 
mitted on the ancient structures of the kingdom, by persons equally 
devoid^ of good taste and right feeling. I was, however, glad to 
perceive, that the burial-ground is w^ll enclosed by a, wall in 
thorough repair. A stone reservoir of about two feet in diameter 
Jay inside the ruins ; a sure indication that it had been a Roman 
catholic place oif worship. The following are among the inscrip- 
tions:

He discharged the duties of 
that station ibith the most unremitting eeal, adtiuity, and exer- 
tion, and. having in public and in private maintained the high 
reputation of the Soldier and the gentleman, lie lived admired, 
respected, and beloved,' andr died universally, deeply^ and de- 
servedly lamented, i .

— Topo- 
graphia Bibermca, 1'795. This was probably a just representa- 
tion of the state of these ruins at the time specified; but corn now 
waves over the gro,und formerly occupied by this ancient edificew— 
Vestiges of the ditch or fosse, howevier, > remain. ■

The nameS), together with the total absence of thef'I.H.S.* 
and other indications of -RcHnan Catholicism^ amply show, that 
the great majority of .persons baried here hare been Protestants. 
Indeed, since the early <p£krt of the laet i;entury, when Benjamin 
Burton, of Biirton-BalC ^sq., leased hii^ large estate here to 
Protestants ,(who then were die only eligible persons),' this part of 
the county has been the strong hold of that interest.. ., . 

KBiAYSTOWN,-^Of Kelly stowjn, Seward writes thus: "Here 
is a large ruined church dedicated to St Patrick, and said to have 
.been built by 'him. It formedy belonged to the ancient ^family of 
Cummins, a name still surviving andtaumerous in this part of the 
country. There are several of that name interred in the church 
whose vaults are still retnaining, tho' there is but one whose 
inscHption is intelligible; it is as follows : Hoc Jaeet sub lapide 
Hugo Mac Cummins 1603." On the above,-! have to observe, 
that the rained church does not seem to have been large ; the name 
of Cummins is not now numerous^ land there are- but few inscrip- 
tions of this femily. The ktin Epitaph is not correctly given. —

This inscription is in raised Roman capitals, and runs along the 
m^^gin of the stone, in the way usual in the early part of the 
seventeenth century. On' the left side the- words 'are completely 
obliterated,' apparently by the feet of people standing on the stone. 
The tomb is for the most part wprn quite smooth. An arch of 
the old church, in perfect preservation, still remains. A new church ' 
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\fras greeted, adjacent to the former one, about the year 1807; 
when we regret'to say, that one of those singular structures, the 
round towers> was pulled down to make way for the ijelfry. This 
act of inexcusable barbarism^ much, and justly, annoyed Mr. 
Doyne, the proprietor of the estate; In the church-iyard is the 
tomb of a Cummins^ aged 108, who £ed in- 1795. Kellystown 
Kes about five- miles east of Carlow. The ground'" being here ele- 
vated, a considerable prospect is- ■ obtained of the surroui)ding 
country. 

Mr. Brewer tells us that, ''the more ancient name of this place 
is CiH-mHa-ur-ioscd-m-nioin — the church, qf the poor mourning 
MuBster women ; allusion to a Sanguinary battle fought here>. in 
or about the year 478, in which the Munster warriors were de- 
feated and slaughtered .by Ihoseof Leinster." This battle is men- 
tioned,, pp. 18> and 67. of this work. 

KiLEDMUND.— The church of Kiledoiund which was built by 
one of the Bagenal family, stands at the foot of Mount Leinster, , 
and in the barony of. Idrone East. The scenery, here is of a su- 
perior order, from the contiguous mountains and extensile planta- 
tion, of trees. The Black Stairs and the celebrated pass- called 
'Scullogh-gap are prominent objects. The church i? a neat 
building, fifty-feet by twenty-two. '. Oa a monument inside a walled 
enclosure, handsomely overshaded by laurel, is tiie following in- 
scription ; . " , 

Robert Edward Carroll ^ai4ed this, life August the- l\th 
1806, aged SQ years. ' , 

This gentleman's widow, Mrs. Amelia Carroll was bnrled here 
about thie year 1825. She was a daughter of the late Beauchaup 
Bagenal, ' flsq.,' of Dunleckny, and lived in a plain house which 
stands near the church. Mr. Carroll was a meihber of the' re- 
spectable county Wicklow family of that name.

KiLLiNANE. — The ruins of the church of KtUinane, and its 
burial bround, lie l^fway between the 'B.oyal\Oak and Leighlin- 
bridge. One gable and a side waU. ~(^ix1y-three feet in length) 
are standing, and the ruin is bisected by another wall. A window 
in a ruinous state is observable iq.the east end. The whole is co- 
vered by a profusion, of ivy; Inside the western end of. the ruins 
is a tomb — ^with the following inscription :

Old Leighlin. — The cathedral church of the diocese of Leigh- 
lin stands at the distance of two 'English miles west of Leighlin- 
bridge. The site is admirably adapted for a structure dedicated 
to religious purposes. ■ ■ A nook is' formed by the iadjiacent billsy and 
here, quite removed from any thorough-fare, ■ fei" away from the 
busy haunts of' men, this relic of antiquity raises its vepersble 
head. The history of Old Leighlin may be learned in th? forego- 
ing pages ; we shsil here render a minute account of its present 
state and circumstances. 

The cathedral (which is of the plainest Gothic architecture) 
consists of a nave and chancel. The length of the nave is 'eighty- 
fouK feet; 'that of the chancel, sixty-feets' breadth, twenty=one 
feet. There are a door and window in the*ept end, and' two side 
entrances. Ancient reservoirs for " holy water," are fixed in the 
wall to the right hand, on entrance, of thesou'tti door, and on the 
left of the western. In the nave is a toge'gtone baptismal font, 
sustained by a pedestal which rests Upon a raised foundation six feet 
square. The font is at the heig:ht of aboitt five feet from the'floor of 
the'nave. A very curiously workdd arch Of stone may be observed ' 
over part of the nave. The entire inside is, with the usual bad taste, 
whitewashed. The l^elfiry tower is about sixty feet in height, and 
has a mean sort of slated spire on top ; which from its pigmy size, 
ahd 'general unsuitAbleness td'the- building on which it is-^ected, 
h^tVe worst possible e£Fect. 'Winding stone-steps ar6 coiltinufedto 
the summit of thebelFi^; forty steps lead tothe first landiog plaice, 
after which twenty -two more, of very narrow construction, con- 
duct to the t6p. ' Th^ date on the bell- is 1 787. — From the north 
side of the cathedral project two structures in a ruinous state., 
The dimensions, of that toward- the w«st,Tire, twenty-seven feet by 
twenty-four, on the inside ; with windows closed up ahd roofless. 
The other runs on a. line with the east end, projects from the 
cathedral twenty-tWo feet, and is fifty-two feet in length. It is 
about thirty feetin height,, \and is roofless. A Gothic window of 
superior workmanship, and in good preservation, is to be.seen ii^ 
the eastern extremity of- this lattef ruin. — Intiie pkancel are stalls 
for the dean and> chapter. To the right, on entrance, we find them

Having thus depicted the genenal' features of the cathedral, let 
us now proceed to the monuments. These are well worthy of no- 
tice. Inscriptions may be observed on fircj' flags in the aisle of the 
chancel. Commencing at the communion table, they are in order 
as follows.

The inscriptions in the nave, next^claim our attention ; and $rst 
In attraction is a raised tomb, (two feet in height, seven in length 
and thre^ in breadth), which staiids oppbsite the sputh eiitrance. 
It is generally reputed, even by men of education,' that this is 
the tomb of a bishop Kayanagh; "but, I think a very slight degree 
of scrutiny will prove, that such is not the fact.'' The characters 
are in black letter, relief, and would certainly puzzle most persons. 
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We confess our inability to decipher the entire, but the followig 
words are certainly to be found on the stone : - ' .

Thus it would eeem, that it belonged to a person named O'Brin or 
O'Byrne. , The three townlatids last mentioned are in this imme- 
diate neighbourhood. I could not discover the exact year inscribed 
on the tomb ; but it is certainly subsequent to 1500. There is a 
coat of arms on one side of the tomb; with the fnitialB. at top.— ^ 
This monument was pulled in pieces by Jhe deluded rebels of 
1798 ; but has been since restored to its original state, with the 
excleption of an addition very improperly made at the foot, where 
the fragment of another tomb has been used to repair this. No- 
thing could be more injudicious, as it may mislead and confuse the 
future inquirer. We, however, do our duty in pointing out the 
circumstance. 

There are inscriptions on two flags of the nave, which run as 
foUows: 

Hear lieth the body op henry rydkins who ideparted 
this life in may the 20. 1726, aged 101 years. ako 
the hody of liis son Henery Rudkins who departed, this life 
April the 6ih 17S8, aged 53 years. 

This has a coat of arms and crest at top. Near it is the other, 
with death's head and crossed bones, after which are the following 
words :

The burial ground now claims our notice. In an enclosure un- 
der the east window of the cathedral are three monuments of the 
Vigors family., 

The'following. inscriptions are to be found in various parts of the 
burial ground. ; 

Sacred tothe memory of Lieutenant Robert Henry Bqughton 
of the 85th Regiment of Foot, late o/ Corsham county of Wilts 
England. Died the 30th of Octobfr 1827. . 

Sacred to the memory of Mrs. Anne Rudkin wife of Gilbert 
Pickering Rudkin, Esq. This stone was erected in order to 
perpetuate the virtues of the best of wives, the fondest of pa- 
rents.' Her life was short and not tmchequered by pain and of- 
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flidlidh; hutihe bore, with C/iristian resignation, the dispen^ 
sations of Heaven ; And, kSHoWiiig that this earth was not her 
place, she sought hsr abode above all sublunary things, on this 
iSih day of February, 1818, aged 38 years, 

S^neath this tomb is ititerred the remefins of Mary Philips 
wife to Richard J. Phillips Esq., of MalUngate ^in the comlyi 
ofj Wexford, and third sister to Cornet R^che, late of Font 
Hill in this county. . S^e departed this l^e, October the 29th 
1823, aged35 years.

TiOmbs of tbe names of Noyrlan, KaYsnagli and Murphy, are 
very numerous. The fence (it can be scarcely called a \rall) 
round the burial-ground is in the worst possibje repair. When 
1 the writer visited thi^ scene, some pigs were industriously rooting 
over th^ graves ! Of the state of the cathedral we have Jiftle bet- 
ter to reporT;' as "part oT the ceiling of the interior has fallen 
down, the roof in general is iii a State ' of decay, and the entire 
edifice carries an appearance of dedine. 

In the burial-ground is'a large square cut stone, somewhat siiiiilaf 
in shape to one at Wells, and another standing near Killinane.-^ > 
Ptobably this was the third stone which 'marked the boundaries of 
the ancient boi'otigh of Old Leighlin. .•,;''''' > • ' 

The well of St Laserian (the foufldei* of the chra-ch and" episco- 
pal see of Leighlin) is. situate near a stream which rises in the 
adjoining-hills, and at a distance of about one hundred yards iwest 
of the cathedral church;.. Seward in- his Topographia Hiier- 
nioa, thus writes ; " It is situate at the east end of the church*)? 
Old Leighlin. It is cov'ered with great ash trees and,. much, fre- 
quented by the Irish, who come, to it.,from^ all part9.-.<rf the Jcing- 
dom," .. .The well is not at the east end, but at the west, as, already 
menitioneii, ana at present the visitors of this scene are but Very 
few; the ^a/roM' being prohibited since the yealf 1812, ip cOnfee- 
sequence of the death of a man who wasJdlled in a- fray hcire«-^- 
This was a very' commendable adt tin the part" of the parish priest 
of Leighlin, as the greater part of the multitude whd' visited thi^ 
place on'the IStti of April (the patrOn day) und* pretenc6 of 
religious purposes,' rendered it a.sdeneof drunkenness) gamblings 
and debauchery. Two v6ry old ash trees and a white thorn, which 
fori^erly overshadowed the well, were cut down (about 1823) by 
the late Captain Vigors, of Erindale, who leased a cdtlsiderable tract 
o'f land here from the see of Leighlin. The -white thorn, was for- 
Kteriy hung with all sorts of rags by the devotees, pilgrims, or vi- 
sitors of tUs holy spot.. At present the well is almost cHoaked »p 
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with iHtud, and is hardly distinguisbable from th^ marsh by which 
it is encompassed. About tea yards from {ue well stands a nide 
etoce cross, five feet in height. The whole is surrounded by a 
low straggling ditch. Near the , cathedral is a plain house, for- 
merly occupiedby Dean yigprs._ This entire scene has one uni- 
form appearance of desertion and desolation. , Ther^ is, however, 
a fine prospect of the country, with Mount Leinsterih the distance, 
j Leighlin-bbIdgE!. — The rMns of the ancient blfieL castle 
Btand here, atthe^bot of, a bridge of nine arches, on the east 
bank of the Barrow. ;., It! is in shape, an oblong n square, and pf 
perhaps fifty feet in' h,eight. The summit is completely covered 
over with ivy, planted by the present possessors of the j castleii— 
One floor of the strucfurft resting, on an arch remains ; to which 
there is,an, ascent by stotie stops, asit^ere is t^, the top. This 
castle seems to have stood at one of the angles (N. W.,)r of a square 
formed by a wall seven-feet thick and partly by Vther structures.- 
At|he south east .angle Vnay, be observed the remains of a. tower 
of Kotund form and great strength. Its, ruins arenow about<tw^nty- 
fouj! feet high, the wall#) are ten feet thick, and a flight of tjHrelve 
iptone step^ar^ tp tfifoiind in ,f he, interior. - jFr^ the qastl?, .thg 
wall runs two 'hundred andthjcty^ur^ feet, souti along, the bankiPC , 
the river;! from thence it formerly p^ropeeded to, the circular, tower 
just mentioned, then towards the town, and from thence . again te 
tbejfsais^lei ttms forming n^rly^a square. The space :,^ithin the 
wall was ;three hundred, and fifteen feet (the length from the tower 
to- the river) by two hundred and thirty-four, as already men- 
tioned. The entire was surrounded by a fosse. The western 
wall is the only one now in existence. At its south,en4isabuildr 
ing-eviijently'' ancient, as loop holes and, a stone cased dooi; are vi- 
siblejiJ^ it.,i(rThe outer, wall of thisjatt^ structure fprms part of 
the boundary leading from the S,W. angle to the tower. It was 
here thatthe ancient I'eligigus house of Leighlin-bridge was placed, 
and pr6bably this very building formed, part of it. . The burial 
gra^pd , of the tmonks lay near it, inside the great wall ; which 
bunial-ground is now a kitchen-garden,, where several, human 
bones ,liav.^ been dug up.' Whpn dispossessed pf their .tenement here, 
the monks removed to a house on the same ^ide th^^river, abput 
two hundred yards froni the castle. , The last of them disappeared 
five years since, and with him the establishment ceased to exist. — 
It is 'stated that the bridge here was originally much narroVtrer than 
at present' ; but I can scarcely think that were this the fact, it could 
possess, sufficient Strength to encounter thefloods of such a river as 
the Barrow. However, a mark is pointed put under , one of the 
arches,> which is stated to exhibit theformer breadth of the bridge. 
The history of the bridge, the castle and other objects of interest 
will be collected in this work. A reference to the index will add 
facility' to. to the inquiry. The tower or fort and surrounding wall 
are probably, those constructed by Bellirigham in the reign of Ed- 
ward VI.

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LoEUM.— Or Lowran as Seward calls itn^'Of this placfe,lie ihai 
writes in 1795 :— ^"situate wiiliin;ane mile of Ballylaughan Cas- 
tle)itis fettt a poor place with as poor a church. However the 18th 
of Apiil being a patroii day of St. Xiazari'snus (Laserian) is highl^^ 
ceM)rated,,\^io was one of the first founders of the cathedral of 
Old 'Ldgldin awd was buried here." — There is now no patron 
held, 'aor is there atiy memorial whatever of St. Laserian, in &e 
eUoveh-yatd. llide^d, there can be noidoubt that he was not buried, 
h^» Mt at >01d LeighHn. The only objects worthy any notion, 
<are itvo handsome niod«m tombs of the Rudkin feimily. 

^. MoLMKs.— This very ancient and Infercsting place is si- 
tuate twenty-^otie miles south of CarloW, in the barony of tiie same 
name and on the borders of tiie county. The scenery of the 
p^aoeis l!)eaUli&l, indeed; the river Barrow rolling majestically 
tikmg, its banks nobly eleva:ted, and on the KUfcenny side hand-t 
somely pl^nted,'1»gether with a smaUier stream, whieh here forms a 
jtaHHifm with the nobler estuary, altogether rend^ this region 
fat^ly^icturesquei. The little stream ju6t mentioned, passes through 
'a deep deifile from the iriUage of Glyn, and the walk of one mile 
from the latter place to St. Mullins would weM repay the »isitori 
itadepe&dently of 'ai^y attraction of an >anti«{utiTiBn nature. 

'Net less &an twelve centnriAs have passed '^tie« St, Mullin 
teunded an abbby here, l^e particulars of its history will be 
feund aiYtoged under their proper dates. Of the piresent state of 
the place, thtefollowing js a comprehensive detaiil. And first laete- 
gitr^ fke modem church, it h a structure Of the '^ylaineeft possible 
^haracKer. "V^ithin it dre 'some chaste and elegaol monuments and 
inscri^iens of the Kwanagh family. 

Withtegaird to theanfcierit buildings; tiiere are five in ruins 
wifein the burifd groand, tt^ther with two walk fcnming part of 
another ; and 'outside the entlosnre to the south, there are &e dilapi- 
dated remains Of «n additionfel structure. None of these possess 
airy architectural lieanty whatever. 

l%e five ruined btdMinge jastmentioned, lie south of the church ; 
*hey are of an dbfemg shape 'and run from east 'to west. We shall 
«ow stste the inscriptions in each, commetacing with that farthest 
'from thepreseHt church. On a flat stone are the following words ;

A tLird Fuiit stands about twelve feet from the last mentioned, 
and of the same constroction, but no gables remainmg. There 
are no tombs or inscriptions inside. At eighteen- feet from this 
latter 'Structure are two ancient walls of considerable height, clothed 
in ivy; between which and the presenit church is a ruined chapel, 
seventy-two feet in length by twenty- four in breathe Part of the 
north side is down, and the buil&g is intersected by d wall which 
ran to the roof Two apertures ,for bells at top. On entering a 
fiointed arched doorway in west end, a stone reservoir for water is 
found in the wall to the left hand. The tap' of the ruin is covered 
with ivy. Within the east end is * large flag lying flat on which 
(partly defaced) is the following inscription in raised letters :

The figure of a cross occupies the centre of this tomb, and to- 
wards the lower part are a death's head and crossed bones, with 
the motto momento mori. ^ The above Latin inasription runs 
round the margin of the stone, as usu^in the seventeenth century.

i have been informed, that the ' Bryan NestroakS, above menr 
tloned, got ■ the appellation, from 'a mark or stroke, which he 
carried on his face, in consequence of a wound received in a duel 
with an Knglish officer, about the time of the battle of the Boyne. 
On a flat flag, inside the inclosnre, and near the preceding, are 
kiscribed (he following words :'' 

Here Ueth the body of Mr. Edmond Kavanagh late of Turrah 
depd.' this life Feb.- tli^ 8th 1 804, aged 49 years. 

Also his wife Catherine Kavanagh grand daughter to the re- 
nown champion Bryan Nestroake depd. July 21, 1821, agedlJt 
years. 

The Roches of Conogue have tombs inside. — At the east end 
of the largest of the mins, are .the remains of a stone cross, with 
the socket in which it stood j also, a small roofless' walled,inclosure 
with a descent of two steps into it, and one window. — There are 
numerous tombs of the Kavanaghs, Brena^s, Murphys, Doyles, 
Ryans, and Wh^lans, hut I have given all that is remarkable. St. 
Mullins was anciently, and continues still the burial place of the 
family of Kavanagh of Borris. 

There is a holy well here, inclosed hy a stone wall, round which 
the deluded peasantry do " penance" on the eve of the fair days 
of the year. 

MyshaIi.- — This:v^page is situate eleven ^liles from Carlow, in 
the barony of Forth. A xhurch' in ruins is the only remnant of 
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Hiiti^uity observable here. Part of one end and of the side' walls 
are standing. There is an arched door in the gable,; about three 
feetin breadth. The walls are cov^ed witfa ivy. - 
' In the burial ground are the following :

The church 
is built of cut stone. The Spire remains unfinished. Within a 
railed inclosure is a raised tomb, with the following inscription : 

Here lieth the body of Henry Bruen of Oak^Parh in the 
county of Carlow Esquire wJio departed this life on the_ I4th 
day of December in the year of our Lord 1795 in the 55th year 
of his age. ' 

In another part of ~Sie burial ground is a curious insmption, as 
follows : 

Here lieth the bodys of James M'Cormdck and his wife Dinah 
late of Clor^neen Quarter master and agitant 44 years and 
cornner 40 years. Aged between 90 and 100. Died July 29, 
1762. 

There is a- splendid view of the western part of the county, with 
the river Barrow, from Nurney church yard. 

Rahill, — Theruins of the church of Rahill stand on' the town- 
land of .the same name, about one mile from Rathvilly, and ten 
from Carlow. There is but a gable end and the mere foundations 
of the rest of the walls remaining. The church was bisected by a 
wall, and its dimensions seem to have been, sixty three feet in 
length by twenty-seven in breadth. The situation is pretty^ the ' 
Wicklow mountains, Cadeen and Lugnaquilla add grandeur to the 
prospect. There are but three or four tomb-stones. 

Within the remains of the former church are the two following : •

He was succeeded in it by tbe grandfather of the aathor, who 
now inherits it.

(20) It wojild seem that the walls »{ Rahill were 
piill^ down for the stones, as many of them lie scattered at some

Rahingeerah, or Rathnegii^. — At R'eAiii^eQi'ah, near 
Ou^ybill, are the ruins of an esdent castle. It is mentioned 
^Ot» than once in this work. Seepage 155^ and elsewhere. 

RATHVILI.Y. — The church and burial ground of Rathvi%^ are 
situate at the village of the same name, over .the river Slaney, and 
at a distance of tea miles from Carlow. The church was built in 
1751, and has been lately ornameitted^ with a spire. Among the 
iaserijitions are tbe two following : ^

RoYAi^ Oak. — This place i« situate eight miles south of Carlow» 
qn the townlaud of Clorouske, late the estate of Major Boyle 
Hewson pf Kilkenny \ who on his demise, left it to the family of 
Way, who now possess it. The well known inn was establi^lted 
Lere probably a century ago ; and if we may judge from the sign- 
board' that ornaments the 'front of flie house, is named in comme* 
moration of the famous escape of King Charles the second, by 
concealment in, an oak tree. Some twenty or. tbiirty houses and^ 
eabins fortn a sort of street here. Three hundred' yards east of 
the Roy^ Oak, is Bagetal bridge, over the Barrow buflt by Walter 
Bagesal,' Esq., who died in 1745. The ancient ford is forty yards 
below the bridge. " • : 
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SttGDPr, — The rum« of tbis diureh ?wth a burial ^^-ound 
stand fln a site beautifully elerated over tbe river Barrow, about 
two miles south of- BagenalBtown, The parish of SlygufT is very 
eontracted io breadth, but in length it extends from dte ruins to 
the sanimit of Mount Leinster, a distance of sevai links. — Two 
side walls of the old chorch are standing* The structure wais 
edginally seventy-feight f&t in length' and twenty-one in breadtb ; 
but How only My-one leetof the side walls remaining. Tia M- 
lowing is &e tnost andmt inscriptiffli : ' 

THE ROD Y pF GEOEGE BURK0U6HS L7ETH HERE WHO DEEiVB-, 
TED XBIS LIFE IN HlS 20tH YEAR, 18 DECS.

In 1S06, a ifine gdd ancient 'clasp for a doak was found neai' 
Sy^fuff rtfins, by Mr, Maftew Mn^yof this jdace. It vi^ighed 
four ounces, and was lieautifully carved. Mr. Murphy sold it to 
the Royal Dublin Society for the sum of twenty pounds. Tha 
name of Slyguff in the Irish language was Sliev guv. * 

Statoestown ohUech. — Two miles east pf Carlow stands this 
very handsome modem church. On white marble in the interior 
may be read the following inscription : 

Sacred to the memory of Waller Bdgenal, Esq^, of Dunteck' 
ney, in this county, who departed tJm l^e mi the X%th ef Juve, 
I8I4, in tAeSQndyearofhis ag-e, TMs monument is •erected 
by ^Usiabeth and Maria Bagenal, his disconsolate widow and 
daughter, to perpetuate [the memory of a husband and parent^ 
beloved, honoured and respected. 

His mortal remains lie entombed beneath the adjoining slone. 

The a:hove mentioned gentleman was the last male of the an- 
cient family of Bagenal. 

The burial gitound contains nothing worthy of observationw 

Tobin's-town.— The following account of a jcromleac at To- 
bin's-tow*, is taken from Grose's Antiquities : *• Ou the west end 
is- a portico, formed by two upright pillars, somewhat round 't)ut 
irreg'iilarj each eight feet high, terminated behind by a broad flat 
stOTiteSet on the edge, eight feetbigh and nine feet broad, raafking 
a porHco of six feel wide and four deep. This is covered by the 
eromletib, tjr large sloping stone. This stone is twenty-three feet 
kmg, jeight broad at>the upper end over the portico^ and six at the 
lower or bacV part, wliere itrests on small ^tphes about a foot 'higb. 
Its thickiiess on the upper end is four feet, 'and at the lower' two. 
1%e under surface is plain and even, tut the upper convex. > The 
nppBr part has a la!rge 'channel, from whilt^t trahches a number of 
sma^ller bnes : to-Bometheya'pp'earnatDrat, to otb<ers artificial, for 
. sacrificial purposes. The 'Sides are enclosed and stipported by 
severaJl upright anomalous stones from three to six feet Ugh, ma- 
king a' room eighteen feet long ; «igW at ttie upper t>r west end, and 
five'brbad at the opposite one, stnd frottitwo'to eight foet iigli, 
perfectly secure against every incoavenience ,of weather. From the 
portico westwaixtis a sort of avenue about forty yards long, formed 
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oi smalt iirr^:u]ar artificial hillocks. 'This avenue leads to the 
portico. The cromlech is situated in a low, plain field, near a ri- 
vulet, on the road from Tullow to Hacketstown." 

TOllow, anciently Tullagh or Tullo-PhelimJ* — The only re- 
mains or rather appendage of the abbey of St. Austin now obser- 
vable, is the i upper part of a stone cross of lasge dimensions.. ,,It 
is broken from its shaft, and. lies on the site of: the former abbey, 
near the bridge,: and. south of the river. A burial ground is to he 
found in the same place, but no inscription of .the least interest. 
There is a well here, enclosed by mason work, and a Gothic win- 
dow; lately erected, 'and'interided to represent" jp'art'of the ancient 
abbey. This latter was in bad taste and less jJf'opHety; for what- 
ever might b'e said in palliation, of the, erejction of counterfeit ruins 
on new,;sites, npthing can })e advanced in apology for the construct-; 
ing of a spurious, illegitimate piece of imitation on ground where 
i| looks like profane intrusion, and might possibly mislead Ofi de- 
ceive future inquirers. • Full sure are we, that were §t. Awstin 
himself in the flesh, he .would nptsangtion.^ucli doings, — The his- 
tory of the abbey; will be found in the preceding pages. , ,, 

About three years since the old church (erected m 1740) was^ 
pulled down, and a new one erected. The inscriptions are i^ell

Here lieth the hody of John Rogerson, late of Bettyvillef in 
the coimty of Carlotv, Esq., who departed this life on Sunday, 
May the Sth, anno Domini, 1785, aged 66 years. Possissed, 
of a nohk fortune he did not dissipate it in luxury or extrava- 
gance, but during his Ifetime exipended the greatest part of his 
income in acts ' of most extensive charity and munificerice ,- 
dying unmarried, and not having any near relations who had a 
natural claim upon him, he hegueafhed 4,000/. to the different 
charitflile foundations in 'the city of -iDublin, and the residue of 
his estates to that very patriotick and extended charity, the Pro- 
testant charter-schools of Ireland.

We bave pleasure in adding tbis cliapi^r to our work, were it 
only for the pnrpose of £h$wiiig> that this county (thouglh it has no 
reddest nobleman) possesses among its gentry some of the highest 
blood in the-Mngdom. 

We ■should obseire^ that in Jhe following notices we have styled 
afl those Esquire, who were entitled tp tibe rank of ^ntleman'; 
i(he latter designation, ibUowing the name, npt being now used, 
«xcept in law papers. Begarduig the rank of gentlema;^, we find 
as jjllpws in Rbes' Cyclopaedia. '* Qentleman, a person of good 
famSy, or descended of a family whicb has lon|r borue.arms, the 
grant of which adds gentility to a man's feimily, Mr. Camden ob- 
■serves, tbat the distinction of a gentleman is the Rearing of arms 
from tiie grand-father ; and that he who "bears arms fromliis grand- 
fatixer is to aH intents and purposes & gentleman lef -blood,. Sir 
i^dward Cdke says^ that esquires and .geniem^ areionly names di 
worship and not of dignity. And before these the heralds ra^ all 
KdaaAs, iseijeamts i&ihat, and doictors of &e tliree learned pro- 
feasioDS. OniiUimsa^, that if a genHemauibebonnd apprentice to 
■anaerctniit er other trader, ha hsA. mot .thereby lost his gentility."

Thfe AMe family tins Ibeen long of considerable wealth and dis- 
tinctiem in Stefibrdshir^. Beaumont Astle^ Esq., ^•as an officer of 
the army engaged under William III. in the reduction of Ireland, 
and in the maintenance of civil and religious liberty. Early in 
the last century fae settied in the county of Carlow. He married 

as hjs first wife , by whom he had one son, Henry, 

who died without issue. His second wife was Catherine, daughter 
of Berkeley, Esq.f of the county of Carlow. The Berke- 
ley family is one of great distinction in England, and. the Irish 
branch of it was highly respectable. The name is mentioned in 
the foregoing pages. They possessed considerable property in our 
county ; the townlands of Ardristan and others belonged to them. 
This property was sold by a member of the family, (the last, male 
of it, we believe), to Thomas Burgh, Esq., of Bert House, 
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eotnrty KiMare, whose descendant, lord Downes, new possesses il. 
On the isth September, 1727, Henry Berkeley, Esq., (bvotiet! 
*f flie above named Catberitae), demised and grsn-teii fer ever, to 
BeauiBont Astle^ Esq., (then a Captain at Dragoons), parti of the 
lands of Ardristan. Captain Astle built a dwelling house on this

The wil! of Captain Astle, the elder^ (wbo^ we nade^standy 
had attained the rank of Major in the Carabineers), is dated, 2nd 
April, 1770 ; it was proved, 11th May, 1773. Mis widow bbt- 
vived Irini, as appeEtrs by tbe follovrtng enftry in the r^fistnybook 
of the union of Aghade : « Buriala, April ye. I7tii> 1776. Th« 
'widow Astle at Ardristen." 

Captain William Astle, above named-, was a inan of more ftaa 
ordinary spirit. A eir^untstanee which occurred at Neaagh,. where 
the Caridw militia was quartered iii 1799, is worthy <rf mentioi*. 
A difference having occurred between a Mr. Watstm (who was a 
recruiting vc^unteer, in.expeetation of a eommiesion), and the co- 
lonel oi the Carlow regiment, a hostile message from the fonner 
was the consequence. The cdonel,. however,, did not notice the 
application ; but Astle was resolved not to let Mr. Watson off so 
easily. They fought in the yar^ of the head imi, then kept by 
one Pyne,' when Astle was wounded in the breast. Capt^n John 
Newton, afterwards lieutenant- colonel of the regiment;, -was Astie's 
second on the occasion. Caplaitl- Astle, though a very inoffensive 
nian> was in his time, principal in two or three hostile meet^gs. 
He was a keen sportsman, and was particularly fond of fowling-. 
He had some of the best d<^s in the kingdom. On bis dea£, 
two of them brought the very high price of eighty poti&ds. 

Bagenal. — Although the last male of this family has descended 
to the grave, we cannot omit an account which must be interesting. 

Sir Nichofas Bagenal, knight. Marshal of Queen Elizabeth's 
armies, (died 1575.) married Ellen, daughter and coheir of E. 
Griffith of Penrhym Issue : 1, Sir Henry Bagenal, knight, mar- 
shal of Queen Elizabeth's ai'mies, for many years, and for his 
eminent services had grants from the crown of many extensive 
manors, &c. Born 1556. Killed at the battle of Blackwater 1598.*

The above Arthur succeeded to his father's estates of Plasnydd,

•daughter of Sir R. Crevor, of Trevajlyan, county of Denbigh. 
Issue : Nicholas. Died 1712. Married I, lady Anne Bruce, daughter 
pf the earl of Ailesbury, 2, Sidney, daughter of R. Grosvenor, 
of Eaton, Chester. He had no issue, and his property is now 
possessed by the Marquis of Anglesey as heir to Lewis Baillie, 
bishop of Banggr,^ who married Anne daughter of Sir Henry 
-Bagenal. 

Cpuntif ofCarlow branch. — Dudley, son of Sir Nicholas Bage- 
nal, had a son named George, who was granted by letters patent, 
dated 1 1, June, 10th year of king James I. (1612) certain estates 
in the county of Carlow, in consideration jof his good and faithful 
services, and of the good and faithful services of his father, Dud- 
ley Bagenal, to her Majesty Queen Elizabeth. Said George 
married Joanna Butler, daughter of Walter, 11th earl of Ormonde, 
by Helena, daughter of Edmufad 2nd viscount Mount Garret. Issue : 
Walter, who received grants similar to those of his father by letters 
patent, dated 21 July, 2nd year of Charles I. (1626)l in consider- 
ation of the services of his father and grand-father; also the* whole 
barony of Idrone in the county of Carlow. 

Stud Walter married Elizabeth, daughter of lord Teynhara, 
widow of' J. Plunket, Elsq. Issue : Dudley, died 1712. Married, 
in 1668, Anne daughter of S. IMathew, Esq. of Thomastown an- 
cestor of lord Llandaff. Issue : Walter. Born, 1671. Died 1745. 
Married, in 1740, Eleanor Beauchamp. . Issue: Beauchamp. 
Born, 1741. ; 

, Thi^ gentleman came into possession of an immense estate in the 
county ; in fact, all, or nearly all that had been granted to his 
ancestor by James I. He, however, commenced selling portions 
of his estate immediately on his accession to it. He made two 
extensive sales of land to the La Touche family, one lot of which 
has since been disposed of to lord viscount Beresford. The late 
Henry Bruen, Esq., likewise made a great purchase from him. 
The remainder of his landed property is now possessed by Lord 
Downes, in right of his lady, and by Philip Newton, Esq. — Mr. 
Beauchamp Bagenal was a man of singular character. It has been 
said of him,, that he had the eccentricity of the Bagenals, the parsi- 
mony of the Beauchamps, and the pride of the Mathews. He 
was a man of great personal spirit, and fought in his time not less, 
we believe, than half a score of duels. The church-yard of Kil- 
linane was a favorite spot with him on these belligerent, occasions ; 
where, being lame from an accident, he always maintained his per- 
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pendicular. by : resting against one of the tomb-stones ; and thua 
received the fire of his adversary. In fact, Mr. Bagenal was a 
very fair specimen of the " fire-eating" Irish squires of that day ; 
so admirably pourtrayed by Miss JEdgeworth in her Castle Rack- 
rent. Mr. Bagenal was at all times a high patriot : the reward, 
however, intended for him in 1798, was not the most grateful. 
This very discreditable circumstance has been already noticed 
(p. 317), and assuredly carries with it an important lesson. Mr. 

ISagenal married Maria, widow^ of Ryan, Esq. Issue : 

Walter, born 1762, Beauchamp Bagenal, Esq., died in 1801. 

Walter married Elizabeth, widow of Chambers, Esq. Only 

issue : Maria, married to Sir Ulysses Burgh, K.C.B., now Lord 
Downes. Walter Bagenal, Esq., died in 1814, when the name 
of this ancient family became extinct; • 

We have found the name of this family spelled by historians, &c., 
in no less than seven different ways, viz. Bagenall, Bagnal, Bag- 
nail, Bagnel, Bagnoll, Bagenell, 'and recently Bagenal. The 
name of Ralphe Bagenall is signed as a privy councillor to an order 
dated at Dublin, 11th November, 5th Edw. VI. The mode last 
adopted would therefore seem to approximate closely to the origi- 
wal.-^-^The same varieties are observable in spelling the name of 
Grace. Thus : Gros, Grosse, Crassus, Gras, Grasse, and Grace. 
Were there many families of the same name, this various ortho" 
graphy would doubtless; lead to error. 

- Blackney. — Mr. Blackney, one of the present members of 
parliament for the county, is of a Roman Catholic family which 
has been resident in this county for a considerable period. See p. 
250, 

Bkowne.— Of this family. Brewer writes as follows : " The 
line of the Browne family settled at this place (Browne's-hill), de- 
rives from the house of Rokewood Hall, Abbess Roding, and 
Weald Hall, in Essex. In the year 1650, Robert, second son of 
John Browne, of Wickham and Abbess Roding, Esq., passed 
into Ireland, and his descendant, the late Robert Browne, Esq., 
purchased the estates in this county, now in the possession of the 
present proprietor." 

- William Browne, of Browne's-hill, Esq., married Charlotte, 
daughter of Joseph, earl of Mayo, in 1794. Lady Charlotte 
Browne died in 1806, 

Mr. Browne married, secondly, Letitia,^ daughter of John, earl 
of Norbury, on the 8th March, 1813. 

BuNBURY. — The original surname of this family, according to 
numerous and authentic records, was St. Pierre ; one of which 
name accompanied William the Conqueror to England. The name 
of St. Pierre became, however, ■ extinct in the beginning of the 
15th century, and the designation of Bunbury, having been pre- 
viously adopted by the descendant of the first St. Pierre, has ever 
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since been retatned.* The family of Bunbury has been setUecl; ii» 
the' county of Carlaw for about a century and a half, 

BtJRTON. Sir Charles Burton, Bwonet, of Pollertott> in 
tfa^ county of Carlow ;. married in 1807, Susannah, daughter of 
Joshua Paul Meredith, Es^. ; sueceeded to the title as third Ba' 
ronet, upon the demise of his father, in 1812. 

LiNEAGEi — This family claims a common ancestor wllh> the 
nobli^ house of Conyngham ; namely, Sir Edward Burton^ of the 
county of York, who w|s created a knight Banneret, by King 
Edward IV., after the battle of St. Albans, iu 1460. From this 
gallant soldier lineally descended the brothers, 

Francis and Thomas Burton, who settled in Ireland in 1610.. 
The former dying without issue, the latter became the head of the 
Irish branch' o^' the family, and was succeeded by an only son, 

Samuel, whose third SOB, 

Benjamin Burton, Esq, becotuing an eminent benkeriin Dublin, 
attained the higbest corporate honours of that city, (the aldermanic 
gown and mayoralty in 1706), and represented it in parliament 
from- 1703 to 1723 ; he married Grace, daughter of Robert Strat- 
ford, Esq., of Belan, in the county of Kildare, and had six sons, 
with as many daughters. The fifth son, 

1. Charles Burton, Esq., like his father, obtained thelio- 
nours of the corporation of Dublin,, and, a seat in parliament 
through the same civic body. Mr. Alderman Burton .^as knighted 
by the viceroy, lord Harrington, and was created a barcmet ot 
Ireland, Sth September, 1758. He married Margaret, eldest 
daughter, of Richard Meredytji, Esq., of Shrowland, in the county 
of Kildare, by whom he had one son and five daughters. Sir 
Charles died in 1775, and was succeeded by his only son, 

2. Sir Charles, of Pollerton, in the county of Cariow. This 
gentleiuan married Catberuie, third daughter of John (Cuffe)^ 
second lord Desart, by whom he had a son, Charles, as above; 
SirChailesdied, inl812.t 

Butler.— Sir Thomas Butler, Baronet, of Ballin-Temple, k 
the county of Carlow ; borp 14th October, 1783 ; married 30th 
January, 1812, Frances Graham, fourth daughter of John Gra- 
ham Clarke; Esq., of Sutton, in the couftty of York, and New- 
castle-upon-Tyne ; by whom he has issue,

Sir Thomas represented 
the county of Cariow in parliament, in 1639. He married Anne, 
daughter of Sir Thomas Colclough, knt., of Tynteme Abbey, in 
the county of Wexford, and relict of Nicholas Bagenal, Esq., by 
whom he tad four sons and three daughters, and was succeeded 
by his eldest son. 

2. Sir Edmund, who married Juliana, daughter of Bernard 
Hyde, Esq, of Shinfield, in the county oi Bei^, and was suc- 
ceeded by ^is eldest son, 

3. Sir Thomas of Garryhunden. — This gentleman married 
Jane, daughter of the Right Rev. Richard Bbyle, D.D. lord bi- 
^qp of Leighlin and Ferns ; by whom he had Several children. 
Sir Thomas represented the county of Cariow in parliament, A.D. 
1693. He was succeeded by his eldest son, 

4. Sir Pierce, M.P. for the coun<y of Cariow, A.D. 1713; 
v/ho married Anne, daughter of Joshua Galliard, Esq. of Enfield, 
in the county of Middlesex, and was succeeded at Ms decease by 
his son, 

5. Sit Ridiard, M.P. for the county cH CaritAv, from 1729 to 
I76I , This gentleman married Henrietta, dari^teriand .cohieiress 
of Henry Percj', Esq., ctf Leskin, by whom he had four sons and 
six daughters^ and was succeeded at his decease by his eldes^t son, 

6. Sir ThomSs, M.P. for the county of Cariow, A.D. 1761 ; 
married Dorothea, only dauber of Edward Bayley, D.D. of 
Ardfert, and Ar^^deacon of Dwblin, and niece ,of Sir JvTipholas 
Bayley, Baft.', of Plas Newyth, in Anglesey, (father of Henry, 
firet-EarJ of Uxbridge of that family, and grandfather of Henry 
WliJliam, present Jtoquess of Anglesey :) by whom he had four 
sons and 'as many daugbtprs, Sif TJjoJnas was succeeded by his 
eldest son, 

7. SirfUehardj who jsepresented the county of Carlowr in j)ar- 
Uamen^ from USS^ to 1800. Thjs gentlemen married Sarah, 
only daughter of Thomas Worjji New^nhau^ Esq., of Coolrapre, 
kn 4ihe county of Cork, by whom he left issue, 

TBOTSiS, present baronet, with several other children. 
Sir iBicihard died 1 6tji January, 1817,

BtTTLER of &'GomviHe.--'James Butler, Esq. of BroomrUle, 
Captain oftihe Cariow regiment of iiQi«tia,;is son of Wm. Paul But-

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ler, Esq./ who was son of Sir Richiard Butler, Bart.; great-grand- 
father of the present Sir Thomas Butler, Baronet.' > 

CotctOUGH. — The best mode of shewing the origin of this far 
mily, is to copy an inscription on a tomb at Tintern Abbey, county 
of Wexfprd.lt runs in the following words : " Here lieth the body 
of Sij; Anthony Colqlougt, Knt., eldest son of Richard Colclough, 
of Wolstanton in Staffordshire, Esq., who came first into this land 
the 34]th, year of Henry VIII., and then was Captain of the pen- 
sioners, ,in which place and others of greater charge,- he continued 
a most faithful servitor during the life of Edward Yl. and Queen 
Mary, and until the 26 year of our most noble Queen Elizabeth, 
and then died the 19 Dec, 1584. Heleft by his wife Clare Agare,. 
daughter of Thomas Agare, Esq., seven sons, Francis, Ratcliffe, 
Anthony, Sir Thomas Colclough, Knt.j John, Matthew, Leonard ;

Sir Thomas, . just mentioned, succeeded to the estates of his fe^ 
ther (who had received a grant of Tintern Abbey and its appur- 
tenances .from Queen Elizabeth), and died 23rd Aug. 1624. 

Henry Colclough, Esq., settled at Kildavin in our county, early 

in the last century. He married Beauchampj sister of*Mfs. 

Walter Ragenal. Issue : Beauchamp, who resided at Bohermqre ; 
Csesar, and Patrick. 

Beauchamp married Bridget — — . Issue : Hepry, of Sion, 
near Carlow ; who married Anne, daughter , of Alexander Craw.- 
ford, of , Miluwood, county Fermanagh, Esq., and g^and-daughter 
of Guy Cslrleton, ^jord Dorchester. 

, pOifNK^T^In lie reign . of Queen Anne, Doyne, Esq., 

became possessed of the townlandof ,TulIow,,,wi^ rights and pri- 
vileges in, regard to fairs and markets, under the last Duke of Or- 
monde,' Wplles, in the county of Wexford, is the chief estate of 
this family ; but the present possessor, Robert Doyne, Esq., re- 
sides at his cottage, near TuUow, in our county. 

EiJSTACE. — Campion states, that the ancestor of this ancient 
family was Robert le Powere, who was despatched to Ireland as 
an ^riv6y, in the year -1175; ' Stanihurst says, that the name was 
originaily' Powar, or de Powar. , We have not ascertained when 
the descendants of Robert le Power, or Powar, assumed the name 
of Eustace, or Fitz- Eustace, but it seems to have been previously 
to the fear 1300. 'Th^se changes of name were very frequent in 
the middle ages ; of which arbitrary alteration of family appellatibii, 
that of Buhbnry furnishes another instance. The name of 'the 
Carew family, Hooker informs ns, was originally Montgomerid, 
but they altered the latter to that of theii: residence at CaiieW id 
Wales. Names were sometimes assumed from offices held by the 
person ; thus the high names of Butler, in Ireland, and Stuart, 
or Stewai-d, in Scotland, arose from the honorary offices held by- 
indiv'iduals in the: royal househdldv: InstaBc'es Jofthis optional 
change of name might be multiplied. 

Campion tells us, that Powere,' alias Eustace, is named as

b«ron of Domvile, anno 1317. A.D. 1454, Sir Edward Fitz- 
Eustace was lord deputy to the Duke of York, chief governor of 
, Ireland. Sir Rowland Fitz-Eustace, created baron of Portlester 
in 1461, was in that year l,ord deputy to George, Duke of Clarence, 
chief governor of Ireland. Lord Portlester was [lord high trea- 
surer of Ireland for a period of thirty-eight ymrs ; and also filled 
the office of deputy chancellor at various times. He died without 
male issue in 1496. About this period the family seem to have had 
estates and residences at Castlemartin, Harristown, and KilcuUen. 

A.D. 154J, Henry VIII.|franted to Thomas Eustace, the title 
of viscount Baltinglass, and in 1542, the dissolved abbey of. 
Baltinglass was presented to him. He died in 1549, and was suc- 
ceeded by Rowland, his second son. Rowland s son, named .fames, 
was the third viscount Balringlass. He was a zealous supporter ' 
of the popish cause, and engaged with Fitz-Gerald, earl of Des-- 
mondj the Kavanaghs, O' Byrnes, and others, in open rebellion 
against the government of Queen Elizabeth. The termination of 
this career was, however, not happy; as in the year 1584, lord 
Baltinglass and his four brothers were convicted of high-treason, . 
and all their estates confiscated, by an express statute. IJOrd Bal t- 
inglass retired to Spain, as has been already[mentioned, p. III. The 
Baltinglass estates were granted to' Sir Henry Harriugton- 

In we reign of Charles I., Sir Maurice Eustace was speaker of 
the house of commons. In 1660, he was lord chancellor of Ireland, 
and one of the lords justices. Having much improved the house, 
demesne,' and appurtenances of Harristown, he obtained a patent 
empowering it to return two members to parliament. He is fre- 
quently mentioned in this work. The County of Carlow family are 
of the same branch with Sir Maurice Eustace. They seem to 
have been settled in this county at least two centuries, as in 1639, 
Oliver Eustace, Eisq., was returned one qf its members to parlia- 
ment. 

At the time of James II., the Eustace family, then, we pre-' 
Eume, Roman Catholics, espoused the cause of that misguided and 
unfortunate monarch. Other families in the county acted similarly. 
An inquisition taken in the reign of William III., informs us, that 
Francis Eustace of Castlemore, fought at the Boyne and Aughrim, 
for James. As will be seen by reference to our account of the 
proceedings of the court of claims, the estates of Francis and; 
Oliver Eustace were in consequence confiscated ; though a consi- 
derable portion was eventually saved/ ,

He had a 
son named Henry, wJho married Elizabeth, daughter of'tbe above 
named Henry Blake. Issue : Cuthbert who settled at Myshal, — 
He married Jane, daughter of Adam Bloomfield, Esq., of the 
ooiiBty ^ipT^mry, unele to the present Lord Bloomfield.

2, William/ 3 jJames, of Bannagh in the 
county Kerry, wio married Catli^ne> only daughter of William 
Harman, of Dublin, Esq., with Whom be receivied estates in the 
county of Carlow, and Queen's' county. Issue: Harman^ wto 
diedih 17^,' leaving isstie JaWdS.

therHeremon, by whom he was slain at the battle of ;GeishiIl in 
the year 1297 befor^e the Christian era.

Heber ruled sole monarch of all Ireland for fourteen years and 
died. 

Eurialus Faidh, or the prophet, , youngest soB, succeeded his 
elder brothers as king oT all Ireland, over which he reigned ten 
years, and died ante-Chris, 1670. 

Ethrialus succeeded his father in the monarchy, and reigned 
twenty years. Slam A.C. 1650, by Counmalius, the Heberian, 
who thereupon became king of Ireland.

Tigemmasius regained the kingdom from the Heberian 6epit> In 
this reign, gold mines were first discovered in Ireland. He died 
A.C. 1677, after a reign of 77 years. 

Eubothius, son of TigerUmasias. 

Smirngallus, son Eubothius, 

Fiachus Lowranna, sole monarch of Ireland for 'twenty-four 
years. Slain A.C. 1440, at the battle of Bellgadan by Achaius 
Mumha of the Heberian sept. 

Aeneas OU-muca regained the longdom from the progeny of 
Heber, made a success&I expedition against the Scots, upon whom 
he renewed the heavy tribute first imposed upon them by his ances- 
tor Heremon, Slain in the battle of Capnan, by Enciua his He- 
berian successor, A.C. 1409. ' 

Maonius son of Aeneas. 

Rothactus reigned monarch of Ireland during twenty-five years. 
Slain at the battle of Rath Crochan, A.C. 1357, by Sedueus of 
the progeny of Hyrus. 

Demanius, son of Rothactus. 

Denius, son of Demanius. 

Siomaus, sumamed Longsevus, said to have lived 250 year^ 
whereof -he reigned ISO years. Slain A.C. 1030, in the battle 
of Ailliup, by the Heberjan sept. 
■ OliuUus Olchaion, son of Siomaus. 

Gialchadius reigned' over Ireland nine years, and was slain A.C. 
1013, at the battle of Magh Mnioghe by the Heberian sept. 

Nicodus Fionn-fail reigned 40 years. Slain also by the Heber- 
an sept, A.C. 961. 

Aidanus-glass, son of Nuodus. 

Simeon Breac having defeate^ in battle his Heberian rival> Sed- 
neus II. caused his limbs to be drawn asunder by wild horses ; 
but after a reign of six years, he was hiipself defeated; A.C. 903. 
and put to death in the same cruel manner. 

Muredachus Bolgrach reigned one year according to some 
chronicles, and four years according to others. He was at length 
slain by the Heberian sept. A.C. 892. 

Fiachus Tolgrach, youngest son of Muredachus, succeeded his 
ten nephews in the monarchy of Ireland, and reigned ten years.-;- 
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He was slain at the -battle of Borin, by his Hebeiim successor, 
OlioUus Fionn, A.C. 795. \ 

Duachus Ladhrach reigned over Ireland ten year^,^aQd was 
slmn by the Heberian sept, A.C. 737, \ 

Achaius Beiadhach, son of Duachus, father of HWomus 
Magnus. ' \ 

Hugonius Magnus reigned over Ireland forty years. Slain hy 
his brother Baucadius, who usurped th^ mbnarcjhy, which he e^ 
joyed but 36 hours, being himself slain by his nephew Lacgrius. 
He married Ceasair, the daughter of a prince of Gaul. 
. Lacgi-ius Lore (or the hiurderer,) being so called from putting 
his uncle Baucadius to death, in revenge for .his father's murder, 
became monarch of Ireland, and reigned two years, when he was 
treacherously slain by his brother Cobthacus, A.C. — Cobthacus 
reigned monarch over Ireland 50 (some say but 30) years. He 
was ancestor to the families of O'Neill, O'Donnell, and other 
princely faiuilies in Ulster and Connaught. 

Olillus, son of Lacgrius-Lorc, and slain with him by his uncle 
Cobthacus. ( 

Lauradius Navalis, so called from his skill in navigation, es- 
caped, being then very young, into Gaul, upon the massacre of 
his father and grandfather, where he grew to manhood, and being 
assisted by the monarch of that country, in consideration of his 
consanguinity, his great grand-mother being of that family as above 
stated, he returned, slew his uncle, and became monarch of Ire- 
land, over which he reigned nineteen years, and was slain by his 
uncle's son, A.C. 522. 

Olillus Bracan son of Lauradius. 

Aeneas Ollamh, monarch of Ireland for eighteen years, and was 
slain by his kinsman Irero, grand-son of Cobthach the murderer. 

Breassel, son of Aeneas Ollamh. 

Fergusius, son of Breassal, reigned eleven years as monarch 
of Ireland. Slain, A.C. 384. 
■ Felim, son of Fergusius. 

Crimthann, son of Felim, reigned four years as monarch of Ire- 
land, and was slain, A.C. 288. 

Mpgha-Airt, son of Crimthann. 

Arturus, son of Mogha-Airt. , 

Moid (by some called OlioU) son of Arturus. 

Nuadad, son of Allojd. 

Ferragh, son of Nuadad. 

OlioU, son of Ferragh.. 

Fiacha, son of OlioU. 

Breasal, king of Leinstei'. ' 

Lug'adius, or Lucy, king of Leinster. — Conla, youngest son, 
ancestor to the kings and gentry of Ossory. 
. Sedna, King of Leinster, built the royal city of Rath-Minne. 

Nuadad, king of Leinster, slew .Edersceolus, monarch of Ire- 
land, and thereupon succeeded to the monarchy, and was himself 
slain six months afterwards, in the battle ^f CUacb, by Conarius

Magnus, sor^^ Edersceolus, who to revenge his father's mur-

Rossius Ro, son of Fegusius. ' i 

Fionn, soti of Rossius Ro. 

Cormarius, king of Leinster, and for one year monarch of Ire- 
land. Slain by his successor Crimthaunus, in the 7th. year of 
whose reign, the nativity of our blessed Saviour occurred. 
Mog-Corb,king of Leinster. Slainin the battle of Bauiu-da-cho-ga. 

Cu-Corb, king of Leinster, slain in battle by Ferach Fionn, mo- 
narch of Ireland.^ Married Eithne, daughter of Carbry Fionnmor, 
king of Munster, and son of Cormarius Magnus, monarch of Ire- 
land. 

Nia-Corb, king of Leinster. This Nia-Corb had three bre- 
thren, viz., Mesincorb, Cormac, and Carbry. From these four 
are descended the fo^r chief septs of Leinster, viz. Dal-Mac- 
horb the principal 2. Dal-Mesincorb. 3 Dal-Cormac, and 4. 
Dal-Carbiy. Cormac, king of Leinster. 

Felimy, king of Leinster. 

Catharius -Magnus, king of Leinster, and for three years mo- 
narch of Ireland, left many large and valuable legacies to his chil- 
dren andfi'iends as appears by his will recorded in an ancient book 
book called ' . He was slain in battle by his successor in the 
monarchy Con-ced-cahach. 

Rossius Failghe, eldest son. The country enjoyed by his pos* 
terity was from him called the land of Failghe. He was ancestor 
to the families of O'Subhan, O'Mooney, OKillin, OMuldova, 
O'Mulaithgen, O'Onchon, O'Bay, O'Cormac, O'Bearry of 
Leacach O'Aftay, O'FIinn, O'Dempsy,- lords of Claumalier, 
O'Connor Faley and M'Colgan. 

Breaseal Bealach, king of Leinster. 

Eanna-£ia, from whom are descended the O'Dowlings, the 
O'Broinsor Byrnes-of Cualann, and the O'Tooles. 

Eanna-Kinselach, Idng of Leinster; a powerful and warlike 
prince^ with whom the monarchs of Ireland were at constant war. 
He defeated them in thirteen pitched battles, in the last of which, 
fought at Cruachain, A,D, 409., king Eochaidh Moighmeodhin fa- 
ther of NiaUus Magnus was slain. The surname of Kinselagh is 
derived from this prince. 

■ Eocha, eldest son, king of Leinster, banished to Scotland by 
NiallusTVlagnus, whom in revenge he afterwards slew- in France. 
Crimthan-cas, younger son, king of Leinster on the banishment of 
his brother. He was the first king of Leinster who received the 
Christian faith. Deadha, third son, from whom descended in suc- 
cession Owen, or Eoghain, Eiachra, Eare, Ferach, Foelan, and 
St. Molingj' founder rf the abbey of St. Mullins, in co. Carlow, 
made bishop- of Ferns, in 632. Died on the 17th June, 697. — 
Buried in his oym abbey. His feast is kept on the 17th June. 

Nathy,son of Crimthan-cas, whose sister Eithne-Nach was wife

At the period of the English invasion of the twelfth century the 
O'Ryans were lords of the district of Idrone, in the county of 
Carlow, as is related by Regan, and received f)y Leland,' Harris, 
and other modern historians. Having, iiowerer, resisted the in- 
vaders by force of arms, and being unsuccessful, they were dispos- 
sessed (according' to the right .of conquest, justly), of their terri- 
tory ; which was subsequently disposed of as is related in the preced- 
ing parts of this work. The O'Ryans continued afterwards to 
reside in the county -in a subordinate station, and soon acquired 
some property, as may be seen p. 152, and elsewhere. Like most 
of the old Irish and Romanists, they seem to have engaged freely 
in the almost perpetuEil rebellions of which this unfortunate country 
was formerly the scene. The name of O'Ryan frequently occurs 
in the " general pardons" granted by James I. We cannot say 
what part they todk'in the rebellion of 1641. Since that .period, 
the mentbers of the 'family of the author, having become Protes- 
apts, have been undeviatingly loyal.

Slieumargie, or Slieumarigue, constituted a part of the connty 
of Carlow in 1553, as is proved by an inquisition of that year, 
held to substantiate the king's title to the lands of Killeshin, &d. 
situated in the lordship • of Slieumargie and coanty of Carlow. 
This district continued part of the coiinty till the statute 3rd and 
4th of Mary, chap. 2, incorporated the Queen's county. 

The follffwing scale of 'distances in the county will be useful. 
We should observej that in the preceding work we have invariably 
employed the Irish measure, which is most familiar.

This account is given in the life of St. Munnu : " On a certain 
time there was a great council of the people of Ireland held in the 
White-field ; between whom there arose a controversy concerning 
the order of celebrating Easter. For Laserian, abbot of Leighlin, 
who presided over 1500 monks, defended the new order, which was 
then lately sent from Rome ; while others adhered to the old form. 
But St. Munnu did not immediately appear at this council, though 
every one waited for him. He stood by the old order, and came to 
the council the same day before evening^ Then St. Munnu said to 
the abbot Laserian in the presence of all the people thus : It is now 
time to break up this council, that every man may depart to his 
own place. You have three options given you O Laserian : let 
two books, one of the old order, and another of the new, be. cast 
into the fire, and let us see which of them shall escape from the 
flames. Or let two monks, one of yours and another of mine, be 
shut up in the same house, and let the house be set on fire, and we 
shall see which of them shall escape unhurt. Or let us both go to 
the sepulchre of a dead monk, and raise him up to life ; and he 
will shew us which order we ought to observe in the celebration of 
Easter. To which St. Laserian answered. We will not proceed 
to judgment with you ; because we know, that if you commanded 
Mount-Marge, to be changed into the White-field and the White- 
field to be removed to the place where Mount-Marge stands, that 
on account of your infinite labours and great sanctity, God would 
immediately do this for your sake. Afterwards the people returned 
pveryone to their own houses." — Ware's Writers of Ireland, p. 23.

The following extracts are taken from accounts appended to the 
Kavanagh pedigree ; whi'chbears date 1817. 
I The Chartee Horn. The horn is made of ivory, mounted 
and ornamented with gilt brass. It has be^n in the possession of 
the family of Kavanagh of.Borris-Idrone from a very early period, 
and is supposed to have originally been the charter horn or tenure 
by which they held certain estates. The late Thomas Kavanagh, 
Esq., with the consent of his son, the present Walter Kavanagh, 
Esq., presented it to Trinity College Dublin, where it now remains, 
and is considered one of the greatest curiosities with which the mu- 
seum of that university is enriched. 

The Fisebn. This curious piece, of antiquity was found in 
the demesne of Borris, in digging a ditch. It is composed of a 
mixture of silver and tin, and weighs 16ozs. 17dwts. These are 
commonly, though erroneously called Moran's rinss, which were 
of a different character, and were worn round the neck of, the king, 
and also of the chief brehon, or judge, who was prime ministeri 

The Liath Meisicith. Thevery curious ancientbox called the 
•Liath Meisicith was for many ages an heir-loom in the family of 
Kavanagh of Borris-Idrone, until it was presented (together with 
the Charter Horn) ,as before stated," to the museum of Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, where it is now deposited and c^efuUy preserved. 
It is made of brass cased with silver, and when presented to the 
university contained a number of loose sheets of vellum, on which 
were written some extracts from the gospel and prayer for the sick 
in the Latin language, but in the Irish character. There were also 
water colour drawings of the apostles, tolerably well executed, and 
supposed to have bepn the work of St. Moling, the patron saint of 
that part of the country, and who was a member of th^ family of 
Kavanagh, as appears by the pedigree; although the box itself is 
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supposed by General Vallsmcey to be of much greater antiquity 
than the.period at which St. Moling flourished.

" Caroll Moore O'Daly was brother to the celebrated Donogh,. 
a, turbulent chieftain in Connaught, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth. 
He was one of the most accomplished gentlemen of his day, and 
particularly excelled in poetry and musip. He paid his addresses 
to Ellen daughter of M. Kavanagh a lovely and amiable lady, 
who returned his affections more favourably than her friends wished, 
who disapproved of the connexion. It happened that an affair of 

' consequence drew O'Daly to another part of Ireland, and the 
friends of Ellen seized the opportunity of his absence to promote 
the suit of a rival. By a variety of reports, artfully conveyed tp 
her, she was induced to suspect the attachment of her lover, and 
was finally persuaded he had left the country to be married to an- 
other. The afflicted Ellen, indifferent now to every object^ was 
prevailed on by her friends to acquiesce in their choice. His ^ivfd 
was favourably received, and a day was fixed for their nuptials, 
which were to be as splendid as the hospitable manners of the 
times, and the social propensities of the Irish called for on such an 
occasion. The report of these preparations soon reached the ears 
of the unfortunate O'Daly ; he hastened his return, and arrived in 
Connaught on the evening before the appointed day. Under the 

, impression of hi? feelings, he sought with his' harp a wild and 
sequestered spot on the sea-shore, and inspired by the eiithusiasm 
of the occasion he composed the song of " Eibklin A' Ruin," which 
remains to this time an exquisite memorial of his skill and sensi- 
bility. Disguised as a gleeman or minstrel be next day gained 
easy access among, the' crowd of company that thronged to the 
wedding ; and after exercising his talents in a variety of ways for 
the amusement of the guests, he was called upon by Ellen herself 
to play. It was then that, touching his harp with all the pathetic 
sensibility this deeply interesting occasion inspired, he infused bis 
own feelings into the song he had composed, and breathed into his 
softened strain the very soul of pensive melody. The sympathetic 
heart of Ellen instantly felt its force ; she recognized her lover in 
his disguise, and by that secret communication of sentiment that 
needs not the aid of words to convey it, intimated her unalterable 
attachment and her readiness to fly with him from this- reluctant 
engagemeiit. The plan of escape was instantly concerted, the 
.Quests were more liberally supplied with usquebaugh than even the 
festivity of the occasion called for ; they were reduced to a state of 
insensibility and the happy lovers easily effected their escape." — 
Minstrelsy of Erin. Notes, p. 168. 

It should be observed, that the foregoing account seems to im- 
ply, that Ellen resided in Connaught ; wbich must certainly be an 
error ; as the Kavanaghs were always a Leinster family. Besides, 
tradition relates as we have stated in the text, — The scenes of some 
of Mr. Hartstonge's poems are laid in the county of Carlow.
